It  appears  that  three  of  the  members  of  the  Senior  Gass  are  native 
Grermans  who  expect  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  their  countrymen  among 
us  in  their  own  tongue.  And  three  are  destined  to  the  foreign  mis- 
sionary field,  the  Messrs.  Scudder,  hoping  to  unite  with  the  Classis  of 
Aroot  in  India,  and  Mr.  Jerolamon  designing  to  join  Messrs.  Doty 
and  Talmage  in  China.  The  above  facts  are  as  gratifying  as  the  con- 
sideration  is  painful  that  but  five  remain  to  supply  all  the  ordinary  and 
numerous  vacancies  in  our  Church  and  the  urgent  demands  of  the  Board 
of  Domestic  Missions.  Surely  the  harvest  is  plenteous  and  the  labor- 
era  few. 

The  professors  furnished  us  with  the  testimony  that  the  attention  of 
the  young  gentlemen  had  generally  been  commendable.  One  case  of 
delinquency,  fiowever,  w&s  noticed  by  them  which  the  Board  felt  con- 
strained to  make  the  subject  of  serious  and  earnest  rebuke. 

The  several  classes  were  examined  in  the  different  departments  of 
study,  and  the  Seniors  in  addition  on  their  personal  piety,  their  views 
in  enterinff  the  ministry  and  manner  of  preaching.  On  which  it  was 
resolved  that  the  examinations  be  sustained,  and  that  the  members  of 
the  Senior  Class  be  recommended  to  the  professors  for  the  usual  certifi- 
cates. 

The  Annual  Sermon  before  the  Board  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Philip 
Peltz,  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  from  Col.  2  :  19, 
and  the  address  to  the  Students  at  the  dose  of  the  examination  by  Rev.

We  learn  that  the  Committee  appointed  at  our  last  annual  meeting 
to  collect  funds  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a  Theological  Hall  have 
thus  fiir  fsuled  of  success,  and  with  painful  emotions  wc  learn  further 
that  the  bene&ction  of  125,000,  generously  and  magnanimously  made  at 
first  by  the  Collegiate  CSiurch  for  this  object,  andafterwards  changed 
to  its  interest  of  $1500  annually,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Theological 
students,  has,  since  the  late  decisive  and  well-nigh  unanimous  action  of 
the  Synod,  been  entirely  revoked.  A  bright  prospect  is  thus  unhappily 
blighted,  and  the  sad  consequences  will  fall  neavily  we  fear  on  those 
now  in  course  of  preparation  for  the  ministry,  in  our  institutions; 
whfle  it  must  for  the  present  diminbh  the  number  of  those  who  would 
otherwise  have  sought  admission  to  them.  The  views  of  the  Board 
in  reference  to  the  necessity  of  such  a  building,  have  by  no  means 
been  modified;  and  our  dependence  for  still  achieving  this  object 
is  on  the  living  God  whose  are  the  silver  and  the  gold,  and  who 
has  said :  ^^  Lo  f  I  am  with  you  alway  even  to  the  end  of  the  world." 
Our  appeal  is  to  the  liberality  of  those  whom  Jesus  the  Saviour  has 
bought  with  his  blood,  and  who  prefer  Jerusalem  above  their  chief  joy. 

In  reference  to  the  above,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

1.  That  our  convictions  of  the  need  of  a  Theological  Hall  are 
deepening,  as  its  need  and  the  expediency  of  its  erection  are  discussed. 

SL  That  we  heartily  approve  of,  and  commend  the  plan  of  making 
earnest  and  immediate  application  to  all  our  churches  for  the  funds 
needed  for  its  erection. 

3.  That  we  will  use  our  influence  in  our  respective  classes  in  aiding 
the  Committee  of  Synod  in  procuring  said  funds.

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That  they  have  received  a  oommunication  from  Rev.  John  Ley  bum, 
Stated  Clerk  of  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 
in  which,  by  direction  of  the  Assembly,  he  expresses  to  the  Gene- 
ral Synod,  in  relation  to  their  complaint  of  the  violation  of  the  terms 
of  correspondence  by  the  Presbytery  of  North  River,  in  the  case 
of  the  church  recently  organized  at  Kingston,  N.  Y., "  the  deep  regret 
felt  hj  them  that  there  should  have  been  any  cause  for  complaint 
or  recrimination ;  their  profound  respect  and  strone  fraternal  affec- 
tion fi>r  their  brethren  of  the  Dutch  Church,  and  their  desire  that 
nothing  should  be  allowed  to  weaken  the  ties  which  bind  the  two 
churches  together.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

jResoivedy  1.  That  Synod  cordially  reciprocate  the  above  expres- 
sions of  fraternal  affection  and  esteem  and  their  earnest  desire  for 
the  strengthening  and  perpetuating  of  those  ties  that  now  bind  the 
two  churdies  in  Christian  communion. 

&.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  Synod  furnish  a  certified  copy  of  the 
above  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

They  hive  received  an  affectionate  letter  from  the  Synod  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  of  South-Africa,  expressing  their  gratifica- 
tion at  receiving  a  letter  from  this  Synod,  informing  us  of  the  flou- 
riflfaing  state  and  the  good  prospects  of  their  church,  and  their  desire 
of  the  continuance  of  our  correspondence  with  them.  They  complain 
of  the  want  of  teachers  for  their  youth,  at  a  distance  frpm  tiieir  towns 
and  villages.  They  also  state  that  there  is  an  increasing  desire  of 
having  their  youth  instructed  in  the  English  language,  and  intimate 
that  men  of  good  moral  character  and  of  moderate  education  who 
might  be  disposed  to  emigrate  from  our  church  to  their  country,  as 
teachers  among  their  agricultural  population,  would  find  ready  em- 
plovxnent. 

A  letter  has  been  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  Bonner,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  of  Correspondence  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  express- 
ing a  wish  that  a  correspondence  may  be  opened  between  that  church 
and  ours.     Your  Committee  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  are  gratified  to  receive  the  intimation 
that  the  opening  of  a  correspondence  will  be  acceptable  to  the  Free 
Church  of  Scotland,  and  cordially  accede  to  such  an  arrangement.

Synod  took  up  the  subjeot  of  the  Itovised  liturgy,  the  cotisideratJon 
of  which  had  been  postponed  to  this  scasiim. 

The  Stated  Clerk  announced  th&t,  in  conformity  with  the  order  of 
the  laat  Synod,  2S0  copies  of  tlio  Revised  Liturgy  had  been  printed 
for  the  use  of  the  Synod,  and  that  he  had  sent  a  copy  by  mail  to  ovory 
member  of  the  Sj'iiod.  Those  now  present  who  had  not  received  a 
copy  of  the  same,  were  furnished  thcrewitL 

The  form  for  the  adminiatration  of  tlie  Lord's  Supper,  as  Biibmltte4 
by  the  original  committee,  and  that  reported  by  the  ppeciaJ  oommittpe, 
were  considered.  Several  omendnxents  were  proposed,  discti«sed,  and 
adopted.     When  thu  following  rosolutiona  were  adopted  : 

Seiolved,  That  tlie  two  nftom  opea  tW  nl^Ht  of  the  littu^  «f 
the  Reformed  Protestant  DMefa  fifacR^  be  ttfaMd  \uk  to  (b>  ori- 
ginal committee  upon  that  subjtct;  and  thM  they  be  foquired  to  report 
the  result  of  their  deliberations  to  the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod, 
and  that  the  consideration  of  the  whole  matter  be  deferred  until  that 
report  comes  in. 

Bewlved,  That  Rev.  Harvey  D.  Ganse  be  aubstituted  on  the  Ori- 
^nal  Committee  on  the  Litui^y  in  the  -place  of  the  Rev.  Dimcan  Ken- 
nedy, D.D. 

Rttolved,  That  if  the  Committee  on  the  Liturgy  deem  it  necessary 
to  print  a  new  edition  of  the  Liturgy,  thoy  be  allowed  to  print 
500  copies,  and  that  250  copies  bo  led  at  the  Board  of  Publication 
Rooms  for  sale. 

ARTICLE  XIL 

BCHOOLH    AND    CURIBTIAN     EOUCATIOK. 

Reiolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  to 
report  upon  the  propriety  of  having  a  sermon  preached  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  education  for  the  ministry,  at  the  regular  meetings  of  this 
Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  ia  as  follows  : 

The  Committee,  on  Education  beg  leave  to  report,  that  several 
jDapers  referred  to  them  have  received  their  consideration. 
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In  reference  to  a  communication  firoili  the  Board  of  Education,  they 
present  the  following. 

At  the  late  session  of  Synod,  an  act  was  passed,  allowing  certain 
joung  men  who  are  studying,  with  a  view  to  the  Grospel  ministry,  in 
the  Holland  Academy,  under  the  care  of  the  Classis  of  Holland,  to 
pursue  a  portion  of  their  studies  in  that  institution,  instead  of  entering 
at  once  into  Rutgers  C!ollege. 

Since  the  adjournment  of  the  Synod  in  June,  a  request  has  heen 
presented  from  a  member  of  the  Classis  of  Holland,  that  the  examina- 
tion required  by  the  Synod  before  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  may, 
in  the  case  of  these  Holland  yoflth,  be  conducted  by  some  of  the 
brethren  who  compose  the  Classis  of  Michigan. 

From  the  consideration  of  the  distance,  and  the  expense  of  the  jour- 
ney to  New-Jersey,  to  appear  before  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved^  That  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Schultz  and  Kershow,  members  of 
the  Classis  of  Michigan,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Van  Raalte,  of  the  Classis  of  Hol- 
land, be  a  committee  to  conduct  the  examination  of  the  above-men- 
tioned young  men,  and  of  such  other  students  for  the  ministry  as  are 
under  the  care  of  the  Classis  of  Holland. 

Hie  communication  from  the  Board  contains  a  statement  of  the  fol- 
lowing facts,  namely :  That  they  have  now  twenty  young  men  receiv- 
ing aid  from  their  funds;  that  seven  new  beneficiaries  are  recom- 
mended by  the  professors  and  Board  of  Superintendents,  which 
number  wUl  perhaps  be  raised  to  nine ;  and  that  if  the  five  mentioned 
in  the  letter  received  from  a  member  of  the  yiassis  of  Holland  be 
added,  it  will  make  an  increased  demand  upon  the  funds  of  more  than 
$2000.  That  the  support  of  the  Missionary  Teacher  in  the  HoUand 
Academy  draws,  annually,  from  the  treasury  an  additional  sum 
of  $400. 

But  though  the  Board  have  used  all  the  means  at  their  command  to 
increase  the  amount  of  their  funds,  but  thirty-one  churches  out  of  our 
three  hundred  and  thirty-five,  have  sent  in  their  contributions ;  and 
that  the  whole  amount  received  is  only  $1679.97. 

hi  view  of  this  state  of  things,  the  Board  ask  permission  of  the 
General  Synod,  to  appoint  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  to  whom  this 
whole  subject  may  be  committed.  Your  Committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  bringing  this  subject  before  the  Synod,  but  without  expressing  an 
opinion  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  measure,  present  the  following 
resolution  : 

Re$olvedy  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  empowered  to  appoint  a 
Corresponding  Secretary,  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  to  whom  the  subject  of  increasing  the  education  funds 
shall  be  committed. 

A  resolution  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committc,  relat- 
ing to  the  subject  of  an  annual  sermon  to  be  preached  before  this  body 
upon  the  subject  of  education  for  the  Gospel  ministry.  They  would 
present  for  consideration  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  direct  that  a  sermon,  in  behalf  of  the 
Board  of  Elducation,  he  preached  before  them  at  eacVi  aunwA  TCkft^V\xv%.

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  D.D.,  was  appointed  t 
?rmon  on  education,  before  the  next  Synod; 
lliger  was  appointed  his  secundus. 
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Tlie  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  was 
^MK^epted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing as  tbeir  report.  There  has  been  placed  in  their  hands  a  commu- 
nication from  tne  Theological  Faculty,  presenting  the  names  of  four  indi- 
viduals as  suitable  persons  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten 
fimd.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
action.  JResolved,  That  Messrs.  Henry  H.  Loring,  and  Frederick  W. 
Anthony  Riedel  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  Uriah  D.  Gulick,  of 
Rutgers  College,  and  Andrew  liegeman,  of  the  Grammar  School,  be 
plac^  upon  the  Van  Benschoten  fund. 

There  has  also  been  placed  in  their  hands  the  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  for  the  present  year.  This  report  repre- 
sents the  afiairs  of  the  Seminary  in  a  happy  and  prosperous  condition, 
the  Professors  attesting  that  "the  attention  of  the  young,  men  had 
been  generally  commendable,"  reporting  but  a  single  case  of  delin- 
quency, which  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board. 

Regret  is  expressed  that  while  the  harvest  is  plenty,  the  laborers 
are  few.  Let  the  churches  heed  the  command  of  the  Master,  to  pray 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  laborers  be  sent  forth.  The  total  num- 
ber of  students  as  given  by  the  report  is  27.  The  graduating  class 
numbered  11 , 3  of  whom  are  now  on  their  way  to  the  missionary  fields, 
the  Messrs  Scudder  hoping  to  join  the  Classis  of  Arcot  in  India,  and 
Mr.  Joralamon  designing  to  join  Messrs  Doty  andTalmage  in  China. 

Three  of  the  persons  recommended  by  the  classes  for  aid  from  the 
funds  of  the  churches  could  not  be  received  on  account  of  informality 
in  the  recommendation;  and  in  view  of  the  frequent  recurrence  of  this 
difficulty,  the  Board  desire  the  attention  of  the  classes  to  be  called  to 
the  rule  of  Svnod,  which  requires  that  a  young  man  shall  have  been  a 
member  of  the  church  for  one  year  before  he  applies  for  aid  from  the 
educational  funds. 

TTie  Board  at  the  request  of  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  re- 
commend an  examination  of  all  the  classes  in  the  Seminary,  in  Hebrew, 
at  the  close  of  each  year.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of 
the  following  resolution :  Beaolved,  that  the  yearly  examination  in  He- 
brew be  extended  to  all  the  classes  of  the  Seminary. 

In  reply  to  the  question  whether  it  is  expedient  to  change  the  time 
of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  the  term 
of  the  theological  year,  the  Board  report,  that  having  consulted  with 
the  members  of  the  Faculty,  they  are  prepared  to  recommend  that  the 
theological  year  shall  consist  of  a  single  session. 

Their  report  says :  "  The  Faculty  state  their  hearty  approbation  of 
the  measure,  and  add  that  all  the  instructions  which  they  now  afford 
to  the  College,  can  by  a  proper  arrangement  of  the  studies,  be  as  easily 
rendered  under  the  proposed  as  under  the  present  plan."  They  further 
specify  the  following  advantages  which  will  accrue  to  the  students. 
"Their  travelling  expenses  willbe  diminished  at  least  one  half,  in  many 
cases  two  thirds.  The  time  of  their  absence  from  the  Institution  beiiig 
all  brought  withLs  a  single  apace,  opportunity  w'ili  be  a{(oi&^\A  «v\sScl\^ 
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maj  need  it  to  enter  upon  Bome  employment  whiofa  laay  jield  ihem  a 
handsome  re mun (.ration."     Other  conaideralions  of  weight  also  are 

5 resented.  Id  connection  with  this  expression  of  the  Theologicft] 
'acuity,  there  has  lieen  plooed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  the 
aolion  of  the  Board  of  TniBtecs  of  Rutgers  College  authorizing  their 
Committee  appomted  for  the  purpose  of  altering  the  time  of  ihe 
annual  commencement,  to  confer  with  the  Synod's  Committee,  and  90 
arrange  it  that  the  commencement  be  held  on  the  Tlmreday  immedi- 
ately preceding  tiie  fourth  of  July,  requiring  the  fall  session  to  com- 
mence on  the  20th  day  of  Stplember.  Having  conferred  ^-ith  tins 
Committee  of  the  Trustees,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  term  of  the  ITieological  Seminary  commence  on 
the  Twentieth  day  uf  September,  to  continue  until  the  third  Tuesday 
of  May,  with  au  interval  of  eight  or  ten  days  at  the  Christinoii 
Holidays. 

Beaolved,  That  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents 
be  held  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  May. 

By  this  arrangetneut  the  report  of  the  Board  will  no  longer  have  to 
lie  over  nearly  a  year,  before  presentation  to  the  Synod.  And  as  the 
senior  class  of  the  College,  to  which  the  instruction  of  our  Theological 
Professors  is  chiefly  or  whoUy  confined,  leave  a  month  prior  to  the 
day  of  commencemBnt,  but  a  fi'W  Sayf  will  olajiso  between  the  dos- 
ing examination  of  the  Seminary  and  that  of  the  graduating  class  of 
the  College. 

I^e  subject  of  a  Theological  Hall  is  brought  again  to  the  notice  of  the 
Synod,  with  a  request  that  earnest  and  immediate  application  be  made 
to  all  the  churches  for  funds  for  its  erection.  This  all,  under  the  kind 
Providence  of  God,  has  been  settled  by  the  timely  and  abundant  lib- 
erality of  those  whose  names  will  be  held  in  pleasant  and  honored  re- 
membrance. Let  that  Hall  rise  a  noble  monument  of  the  pious  heart 
that  endowed  it,  provoking  many  to  like  deeds  of  generosity,  and 
proving  in  all  its  history  that  God  honors  the  act  of  the  cheerful 

Your  Committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  resolutions  of  the 
Synod,  relative  to  the  increase  of  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  in  the 
Theological  Seminary.  They  would  most  cordially  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  following  resolutions : 

Retolved,  That  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary be  41800  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  commencing  1st  De- 
cember next,  together  with  the  free  use  of  the  dwellings  those  re- 
siding in  the  College  now  occupy. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $300  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  com- 
mencing December  1st,  be  allowed  the  Professor  of  Biblical  Litera- 
ture until  provision  be  made  for  his  residence. 

An  application  from  the  Consistory  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
of  Utica,  in  reference  lo  a  deed  of  their  church  property,  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  attention  of  the  Committee.  They  recommend  the 
»doption  of  the  following  preamble  and  resolution : 

W^ereaf,  in  the  deed  by  which  the  church  of  Utica  hold  their  church 
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property,  there  is  a  provision  that  they  can  not  dispose  of  the  same 
without  consent  of  Synod,  and  whereas  a  request  has  been  presented 
bjr  the  Consistory,  that  in  their  present  circumstances  it  is  important 
that  they  obtun  such  permission ;  therefore, 

jResolvedy  That  when  the  Consistory  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Church  of  Utica  are  prepared  to  erect  a  new  church  edifice, 
dds  Synod  will  unite  in  a  transfer  of  the  present  property,  on  condi- 
tion of  the  church's  allowing  to  be  incorporated  in  the  new  conveyance 
a  provision  to  the  same  effect  as  that  contained  in  the  deed  by  which 
tbeir  present  title  is  held,  and  that  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  au- 
thorized to  act  in  behalf  of  Synod,  whenever  their  action  shall  be 
required.'

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

MISSIONS. 

Synod  took  up  the  subject  of  establishing  a  Sustentation  Fund,  the 
consideration  of  which  was  referred  to  the  present  meeting,  (vol.  8, 
p.  609.)  The  plan  for  the  same,  which  was  presented  at  the  late 
meeting  of  Synod,  was  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  shall  direct  the  raising  of  a  fund,  to 
be  called  a  Sustentation  Fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  applied 
for  the  relief  of  clergymen,  and  the  families  of  deceased  clergymen, 
when  such  need  aid,  unless  donors  shall  direct  that  their  entire  dona- 
tions shall  be  distributed. 

2.  jResolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Cor- 
poration shall  be  the  officers  of  the  trust. 

3.  Reeolved,  That  each  Classis  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Synod, 
be  requested  to  appoint  one  Minister  and  two  Elders,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  solicit  benefactions  from  individuals,  and  annual  collections 
from  all  the  churches  within  their  bounds. 

4.  *Besolvedj  That  in  order  to  receive  aid  from  this  fund,  an  applicar 
tion  must  be  accompanied  with  a  recommendation  from  the  Classis 
within  whose  bounds  the  applicant  resides. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  committee  to  be  appointed  by  Synod,  shall 
determine  the  amount  of  appropriations,  and  make  such  rules  with 
regard  to  the  fund  as  they  may  deem  best,  subject  to  the  revision  of 
Synod. 

6.  Resolved,  That  a  circular  be  addressed  to  each  Church  under  the 
care  of  Synod,  requesting  it  to  make  an  annual  collection  for  this 
fundi 

1.  Resolved^  "That each  Classis  shall  add  a  lemma  oiitVi\asvx\i\^\.r 
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The  followiBg  rules  for  the  distribution  of  the  fund  were  adopted: 


1.  The  Fund  shall  be  called  "The  Su§tentatioQ  Fund  of  the  Re- 
formed Protestant  Dulch  Church ;"  and  alisU  be  adminiBtered  by  the 
Board  of  Corporation  of  the  General  Synod  of  said  Church,  during  the 
pleasure  and  under  the  control  of  General  Synod. 

2.  The  aaid  fund  shall  be  need  for  the  support  of,  or  to  aid  in  tlie 
support  of,  disabled  ministere,  and  the  families  of  deceased  ministers, 
Tfhcn  such  mny  !ie  in  need.  Should  there  be  any  surplus,  after  sup- 
plying the  above,  to  aid  in  the  support  of  those  ministers  whoso  con- 
gregations can  not  give  them  proper  support,  or  who  may  be  without 
a  charge. 

3.  Should  there  be  at  any  time  more  money  belonging  to  the  fund 
than  may  be  immediately  required,  the  same  shall  bo  deposited  on 
interest  in  the  Now-Tork  We  Insurance  &  Trust  Company,  or  in  the 
United  Status  Trust  Company,  in  the  city  of  New-York;  or  it  maj 
be  loaned  on  (he  Stocks  of  the  City  or  State  of  Now- York,  or  of  the 
United  Stntes. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  shall  be  the  officers  of 
tlie  trust.  The  Treasurer's  duty  shall  be  to  collect  tlie  income.and 
make  all  payments, 

5.  The  classes  under  the  care  of  the  General  Synod  arc  requested 
to  make  a  Committee  on  Sustentation,  and  the  churches  arc  requested 
t't  take  up  a  yearly  eollection  for  the  fund. 

fl.  The  maximum  amount  to  be  paid  to  any  out  of  the  fund  shall 
be :  To  a  minister  disabled  by  sickness  or  age.  two  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  and  an  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum, 
if  he  has  a  wife  living;  and  likewise  an  additional  sum  of  dSiy 
(lollars  per  annum  for  every  child  under  sixteen  years  of  ago.  To 
the  widow  of  a  deceased  minister,  as  long  as  she  continues  unmar- 
ried, two  hundred  dollars  per  annum  ;  and  an  additional  sum  of  fit^y 
dollars  per  annum  for  every  child  imder  sixteen  years  of  ago.  To 
children  of  clergymen,  both  of  whose  pnrents  have  deceased,  seventy- 
five  dollars  per  annum  each,  until  ihcy  attain  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 
To  ministers  not  receiving  sufficient  support  from  their  congregn- 
tioUB,  or  otherwise,  a  sum,  which,  with  what  they  may  receive  other- 
wise, will  not  exceed  the  sums  .^llottcd  to  disabled  ministers  and  their 
fimiiics,  as  before  mentioned. 

7.  Should  the  income  of  the  fund  not  be  sufficient  for  the  above, 
the  ofiieers  of  the  Board  shal!  diatribufc  the  fund,  dividing  it  amongst 
the  applicants  as  they  may  deem  best,  commencing,  however,  in  the 
order  of  distribution  as  prescribed  in  section  second.  Should  the 
fiuid  admit  of  larger  appropriations,  the  maximutn  may  hereafter  be 
increased . 

8.  Applications  for  aid  must  be  accompanied  by  a  satisfactory 
nvommcndat'ioii  from  the  elasi^is  to  which  the  .ipplicnnt belongs. 
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9.  A  full  report  of  the  receipts,  disbursements,  and  proceedings  of 
the  Board  shall  be  made  each  year  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  above  plan  has  been  prepared  for  a  Sustentation  Fund,  not  to 
interfere  with  the  Widows'  Fund ;  leaving  the  latter  to  accumulate 
for  the  benefit  of  those  able  to  contribute  to  it,  and  placing  both  funds 
under  the  same  officers. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  Rev.  Mr. 
Baldwin,  of  Montrose  Presbytery,  respectfully  report  that  they  have 
examined  the  documents  placed  in  their  hands,  and  collected  the  fol- 
lowing facts.  These  facts  refer  to  the  bequest  of  Miss  Arabella  M. 
Bosworth,  in  its  cause  and  intention,  the  way  in  which  the  design  of 
the  benevolent  donor  has  been  executed  by  the  legatees,  and  the  petition 
of  the  Montrose  Presbytery  to  this  Synod,  in  reference  to  the  legacy. 

As  it  regards  the  bequest  of  the  donor  in  its  cause  and  intention,  we 
are  thus  informed  :  Miss  Arabella  M.  Bosworth,  while  on  a  visit  to 
her  relatives  residing  in  the  tovrn  of  Itush,  Susquehanna  Co.,  Penn., 
was  deeply  affected  with  the  entire  destitution  of  Gospel  privileges 
in  that  section  of  country.  The  people  were  not  only  living  with- 
out God  and  without  hope  in  the  world,  but  were  without  those 
means  of  grace  by  which  men  are  made  acquainted  with  God,  and 
cheered  wiSi  the  hope  of  a  blessed  immortality.  They  were  without 
a  sanctuary  in  which  the  Divine  Name  might  be  recorded,  and  without 
an  accredited  ambassador  from  the  King  of  Zion.  To  meet  in  part 
this  destitution,  she  bequeathed  a  sum  of  money,  which,  with  the  inter- 
est, is  now  a*  little  more  than  a  thousand  dollars.  Tliat  part  of  the 
will  which  relates  to  this  bequest,  is  thus  expressed :  "  I  give  what- 
ever sum  of  money  is  left,  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Dutch  Reformed  Church  to  support  a  missionary  in  Susquehanna  coun- 
ty, in  Pennsylvania,  as  long  as  the  means  given  by  me  of  support  shall 
last."  It  is  clear  from  this  phraseology  that  Miss  Bosworth  intended 
the  sum  bequeathed  to  be  used  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel  in  the 
destitute  portion  of  Susquehanna  county.  She  expressly  says,  for  the 
support  of  a  missionary  in  the  above-named  county.  It  is  equally 
clear  that  she  makes  this  Synod  her  agent  in  fulfilling  this  intention. 
She  makes  your  reverend  body  responsible  for  the  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  this  destitute  region,  as  far  as  the  amount  bequeathed  by  her 
will  extend.  So  much  for  the  cause  and  intention  of  Miss  Bosworth's 
bequest. 

The  next  point  your  committee  would  respectfully  submit  for  con- 
sideration is,  the  way  in  which  the  design  of  the  benevolent  donor  has 
been  executed  by  the  legatees.  There  is  nothing  on  the  face  of  her 
will  which  warrants  the  supposition  that  she  intended  the  sum  be- 
queathed to  be  placed  at  interest  until  it  should  increase  to  thousands, 
while  in  the  interim,  the  souls,  over  which  she  yearned,  should  die  and 
go  up  to  the  judgment,  uncared  for  and  unwarned.  Her  U\\i^v\tv%<i  v?. 
as  if  she  had  said:  As  soon  ns  I  am  gone,  and  tlie  aniO\n\\»\>e<.^\^t\>^^^ 
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for  the  purpose  is  placed  at  your  discretion,  send  the  mm  of  God  to  this 
destitute  people;  and  oonunue  him  there  at  least  to  the  extent  of  my 
bequest.  Your  committee  can  not  give  any  other  interprclalion  to 
the  donor's  language.  Now,  how  have  tiie  legatees  fulfilled  the  inten- 
tion of  Miss  Bosworth  i  Tba  sum  seeured  has  been  placed  at  interest. 
Nine  years  have  passed  ou  with  their  fearful  record  to  eternity,  carry. 
ing  with  them,  beyond  the  roach  of  the  Gospel,  some  of  the  very  souls 
for  whose  solvation  this  money  in  its  principal  was  appropriated. 
Doubtless,  in  this  arraiigement  our  Board  of  Missions  considered  that 
there  was  no  nucleus  for  a  Reformed  Prot.  Duteh  Church  in  that  part 
of  Susquehanna  county  covered  by  the  intention  of  the  donor.  And 
there  is  not  now,  if  your  committee  are  credibly  informed,  any  pros- 
pect tjiat  fur  years  to  come,  there  wilt  be  a  nucleus  for  a  church  of 
our  persuasion  under  the  present  arrangement.  The  sum  beque&lbed 
by  Miss  Bosworth  may  remain  at  interest  and  accumulate  until  the 
present  generation  have  all  passed  away  from  Susquehanna  county  witli- 
out  the  Gospel,  but  evt'ry  dollar  of  it  will  be  unrighteous  gain,  and  at 
the  expense  of  souls.  For  the  benevolent  intention  of  the  donor  is 
not  fulfilled  by  the  aceumulatwn  of  the  sum  bequeathed. 

The  next  point  suggested  for  consideration  by  the  documenta  in  the 
hands  of  your  coininittce,  is  the  petition  of  the  Montrose  Presbytery 
addressed  to  this  Synod.  From  this  petition  il  appears  that  the  sec- 
tion of  Susquehanna  county  referred  to  in  the  will  of  Aliss  Bosworth, 
is  in  the  town  of  Rush,  twelve  miles  south-west  of  Montrose.  In  this 
town,  through  the  exertion  of  Rev.  Mr,  Baldwin,  an  enlerprise,  under 
the  care  of  the  Montrose  Presbytery,  has  been  commenced.  When  the 
church  edifice  now  in  progress  sluiJl  be  completed,  the  Presbytery 
propose  settling  a  pastor  over  the  congregation.  And  to  aid  them  in 
fluslaining  the  stated  means  of  grace,  they  ask  of  this  Synod  the  in- 
terest of  the  Bosworth  legacy.    (See  petition,  last  paragraph.) 

Your  Committee  feel  that  this  petition  embraces  some  points  of  no 
easy  solution.  Can  this  Synod,  in  making  such  an  appropriation,  ful. 
fill  the  wishes  of  the  testatrix  f  She  has  made  this  Synod  tlie  trustee 
of  her  bequest,  and  to  carry  out  her  intention  literally,  there  must  be 
secured  to  the  inhabitants  of  Susquehann;!  county  the  services  of  a 
missionary,  under  the  care  of  our  own  Domestic  Board,  so  long  as  the 
means  of  support  given  by  her  shall  last.  If  she  had  no  denomina- 
tional preferences,  the  sum  bequeathed  might  have  been  intrusted  to 
the  Metiiodiat  or  Presbyterian  Board  of  Missions.  But  she  had  her 
preferences,  and  they  were  that  the  means  of  grace  should  be  sustained 
m  this  destitute  region,  according  to  the  policy,  the  catechisms,  and  the 
customs  of  her  own  Church. 

With  these  considerations,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the 
following  resolution ; 

Reaolped,  That  this  whole  subject  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Do- 
mestic Missions,  with  instructions  to  make  immediate  use  of  this  fund 
in  the  interests  of  the  lieformed  Dutch  Churcii,  in  Susquehanna  county, 
Penn. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  Rev. 
■Dr.  CJiambcrs,  offlTing  his  resignation  as  chaivmati  of  the  Committee 
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of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  report  that  they  consider  the  experience 
of  Dr.  Chambers,  in  carrying  out  the  design  of  the  Building  Fund,  as 
too  valuable  to  be  lost.  Your  committee  therefore  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  resolution : 

JUsolvedy  That  the  request  of  Dr.  Chambers  be  granted ;  that  Dr. 
Abeel  be  chairman,  and  Dr.  Chambers  be  continued  as  one  of  ike 

Committee.

The  students  of  the  several  classes  were  examined  on  the  variou* 
studies  pursued  in  the  Seminary.  The  senior  class,  in  addition  to  their 
ordinary  subjects  of  examination,  gave  specimens  of  sermons  as  to 
TOmpoaition,  analysis,  and  delivery.

In  conclusion,  we  fee)  that  our  achool  of  the  prophets  hss  incrcMing 
daim  upon  the  synipuihy,  prsjern,  and  cooperation  of  the  churches 
Our  jouiig  men  are  jcarljr  aent  out  t<)  occupy  the  places  made  vacant 
by  Ihose  who  have  hm^  blown  the  Go^4pel  trumpet,  not  only,  but  tO 
occupy  places  in  the  Master's  vineyard,  hitherto  but  partiully  culti- 
vated, while  Bome  have  felt  themselves  constrained  lo  preach  Christ 
.  aad  him  crucified,  in  heathen  lands.  The  prospects  of  the  Seminary 
are  in  every  way  eneKitrap'ng.  New  studenta  are  presenting  them- 
selves with  a  view  to  the  Gospel  ministry,  for  the  advantages  of  our 
LIUrrary  and  Theological  Seminary.  Already  the  "Peter  Hertaog 
Hall"  greets  our  eyes.  Its  foundation  has  been  laid,  as  we  believe, 
with  much  prayer,  faith,  and  reiu&rkable  benevolence,  and  will  be 
finished  during  the  present  wasoii.  This  will  be  an  important  event 
in  the  history  of  ovir  Theological  Seminary,  and  of  the  Rt^ormed  Duk^

A  communication  was  received  from  a  Committee  of  the  Classis 
of  New-York,  requesting  a  dispensation  in  behalf  of  Mr.  Frands  Zas- 
tera,  a  Bolicmian  priest,  who  has  applied  to  the  Classis  to  be  received 
under  their  care,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Pro- 
fessorate. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Classis  of  New- York,  in  re- 
lation to  collections  reoommended  to  bo  taken  up  by  the  churches  for 
the  now  Boards  of  the  Synod,  which  was  read. 

The  subject  contained  in  the  same  having  been  discussed  at  length, 
the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Whtreaa,  The  communication  of  the  Classis  of  New-York  Indicates 
the  existence  of  a  misunderstanding  upon  the  part  of  that  Classis  which 
the  Synod  feels  it  desirable  to  remove. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod,  in  the  formation  of  its  Boards,  and  iU 
recommendation  of  various  charities  to  the  several  churches  under  its 
care,  never  has  claimed  to  impose  upon  these  churches,  and  the  Classes 
ID  which  they  are  embraced,  an  imperative  obligation  to  contribute  to 
•uch  causes. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  recognizes  the  unquestionable  right  of 
every  Classis  to  express  to  the  Synod  its  views  of  the  feasibility  and 
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desirableneas  of  every  plan  of  Church  action  which  the  Synod  may 
have  adopted. 

Besolved,  That  the  Synod  recognizes  with  pleasure  the  constant  and 
generous  oontributions  of  the  Classis  of  New- York  to  the  charities  of 
oar  Church,  and  expresses  its  cordial  hope  that  that  Classis  will,  in 
time  to  come,  hold  the  same  place  in  its  hearty  cooperation  with  this 
Synod  which  it  has  in  time  past. 

Communications  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Greene  and 
Geneva,  recommending  certain  individuals  as  suitable  persons  to  re* 
eeive  aid  from  the  Funds  of  the  Synod,  which  were  referred  to  the 
Gommittee  on  the  Professorate.

Reports  in  relation  to  amending  the  Constitution,  by  adding  the 
following  to  the  question,  in  chapter  ii.,  art.  iii.,  sec.  8  :  "  Are  the  forms 
tor  administering  the  sacraments  read  in  full,  before  the  congregation  on 
sacramental  occasions?"  (vol.8,  p.  576)  were  received  from  the  South 
Classis  of  New- York,  North  Classis  of  Long  Island,  and  the  Classes  of 
Bergen,  Geneva,  Greene,  and  Washington,  which  were  read.  Where- 
upon it  was 

^esolvedy  That  the  whole  subject  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the 
"  American  Systematic  Beneficence  Society,"  together  with  the  con- 
stitution of  the  same,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  Religion.

The  following  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  the  Annual 
Digest,  a  list  of  the  securities  held  by  the  Board,  a  list  of  the  endowed 
adiolarships,  a  list  of  the  clerical  subscribers  to  the  Widows'  Fund, 
and  accounts-current  of  said  Board  with  the  Widows'  Fund  and  the 
Board  of  Education,  together  with  the  Report  of  John  C.  Elmendorf, 
Esq.,  Treasurer  of  Rutgers  College,  in  relation  to  the  Van  Benschoten 
and  Knox  Funds. 
lb  (he  Cfeneral  Synod ofth$  Reformed  ProtestarU  Dutch  Church: 

The  Board  of  Directioa  of  General  Synod  reapeclMly  T«^TV,^^jQaX 
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ainoe  the  laat  meeting  of  llie  Synod,  ftrtJctea  of  agreement  hare  been 

rxecuted  between  the  General  Synwd  aud  William  G.  Menu,  Esq.,  ol' 
Philadelphia,  by  which  the  exclusive  right  and  privilege  of  priming, 
I'mni  stereotype  plates,  procured  by  him  at  bis  own  cost  nii<l  pxpenw. 
the  Books  of  Psalms  and  Hjinns,  as  in  present  use,  is  accorded  to  wtid 
William  G,  Mentz  for  five  years,  from  15th  April,  1854 — hs  n^reiv 
log  to  supply  the  books  from  lime  to  time,  as  they  shall  be  needed. 
in  style  and  at  pricus  specified  in  said  ngreemenl — the  Synod  agroc- 
ing,  that  upon  the  expiration  of  this  contract,  should  Mr  Mentz  nn 
longer  be  continued  as  the  publisher  of  the  books,  it  will  purchase 
rhe  platen,  if  found  in  good  condition  and  fit  for  farther  use,  at  an 
equitable  price,  to  be  ascertained  by  impartial  appraisers. 

Aecording  to  authority  given  thttm  by  Synod,  the  Board  have  sold 
•he  church  edifice  at  Brunswick,  Illinois,  with  the  bctl  and  fixtures, 
ti»r  two  hundred  dollars,  less  ten  dollurs,  which  had  been  advanced 
for  insurance — part  payable  in  cash,  and  the  remainder  in  six  monllji. 

Aa  directed  by  SjQod,  the  Board  have  paid  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
'  ^-ation,  for  their  current  ezpon«cs,  two  thousand  dollars,  heretofore 
invested  by  Synod  for  said  Board. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Demund,  who  haa  been  transferred  to  a  Germftci 
Reformed  Church  in  Lanoaater,  Pennsylvania,  has  requested  the  pri 
vilege  of  bciug  continued  as  a  subscriber  to  the  Widows'  Ftind,  11  i- 
application  is  herewith  presented  to  Synod  for  its  action  thereon. 

The  Synod,  at  its  session  in  October  last,  adopted  a  plan  of  a 
■'Sustentation  Fund,"  and  appointed  the  Board  of  Corporation,  as  the  of- 
licers  of  the  trust,  (see  Minutes,  pp.  23,23.)  Only  two  hundred  and  fiUy 
dollars  have  been  received  into  the  treasury  on  behalf  of  ihis  fund. 
The  plan  of  the  fund,  and  its  relations  to  other  interests  and  agencies, 
iieemed  to  your  Board  to  be  so  complex,  that  they  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  take  any  action  thereon.  They  are  apprehensive  that  its 
bearing  upon  the  Widows'  Fund,  so  long  and  anxiously  cherished. 
and  of  such  benign  praciical  influi'ncc,  may  be  injurious — perhaps 
disastrous.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  the  subscribers  to  the  latter 
will  withdraw  their  subscriptions,  and  tlie  payments  already  madt. 
that  they  tnay  avail  themselves  of  the  purely  gr.ituitous  advantages  of 
the  former.  Cfther  considerations  uf  an  embarrassing  kind  on  the  sub- 
ject have  also  presented  themselves  to  your  Beard,  and  they  venture 
I'espectfully  to  suggest  to  Synod' a  revision  of  the  plan  of  Octobei 
last. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  herewith  submittL'd,  will  show  in  detail  aitd 
with  precision,  the  state  of  the  funds  of  Synods,  These,  in  continuance, 
have  been  administered  with  care,  fidelity,  and  success;  no  losses, 
either  of  principal  or  interest,  have  occurred,  nevertheless  the  income 
•  if  Synod  is  not  equal  to  the  claims  laid  upon  it. 

Some  years  since,  and  for  a  succession  of  years,  your  Board  wen- 
perplexed,  and  often  humiliated,  by  a  deficiency  of  moans  U)  meet 
the  ciigiigetnents  of  Synod ;  at  Knglh,  after  earnest  entreaty  and 
effort,  relief  was  aObrded,  and,  by  constant  care,  they  were  enabled, 
Irom  the  income  of  Synod,  promjitly  to  pay  its  expenses,  as  they 
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occurred,  stated  and  occasional ;  no  surplus  revenue,  however,  re- 
mained. 

The  Board,  therefore,  admonished  by  past  experience,  have  felt 
themselves  constrained  to  inform  Synod  in  almost  every  subsoqueni 
Annual  Report,  that  any  increase  in  its  expenditures  would  involve 
die  necessity  of  providing  funds  to  meet  them. 

In  October  last,  Synod  (see  Minutes,  p.  20)  added  to  their  per- 
manent expenses,  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  omitted  to 
make  any  provision  for  payment  of  the  same.  The  result  has  been 
that  your  Board  have  been  obliged  to  borrow  from  a  Bank,  to  enable 
them  to  meet  the  claims  upon  them.  A  debt  already  exists ;  and 
the  present  revenues  of  the  Church  fail,  by  about  the  above  named 
annual  amount,  to  satisfy  its  existing  obligations. 

It  is  respectfully  but  eaniestly  urged  on  Synod,  to  take  immediate 
measures  to  provide  for  this  deficiency  in  some  permanent  way. 

The  investments  of  Svnod  are  believed  to  be  safe.  Nine  hundred 
dollars  have  during  the  year  been  added  to  the  Widows*  Fund, 
making  the  entire  fund  fourteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifly 
dollars. 

On  account  of  the  Church  Building  Fund,  one  thousand  three 
hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents  have  been  re- 
ceived. 

Abraham  Van  Nest,  Esq.,  the  President  of  the  Board,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Knox,  one  of  the  Directors,  are  charged  to  give  the  Synod  any 
further  information  that  may  be  desired.

ARTICLE  V. 

CORRESPONDENCE.

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of  that  body,  held  in  tha  City  of  New-York  during  the  last  month, 
,  and  that  he  was  received  widi  the  greatest  kindness  and  cordiality. 
•  An  opportunity  was  aiforded  him  to  present  to  the  Assembly  your 
Qiristian  salutations,  and  redprocatc  those  expressions  of  fraternal 
alTeclion  and  esteem  conveyed  to  us,  at  our  last  synodica.1  meotini;, 
through  their  stated  clerk,  Kev.  Dr.  Leyhum,  The  remarks  of  your 
Delegate  were  responded  to  by  Rev.  Dr.McFarlaud,  their  moderator,  in 
words,  the  genuine  kindness  and  affection  of  which  would  have  touched 
the  heart  of  any  member  of  the  Dutch  Church.  Nothing  could  have 
been  more  cordial;  and  the  entire  body  evidently  sympathized  in  the 
warm-hearted  and  generous  sentimejits  uttered  by  their  speakn*. 
The  proeeedinga  of  tlia  reverend  body  were  conducted  not  only  with 
great  dignity,  but  aiso  with  great  harmony.  They  are  doing  a  great 
work,  and  it  is  our  duty  and  privilege  to  rejoice  in  their  prosperity,

Certain  documents,  in  reference  to  the  state  of  religion  in  Hollond, 
and  the  propriety  of  sending  a  deputaUon  to  the  Chureh  in  IloUand, 
were  received,  wliicli  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corre- 
spond en  ee. 

An  Extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of  North- Carolina,  in 
relation  to  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod  in  their  case,  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence. 

The  Rev,  A.  (>.  Vermilye,  of  the  Presbyterian  Chureh,  appeared  in 
Synod,  and  having  produced  testimonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his 
seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States, 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adoptefl,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on 
resolutions  of  the  Clas 

appear  to  call  for  any  action  of  the  Synod,  iiip 
action  in  relation  to  said  Classis,  was  in  its  tc 
to  be  respectful  and  courteous,  and  has  been  by  the  Stated  Clerk 
transmitted  to  the  Classis,  as  directed  by  Synod. 

The  documents  in  relation  to  Professor  De  Liefdc,  of  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  forwarded  by  the  Rev,  Dr.  De  Witt,  and  referred  to  your 
Committee,  are  painfully  interesting,  and  well  calculated  to  awaken  the 
sympathy  of  our  churches.  They  afford  testimony  going  to  prove 
that  the  national  Chureh  of  Holland,  and  the  universities  of  the  king- 
dom, hove  departed  far  from  the  orthodoxy  of  former  times,  and  that 
vital  godliness  is  generally  and  greatly  depressed.  To  counteract,  as 
Far  as  may  be,  this  lamentable  state  of  things,  Mr.  De  Liefdc  is  in- 
structing  pious  yoang  men  with  a  view  to  the  ^To^a^atwn  of  the 
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Grospel  in  its  purity,  by  their  missionary  labors.  In  this  endeavor, 
wisely  directed,  he  is  entitled  to  the  countenance  and  prayers  of  all 
good  men.  To  obtain  pecuniary  aid  he  has  recently  visited  Great 
Britain,  and  written  to  this  country. 

Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  the 
Rev.  Dr.  De  Witt,  to  correspond  with  Mr.  I)e  Liefdc,  and  express 
the  sympathies  of  this  Synod  in  his  efforts  to  restore  to  the  Churches 
of  Holland  a  pure  Gospel  and  a  spiritual  religion ;  and  also,  from 
other  sources,  to  collect  all  attainable  information  respecting  his  enter- 
prise, and  report  the  same  to  the  Synod  at  its  next  stated  meeting. 

They  also  recommend,  that,  should  any  of  the  ministers  of  our 
Church  visit  Europe  during  the  ensuing  year,  they  be  respectfully  re- 
quested previously  to  confer  with  Dr.  De  Witt,  and  to  lend  him  their 
aid  in  obtaining  the  information  which  he  is  charged  to  procure  for 
the  future  use  of  Synod.

ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODICAL   REPORTd    ON    TUE    STATE    OF   THE    CHURCHES. 

In  conformity  with  the  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spend  a  part 
of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  in  religious  exercises, 
conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  committee  for 
that  purpose,  consisting  of  Rev.  Ransford  Wells  and  Charles  D.  Buck, 
and  the  Elder,  John  Q.  Wilson. 

Mesolved,  That  the  subject  of  making  arrangements  for  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  be  referred  to  the  committee 
appointed  on  the  devotional  exercises  of  the  Synod.  The  committee 
reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  observed  accordingly. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  respectfully  report  that  a 
careful  examination  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synods,  while  it 
may  awaken  a  sense  of  ill-desert,  nevertheless  calls  us  to  the  sweet 
experience  of  mercy.  It  is  not  with  gloom  or  despondency,  wc 
survey  the  past  year.  Though  a  cloud  may  have  hung  over  some 
parts  of  the  Church,  ret  the  smiles  of  the  Saviour's  ^Tesewe^Vvj^^x^^ 
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their  brigbtaess  upon  other  portions.     Some  surprising  and  cbeering 

facts  (iro  presented,  which  inspire  us  with  gratitude  for  the  past,  and 
trust  for  the  future.     Several  of  theiie  facts  the  Committee  singlo  ouL 

1.  There  has  lieen  a  gratifying  increase  in  tlie  ooutrjbutions  of  the 
ohurches.  The  Particular  Synod  of  New-York  reports  ;  "  The  pe- 
ouniary  contributions  of  the  churches  belonging  to  the  Synod,  furni^ 
pleasing  evidence  that  the  Church  is  becoming  increasingly  alive  to 
the  responsibility  that  is  upon  her  to  give  the  Gospel  to  all  the 
world."  The  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  says:  "All  that  can  be 
gathered,  by  inspection  of  minutes  and  tabular  statements,  showe  an 
advance  in  benevolent  contributions."  Wo  add,  that,  tliuugh,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  churches  do  not  report  one  single  cent,  yet 
tile  remainder  have  collected  186,000.  Never  before  has  such  an 
amount  been  recorded.  It  is  tS.OOO  more  than  last  year's  report; 
112,000  more  than  that  of  1854;  and  ubout  *26,000  more  than  that  of 
1B53.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  tlte  grace  of  benevolence  is  thus 
developed — that  tiie  obligations  of  stewardship  are  more  and  more 
realized.  And,  we  believe,  little  springs  are  thus  set  in  motion,  that 
act  not  only  on  immortal  desUnies  now,  but  that  shall  be  perpetuated 
in  time,  and  in  eternity  is^ue  in  wonderful  and  glorious  results. 

But  the  state  of  the  treasuries  of  our  Boards,  leads  us  to  conclude 
(while  no  doubt  much  has  gnno  to  the  Tract,  Bible  and  kindred  in- 
stitutions, to  which  we  bid  Uod-speed,)  that  payments  of  debts,  repairs, 
etc.,  are  often  included  in  the  record.  The  Synod  of  New-York 
name  the  column,  "  Religious  and  Benevolent  purposes."  In  the 
Synod  of  Albany,  it  reads,  "  Benevolent  Institutions."  Now  the 
term,  "  Religious,"  is  very  indefinite — it  may  embrace  almost  any  con- 
tribution ;  while  "Benevolent"  belongs  exclusively  to  outside  opera- 
tions; fur  no  more  than  what  an  individual  does,  is  what  a  Church 
does  for  itself,  benevolence.  But  while  it  is  desirable  that  the  caption 
be  uniform,  and  embrace  only  purely  benevolent  contributions,  it  is 
also  desirable  that  sums  for  congregational  purposes  be  reported. 
Should  this  require  the  omission  of  some  column  now  in  use,  the  art 
of  multiplying  by  5,  renders  the  column,  "  Total  of  the  Congregation," 
unnecessary.  Or,  it  may  be  known  how  many  were  in  communion, 
"  per  last  report,"  by  adding  the  dismissions,  suspensions  and  deaths ; 
and  subtracting  the  accessions  from  the  present  number  of  commu- 
nicants.    The  Committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  present  column  for  contributions  embrace  only 
those  that  arc  strictly  benevolent ;  and  that  a  column  for  congrega- 
tional  purposes  be  added,  which  shall  include  all  moneys  raised  for 
salaries,  debts,  church  expenses,  etc.,  and  that,  if  necf^sary,  the  column 
headed,  "Total  of  the  Congregation,"  be  dropped. 

It  is  believed  this  arrangement  would  relieve  many  conscientious 
consistories  from  unjust  comparisons,  remove  a  great  disadvantage, 
and  indicate  more  completely  the  condition  of  all  the  churches,  which 
is  the  first  object  of  our  Church  Reports. 

Whereas  there  has  been  referred  to  us  a  copy  of  the  circular  letter 
and  Constitution  of  the  "American  Systematic  Beneficence  Society," 
the  Cowiaittee  would  also  propose  the  foUo^ing  leaoVttliOTia-, 
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Buolvtd^  That  this  Synod  recoTnmend,  to  the  individual  members 
and  ecclesiastical  bodies  of  our  Church,  the  practical  adoption  of  the 
great  scriptural  principle  of  **  giving  according  as  the  Lord  hath 
prospered  "  each  one. 

Re^iolved^  That  it  be  enjoined  on  the  Consistories  to  render  fall  re- 
ports of  membership  and  contributions. 

2.  A  second  fact  the  Committee  notice,  is  the  cheering  accessions  to 
the  Church  from  the  world.  The  Synod  of  Albany,  mourning  last 
year  the  withholding  of  the  Spirit,  have  had  their  sorrow  turned  into 
joy.  They  say :  "  The  statements  of  the  various  Classes,  in  regard  t<» 
the  prepress  of  the  Saviour's  kingdom,  are  full  of  interest.  We  thank 
(jod,  they  are  often  grateful  acknowledgments  of  his  converting  and 
reviving  grace."  The  Synod  of  New-York  say:  "The  evidence 
comes  up  from  all  the  Classes,  that  Grod  has  not  left  them."  And  we 
remark  that  one  Classis,  in  our  bounds,  report  an  addition  of  over  250 
members  on  confession  alone ;  two  report  like  additions  of  between  200 
and  250  each  ;  and  twelve  between  90  and  200  each.  The  additions 
on  confession  are  2562,  on  certificate,  1483 ;  in  all,  4045.  Sixty- 
three  churches  do  not  report.  Last  year,  the  additions  were,  3083, 
fifty-one  churches  not  reporting.  It  is  a  question  of  profound  signi- 
ficance, what  relation  has  this  increase  to  the  enlarged  benevolence  of 
the  Church  ?  Is  it  not  a  practical  comment  upon  God's  true  and  faith- 
ful saying,  "He  that  watereth,  shall  be  also  watered  himself]" 

3.  A  third  cheering  fact  is  the  increase  of  the  number  of  churches 
in  our  connection.  Not  to  speak  of  the  Classis  of  Arcot,  and  several 
new  unreported  organizations  at  the  West,  we  have  three  hundred 
and  seventy-four  churches — an  increase  of  at  least  ten.  Should  not 
the  Divine  blessing  encourage  us  to  lengthen  the  cords  and  strengthen 
the  stakes  of  our  spiritual  in  closure  ?  It  can  not  be  truly  said,  that 
the  increase  of  our  churches,  the  past  year,  has  been  without  a  cor- 
responding increase  of  members. 

But,  brethren,  it  is  not  our  increase,  in  which  we  most  rejoice,  or 
for  which  we  chiefly  labor,  as  Ilis^  of  whom  it  was  said :  "  He  must 
increase."  It  is  for  Christ,  and  with  Christ  we  labor,  and  in  Him  we 
rejoice.  He  must  increase.  We  may  be  clogs  upon  the  triumphal 
chariot  of  the  Redeemer,  but  w^e  can  not  retard  its  blessed  progress. 
And,  whether  we  share  in  its  extension  or  not,  the  glory  of  the 
cross  shall  tip  the  summits  of  the  distant  hills,  and  pour  its  splendor 
into  the  lowest  vales,  and  the  earth  shall  roll  along  its  orbit  a  re- 
deemed and  sanctified  creation. 

There  is  danger  lest  our  blessings  should  make  us  feel  secure — lest 
we  value  increase  of  numbers  more  than  increase  of  faith,  hope,  and 
all  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit.  While  we  have  great  cause  for  rejoicing, 
we  have  also  cause  for  humiliation,  and  for  redoubled  exertion.  The 
cloud  has  not  all  dispersed.  Souls  are  perishing ;  and  the  standard 
of  piety  needs  elevating.  Besides,  eighty-three  churches  are  reported 
vacant  this  year,  against  fifty -five  last  year,  and  eighty-one  ministers 
without  charge,  against  seventy  last  year.  We  beg  the  Consistories 
and  the  churches,  to  receive  the  legacy  bequeathed  by  \)[i^  ^Y^w^'^vjnA- 
der:  "My  last  request  to  the  Dutch  ChurcVi  is,  t\i«A.  XSttfc^  mvj  \\N^n 
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their  brjghtneas  upon  othor  portions.  Some  surprising  and  cheerioc 
&ot3  nro  presented,  which  inspire  us  with  gratitude  for  the  pust,  and 
trust  for  the  future.     IScveral  of  theae  laots  the  Committee  single  out. 

1.  There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  contributions  of  the 
churches.  The  Particular  Synod  of  New-Yorlc  reports  ;  "  Tlie  pe- 
cuniary contributions  of  the  churches  belonging  to  the  Synod,  fumirt 
pleasing  evidence  that  the  Cliurch  is  becoming  inoreasingly  olive  to 
the  responsibility  that  is  upon  her  to  give  tlie  Gospel  to  uU  the 
world."

It  can  not  be  truly  said,  that 
the  increase  of  our  churches,  the  past  year,  has  been  without  a  cor- 
responding increase  of  members. 

But,  brethren,  it  is  not  our  increase,  in  which  we  most  rejoice,  or 
for  which  we  chiefly  labor,  as  His,  of  whom  it  was  said :  "  lie  must 
increase."  It  is  for  Christ,  and  with  Christ  we  labor,  and  in  Him  wo 
rejoice.  He  must  increase.  We  may  be  clogs  upon  the  triumphal 
chariot  of  the  Redeemer,  but  we  can  not  retard  its  blessed  progress. 
And,  whether  we  share  in  its  extension  or  not,  the  glory  of  the 
cross  shall  tip  the  summits  of  the  distant  hills,  and  pour  its  splendor 
into  the  lowest  vales,  and  the  earth  shall  roll  along  its  orbit  a  re- 
deemed and  sanctified  creation. 

There  is  danger  lest  our  blessings  should  make  us  feel  secure — lest 
we  value  increase  of  numbers  more  than  increase  of  faith,  hope,  and 
all  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit.  While  wo  have  great  cause  for  rejoicing, 
we  have  also  cause  for  humiliation,  and  for  redoubled  exertion.  The 
cloud  has  not  all  dispersed.  Souls  are  perishing ;  and  the  standard 
of  piety  needs  elevating.  Besides,  eighty-three  churches  are  reported 
vacant  this  year,  against  fifty -five  last  year,  and  eighty-one  ministers 
without  charge,  against  seventy  last  year.  We  beg  the  Consistories 
and  the  churches,  to  receive  the  legacy  bequealbed  by  XXv^i  ^>j\ti%'^^'^^" 
der:  ''My  last  request  to  the  Dutch  Church  is,  l\iftX  \5aey  tkvvjXv^^^ 
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and  labor,  and  pray  far  the  salyation  of  a  lust  world,  and  that  they 
may  bring  up  thoir  thildren  for  this  great  object."  Tlion  our  auo- 
ceeding  reporta  will  be  the  rooorda  of  the  Divine  Power,  and  a  glory 
will  rest  upon  the  Church,  unspeakably  surpassing  that  of  wealth  or 
crowds. 

4,  One  more  mercifiil  dealing  of  our  God  we  notice.  The  Dumber 
renioved  by  death,  lias  not  been  as  large,  by  fifty,  as  it  was  the  year 
■  before.  But  our  ministry  has  suffered  the  same  diminutioQ,  Six 
have  departed  t^  the  assembly  oq  high — Rev.  J.  D.  Fonda,  of  the 
Classis  of  Washington  ;  Rev.  J.  A.  Lansing,  of  the  Classis  of  Water- 
vliet;  Kev.  S.  V.  E.  Westail,  of  the  Classis  of  Dlinois;  Ilev.  II. 
Eckel,  of  the  Classis  of  Greeoe;  Hev.  B.  Holf,  of  the  Qaasis  of  llud. 
BOQ  ;  and  Rev.  Mr.  Gardinier,  of  the  Classis  of  Holland.  We  shall 
meet  them  no  more,  till  WQ  stand  with  them  before  the  great  white 
throne.  But  their  futicral  knells  are  solemn  strokes  upon  our  hearts. 
yte  are  admonished  wo  soon  must  follow  them.  We  are  called  to 
work  while  the  day  lasts,  for  the  night  oometh  in  which  do  man  can 
work.  But  when  the  night^iadow  has  fallen,  our  work  la  not  lost. 
Our  influence  projects  its  penumbra  into  eternity;  and  our  sermons 
have  echoes  that  shall  reveMiorate  through  the  Judgment  Ilall. 

The  Lord  grant  that,  when  the  silver  mrd,  that  has  run  tlirough  all 
the  web  of  our  mortal  life,  ia  lirnkcn,  iind  the  freed  soul  pous  upii-iird. 
there  may  kindie  before  us  t!ie  glories  of  a  celc3tial  reward,  and  a 
Saviour's  welcome  break,  in  unutterable  sweetness,  upon  our  car.

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Kingston  be  and  hereby  is  connected 
with  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany. 

On  page  30  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany,  for 
/SJd,  a  resolution  as  to  the  expediency  of  constituting  a  new  Particu-

lar  Synod,  to  be  composed  of  the  Western  churches.  Your  Committee 
feel  gratified,  that  the  extension  of  our  Church  west,  calls  for  the  or- 
ganization of  a  new  Synod.  There  are  under  the  care  of  this  Synod 
four  Classes,  lying  west  of  the  State  of  New-York,  numbering,  in  all, 
about  forty  churches,  and  about  twenty-five  ministers,  with  the  pros- 
pects of  rapid  increase  of  numbers.  Your  Committee  recommend 
the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  Tliat  this  Synod  approve  of  the  plan  for  the  organization 
of  a  Particular  Synod  in  the  West. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  of  Illinois,  Michigan,  Holland,  and 
Wisconsin,  be,  and  hereby  are  set  off  or  dismissed  from  their  respect- 
ive Synods,  to  be  organized  as  a  new  Particular  Synod. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  of  Illinois,  Michigan,  Holland,  and 
Wisconsin,  severally  meet,  at  an  early  day,  and  choose  Delegates,  in 
conformity  to  the  Constitution,  and  appoint  Delegates  to  meet  on  the 
First  Tuesday  of  September  next,  at  such  place  as  they  shall  deem 
expedient,  and  proceed  to  organize  a  new  Particular  Synod,  to  be 
known  as  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago. 

4.  Resolved,  That  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  D.  Van  Olinda, 
be  the  committee  on  behalf  of  this  Synod,  to  aid  and  assist  in  the  organi- 
zation of  the  contemplated  Synod,  and  that  their  expenses  be  defrayed 
by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod.

The  Committee  to  revise  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  submitted  their 
report,  which  was  accepted^  and  is  as  follows ; 
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lb  Ihe  Gtneral  Synod  of  Ou  Refomud  Prebitant  Duleh  Vhitrch  :  ^^^ 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  1853,  to  rcTise 
the  Liturgy  of  iho  Church,  beg  leave  to  siibmit  a  final  report  of  the 
results  of  their  labors.  This  Committee  has  now  been  in  cTistence 
during  a  period  of  three  years.  They  have  held  in  all  fourteen  meet- 
inga,  and  aave  bestowed  upon  their  work  all  thai  care  and  diligence 
which  its  importance  demanded,  Ilaving  subniilted  to  two  preced- 
ing Synods  partial  reports  of  the  progress  of  th<?ir  labors,  and  deriv- 
ing, BO  far  OS  they  were  able,  both  from  Synodlcal  action  and  from 
private  conference  with  individuals,  a  knowledge  of  what  seemed 
most  neoewary  to  be  done  towards  perfecting  the  Lliurgy  of  the 
Church,  and  adapting  it  to  our  present  denominational  neoeaaities, 
the  Committee  have  assiduously  aimed  to  incorporate  into  the  revlsiou 
die  understood  wishes  of  the  Church,  thereby  hoping  to  make  it  ac- 
ceptable, if  possible,  to  the  great  majority  in  our  communion. 

In  entering  upon  the  duties  assigned  them,  your  Committee  did 
not  understand  that  their  appointment  would  change,  In  the  least,  the 
long  established  and  well  understood  position  of  our  Church  respect- 
ing the  use  of  a  Liturgy.  With  her  origin  is  identified  the  existence 
of  the  Liturgy.  She  has  received  it  with  her  symbols  of  belief  and 
formularies  of  worship.  Parts  of  it  are  practically  incorporated  into 
her  Constitution,  and  their  use  rendered  obligatory  upon  al!  her  pas- 
tors. The  creation  of  your  Gmmittpe  did  not,  ihewfijre,  liiliinatd  on 
the  part  of  the  Synod  any  intention,  eitliyr  to  incroa^it  or  diminish  the 
just  r^ard  in  which  the  Liturgy  has  been  and  now  is  held  by  tiie 
Oiuroh,  Ndther  were  the  Committee  authorized  to  alter  one  jot  or 
tittle  of  the  doctrines  contiuned  in  any  of  the  offices  of  the  old  Liturgy, 
and  accordingly  they  have  preserved  with  care  every  statement  of 
dootrinal  truth  as  found  therein.  It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination 
of  the  printed  copies  of  the  Revised  Liturgy,  herewith  presented  to 
your  reverend  body,  that  the  Committee  have  endeavored  simply  to 
amend  the  phraseology  of  the  old  forms,  where  they  were  manifestly  in 
need  of  correction,  to  expunge  in  some  instances,  and  especially  from 
a  few  of  the  prayers,  sentences  which  had  become  inappropriate  or 
obsolete,  to  re-cast  into  a  more  readable  form  passages  which,  by 
their  great  length,  severely  tasked  the  vocal  organs,  and  to  abridge 
where  abridgment  was  necessary,  in  order  to  avoid  tedious  repeti- 
dona. 

Entertaining,  as  all  the  members  of  the  Committee  did,  a  just  vene- 
radon  for  the  Sacramental  Forms  for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's 
Supper  and  the  Rite  of  Baptism,  they  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  make 
abridgments,  such  as  would  have  been  acceptable  to  many  brethren,  or 
equal  to  the  unauthorized  abridgments  which  are  often  made  on  the 
personal  responsibility  of  the  onnciatjng  minister.  A  few  elisions  of 
some  sentences,  and  slight  transpositions  of  some  others,  together 
with  oorrections  in  grammar  and  punctuation,  comprise  well  nigh  all 
the  ohanges  which  we  deemed  it  proper  to  make  in  these  most  cherished 
fbrms.  In  order  to  render  the  Litut^y,  as  revised,  more  complete 
and  symmetrical,  and  to  make  it  more  adequate  to  the  demands  which 
maf  be  made  upon  it,  for  ssaistance  ia  vanous  pu\)\v<i  &aWe&,\,^i«)  Clom- 
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mittee  have  inserted  the  Litany  of  Buoer,  translated  from  his  "  Refor- 
mation of  Doctrine  and  Worship,"  also  an  order  for  the  reading  of  _ 
Scripture  in  public  worship,  as  contained  in  the  Holland  Ritual  and 
Bibles,  and  a  few  prayers  for  the  more  common  occasions  of  impor- 
tonate  want  In  addition  to  these  insertions,  they  have  also  added 
a  marriage  service,  and  an  installation  service,  compiled,  in  part,  from 
the  old  forms  for  marriage  and  ordination,  together  with  a  burial  ser- 
vice, composed  chiefly  of  passages  of  Scripture,  arranged  to  suit  the 
various  occasions  on  which  it  may  be  required. 

The  Committee,  desiring  to  meet  the  supposed  wish  of  the  Synod, 
have  caused  the  Revised  Liturgy  to  be  printed  complete,  with  a  copi- 
ous indesc,  from  which  its  contents  may  be  seen  at  a  glance.  In  striv- 
ing to  peifect  this  Liturgy  to  the  utmost  in  their  power,  the  Committee 
have  shunned  no  labor  which  might  further  their  purpose.  They  have 
examined  other  Litui^es — ^they  have  weighed  words  and  phrases — 
they  have  touched  and  retouched,  again  and  acain,  passages,  both  in  the 
old  and  new  forms,  in  order  to  secure  a  full  Liturgical  style,  free  from 
rhetorical  pretension,  but  severely  simple  in  the  utterance  of  evan- 
gelical truth.  The  various  parts  of  the  Liturgy  were  aligned  to 
sab-committees,  who,  afler  executing  their  tasks,  returned  them  to 
the  Committee  of  the  whole,  where  they  were  subjected  to  repeated 
scrutiny  and  criticism. 

By  this  severe  analysis  of  words  and  phrases,  repeated  at  each  meet- 
ing, the  Committee  hoped  to  remove,  as  far  as  possible,  every  blemish 
or  infelicity  which  the  most  fastidious  taste  would  be  likely  to  dls- 
cover,  for  thev  were  conscientiously  desirous  of  executing  their  work 
in  a  manner  that  would  be  acceptable  to  all  who  wish  our  Liturgy  to 
be,  in  style  and  completeness,  adequate  to  the  conceded  wants  of  the 
Church.  We  have  deemed  it  just  to  ourselves,  and  respectful  to  the 
Synod,  thus  to  state,  in  detail,  the  results  of  our  labors,  and  the 
method  in  which  they  were  prosecuted.  We  do  not  suppose  that  the 
Liturgy,  as  revised,  is  free  from  possible  criticism.  As  tastes  vary, 
judgments  will  vary.  As  the  acknowledged  deficiencies  of  the  old 
Liturgy  had  introduced  almost  as  many  changes,  improvements,  or 
substitutions,  great  or  small,  as  there  are  ministers  in  our  denomina- 
tion, so  that  well-nigh  every  pulpit  had  its  separate  Liturgy,  made  up 
of  fragments  of  the  old,  it  is  almost  beyond  our  hope  that  the  Revised 
Liturgy,  as  now  presented,  should  at  once  terminate  individual  attach- 
ments to  such  improvements  or  substitutions  as  our  pastors  have 
hitherto  been  constrained  to  make.  It  is,  however,  our  hope  that 
whatever  may  be  the  strength  of  such  personal  attachments  to  individ- 
ual and  different  Liturgies,  they  will  so  far  yield  to  opnsiderations 
of  public  utility  as  to  allow  the  Church  to  possess  a  Liturgy,  which, 
when  needed,  may  be  used,  and  when  used,  may  not  be  regarded  as 
unworthy  of  one  of  the  eldest  daughters  of  the  Reformation. 

Tour  Committee  yield  to  none,  in  their  respect  for  the  ancestral 
and  traditional  associations  which  cluster  around  our  andent  Liturgy, 
but  we  can  not  believe  that  wisdom  will  justify  an  unyielding  adher- 
ence to  things  old,  simply  because  they  are  old,  wnen  the^  Vvvi^ 
ceased  to  possess  any  practical  value,  and  when  t]bey  caxi  lio  \ot^^x\^ 
uaed  without  putting  modesty  to  the  blusb,  or  lasV»  aJt  ^^mkm»« 
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Being,  as  we  are,  constitutioDally  a  Liturgical  Church,  yet  making 
forms  only  subservient  to  a  beautiful  and  conaisteat  order,  auxiliary 
to  the  promulgation  of  spiritual  truth,  the  Committee  have  eutertained 
the  belief,  that  through  care  and  diligence,  they  oould  revise  and  enlarge 
our  Liturgy,so  that  it  might  soon  become  a  welcome  aflaiatant  to  every 
pastor,  and  thereby  secure  something  like  general  uoiformity  in  the  pub- 
lic execution  of  pastoral  du^ee. 

Whether  such  uniformity  is  deairable — whether  it  shall  be  thought 
well  for  the  Churt^h  to  provide  offices  for  religious  services,  which 
shall  correspond  with  her  standard  of  order  and  propriety,  are  ques- 
tions which  the  Committee  supposed  to  be  settled  by  the  fact  of  their 
appointment.  The  almost  univeraal  diause  into  which  parts  of  our 
liturgy  had  fallen,  and  the  very  general  mutilations  of  other  parts,  ap- 
peared to  be  the  chief  reasons  that  induced  the  Gieneral  Synod  oriS53 
to  constitute  this  Committee,  and  the  continuation  of  the  work  in  their 
hands,  by  the  action  of  subsequent  Synods,  have  seemed  to  us  proofii 
of  a  settled  determination  on  the  part  of  our  highest  legislative  body 
to  obtain,  if  possible,  a  Liturgy  that  might  promote  uniformity  in  our 
religious  services,  and  supply  pastors  wilii  various  offices,  which  are 
now  frequently  borrowed,  either  from  the  Liturgies  of  oUier  denomi- 
nations or  from  books  published  by  individual  authority,  without 
sanction  from  any  ecclesiastical  organization  whatever. 

Thus  appointed  and  encouraged  by  the  action  of  successive  Syiii>ds, 
your  Committee  have  given  their  liest  attention  to  the  work  assigned 
them.  They  submit  it  now,  with  full  confidence  that  the  Synod  will 
examine  and  decide  upon  its  merits,  not  in  the  expectation  of  finding 
it  absolutely  free  from  fault,  but  as  embodying  as  near  as  may  be 
what  the  Committee  believe  to  be  the  most  careful  results  of  a  pro- 
Uacted  endeavor  to  provide  a  Liturgy  adequate  to  meet  a  long  ex- 
pressed want  of  our  beloved  Church.

Copies  of  the  Revised  Liturgy,  as  reported  by  the  Committee,  were 
received  and  distributed  among  the  members  of  the  Synod. 

Extracts  from  the  Classes  of  Paramus  and  New- York,  on  the  sub- 
ject of  a  revision  of  the  Liturgy,  were  received  and  read. 

Synod  took  up  the  consideration  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
ttie  Revised  Liturgy.  The  subject  was  discussed  at  considerable  length. 
Certain  amendments  to  the  forms  for  the  administration  of  the  Sacra- 
ments of  the  Lord's  Supper  and  Baptism  were  adopted,  when  tbe  fol- 
lowing resolutions  were  moved  and  seconded,  and  the  question  ^eing 
taken  upon  them,  they  were  adopted : 

Whereas,  The  labors  of  the  Synod,  and  of  its  Committee  on  the 
subject  of  the  revision  of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  has  shown  that 
it  is  a  work  as  diilicult  as  it  is  important,  to  att^n  a  satis&ctory  re- 
sult, and. 

Whereat,  The  Synod  are  anxious  that  the  revision  should  receive 
tAe  moat  mature  and  thorough  oonsiderfttion  prOTvoua^'f  to  its  being 
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submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  several  Classes,  and  which  can  not  now 
be  afforded,  therefore, 

Resolved^  That  the  forms  for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Sup* 
per  and  Baptism,  as  adopted  by  this  Synod,  be  sent  down  to  the  sev- 
eral Classes  for  th^  approval  or  disapproval. 

Resolved^  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  Liturgy  be  referred 
to  the  Synod  at  its  stated  meeting  in  June,  1857. 

Besolved^  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  instructed  to  furnish  the  Classes 
with  copies  of  the  forms  now  adopted,  in  such  manner  as  he  may 
deem  proper. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded, 
that  in  printing  the  Creed  the  phrase  ^*  he  descended  into  hell,"  be  en- 
dosed  in  brackets.  The  question  being  taken,  the  motion  was  decided 
in  the  affirmaUve.  The  ayes  and  nays,  being  called  for,  were 
taken,  and  are  as  follows :

AKD     OHRIBTIAK     EDUCATION. 
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Resolved,  That  the  sermon  in  behalf  of  Education,  forthia  year,  be 
preached  on  the  evening  of  the  seventh  day  of  the  aesaion. 

The  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  rocoived 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education, 

The  seventeenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath-Sohool 
Union  of  the  General  Synod,  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the 
C-ommittee  on  Education. 

The  sermon  in  behalf  of  Education  was  preached  on  the  evening  of 
the  seventh  day  of  the  session,  by  Rev,  Manclua  S.  Hutton,  D.D., 
from  2  Corinthians  1  :  11,  "Teako  helping  together  by  prayer  far  as, 
that  for  the  gift  bestowed  upon  ua  by  the  means  o/many  pergom,  thanks 
may  be  piven  iy  many  on  our  behalf." 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted, 
with  the  esception  of  so  much  as  related  to  the  subject  of  the  Board 
ofSabbftth-School  Union,  which  was  recommitted  with  instructionB  to 
report  upon  the  same  at  the  next  General  Synod.  The  report  of  the 
Comnutt«e,  as  adopted,  is  as  follows  -. 

The  Committee  on  Education,  having  perused  the  documents  placed 
in  their  hands,  and  considered  the  various  matters  before  th^n,  re- 
■  spectfully  present  the  followingreport ; 

The  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  In- 
forms us  that  thirty-eight  young  men,' during  the  last  year,  have  re- 
ceived (ud  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies,  six  of  wnom  are  con- 
nected with  the  Holland  Academy,  and  thirty-two  with  our  institutions 
at  New-Brunswick.  Five  of  these  have  recently  finished  their  pre- 
paratory course  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  the  ministry. 

To  meet  their  expenses,  in  the  advancement  of  an  interest  acknow- 
ledged of  vital  importance  to  our  Church,  the  Board  have  received 
and  appropriat«d  the  avails  of  nineteen  scholarships,  amounting  to 
(2891.62,  together  with  collections  from  eighty  of  our  three  hundred 
and  sixty-four  churches,  amounting  to  12589.53,  the  sum  of  which  is 
#5481.16.  Of  this  sum  the  students  at  New-Brunswick  liave  needed 
(4800  ;  those  at  the  aforesaid  Academy,  about  1360  ;  the  teacher's 
salary  amounts  to  $400,  making  in  all  the  sura  of  15560,  absorbed  by 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  current  year. 

By  the  provision  made  for  that  purpose,  the  balaace  of  the  debt  to 
Mr.  Taylor  has  been  discharged.  The  usual  financial  papers  of  laaac 
Youi^i/Esq.,  namely,  list  of  endoved  scholarships  and  Education 
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Fund  aooount^  were  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee,  and  appear  to 
be  correct 

Hie  account  of  the  Treasurer,  aocompanyine  the  report,  has  been 
compared  with  the  vouchers,  and  is  certified  as  correct,  leaving  a 
babmce  in  his  hands  of  $25.74,  belonging  to  General  Synod,  and  also 
a  balance  of  $490  due  the  special  fund. 

Hopes  and  fears  have  attended  the  performance  of  the  duties  devolv- 
ing upon  the  Board  during  the  last  year.  They  have  met  with  en- 
oooragements  and  discouragements.  Their  appeals  for  increased 
funds  have  been,  in  most  cases,  kindly  regarded,  but,  as  they  say,  they 
"have  not  many  instances  of  available  sympathy  to  record." 

The  duties,  many,  onerous  and  difficult,  connected  with  its  opera- 
tions, induced  an  application  to  General  Synod  for  the  permission  to 
appoint  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  whose  fkithful  discharge  of  them 
is  quite  enough  to  fill  up  the  time,  and  employ  all  the  energies,  of  an 
efficient  man.  This  request  was  granted,  and  the  Board  is  happy  to 
be  able  to  state  that  they  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  services  of 
the  Rev.  James  A.  H.  Cornell,  whom  they  consider  eminently  fitted 
for  the  station,  and  who,  they  are  persuaded,  will  prove  acceptable  to 
the  churches.  This  brother  will  soon  enter  upon  the  active  duties  of 
his  office. 

The  Board  records  its  approbation  of  the  character  and  conduct  of 
the  young  men  of  the  College  and  Seminary  under  its  care,  with  two 
exceptions,  where  they  have  been  compelled  to  withdraw  their  appro- 
priations ;  and  also  expresses  its  obligation  to  the  Theological  Faculty 
for  their  paternal  supervision  exercised  over  them. 

Your  dommittee  regard  it  as  a  matter  of  encouragement,  that  eight 
students  more  than  the  number  reported  last  year  have  been  under 
the  care  of  the  Board,  some  of  these  having  come  from  the  Holland 
Academy,  an  institution  your  Committee  think  Synod  ought  to  com- 
mend to  the  fostering  care  of  our  churches,  because  it  is  Iflcely  to  be- 
come, at  no  distant  day,  an  important  auxiliary  to  our  institutions  at 
New-Brunswick. 

Tour  Committee  beg  leave  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  Synod  a  matter 
of  great  importance  to  the  spiritual  wel&re  of  the  Hollanders,  whose 
number  is  constantly  augmentinsin  our  country  by  immigration  j&om 
the  jblherland.  Li  the  Classes  of  Holland  and  Wisconsin  tl\ere  are  some 
twenty  churches.  There  are  three  more  soon  to  be  organized,  and 
they  have  at  present  but  eight  ministers  to  supply  the  whole.  Large 
numbers  of  the  Hollanders  are  concentrating  at  various  points  aJl 
over  the  West  and  North-west,  and  many  churches  might  be  formed 
instantly  among  them,  had  we  the  men.  It  seems  impossible  to  sup- 
ply the  growing  demand  but  in  one  way,  and  that  is,  by  sending 
over  to  Holland  for  competent  young  men  who  are  in  various  stages 
of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  ministry,  and  who  should  come  recom- 
mended by  those  in  the  fatherland  in  whom  we  have  confidence,  that 
they  may  pursue  and  complete  their  studies  at  the  Academy  afore- 
said, and  at  New-Brunswick.  Your  Committee  \mde^T%\AxA%\x!(^%3rc%x^^ 
menta  can  be  sBtisActorily  made.  The  onVy  &\!StfSo\\>^  vxv^Saft^^'^^ 
the  procurement  of  meaxis  to  defray  their  passage  \a  \l^^<»>«i\r3.^^ 
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necesaitjes  of  the  case  seem  to  require  that  some  airangemeiit  of  th» 
kiud  be  adopted,  to  preserve  those  already  among  us  from  being  lost 
to  us  in  other  communions,  and  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of 
those  that  are  yet  to  come.  God,  in  hia  providence,  is  furnishing  us 
a  people  whose  predilections  are  for  our  Church — a  deserving  people,  to 
whom  we  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude,  and  a  people  desirous  of  being 
Americanized,  whose  descendants  shall  return  our  kindness  by  sustsjn- 
iug  and  advancing  our  branch  of  the  Church  in  her  distinctive  forms  of 
doctrine  and  polity,  and  in  the  accumulation  of  an  extending  influenee 
f:ir  good.  It  is,  therefore,  alike  our  duty  and  our  interest  to  devise 
and  to  execute  plans  for  the  attainment  of  enlarged  influence  and 
elHeiency.  The  immediate  necessity  is  the  procurement  of  ministers 
in  the  way  above  specified.  If  our  liurches,  and  those  of  our  members 
whom  Grod  has  blessed  with  abundant  means,  oould  be  induced  to 
appropriate  enough  to  enable  the  right  kind  of  men  to  reach  their 
brethren  on  our  shores,  it  would  be  an  expenditure  well  laid  out,  be- 
cause the  speediest  way  to  supply  the  lock  of  ministers  qualified  to 
conduct  the  work  which  God  has  thus  given  us  to  do.  Your  Com- 
mittee recommend  the  following  resolutions  : 

I.  Meiolved,  That  the  subject  of  obtaining  pious  young  men  from 
Holland,  to  be  educated  at  our  institutions  for  tfie  Gospel  ministry, 
with  a  view  especially  to  supply  the  great  want  of  ministers  existing 
in  our  churdies,  composed  of  Hollanders  in  this  country,  be  earnestly 
commended  to  the  favorable  regard  of  our  people. 

3.  Staolved,  That  this  Synod  has  learned,  with  pleasure,  that  there 
are  at  this  time  several  well  approved  young  men,  ready  to  oome  to 
this  country  to  put  themselves  under  the  care  of  our  ohurcheB  to  be 
educated  for  the  ministry,  as  aforesaid,  but  who,  they  regret  to  aay, 
are  without  the  means  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  pas- 
sage hither. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Synod  deem  it  of  great  importance,  that  the  Cor- 
responding Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education  moke  efforts,  as  soon 
as  praaicable,  to  secure  the  funds  needed  for  this  purpose,  it  being 
understood  that  such  funds  ore  not  to  be  drawn  from  those  designed 
for  educational  purposes,  but  to  be  obtained  by  solidtation  for  this 
specific  object. 

4.  Raolvetf,  That  this  subject  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Education, 
to  adopt  whatever  measures  may  seem  to  them  most  practicable  to  ao- 
complish  the  end  herdn  had  in  view. 

The  Board  speaks  with  confidence  of  the  good  which  has  resulted 
from  the  system  of  parochial  schools,  and  with  pleasure  of  th^mcreaa- 
ing  favor  with  which  it  is  met  They  hava  now  under  tn^  core 
seven  schools,  the  reports  of  which  ore  of  the  most  encouraging  char- 
acter. In  their  opinion,  they  "  clearly  prove  that  these  schools  are 
among  the  most  important  and  efiectncd  instrumentalities  for  building 
up  the  churches  with  which  they  are  connected.  They  not  only  im- 
part valuable  religious  instruction  to  youth,  but  actually  serve  to 
b}od  coBgr^stioiiB  in  thoir  attachment  to  the  churches,"  where  they 
isre  been  eatablisbed. 
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In  the  report  of  the  paroohial  school,  attached  to  the  Grerman  Se« 
formed  Qiurch  of  Houston  street,  N.  T.  (Sty,  the  pastor  enumerates 
several  advantages  which  are  conceived  of  great  importance  to  the 
children  belonging  to  his  congregation,  and  adds  the  opinion  common 
amone  them,  that  the  contribution  they  receive  in  oehalf  of  their 
sdiool,  **  is  working  out  the  best  interest  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom.'' 
Another  report  records  the  pleasing  fitct,  that  one  of  the  pupils  of  the 
school  of  Lmlithgow  has  made  a  piu}lio  profession  of  ^th  in  Christ,  to 
vhom  she  was  instrumentally  led,  in  part,  by  the  instructions  re- 
oeiyed  from  the  teacher,  and  closes  with  this  language :  '*  We  feel  the 
blessed  effects  of  the  privilege,  and  are  confirmed  in  the  opinion  that 
no  Church  can  wield  her  full  influence  without  bringing  to  bear  on  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  her  children  the  truths  of  Scripture,  by  daily  in- 
struction, and  that  Christian  parents  cannot  enjoy  tne  full  benefit  of 
their  church  relations,  without  a  church-school — a  sdiool  in  which 
divine  truth  forms  a  prominent  part  of  daily  instruction." 

In  the  report  of  the  school  attached  to  the  church  of  North-Brooklyn, 
among  other  items,  the  hopeful  conversion  and  public  profession  of 
iwo  of  the  older  children  are  mentioned.  Other  reports  fumbh  many 
interesting  extracts,  which  the  Board  simply  refers  to,  as  "  calculated 
to  make  General  Synod  feel  the  importance  of  this  work ;"  but  they 
say,  ^^  they  do  not  deem  it  necessary,  since  God  has  so  remarkably 
fixed  the  seal  of  his  approbation  upon  these  schools." 

In  view  of  these  &cts,  and  opinions  confirmatory  ef  other  experiences 
gathered  from  the  history  of  these  institutions,  your  Committee  think 
the  subject  of  the  parochial  school  system  eminently  entitled  to  the 
consideration  of  Synod,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Besolvedy  That  the  parochial  school  system  is  worthy  of  every  ef- 
fort to  popularize  it  within  our  bounds,  and  wherever  it  can  be  put 
into  operation,  its  superior  claims  commend  it  to  the  preferences  of 
our  people. 

The  account  of  the  treasurer  of  the  fund  belonging  to  this  part  of 
our  system  of  education  has  been  examined  by  S.  b.  Schieffelin,  Esq., 
and  is  endorsed  by  him  as  correct    The  balance  on  hand  is  $622.90. 

It  will  be  seen  that  collections  in  behalf  of  the  funds  of  this  Board, 
have  been  received  from  eighty  of  our  churches  during  the  past  year, 
leaving  two  hundred  and  eighty-four  that  have  not  done  what  they 
oould.  This  certainly  is  mudi  to  be  regretted.  Your  Committee  be- 
lieve that  all  these  churches  consider  our  educational  interest  of  neces- 
sary iijiportance  to  our  collective  welfare,  and  to  the  capabilities  and 
progrefe  of  our  Church.  With  such  a  persuasion,  it  would  seem  that 
the  omission  was  more  a  matter  of  neglect  than  of  design.  Surely  it 
can  not  have  resulted  from  sheer  indifference ;  and  yet  there  is  not  much 
to  choose  between  them  in  the  estimation  of  a  man  who  is  willing  to 
do,  and  who  rests  not  satisfied  without  doing,  what  he  can,  in  obedience 
to  the  Gospel. 

This  state  of  thinga  baa  so  long  continued,  tii^  Booxdi  «fe«&TL^  ^^^^ 
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way  of  effecting  a  remedy  but  by  the  employment  of  an  agent  who 
■hall  give  bla  wboh  time  and  attention  to  tbie  bunneas.  At  the  close 
of  their  report,  they  retjuest  General  Synod  to  plac«  thein  in  the  aame 
condition  with  other  Boards,  by  enlarging  their  number.  ^ 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following  resotutioaa :  ~ 

Jicsolved,  That  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Education  be  grante 
that  their  number  be  increased  to  that  of  twenty-four,  and  that  t 
quorum  for  the  tranaaetion  of  business  be  correspondingly  enlarged. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Nominations  be  instructed  to  re- 
port a  double  number,  from  which  Synod  shall  chooso,  in  conformity 
with  the  foregoing  resolution.

Sjnod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
intend^ts  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  whose  term  of  service  had 
expired.  Nominations  were  received  fh>m  the  Classes  of  New- York, 
Paramus,  6reene»  Ulster,  and  North  Qassis  of  Long  Island,  and  King- 
ston, which  were  confirmed.  It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations to  report  double  the  number  of  persons  j&om  whom  to  choose 
members'  fbr  those  Classes  who  have  not  nominated.  The  Committee 
reported,  and  the  election  took  place  accordingly. 

The  following  are  the  persons  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Superintendents :  Rev.  Nicholas  L  Marselus,  D.D.;  Fer- 
dinand H.  Vanderveer ;  John  Minor ;  Nathan  F.  Chapman ;  John  B. 
Alliger ;  John  De  Witt ;  James  B.  Talmage ;  Abraham  Polhemus ; 
George  H.  Fisher,  D.D.;  Charles  S.  Stitt. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  report : 

1.  That  they  have  carefully  examined  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Direction  of  the  Corporation,  which  is  accompanied  by  the  Treasurer's 
account,  tiie  Annuid  Digest,  and  the  list  of  securities  belonging  to 
the  Synod.  From  these  documents  we  gather  that  the  Board  has  ful- 
filled its  important  trust  with  accustomed  wisdom  and  fidelity.  Nine 
hundred  dollars  have  during  the  year  been  added  to  the  Widows' 
Fund.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  sixty-two  dollars  and  twenty- 
two  cents  have  been  received  for  the  Church  Building^  Fund,  and 
two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  Sustentation  Fund.  Two 
thousand  dollars  have,  by  the  direction  of  the  Synod,  been  paid  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  for  their  current  expenses,  which  sum  had  been 
invested  for  said  Board. 

The  church  edifice  at  Brunswick,  Illinois,  with  bell  and  fixtures,  has, 
according  to  authority  given  by  the  Synod,  been  sold  for  two  hundred 
dollars,  less  ten  dollars  which  had  been  advanced  for  insurance. 

An  agreement  has  been  made  with  William  6.  Mentz,  Esq.,  of 
Philadelphia,  whereby  the  exclusive  right  of  printing  the  Psalm  and 
•  Hymn  book,  is  granted  to  him  for  five  years  from  April,  1854 ;  and 
he  obligates  himself  to  furnish  the  books  in  the  style  and  for  the 
prices  specified  in  the  agreement  The  Synod  engages,  on  the  expira- 
tion of  the  contract,  if  it  should  not  be  renewed,  to  take  the  stereotype 
plates  at  an  equitable  price,  to  be  ascertained  by  impartial  appraisers. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  to  the  fact,  that  there  is  now 
an  annual  deficit  of  revenue  of  eight  hundred  dollars.    This  has  re- 
sulted from  the  addition  hj  the  last  General  8]7iiod)  o(  ^SbaX.  %iii<s^«i\. 
to  tbepermsDeat  annual  expenses,  without,  at  tJie  sam^  \im^TMJ«ai^ 
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provision  for  it.  Concerning  the  propriety  of  making  such  additional 
espenditure,  there  will  be  no-question  when  it  is  remembered  that 
the  chief  item  was  the  increase  of  the  salaries  of  our  Theological  Pro- 
fessors. The  Church,  we  are  persuaded,  is  willing  and  anxious  liber- 
ally to  support  those  who  are  engaged  in  the  important  work  of  edu- 
cating her  ministry.  Two  plana  nave  been  suggested  far  meeting  the 
difficulty.  One  is,  that  the  annual  deficiency  should  be  supplied  by 
stated  collections  from  the  churches ;  the  other,  that  the  perraanont 
funds  of  the  Synod  should  be  increased  to  such  amount  as  is  necessary. 
Against  the  former  plan  lie  the  objections  of  uncertainty,  irregularity, 
and  repetition ;  the  latter  has  commended  itself  to  the  unanimous  judg- 
ment of  the  Committee,  and  we  feel  sure  that  the  heart  of  the  Church 
can  be  so  reached  for  such  ao  object  as  that  the  necessary  funds  will 
easily  be  secured.  The  present  generation  will  do  tbis  little  when 
reminded  of  the  sacrifices  of  the  fathers  for  the  endowment  of  the  Theo- 
logical  Seminary.  The  men  who  have  come  upon  the  stagt!,  and  the 
churches  which  liave  been  formed  since  the  last  professorship  was 
endowed,  will  surely  not  hesitate  to  come  with  voluntary  ofTerings, 
and  supply  that  which  is  lacking.  Nay ;  may  we  not  even  rcgaj^ 
this  as  a  most  favorable  opportunity  t^  make  known  through  the 
Church  the  history  of  our  Seminary,  and  secure  from  old  and  young, 
and  rich  and  poor,  the  interest  that  arises  from  the  investment  of  funds 
for  it.     The  adopUon  of  the  following  resolutions  is  recommended  : 

Reiolved,  That  the  Rev.  John  Knox,  D.D.,  Wm.  B.  Crosby,  James 
Suydam,  C.  E.  Spangler,  and  Robert  H,  Pruyn,  be  a  Committee  to 
take  measures  to  secure  funds  for  investment,  the  interest  of  which 
shall  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  present  annual  deficiency  of  the  Synod's 


BeKlvtd,  That  the  churches  be  requested  to  make  collections  on 
or  about  the  first  Lord's  day  in  November,  to  meet  die  deficiency  of 
the  past  and  present  year. 

Tlie  Board  also  calls  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  plan  for  a 
Suatentation  Fund,  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  in  October  last, 
and  suggests  a  revbion  of  that  plan  on  account  of  its  alleged  oomplex 
character,  of  their  apprehension  of  disastrous  influenoe  on  Sie  Widows' 
Fund,  and  "other  oonuderalions  of  an  embarrassing  kind,"  whicli 
they  do  not  specify.  Your  Committee  is  of  one  mind  that  die  great 
principle,  that  they  who  preach  the  Gospel  should  live  of  the  Gospel, 
ought,  in  all  arrangements  that  may  be  made  for  the  relief  of  minis- 
ters, never  be  lost  sight  of.  For  the  manner  of  doing  a  temporary 
good,  may  result  in  great  permanent  evil.  Salaries  should  be  so. 
liberal,  that,  with  economy,  something  may  be  laid  up  for  the  time  of 
sickness,  old  age,  or  for  a  bereaved,  helpless  family.  This,  CSaases 
should  well  consider  when  they  are  asked  to  approve  calls,  to  orgv 
nize  new  diurches,  or  to  separate  two  or  more  churches  into  diatlnot 
pastoraJ  charges.  In  some  cases  it  might,  perhaps,  be  well  to  inquire, 
whether  there  are  not  sufficient  reasons  for  uniting  churches  that  now 
mtsad  Bep&nt^.  dassea  should  also  Tem«rab«T  the  constitutional  pro- 
viaitm,  that,  when  a  minlBter  is  Aedftrei  «m«V\.\a,  v^  AusiA.  >«.  '-^ 
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quired  whether  the  church  which  he  has  served  is  not  able  to  pro- 
Tide  for  his  support  It  is  believed  that,  if  Consistories  and  Classes 
were  to  do  their  dutj  in  this  matter,  the  cases  of  ministers  or  their 
fikinilies  needing  charity,  would  be  few. 

Tet  under  ue  most  favorable  state  of  things,  occasional  cases  of 
need,  and  in  the  present  state  of  the  Church,  frequent  ones,  will  occur. 
To  meet  such,  the  Widows'  Fund  was  established,  combining  the 
two  elements  of  mutual  insurance  and  charity,  and  we  see  the  work- 
ing of  its  beneficent  provisions.     But,  as  is  well  known,  its  benefits 
are  confined  to  those  who,  by  the  payment  of  certain  sums  of  monev, 
have  secured  an  interest  in  it.    The  Sustentation  Fund  was  estab- 
lialied  to  meet  the  cases  of  those  who,  from  straitened  circumstances, 
might  not  be  able  to  make  such  payment    The  object,  all  will  confess 
to  be  most  worthy.    It  may  seem  unfortunate,  that  we  should  have 
two  institutions  with  the  same  great  object  in  view — and  yet  your 
Committee  can  not  see  how  the  Sustentation  Fund  could  be  engrafted 
on  the  Widows'  Fund,  the  constitution  of  which  can  not  be  touched 
by  the  Synod.    Some  of  the  defects  of  the  plan  adopted  in  October, 
1855,  are  obvious.    It  makes  no  specification  of  the  amount  of  capital 
to  be  raised  before  disbursements  shall  be  made.    A  very  large 
amount  of  vested  funds  will  be  needed  to  secure  benefit  to  a  sm^ 
number.     Moreover,  the  provision  that   settled  ministers   may,  if 
needing  it,  and  there  be  a  surplus  of  funds,  share  its  benefits,  is,  in  the 
view  of  many,  objectionable.     There  seems  to  be  good  reason  for  the 
request  of  the  Board,  that  a  revision  of  that  plan  should  be  made,  and 
the  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution : 

Buohed^  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Thomas  £.  Vermilye, 
D.D.,  Jeremiah  S.  Lord,  and  the  Elder,  Thomas  Jeremiah,  be  ap- 
pointed, to  revise  the  plan  for  a  Sust^tation  Fund,  adopted  in- 
October,  1855,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

2.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Se- 
minary* From  this  we  learn  that  the  Professors  have  been  enabled 
to  peirorm  their  duties  during  the  year,  and  that  thirty  students  have 
be^  in,  attendance,  of  whom  ten  have  been  recommended  for  Profes- 
soral  certificates.  Among  the  persons  examined  and  recommended 
for  aid  in  prosecuting  their  studies  for  the  ministry,  Isaac  Bailey  and 
Holloway  W.  Pierce  were  recommended  to  receive  aid  firom  the  Van 
Benschoten  Fund — ^which  action  the  Committee  recommend  the  Synod 
to  confirm.  The  following  resolution,  passed  by  the  Board,  is  com- 
mended to  the  Synod  for  endorsement : 

Resolved^  That  our  Theological  Seminary  is  worthy  of  and  ought 
to  possess  the  entire  confidence,  the  earnest  prayers,  and  fidthful  co- 
operation of  the  churches. 

The  Board  also  brings  before  the  Synod  a  request  firom  the  Pro- 
fbssors,  that  foreigners  shall  be  required  to  spend  at  least  one  year 
in  our  Seminary  previous  to  their  enrollment  among  o\)x  Tci\m<9^jet^, 
The  reason  alleged  ia  the  Btnldttg  change  wUch  the  'Ea^raXt;}  \a:s^  cS^< 
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Herved  to  take  place  in  the  views,  sentiments,  and  habits  of  peraoos  ( 
foreign  birth  and  education,  as  the  result  of  attendance  on  the  exercise 
of  the  Seminary.  The  force  of  this  consideration  we  must  all  fbe 
and  if  nothing  else  were  to  be  taken  into  the  account,  none  would  ol 
ject  to  the  adoption  of  the  suggestion.  But  the  cases  of  foreigner 
desiring  to  come  among  us,  are  so  diverse,  that  the  adoption  of  tfa 
general  rule  proposed  does  not  seem,  to  jour  Committee,  to  be  cxpc 
dienL  In  some  coses  it  may  be  desirable  that  they  should  at  one 
commence  labors  among  those  of  their  own  tongue ;  in  some  cases  i 
may  be  impossible  from  want  of  means  to  spend  n  year  in  the  Sem 
nary ;  and  in  some  cases  the  minister  may  bo  a  man  of  standing  an 
experience,  and  qualified  at  once  to  labor  among  us.  It  is  the  opinio 
of  the  Comm.ittee,  that  the  Synod  pass  no  rule  upon  the  subject,  bu 
leave  it  with  the  Classes  to  recommend  the  course  suggested  in  sue 
cases  OS  they  may  think  proper. 

In  consequence  of  the  inoonvenience  sometimes  arising  &orQ  th 
(srcumstanee  that  the  Classes  frequently  hold  sessions  for  the  exami 
nation  of  students  for  licensure  on  the  same  week  with  the  meeting  o 
the  Board,  the  Committee,  by  request  of  the  Board,  recommend  th 
following  resolution  for  adoption  by  the  Synod : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  request  the  various  Classes  not  to  hoi 
their  special  sessions  for  the  examiuation  of  students  for  licensur 
during  the  week  on  which  the  Board  of  Superintendents  holds  it 
annual  session. 

3.  Statements  of  the  Van  Benschoten  and  Knox  Funds,  FroD 
these  it  appears  that  there  was  a  balance  in  hand  of  the  former,  c 
12491.53,  on  the  Ist  day  of  April  last,  and  of  the  latter,  of  $3iail 
at  the  same  date. 

4.  An  application  is  made  by  the  Classis  of  New- York,  for  a  dii 
pensation  in  behalf  of  Francis  Zastcro,  authorizing  the  Gassis  to  ei 
amine  him  with  a  view  to  ordination  to  the  Gospel  ministry.  Mr 
Zaatera  is  a  Bohemian  convert  from  Popery,  who  has  suffered  muc 
for  the  sake  of  the  Gospel — has  been  regularly  educated  for  the  Romsj 
Catholio  priesthood,  to  which  he  has  been  ordained — has  been  undei 
the  c&re  of  the  Classis  for  a  year,  has  labored  successfully  in  iiie  sa 
vice  of  the  American  and  Foreign  Christian  Union,  and  has  deported  him 
self  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Classis,  The  Classis,  believing  him  to  t> 
eminently  qualified  to  become  a  laborer  in  the  Lord's  vineyard,  an> 
especially  among  the  Roman  Catholics,  ask  this  dispensation.  It  i 
recommended  that  the  request  be  granted. 

The  Classis  of  Greene  recommends  Isaac  H,  Collier,  to  receive  »< 
from  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund. 

^e  Classis  of  Geneva  recommend  James  Huyssoon,  to  receive  aii 
from  the  Knox  Fund,  or  "any  of  the  other  vacant  funds  of  tb 
Church." 

Betolved,  Tiai.  these  recommendations  be  approved,  provided  tha 
the  young  men  pass  the  examination  required  before  the  Board  o 
SapmnteBdaits,  or  their  Committee. 
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•  The  Cammittee  also  reoommend  Philip  Furbeck,  Edward  W.  Bogar- 
dn,  and  John  B.  Bhindiart,  who  have  already  been  examined  by  the 
Bottd  of  Superintendents,  to  receive  aid  from  the  Van  Benschoten 
or  Knox  Funds. 

Bmhed^  That  they  be  recommended.

MISSIONS. 

The  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  received,  accompanied  with  a  report  of  a  committee  of  the  said 
Board  on  thesubject  of  the  relations  of  the  Church  to  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M., 
and  recommending  that  the  General  Synod  conduct  their  Foreign 
IGsaions  in  an  independent  manner,  which  were  read  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
recdved  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions.  A  let- 
ter was  received  from  the  Classis  of  Arcot,  (India,)  which  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

Hie  annual  sermon  in  behalf  of  Domestic  Missions,  was  preached 
on  die  evening  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Rev.  Harvey 
D.  Oanse,  from  Mark  14 :  8^  ^^She  hath  done  vjhat  ahe  couUr

The  folTowitig  report  was  received  from  the  Coromittee  ttppoira 

on  the  subject  of  raiaing  a  ohuroh  building  fund,  which  was  occepH 
and  referred  to  a  special  committee,  consisting  of  the  Rev.  Elbert; 
Porter,  Cornelius  Van  Santvoord,  and  William  E.  Turner ;  and  tq 
Elders,  Abraham  J.  Beekman  and  Dennis  Wortman,  |i 

The  Committee  on  the  Church  Building  Fund  report  that  their  actla 
has  been  much  embarrassed  by  two  causes ;  one  was  the  resignatioi 
of  Dr.  Chambers,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  the  other,  tb 
publication,  by  the  Classis  of  Nevr-York,  of  their  views  in  reference  t< 
some  of  the  benevolent  operations  of  the  Synod,  at  their  session  i] 
October,  Dr.  Chambers,  as  one  of  the  Committee,  has  urgently  is 
aired  to  express  bis  views  on  this  subject  to  the  Synod,  and  withqa 
assuming  any  responsibility  for  them,  the  Committee  have  consenU 
to  present  them  in  his  own  language,  (see  paper  A;  )  whether  they  dw 
be  embodied  as  part  of  the  report  or  not,  we  leave  to  the  judgtna 
of  the  Synod,  'i 

As  the  Synod,  at  their  last  meeting,  thought  proper  to  continue  Ufl 
Committee,  we  have  again  appealed  to  the  churches  in  behalf  of  ^ 
object.  The  result  has  been  contributions  amounting  to  914.19,  leav 
ing  now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  $362.32. 

The  Committee  suggest  that  there  are  two  objects  of  consideratioi 
now  before  the  Synod  iu  coniieelion  with  this  matter.  Tlie  first  la 
whether  the  church  building  fund  is  of  sufllcieat  importance  to  be  sus 
taincd  by  the  churches.  The  second  is,  whether  the  Church  lias  thi 
ability  to  raise  the  required  amount.  As  to  the  first,  we  think  tba 
while  much  may  be  done  by  occasional  eSbrts  in  Uie  building  O 
churches,  more  good  could  be  accomplished  by  a  regular  system  o 
aid,  founded  upon  well  secured  funds  drawn  from  the  whole  Churob 
Without  such  a  system  the  contributions  are  liable  to  be  uncerCaii 
and  partial ;  many  enterprises  do  and  will  languish  for  want  of  gooc 
agents  to  appeal  to  individuals,  or  to  bring  their  case  before  the  public 
Besides  this,  such  a  fund  would  relieve  ministers  and  laymen  fron 
that  personal  solicitation  which  is  commonly  called  "  begging  foi 
churches,"  and  which  tends  greatly  to  secularize  and  depreciate  tiu 
ministry.  It  is  not  necessary  to  say  here  how  valuable  would  be  tin 
aid  of  such  a  fund  to  all  our  missionary  operations,  especially  when 
tlie  sparseness  of  the  population  or  the  poverty  of  the  people  prevent 
the  erection  of  aplace  of  worship.  These  remarks  need  not  be  extended 
We  can  not  doubt  the  advant^es  of  such  a  fund,  but  it  seems  to  b 
doubted  by  some  whether  the  Church  is  able  to  odd  this  to  her  otlie 
objects  of  benevolence  without  injury  to  those  of  longer  standing. 

We  might  reply  to  this  objection,  that  this  fiind  was  proposed  as  i 
necessary  auxiliary  to  the  Missionary  Society,  and  is  intended  as  a  par 
of  its  appropriate  means  of  usefulness.  Next  to  obtaining  a  ministei 
it  is  impor^nt  to  have  a  place  where  he  can  efficiently  labor.  Bu 
without  dwelling  upon  that  point,  let  us  look  at  the  benevolent  re 
sources  of  our  Church.  Last  year,  all  our  churches  together  oontrib 
uted  about  $80,000  to  benevolent  objects,  an  increase  of  t5000  ovei 
tbepreeeding  year,  and  of  $20,000  ofet  tiie  ^ftw  \%sa,  wi  ^]ha,t  then 
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liii  been  a  yery  encouraging  improvem^it  in  the  benevolent  means  of 
our  Church  up  to  this  time.  What  it  is  this  year  remains  to  be  seen ; 
aeoording  to  this  ratio  of  increase,  we  ought  to  have  $85,000  as  the 
imount  now  reported.  At  all  events  the  Church  has  not  grown  poorer, 
nor  exhausted  its  resources,  and  it  will  not  be  denied  that  if  it  gave 
t80,000  last  year,  it  would  raise  without  great  inconvenience  $90,000 
next  year ;  now,  for  the  sake  of  round  numbers,  let  us  make  $100,000 
the  extent  of  the  benevolent  means  of  the  whole  Church  for  next 
Tear.  Suppose  you  give  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Domestic 
Minions,  and  ilducation,  $20,000  each,  and  whidi  is  a  great  deal  more 
than  has  yet  been  done,  and  this  leaves  $40,000  to  be  distributed  to 
die  Bible  Society,  the  Tract  Society,  Publication  Board,  and  Sunday- 
Sdiool,  sustentation  fund,  and  churdi  building  fund,  to  each  upwards 
of  $6000,  for  our  share  of  which,  we,  of  this  last  named  fund,  would 
be  very  thankful  as  a  beginning.  Of  course  these  reported  amounts 
do  not  include  all  the  private  donations  of  individuals,  so  that  besides 
the  r^ular  supply,  there  would  be  a  large  margin  left  for  other  ob- 
jects. 

It  may  well  be  a  question  with  this  Synod  whether  the  resources  of 
our  Qmrch  are  economically  used,  that  is,  whether  a  just  proportion  of 
our  means  is  given  to  home  purposes.  We  believe  that  out  of  $80,000 
reported  last  year,  the  Boards  of  our  Church  did  not  receive  over, 
if  as  much  as,  $30,000.  How  the  remainder  was  distributed — ^to  what 
other  agencies  and  other  benevolent  schemes — we  have  not  the  means 
of  ascertaining.  Have  we  provided  as  we  should  have  done  for  our  own 
household  of  faith  ?  Your  Committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend 
any  specific  action  in  reference  to  this  object.  The  money  already  ob- 
tained had  been  lying  idle  lost  year  ;  we  presume  it  is  now  invested. 
If  some  plan  could  be  adopted  by  the  Synod  which  should  result  in  a 
more  equal  distribution  of  the  benevolent  contributions  of  the  Church, 
it  would  certainly  add  to  the  extension  and  efficiency  of  our  denomi- 
nation. 

Does  it  not,  most  of  all,  become  us,  as  a  church  of  Christ,  to  elicit  and 
dierish  in  every  way  the  spirit  of  an  enlarged  Christian  liberality.  The 
tendencies  to  pride  and  covetousness  can  be  met  and  resisted  only  by 
constantly  reminding  the  followers  of  Christ  that  their  sold  and 
silver  are  the  Lord's,  and  that  using  it  freely  in  extending  his  cause 
and  kingdom  is  the  best  and  noblest  method  of  making  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness.  Among  all  the  contributors  to  the 
Oiuse  of  Christ  during  the  last  tenyears,  we  do  not  believe  that  one 
has  become  poorer  for  his  gifls.  The  truest  martyr  of  the  age  is  the 
Christian  of  this  country,  who  has  suffered  in  body,  mind  or  estate, 
by  offering  his  gift  of  faidi  and  love  upon  the  altar  of  Christ. 

We  are  admonished  by  the  death  of  a  member  of  this  Committee, 
that  the  uncertainties  and  shortness  of  life  require  us  to  do  quickly 
what  we  have  to  do. 

Mr.  Albert  Christie  was  a  useful,  liberal,  and  cautious  Christian. 
His  declining  health  prevented  him  from  active  labor,  but  his  zeal  was 
constant  in  doing  good,  and  his  memory  is  most  precious  to  those  ^Uo 
best  knew  him« 
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Although  your  Comtaittea  have  no  plan  to  propose  to  the  S/nod, 
they  desire  and  requeat  to  be  released  from  any  further  reaponsibUity 
in  this  matter,  and  would  eim^est  that  this  faai  be  put  under  the  care 
of  the  Domestic  Missionary  Sooiety,  subject  to  the  conditions  and  pro- 
vifiions  of  ite  institution. 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  ftbove  report  was  referred  reported, 
and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  "the  Church  Building  Fund,"  would  respectfully  report ; 

In  the  original  constitution  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  pro- 
TiBion  was  made  for  the  creation  of  a  building  fund,  which  provision 
was  not  attempted  to  be  carried  out  until  the  year  1854,  when  the 
Board  submitted  to  General  Synod  a  definite  plan  for  the  formation 
and  distribution  of  u  buildinz  fund.  This  plan  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed by  the  Synod,  and  the  Claaaes  requested  to  take  a  simultaneous 
collection  in  its  behalf.  As,  however,  several  other  objects  of  benevo- 
lence were  brought  before  Uie  Church  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of 
this  plan,  its  claims  were  necessarily  for  a  time  thrown  into  abeyance. 
Your  Committee  believe  that  there  is  still  a  high  necessity  resting 
upon  the  Dutch  Church  to  make  a  provision  for  her  more  rapid  ex- 
tension ;  that  a  church  building  fund  will  prove  very  serviceable  to  our 
domestic  missionary  opi;ralions,  ;ind,  llioriifure,  ought  to  be  made 
complete.  In  the  judgment  of  this  Committee,  the  plan,  aa  adopted, 
seema  judicioua  and  wise,  and  in  need  of  no  amendment  or  alteratdoo. 
It  remiuns  for  the  Synod  to  adoptnow  such  measures  as  will  eventually 
secure  for  this  fund  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  Your 
Committ«e  would  recommend  the  fblJowing  resolutions ; 

I.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  directed  to  invest 
the  money  contributed  for  this  fund,  now  in  their  hands,  at  7  per  ceot., 
to  be  added  yearly  to  the  principal. 

3,  Seiolvtd,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be  directed  to 
take  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  best  to  secure  as  soon  &s  may 
be  the  amount  necessary  to  complete  the  fund.

The  twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic 
Missions. 

Tie  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Minions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Misaiona. 

The  sermon  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  was  preached  on  tlie 
evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Rev.  D.D.  Demarest, 
from  Isaiah  M  :  2,  3  :  "  Uhlarge  the  place  of  thy  tent,  and  Itl  tAtm 
ttreteh  forth  the  curtaint  of  thy  habitation :  ajmrenot,  lengthen  thyeordt 
and tirenf(Aen  /Ay  ttaku:  for  thou  thalt  break  firth  on  the  right  hand 
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and  an  the  Uft^  and  thy  seed  shall  inherit  the  Oentiles,  and  make  the 
desolate  cities  to  be  inhabited. 

The  CJommittee  on  Domestic  Missions  reported,  and  their  report 
was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

They  have  read  with  much  interest  the  Annual  Report  of  our 
Domestic  Missionary  Board,  and  consider  it  both  full  and  satisfactory. 
Hie  facts  and  arguments  which  it  embodies,  are  lucidly  arranged  and 
cogently  expressed.  Its  views  of  truth  and  of  duty  appear  eminently 
scriptural.  The  considerations  which  it  presents  as  motives  and  en- 
couragements for  increased  effort,  are  drawn  from  the  very  highest 
and  best  source.  The  document  ought  to  be  published  in  a  separate 
form  by  the  Board,  and  to  be  extensively  read  and  pondered.  Your 
Committee  have  little  to  do  but  reiterate  its  recommendations,  and  to 
reduce  them  to  a  practical  form  for  the  action  of  Synod. 

The  only  point  on  which  your  Committee  are  left  to  speak  without 
assistance,  relates  to  the  individual  who  is  charged  with  the  most 
difficult  and  responsible  agency  in  this  department  of  our  evangelical 
labors.  The  evidence  before  us  is  entirely  convincing  that  our  Secre- 
tary has  discharged  the  duties  of  his  place  with  fidelity  and  wisdom ; 
and  that  his  office  is  indispensable  to  the  successful  prosecution  of  this 
work.  In  devising  and  concerting  measures,  in  developing  'our  re- 
sources, in  exploring  the  whole  field  before  us,  in  selecting  new  sta- 
tions, in  judiciously  distributing  aid,  in  awakening  the  churches,  in 
inspiring  them  with  confidence,  in  warming  their  hearts  with  the  spirit 
of  their  Master,  and  in  securing  the  cooperation  of  all  in  the  same 
great  enterprise,  there  must  be  a  central  and  controlling  power — a 
midnspring  of  action ;  and  your  Committee  feel  constrained  to  congra- 
tulate the  Church  on  having  at  present  the  services  of  one  who  ap- 
pears eminently  qualified  for  his  responsible  place. 

Among  other  things,  we  are  indebted  to  our  Secretary  for  system- 
atizing our  missionary  operations  in  such  a  manner  as  must  conduce 
greatly  to  their  efiiciency.  He  has  already  accomplished  much  in 
this  direction,  and  is  aiming  at  still  more.  One  or  more  of  his  re- 
commendations will  at  this  time  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of 
the  Synod. 

Although  we  can  not  with  propriety  give  all  the  details  of  his  re- 
port, it  may  not  be  superfluous  to  repeat  the  gratifying  facts,  that  the 
total  amount  of  contributions  from  the  churches,  for  the  year  ending 
June  1,  1856,  is  $13,911.73;  receipts  from  all  sources,  $19,168,43; 
being  an  increase  over  the  year  prcceeding,  of  $5256.78. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  churches  have  contributed  nothing, 
against  144  which  were  thus  delinquent  during  the  year  previous. 

Twelve  churches,  aided  by  the  Board,  have  enjoyed  seasons  of  re- 
freshing, and  the  number  of  members  received  on  confession  of  their 
fidth,  is  587.  This  is  an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  151^ 
while  the  number  of  mission  churches  is  13  less. 
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New  fields  of  labor  are  continually  opening  and  enlarging  befor 
us,  especially  in  tho  mighty  West ;  and  they  can  not  full  of  awakenin 
the  deepest  anxieties  of  all  who  bestow  any  eerioua  reflection  upon  ih 
religious  prospects  of  our  country.  It  is  truly  appalling  to  see  ho' 
rapidly  our  population  ia  swarmiDg  and  spreading  over  regions  s 
vast  and  so  fertile,  without  any  thing  like  an  adequate  increase  of  thoa 
influences  which  are  essentid  to  its  permanent  harmony  and  wcl 
being.  The  best  interests  of  our  great  Republic  are  inseparably  ooi 
nected  with  its  religious  institutions;  and  as  certainly  as  we  outgroi 
these,  we  shall  dry  up  every  well-spring  of  our  national  proaperitj 
It  will  be  a  deep  stain  of  both  guilt  and  reproach  on  the  character  o 
our  communion,  if  we  do  not  bear  our  part  in  planting  ministers  bii< 
churches  all  over  those  growing  empires  which  are  so  loudly  callln; 
upon  us  to  come  over  and  help  them.  The  question  is  one  in  whio 
ia  involved  not  only  our  own  honor,  but,  what  ia  of  vastly  greater  cot 
cern,  the  glory  of  our  Saviour,  and  the  extension  of  his  kingdon 
among  unborn  millions. 

As  it  is  already  the  settled  policy  of  our  Church  to  occupy  th 
West,  your  Committee  feel  constrained  to  reiirge  special  attentian  b 
some  central  points,  which  arc  not  only  important  in  themselves,  bu 
must  prove  efficient  auxiliaries  in  successfully  prosecuting  our  labor 
around  them.  It  needs  no  argument  to  prove  that  such  postf!  as  Bu: 
falo,  Chicago,  and  some  others,  should  be  well  manned  and  well  suf 
tained,  in  order  to  secure  ulterior  beneflts. 

No  part  of  the  papers  which  have  been  referred  to  your  Committee 
-  has  aiforded  tbcm  greater  pleasure,  or  stronger  hope,  than  the  solemi 
and  impressive  manner  in  which  they  lead  us  to  the  cross,  as  tha 
groat  central  altar  whose  live  coals  can  touch,  and  purify,  and  indami 
all  our  powers  and  all  our  desires.  At  that  cross,  and  from  tha 
infinitude  of  love  which  it  exhibits,  wo  can  learn  both  to  humble  oui 
selves  for  our  pa'it  delinquencies,  and  feel  strengthened  for  the  grea 
work  before  us.  The  cross  furnishes  lessons  and  motives  unspeakabi; 
superior  to  all  others ;  and  it  is  our  wisdom  to  keep  these  fully  ii 
view,  as  is  here  done,  and  never  allow  them  to  be  either  obscured  o 
weakened  by  unduly  magnifying  such  as  at  their  best  are  of  les 
value,  and  yet  may  he  so  used  as  to  injure  ourselves  and  disgust  ou 
neighbors.  We  need  to  be  more  like  him  who  said:  "God  forbii 
that  I  should  glory  save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  b; 
which  the  world  is  crucified  unto  me  and  I  unto  the  world."  Mei 
are  too  prone  to  magnify  the  importance  nnd  excellence  of  thing 
which  appertain  to  themselves,  and  in  the  same  proportion  they  of^ei 
detract  from  tho  praises  of  another.  Yet  we  are  taught  that  in  th' 
day  of  the  Gospel's  triumph,  "the  Lord  alone  shall  be  exalted."  "Ni 
flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence ;  but  let  him  that  glorieth,  glory  ii 
the  Lord."  This  is  the  point  on  which  true  Christians  of  every  namt 
must  unite;  and  in  proportion  as  they  do  so,  they  will  bo  "strong  u 
the  Lord,  and  in  the  power  of  his  might."  Our  seminaries  are  not  filled 
our  churches  are  not  supplied,  our  missionary  fieldsare  not  harvested, ou 
tsountry  is  not  saved  from  irreligion,  and  the  heathen  are  not  gathered  in 
iiecaase  Christians  do  not  come  more  fuWy  tnl-o  l.\ift  8^m\ft^^\T?ia.N\i]fli' 
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Diere  must  be  some  great  hindrance  in  the  Church  itself;  and  this 
▼iJ]  not  be  removed  until  they  are  again,  as  they  were  at  first,  *'of  one 
lieart  and  one  mind."  Our  divisions  weaken  us.  The  want  of  union 
and  concert  among  Christians  gives  their  great  adversary  every  ad- 
Ysntage.  Our  prayers  are  not  heard,  'because  of  our  selfish  and 
carnal  preferences.  Things  of  an  earthly  origin  are  not  duly  sub- 
ordinated to  those  of  God.  When  our  Missionary  Board  bring  us  to 
the  crofis,  they  bring  us  to  him  that  was  slain  upon  it.  They  intend 
that  we  should  look  upon  things  as  Christ  does,  and  that  we  should 
drink  into  his  self-sacrificing  spirit ;  that  the  same  mind  should  be  in 
us  which  was  in  him  ;  that  we  should  pray  as  he  prayed,  and  then  not  act 
inconsistently  with  our  prayers.  There  must  be  much  more  of  the  power 
of  Qirist's  teaching  in  the  Church  at  large,  including  ourselves,  before 
we  can  hope  to  see  our  land  become  Emmanuel's,  and  heathen  nations 
to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth,  the  actual  inheritance  and  posses- 
sion of  him  that  has  bought  them  with  his  blood.  The  teeming  mil- 
lions around  us  on  every  side,  arc  perishing,  because  Christians  will 
not  unite  to  save  them  ;  because  Christians  will  not  fully  yield  either 
to  the  authority  or  to  the  love  of  him  who  prayed,  "  that  they  all  may 
be  one,  as  thou,  Father,  art  in  me  and  I  in  thee,  that  they  all  may  be 
one  in  us,  tuat  tue  world  may  believe  that  thou  hast  sent  he.'* 
The  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  resolutions  for 
the  action  of  Synod : 

1.  Besolvedj  That  every  Classis  have  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Domestic  Missions,  or  if  they  choose  on  Benevolence. 

2.  lUsolved,  That  the  business  of  this  Committee  be  to  see,  that 
every  church  within  its  bounds,  with  or  without  a  pastor,  does  some- 
thing for  this  object. 

3.  JResolved,  That  it  report  in  full  to  the  Classis  at  each  stated 
meeting. 

4.  Resolved^  That  their  report  be  embodied  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  Classis  on  the  state  of  the  churches,  and  be  thus  sent  up  to  the 
General  Synod. 

5.  Resolved,  That  there  is  abundant  reason  for  thanksgiving  to  Grod, 
in  the  measure  of  success  which  has  attended  our  Domestic  Missions. 

6.  Resolved^  That  an  enlarged  liberality  be  recommended  to  the 
churdies  within  our  bounds,  not  only  in  reference  to  the  existing  and 
highly  interesting  engagements  of  the  Board,  but  in  view  of  the 
Western  fields  which  have  been  opened,  and  the  extensive  occupation 
of  which  is  so  important  to  our  denominational  prosperity,  and  the 
advance  of  the  Redeemer's  kingdom  on  earth. 

7.  Resolved^  That,  in  order  to  prevent  an  unprofitable  use  of  the 
moneys  contributed  to  the  Domestic  Missionary  Board,  the  Classes 
be  urged  to  exercise  a  rigid  discrimination  in  recommending  churches 
for  aid,  and  that  the  Boanl  of  Domestic  Missions  be  authori;^  to  take 
such  steps  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to  terminate  a  protracted 
dependence  on  the  part  of  some  churches. 

All  which  is  respeotfuUj  submitted.

The  Committee  have  carefully  examined  these  papers,  and  beg  leave 
respectfully  to  report. 

I,  7%e  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. — The  annual  survey  of  our  mis- 
sionary field,  and  the  record  of  our  missionary  work,  has  not  always 
been  either  gratifying  to  our  feelings  or  encouraging  to  our  hopes. 

The  time  was,  when  we  mourned  over  the  discontinuance  of  our 
Mission  on  the  Island  of  Borneo,  and  looked  in  vain  for  the  ways  and 
means  to  revive  and  carry  it  forward;  and  when  our  feeble  h^A  wem 
transferred  to  other  nations,  and  the  whitening  fields  promised  a  rich 


harvest,  the  cry  for  more  laborers  fell  upon  unwilling  ears,  and  year 
aflier  year  our  numbers  were  not  increased.  It  seemed  as  if  a  blight 
had  fallen  upon  the  awakened  energies  of  the  Church,  and  that  onr 


hopeful  beginning  would  end  in  disastrous  failure.  But  now  the  pros- 
pect brightens.  God  has  taught  us  that  a  temporary  embarrassment 
may  aometimea  give  a  new  impulse  to  waning  zeal,  and  lead  to  such 
a  change  of  policy  and  effort,  that  defeat  in  one  direction  may  be  vic- 
tory in  anoUier.  The  withdrawment  of  our  miasionariea  from  the 
scattered  Chinamen  of  Borneo,  and  sending  them  to  Amoy,  in  die 
midst  of  millions  far  more  accessible,  was  evidently  the  proyidence 
of  God,  working  out  his  gracious  purpose  by  our  instrumentality,  and 
appointing  our  sphere  of  labor  where  he  had  a  blessing  in  store  for  ua. 
And  who  can  not  see  the  overruling  hand  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  in  the  establishment  of  the  Arcot  Mission?  By  a  series  of 
remarkable  providences,  God  has  gathered  into  one  eccleaiastical  &mlly 
that  band  of  brothers — united  by  the  double  tie  of  fraternal  love  and 
entire  consecration  to  the  missionary  work.  We  now  have  the  Clasna 
of  Arcot,  composed  of  the  five  sons  of  Dr.  Scudder,  with  elders  fi-om 
tie  obarches  they  have  organized  among  their  heathen  converts. 
i%0r  are  in  the  midst  of  a  large  and  popuYoua  ^\x\<&  d^  cnioxtlut^ — a 
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vast  field  whitening  for  the  harvest  and  crying  for  richer  supplies  and 
more  lahorers — and  where  the  measure  of  blessing  already  enjoyed, 
oicourages  the  hope  of  far  greater  things  in  store,  to  increase  our  faith 
and  gladden  our  hearts.  The  Rev.  Wm.  Scudder,  in  behalf  of  the 
Mission,  thus  describes  their  field  and  prospects  of  usefulness :  ^*The 
Madras  Presidency,"  etc.,  (see  report  of  Dr.  De  Witt.) 

Thus  it  appears  that  there  is  nothing  to  limit  the  enlargement  of 
dieir  Mission,  but  the  want  of  means  and  the  want  of  men. 

They  say :  "  We  have  organized  three  churches  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  our  body ;  one  at  Vellore,  one  at  Chittoor,  the  other  at 
Amee.  We  have  thirty-four  church-members,  three  catechists,  and 
four  Christian  schools.  We  have  also  a  class  of  twelve  promising 
youths,  selected  for  the  purpose  of  being  more  thoroughly  prepared 
to  aid  us  in  our  labors.  The  Gospel  Propagation  Society  is  now 
negotiating  with  us  in  regard  to  transferring  their  congregations  at 
Vellore  and  Chittoor  to  our  care." 

Since  this  report  of  the  state  of  the  Mission  was  written,  their  num- 
ber has  been  increased  by  the  arrival  of  Ezckiel  and  Jared  Scudder, 
who  manifest  the  same  entire  consecration  to  the  missionary  work,  as 
seems  to  characterize  their  older  brothers.  These  missionaries  ex- 
press the  most  devoted  attachment  to  the  Church  with  which  they  arc 
connected,  and  desire  to  carry  with  them  its  doctrines,  forms  of  gov- 
ernment, and  worship,  and  all  its  distinctive  attributes,  as  far  as  they 
can  be  retained  on  heathen  ground,  and  become  adapted  to  a  primitive 
state.  They  look  to  us  to  sympathize  with  them,  to  pray  for  them, 
to  send  them  the  necessary  supplies.  They  say :  "  We  want  more 
men;  we  have  a  great  field;  we  can  do  but  little  of  the  immense 
labor  that  crowds  upon  us  even  into  our  very  doors.  Let  the  Dutch 
Church  feel  her  responsibilities ;  let  her  gird  herself  for  the  work ;  let 
her  mark  out  her  path ;  let  her  send  forth  her  forces." 

It  can  hardly  be  that  the  Church  will  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  such  an 
earnest,  importunate  appeal,  or  in  any  way  prove  unfaithful  to  the 
trust  her  sons  repose  in  her. 

THE     AMOY     MISSION. 

The  Amoy  Mission,  where  the  brethren  Doty  and  Talmage  have 
labored  long  and  arduously,  and  with  the  most  encouraging  results,  is 
now  strengthened  by  the  accession  of  the  Rev.  John  S.  J erolamon  and 
hb  wife,  who  have  safely  reached  their  destined  field,  and  who  now, 
no  doubt,  are  actively  engaged  in  their  missionary  work.  This  Mis- 
sion is  awakening  a  deep  and  wide-spread  interest,  and  holding  out 
the  brightest  promise  of  efficiency  and  success.  The  missionaries 
seem  to  be  men  full  of  faith  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  God  has 
crowned  their  labors  with  the  richest  blessings. 

Mr.  Talmage,  in  a  letter  dated  Jan.  9,  1856,  writes :  "  During 
the  year  1855,  we  baptized  and  received  into  the  Church  between 
seventy-five  and  eighty  persons,  at  Amoy  and  at  the  two  stations  in 
the  country ;  during  the  previous  year  we  baptized  over  fifty  converts. 
Thus  our  ]ahor  in  this  place  has  been  wondetfuWy  \A^aa^^^  «cAl  ^^x. 
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oomparing  the  number  of  the  inhabitants  with  the  whole  number  of 
converts,  how  very  smaW  the  number  appears  !  The  harvest,  indeed, 
is  plenteous,  but  the  laborers  are  very  few ;  who  will  come  over  and 
help  US  V  In  another  letter,  dated  Tebruary  5,  1856,  it  is  added  : 
"  Five  persona  received  bapljam  at  Chiohbe,  and  the  same  number  at 
Amoy,  on  the  preeeding  Sebbatti. 

"  Ob,  how  these  brethren  long  to  see  in  the  midst  of  the  teeming 
millions  of  China,  such  an  array  of  men,  and  other  inatru mentalities,  »e 
will  correspond  with  the  yastnesa  of  the  6eld,  and  the  promise  of  a 
rich  and  abundant  harvest.  They  look  to  the  Church,  in  whose  bosom 
they  were  nurtured,  by  whose  fostering  care  they  were  prepared  for 
tficir  worlj,  and  in  obedience  to  whose  request  they  have  gone  to 
preach  the  Gospel  to  the  perishing  heathen.     They  must  not  look  in 

The  appropriation  to  the  Areot  Mission  for  1855,  was  t5121.&8; 
to  Amoy,  *4886 .88— amounting  to  $10,000.  Total  receipU  for  the  laat 
year,  $12,164.95,  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $623.«3. 
The  addition  of  three  missionary  families  which  has  just  been  made, 
will  demand  an  enlarged  liheraUty,  if  wo  would  sustain  our  own  mis- 
sions, and  advance  in  the  work  as  the  providcnoe  of  God  points  out 
the  way. 

The  formation  of  the  Classis  of  Arcot,  and  the  prospect  of  another 
at  Amoy,  bringing  tht'so  Iivo  pnimiiing  missions  intu  ilisliiict  tcclp^i- 
astlcai  relations  with  us,  has  already  suggested  the  inquiry  :  Ought 
not  the  Church  to  assume  the  entire  management  and  control  of  its 
missionary  operations,  in  the  Foreign  as  well  as  in  the  Domestic  field  ? 
and  thia  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  that  most  important  subject, 
which  has  been  referred  to  this  Committee.  The  expediency  of  dis- 
solving the  relations  we  sustain  to  the  American  Board,  and  conduct- 
ingour  Foreign  Mission  by  the  agency  of  our  own  Board. 

[The  Synod  having  ordered  that  the  discussion  of  thia  subject, 
together  with  the  resolutions  proposed  by  the  Committee,  should  not 
be  printed,  and  the  whole  subject  having  been  referred  to  the  next 
General  Synod,  that  part  of  the  report  is  omitted.] 

The  Committee  can  not  close  their  report  without  commending 
anew  this  cttuae  to  the  sympathies,  prayers,  and  efforts  of  all  the 
churches. 

The  Master  has  evidently  endowed  his  kingdom  upon  earth  with 
all  the  necessary  means  of  its  own  extension  and  triumph.  Thus,  as 
we  survey  the  craving  wants  of  heathendom,  and  then  turn  from  them 
to  a  view  of  our  own  resources,  we  find  every  needed  adaptation  of 
the  means  to  the  end.  The  Church's  victory  is  clearly  before  us,  and 
the  means  of  securing  it  are  within  our  reach.  Wealth,  talents,  op- 
portunities, are  placed  at  our  command,  and  more  than  all,  the  pledged 
Spirit  of  grace  is  ready  to  cooperate  with  them,  and  clothe  them  with 
resistless  efficacy.  Such  being  the  case,  why  is  not  our  victory  achiev- 
ed 1  Should  not  the  apparent  distance  of  that  goal,  and  the  Church's 
slow  progress  towards  it,  lead  us  to,  at  least,  question  our  faithfulness 
jn  ^oty,  and  to  ask  in  what  respect  we  arc  remiss. 
/.  ferbapa  one  important  &ilure  in  duty  TBay  \i«  foxwii  m  «.  too 
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prevalent  want  of  faith  in  the  Church's  destiny.  We  all  profess  to 
€kliive  the  inspired  predictions  upon  this  subject ;  but  is  it  not  rather 
^th  a  cold,  sluggish  expectation  of  what  Qod  will  do,  than  with  a 
^^rarm,  living,  active  fiuth  in  what  the  Church  shall  be  permitted  to  ac- 
complish through  him  ?  We  need  better  to  apprehend  the  rtality  of 
the  coming  universal  kingdom,  the  plain  fact  of  the  Redeemer's 
triumph  over  all  nations.  This  sublime  certainty  should  take  a  deep 
hold  on  our  minds,  and  deeply  move  our  hearts,  and  thoroughly 
possess  our  whole  beings,  until  it  has  impelled  us  to  those  efforts  which 
It  is  so  well  calculated  to  inspire. 

2.  Is  there  not  also  wanting  a  more  thorough  conviction  of  man's 
lost  estate,  as  well  as  of  the  power  of  the  Gospel  to  save  them  ? 
While  we  all  believe  in  the  sad  doom  of  the  ungodly,  yet  do  we 
enough  picture  to  ourselves  this  fact  in  its  relation  to  the  millions  who 
are  yet  out  of  Christ  %  Do  wc  suffer  ourselves  to  dwell  upon  the 
deplorable  certainty,  that  "  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned ;" 
ana  then  view  in  imagination  the  vast  procession  of  immortal  spirits, 
who,  moment  by  moment,  go  down  to  eternal  burnings  ?  No  new 
troths  are  requisite  to  arouse  us  to  our  duty.  When  those  we  are 
&miliar  with,  so  familiar  indeed  that  they  have  lost,  with  many,  their 
awful  import,  shall  have  become  matters  of  deep  abiding  conviction 
in  our  hearts,  as  well  as  of  assent  in  our  minds,  we  shall  hardly  need 
another  motive  to  devotedness  in  this  work 

The  same  may  be  said  of  that  other,  and  corresponding  kind  of 
faith,  a  strong  confidence  in  the  efficacy  of  salvation  for  all  the  perish- 
ing. 

He  takes  a  low  view  of  Christ's  redemption,  who  considers  it  only 
in  its  application  to  himself.  The  true  Gospel  idea,  while  beginning 
with  individuals,  stops  not  until  it  has  embraced  the  globe.  The 
remedy  is  adapted  to  all,  and  freely  offered  to  all,  and  there  should 
always  be  interwoven  with  our  views  of  it,  this  one  of  its  vast  and 
general  efficacy. 

What  we  need,  then,  is,  that  every  Christian  possess  a  thorough 
conviction,  not  only  of  his  own  sin,  but  of  that  of  the  world ;  not 
only  of  his  own  misery  apart  from  Christ,  but  that  of  a  Christless 
world ;  not  only  of  his  own  salvation  through  grace,  but  of  that  salva- 
tion as  possible,  and  at  some  day  certain  to  all  mankind.  We  need 
to  identify  ourselves  with  our  race,  to  shake  off  that  selfishness  which 
can  be  happy  without  making  others  happy,  and  which  can  make  that 
which  God  designs  for  all  men^  a  matter  of  exclusive  enjoyment. 

Here  is  a  great  barrier  to  the  progress  of  God's  kingdom,  which 
must  be  broken  down  before  that  kingdom  will  triumph  in  the  world. 
No  such  narrow-minded  policy  can  usher  in  the  Redeemer's  triumph, 
no  such  contracted  views  can  be  made  consistent  with  our  own  or 
others'  welfare. 

Let  us  then  appeal  to  all  lovers  of  Zion,  no  longer  to  cherish  these 
low,  selfish  views  of  duty,  no  longer  to  thus  dishonor  God  and  cripple 
their  own  labors  in  his  cause. 

If  certain  perdition  awaits  all  who  die  out  of  Christ  \  if  the  tallUoiKs 
of  he&then  are  Ignorant  of  the  Saviour ;  if  saW^Aivou  \s\k!^'^  QNiNi\si 
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them  through  the  Gospel  that  is  in  our  possession ;  if  God  has  ^ves 

us  the  means  of  extending  to  them  that  Goapol,  and  has  opened  th( 
way  for  its  promulgation ;  and  if,  especially,  tne  omnipotent  Spirit  U 
pledged  in  our  behnlf ;  then  who  can  sit  still,  or  forbear  to  act  upon 
these  solemn  and  mightv- truthsl  Who  that  has  faith  in  the  most 
fkmiliar  doarines  of  our  holy  religion,  can  fail  to  see  them  in  this  ihtui 
application  to  "  a  world  that  lieth  in  wickedness  1" 

We  present  no  other  plea.  Let  this  simple  one  have  its  weight 
and  impel  us  to  our  immediate  duty.  The  cries  of  those  that  an 
ready  to  perish,  the  promptings  of  an  enlarged  charity  and  compas 
sion,  the  voice  of  conacience,  the  glowing  prophecies  of  success,  and 
the  Master's  plain  command,  plead  with  ua  all  to  say,  "  Go,  preach  li~ 
Grospel  to  every  creature,"  R,  WELLS,  CTaiVmoii

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  reported,  and  their  report  was 
^mended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

Hie  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  would  report,  that  from  the 
papers  referred  to  them,  it  appears,  that  the  income  of  this  fund  for 
thB  past  year,  was  $2255.64.  Of  this  sum  $1081.10  has  been  paid 
hy  clerical  subscribers,  the  remainder  has  accrued  from  interest  on 
funds  invested.  There  has  been  added  to  the  principal  (357.52,  col- 
lected in  eleven  churches,  and  $500  paid  by  a  minister  to  constitute 
liimself  a  member  for  life,  amounting  to  $857.52. 

Annuities  have  been  paid  to  nine  persons,  to  the  amount  of 
$1378.12.  The  balance  of  income  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer 
is  $346.54. 

The  list  of  clerical  subscribers  to  this  fund,  shows  that  84  have 
made  each  one  or  more  annual  payments.  Of  whom  or  their  widows, 
nine  have  become  annuitants.  Six  of  the  subscribers  have  each  paid 
$500,  the  sum  necessary  to  constitute  them  members  for  life. 

A  letter  from  the  Rev.  Isaac  S.  Demund,  was  referred  to  your 
Committee.  In  this  he  states,  that  he  has,  for  many  years,  been  a 
minister  ui  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  but  has  now 
entered  the  German  Reformed  Church.  He  has  made  three  annual 
payments  to  the  Widows'  Fund,  and  requests  the  privilege  of  con- 
tinuing his  payments,  and  retaining  his  interest  in  the  fund.  There 
seems  to  be  an  insuperable  constitutional  objection  to  the  granting 
his  request ;  the  Committee  would  therefore  recommend  that  his  re- 
quest be  not  granted.

The  Committee  on  Publication  have  examined  carefully  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Publication,  which  was  referred  to  them,  and  they  ex- 
press their  hearty  gratification  in  discovering  the  unexpected  financial 
stability  to  which  that  Board  has  already  attained.    Tiie^  ^^^"^^  ^^ 
jiToeHcability  of  the  scheme  as  demonstrated  •,  so  l\ia\i  \5ckft  %3tL<A  ^axL 
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have  na  motive  to  withdraw  from  the  work,  unless  it  has  com 
question  its  importance.     But  upon  this  point,  your  Committee  are 

Eersuaded,  no  considerable  doubts  are  entertained.  The  fear  in  many 
onest  minds  has  been,  that  that  Board  would  hang  helplessly  about 
the  neck  of  the  Church,  and  demand  a  measure  of  support  enlirdy 
disproporlioned  to  any  results  that  might  fairly  be  expected  from  it. 
That  fear,  your  Committee  think,  must  be  dissipated  by  the  lucid 
bustneas  statement  embodied  in  the  report  of  the  Board.  It  ean  only 
,  be  necessary  to  spread  this  statement  bofore  the  churches,  and  to  add 
■  the  hearty  endorsement  of  this  body  to  secure  such  cooperation  of  our 
churches  as  shall  rapidly  advance  the  Board  from  a  condition  of  mere 
stability  to  one  of  complete  efficiency.  In  view,  however,  of  the 
many  coordinate  efforts  which  our  Church  is  now  making  in  the  cause 
of  Christ,  your  Committoo  are  not  euro  that  it  wouM  be  advisable  to 
attempt  to  raise  by  any  immediate  eiTort,  the  capital  of  (10,000, 
wbieh  the  Board  regards  as  necessary  to  its  moat  suceessrul  action. 
Your  Committee  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  Board  will  be  pleased 
with  the  postponement  of  such  an  attempt  to  some  future  day,  and 
with  the  present  adoption  of  a  resolution  like  the  following  t 

Retolved,  TImt  the  Board  of  Publication  be  commended  to  the  con- 
fidence of  all  our  cburclies,  and  that  each  church  be  requested  to  make 
a  contribution  to  the  funds  of  tbut  Ho.ard  during  the  following  eccJo- 
siastjcal  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  your 
Committee  recommend  that  that  Board  and  the  Sabbath-School  Board 
be  directed  to  allow  each  other  a  discount  of  20  per  cent,  on  all  aalea 
of  their  respective  publications. 

Your  Committee  farther  approve  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  in 
regard  to  the  monthly  paper,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  fol- 
lowing resolution ; 

Retolved,  That  the  several  Boards  of  our  Church  be  recommended 
to  employ  the  columns  of  "The  Sower,"  in  communicating  to  the 
churches  knowledge  of  their  respective  operations,  and  that  it  be 
farther  recommended  that  each  Board  bear  so  great  a  proportion  of 
the  expenses  of  that  paper  as  may  seem  to  it  to  be  just 

It  is  believed  that  the  outlay  thus  demanded  from  each  Board  will 
be  more  than  compensated  in  the  facilities  which  the  "  Sower"  offers 
fbr  urging  their  several  claims  before  the  churches. 

The  Board  requests  that  Section  1st,  Article  4th,  of  its  constitution, 
be  BO  amended  as  to  increase  the  number  of  its  Executive  Committee 
from  seven  to  nine.  The  design  of  the  proposed  change  is  to  secure 
more  of  the  judgment  and  tact  of  business  men  in  the  conduct  of  the 
af&irs  of  the  Board.  Your  Committee  recommend  that  the  proposed 
ohange  be  made  in  the  terms  suggested  in  the  report  of  the  Boara. 

In  accordance  with  the  further  request  of  the  Board,  your  Commit- 
tee recommend  the  following  resolutions : 

^solved,  Th&%  the  Stated  Clerk  of  each  Classis  be  directed  to  send 
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to  the  CorrespondiDg  Secretary  of  the  Board  official  information  of  the 
Dames  of  the  Ck>mmittee  on  Colportage,  appointed  hj  the  Classis. 

Ruolved^  That  such  Committees  on  Colportage  be  re(j[Uested  to 
search  out  persons  qualified  to  labor  as  colporteurs,  and  to  notify  the 
Board  of  such,  and  farther  to  use  their  utmost  endeavors  that,  when  a 
colporteur  labors  within  the  bounds  of  a  Classis,  his  salary  and  ex- 
penses be  raised  within  that  Classis. 

Your  Committee  have  examined  the  copy  of  the  letters  of  Rev.  Dr» 
Scudder,  under  the  title,  *'  A  Voice  from  the  East,"  and  consider  it  in 
its  mechanical  execution,  but  especially  in  its  matter,  worthy  of  the 
most  extended  circulation  throughout  our  churches  and  Sabbath- 
schools.  The  relation  which  the  volume  sustains  to  the  memory  of 
a  fiuthful  and  beloved  servant  of  Christ  and  of  the  Church,  the  fact 
that  the  Synod  has  ordered  its  publication,  and,  more  than  all,  its 
admirable  adaptation  to  nourish  a  missionary  spirit  in  the  minds  of 
the  young,  make  it  proper,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  to  do  in 
this  instance  what  could  not  well  be  done  in  regard  to  every  particular 
issue  of  the  Board,  namely,  to  give  that  volume  the  hearty  commen- 
dation of  the  Synod.

Mr.  William  E.  New  withdrew  from  the  Seminary  after  a  connec- 
tion of  four  months.  Doctrinal  difiBculties  caused  him  to  ask  for  a  dis- 
mission. It  was  regretted  by  the  Faculty  that  he  should  have  with- 
drawn before  he  had  received  any  instruction  in  Systematic  Theology. 

From  the  interest  which  the  students  take  in  Sabbath  schools,  pray- 
er meetings,  tract  distribution  and  other  efforts,  and  also  from  the 
direct  religious  influence  which  they  have  exerted  upon  the  students  of 
the  College,  it  is  thought  that  the  young  men  now  in  a  course  of  training 
give  more  than  ordinary  promise  of  usefulness  in  the  Christian  Ministry. 

The  Senior  Class  was  examined  in  all  the  departments  of  study,  as 
also  on  their  personal  piety,  their  views  of  entering  the  Ministry,  and 
their  manner  of  preaching.  The  Middle  and  Junior  Classes  were  ex- 
amined in  the  departments  of  oriental  languages  and  biblical  literature, 
and  the  former  also  in  Didactic  Theology.  Their  examination  in  the 
department  of  Ecclesiastical  History  and  Church  Government  was 
omitted,  in  consequence  of  the  illness  of  the  Professor  of  this  depart- 
ment. Upon  the  conclusion  of  the  examinations  it  was  resolved  that 
the  examinations  of  the  several  classes  be  sustained,  and  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  be  recommended  to  the  Theological  Faculty  for 
the  usual  Professoral  certiiicate. 

The  annual  sermon  before  the  Board  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  A. 
Elmendorf,  on  the  evening  of  the  first  day  of  the  session,  from  Matthew, 
13:  31,  32;  and  the  address  to  the  students  by  the  Rev.  Philip  Phelps, 
Jr.,  on  the  evening  of  the  second  day.

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Commission  appointed  by 
the  last  General  Synod,  to  organize  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago, 
which  was  accepted  and  adopted: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  June,  1856,  the  under- 
signed was  ap])ointed  one  of  a  Commission  to  aid  in  the  organization 
of  a  new  Particular  Synod  in  the  West.  He  takes  this  opportunity 
to  report  to  your  Ileverend  Body,  that  at  the  proper  time  he  set 
out  for  Chicago  to  perform  the  duty  assigned  him;  owing  to  various 
detentions,  the  meeting  for  organization  took  place  on  the  3d  day  of 
September,  in  the  3d  Presbyterian  Church.  This  Church,  in  which 
your  Missionary  had  been  preaching  during  the  preceding  winter,  was 
kindly  oflFered  for  our  use  on  the  occasion.  Examination  having  been 
made  of  the  credentials  of  the  Brethren  convened,  it  was  found  that  a 
quorum  of  Ministers  and  Elders  was  present,  duly  appointed  from

the  Glasses  of  Michi)^,,WiBCOT^m.  Holland,  and  IHtnots,  and  m  ilc- 
dared  by  your  ConimisMoner;  whereupon  these  Brethren,  hariiia:  taken 
their  seats,  proceciJcd  to  organize  the  Particnlar  Synod  hy  ehoosing 
their  proper  officers,  to  be  known  as  the  Particular  Synod  of  UhicAffo. 
Be?.  A.  D.  Wilson  was  chosen  President,  and  Rev.  William  Ander- 
son, Staled  Clerk.  Tlj  request  of  the  Synod,  a  synodieal  sermon  wm 
preached  by  the  undersigned,  on  the  pTening  of  the  same  day. 

The  organization  of  this  Synot!  marks  an  era  in  the  Western  expan- 
Bion  of  our  Church;  securing  oa  it  does  a  union  of  strength  and  eoni- 
bination  of  effort,  its  results  will  be  most  happy.

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church : 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report,  that  a  deed  of  quit 
daim  and  release  to  the  Rev.  George  G.  Sill,  for  the  Church  and 
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gTouBd  at  Brunswick,  lUiuois,  has  been  execnted  and  deliTered  to 
the  balance  of  tbc  purchase  money  having  been  rcceired. 

Upon  the  request  of  Samuel  B.  Scliieffeiin,  Esq.,  who  had  conlrib* 
ted  three  hundred  dollars  to  the  Suatentatiou  Fund,  the  Treasurer  was 
directed  to  pay  one  liundred  dollars  each,  in  qaarterly  instalments,  to 
Bev.  Messrs.  Mnrphy  and  Blair,  they  having  been  recommended  by 
Iheir  respective  Classes. 

The  only  contributions  ever  made  to  this  fund  are  three  hundred 
dollars,  as  almre  by  Mr.  Schietfelin,  and  one  hundred  and  ei^bty^our 
dollars  and  Gfty-four  cents  collected  in  the  Collegiate  Chnrch  of  Kew 
York. 

Since  the  increased  obligations  assumed  in  October,  1855,  there  is 
BD  annual  deficiency  in  the  regular  income  of  the  Synod  to  defray  its 
existing  standing  expenses,  of  about  eight  hundred  dollars;  to  meet 
this  deficiency  for  the  then  current  and  previous  years,  the  Synod  at  ita 
meeting  in  Jnne,  1856,  recommended  to  the  Churches  to  make  collec- 
tions on  or  about  the  first  Lord's  day  in  Kovember;  and  your  Board 
previously  to  that  date  addressed  a  Circular  to  the  Churches,  calliiif « 
their  attention  to  the  safcgect  The  aggregate  receipts  into  the  trea~ 
ry  from  these  collections  have,  nevertheless,  amounted  only  to  E 
hundred  and  fifty-t«"o  dollars  and  nine  cents — a  sum  far  too  small  t 
meet  the  deficiency  of  a  single  year;  and  thua  a  debt  is  growing  up, 
which,  unless  speedily  cancelled,  and  hereafter  avoided,  will  become  em- 
barrassing and  vexatious.  It  is  so  already,  and  the  Board  earnestly 
entreat  the  Synod  to  provide  adequate  relief  in  the  premises. 

The  widow  of  the  Rev.  S.  V.  E.  Westfall,  upon  the  certificate  of 
the  Classis  of  Illinois,  was  placed  on  the  list  of  annuitants  on  the 
Widows'  Fund,  from  the  1st  day  of  November  last. 

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Winfield,  having  been  declared  emeritus  by  the 
Classia  of  Paramus,  has  also  been  placed  on  the  list  of  annuitants,  to 
date  from  the  first  day  of  November  last.  Tlie  Rev.  Edward  H.  May, 
in  like  manner  declared  emeritus,  by  the  ClassisofNew  York,  is  placed 
on  the  same  list,  his  annuity  to  date  from  the  1st  May,  1857.  Meas- 
ures for  a  more  rapid  increase  of  this  important  fiind  have  a  JDst  claim 
on  the  special  attention  of  the  Synod. 

Its  increase  during  the  past  year  has  been  only  seventeen  hnndred 
and  twenty-three  dollars,  of  which  twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  have 
been  invested  on  Bond  and  Mortgage.  Its  sum  total  now  invested  is 
fifteen  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

The  Board  ask  for  power  to  sell,  upon  equitable  terras,  and  convey 
the  Moses  Cowan  Property,  in  Saratoga  County,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  to  which  it  was  bequeathed. 

The  funds  of  the  Synod,  it  is  believed,  are  safely  invested,  the 
interest  accruing  thereon  is  regularly  received,  and  its  fiscal  lUETaiiB 
generally  receive  due  attention.

80  much  of  the  above  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  and  accom- 
panying documents  us  relates  to  the  Widows'  Fond,  was  referred  to 
the  Comniittee  on  the  Widows'  Fund;  so  much  as  relates  to  the  Board 
of  Edacation,  to  the  Committee  on  Edacation;  and  the  residae  to  tiie 
Committ«e  on  the  Professorate. 

Tbe  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  the  election  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation.  On  count- 
ing the  ballote,  it  appeared  that  the  following  were  chosen:  Mr.  Abrfr- 
bam  Van  Nest,  Pnsident;  Rev.  John  Knox,  D.D.,  and  Messrs.  Wil- 
liam B.  Crosby  and  Theodore  Frelingbuysen,'  Direcion;  and  Mr. 
George  S.  Stitt,  TVeasurer. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  authorized  to  invest  the 
money  of  the  Church  Building  Fund  in  their  bands,  in  a  bond  of  the 
members  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Alto,  Wisconsm,  secured  by 
a  mortgage  on  real  estate  ovmed  by  them,  at  seven  per  cent  per  an- 
nnin,  provided  that  they  deem  the  secority  adeqnnte  and  valid.

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  following  documents  were  received  from  the  Rey.  Dr.  How, 
Chainnan  of  the  Committee  to  conduct  the  correspondence  with  For- 
eign Churches: 

1.  Copies  of  letters  of  the  Committee  of  General  Synod  to  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  to  the  Synod  of 
the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  South  Africa,  and  to  the  Synod  of  the 
Waldensian  Churches. 

2.  A  reply,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  letter  to  the  Assembly 
of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,  by  Rev.  John  Bonar. 

3.  Proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Free  Church  of 
Scotland,  held  at  Edinburgh,  May,  1856. 

4.  A  communication  in  French,  from  Rev.  J.  P.  Revel,  Moderator 
of  the  Synod  of  the  "  EgUse  Yaudoise,"  with  a  translation  of  the  same. 

5.  A  letter,  dated  Edinburgh,  June  5, 1855,  from  Rev.  John  Bonar, 
to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod,  in  relation  to  correspondence 
with  the  Free  Church. 

6.  Another  letter  in  French,  from  Rev.  Mr.  Revel,  Moderator  of 
the  Vaudoise  Churches,  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  De  Witt,  with  a  translation 
of  the  same. 

The  above  documents  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Corres- 
pondence. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  having  had  the  matters  placed  in 
their  hands  under  advisement,  would  respectfully  report,  that  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  General  Synod  of  1855,  (of  which  the  Rev.  Dr. 
How  was  chairman^  to  open  a  friendly  correspondence  with  the  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  of  South  Africa,  have  discharged 
their  duty.  A  copy  of  their  letter  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of 
your  committee;  but  since  no  reply  to  it  has  been  received,  any  further 
action  on  the  subject,  at  present,  is  deemed  unnecessary. 

The  same  committee  was  also,  at  the  same  time,  directed  to  address 
to  the  ''Ancient  Church  of  the  Waldenses  a  letter  assuring  them  of 
the  cordial  affection  with  which  this  Synod  regards  them,  and  convey- 
ing to  them  such  information  concerning  our  own  Churches  as  they 
may  judge  it  expedient  to  communicate.''    An  interesting  reply  from 
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the  Rev.  J.  P,  Revel,  Moderator  of  their  Synod,  baa  been  receivs 
giving  an  Bccouct  of  the  present  condition  and  operations  of  that  bod^ 
And  expresaiug  their  gmtefQl  acknowledgment  for  yonr  Christian  sy» 
pathy  and  liberality.  Your  committee  would  recommend  that  a  cc 
of  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod  be  Bent  to  their  Rev.  Moderator,  i 
that  the  same  committee  be  continued,  for  the  purpose  of  still  furlhet 
prosecuting  this  friendly  correspondence. 

A  letter  having  been  received  from  the  Rev.  John  Bonar,  "Conret 
er  of  the  Continental  and  Colonial  Committee  of  the  Free  Church  ( 
Scotland,"  the  General  Synod  at  its  meeting,  held  iu  the  City  of  N» 
York,  in  October,  1855,  appointed  the  same  committee  to  reply  to  m 
communication,  and  conduct  the  correspondence.     This  has  been  doni 
and  a  reply  has  been  received  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bouar,  osprearif 
their  "very  great  pleasure  in  receiving  a  commum'cation  from  the  e 
teemed  brethren  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  bo  full  of  eoani 
views,  fraternal  feelings,  and  encouraging  information."     A  copy  t 
of  the  "Proceedings  of  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland,"  held  at  E 
burgh  in  May,  lt«5C,  accompanying  the  foregoing  letter,  has  been  r 
ceived,  which  is  an  interesting  document,  and  contains  many  valu&U 
Buggestions,  especially  on  the  queetiou  of  education;  presenting  notn^ 
DOS  important  points,  throwing  light  on  the  advantages  and  dleai 
vantages  of  denominational  schools;  and  also  a  report  ou  the  EldfflP^ 
ahip,  a  subject  demanding  the  attention  of  our  Consistories.     Your 
committee  would  recommend  that  the  same  committee,  (of  which  the 
Rev.  Dr.  How  is  chairman,)  be  continned  for  the  purpose  of  prosecu- 
ting this  correspondence;  that  a  copv  of  the  Minutes  of  this  Synod  be 
sent  to  the  Rev.  "ConveLier,  &c,,"  .iml  tkii  siiii!  o-.iiiiiiiUi>c  ul,-..>  U  di- 
rected to  publish  in  the  Christian  Intelligencer  such  parts  of  the  "Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Free  Chim;h  of  Scotland"  as  shall  be  considered  nsefal 
and  interestmg  to  our  Churches. 

Another  communicalion  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bonar  has  been  received, 
dftted  June  5tb,  1855,  in  which  he  states  that  the  Scotch  Free  Church 
"was  led  a  few  years  ago  to  establish,  in  connection  with  her  Missioit 
to  the  JewB  in  AmstenWi,  a  CoUt^ate  Institution  for  training  young 
men  for  the  Evangelistic  work  on  the  Continent."  This  Institution 
stands  in  Iriendly  relation  to  the  Dutch  National  Church.  It  has 
already  trained  several  young  men  of  promise,  and  it  is  a  serious  ques- 
tion with  them  how  their  services  may  best  be  made  aviulable  to  the 
cause  of  Christ.  For  more  particolar  information  on  this  sabject,  he 
refers  to  certain  printed  documents,  which  were  to  have  been  forward- 
ed by  the  next  mtul,  bnt  which  have  not  yet  come  to  band,  and  there- 
fore yonr  committee  are  not  prepared  to  recommend  any  spedfic  action 
ou  this  mlgect.

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The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Abeel,  the 
Corresponding  Delegate  from  this  Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Chorch,  which  was  accepted: 

Newark,  N.  J.,  J%mt  6,  1857. 

To  the  Presideni  of  the  Grtntral  Synod: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  the  reverend  body  over  which  you 
preside,  that  I  have  falfiUcd  my  appointment  as  delegate  to  attend  the 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Chorch  in 
the  United  States. 

My  reception  was  highly  respectful  to  the  body  I  represented,  and 
cordial  to  your  representative  personally. 

Assurances  of  fraternal  affection,  esteem,  and  83rmpathy  from  us  to 
them,  were  reciprocated  publicly  by  their  Moderator,  and  privately  by 
many  of  the  members  of  that  body. 

I  left  them  deeply  impressed  with  the  value  of  a  continued  and 
hearty  correspondence  between  these  two  branches  of  the  Church,  ours 
and  theirs. 

In  this  day  of  anarchy  and  division  in  State  and  Church,  these  two 
bodies  are  presenting  a  rebuke  and  a  model,  by  illustrating  the  wisdom 
and  mercy  of  the  injunction,  to  keep  the  unity  of  the  spirit  in  the  bonds 
of  peace. 

GUSTAVUS  ABEEL. 

The  Rev.  John  Woodbridge,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  appeared 
in  Synod,  and  having  produced  testunonials  of  his  appointment,  took  his 
seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  having  reported  double  the  number 
of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  delegates  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the 
following  were  chosen :  Rev.  Talbot  W.  Chambers,  D.D.,  Fritnarius; 
and  Rev.  George  H.  Fisher,  D.  D.,  Secumdus, 

ARTICLE  YI. 

STKODICAL  REPORTS   ON  THE   STATE   OF  THE   CHURCHES. 

In  conformity  to  the  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part  of 
the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  Session  in  religious  exercises,  con- 
ducted agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  Committee  for  that 
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purpose,  consisting  of  Rev.  John  L.  IfcN^r,  Charlei  Parker,  and  £Ziir 
Peter  S.  Danfortli. 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  making  arrangements  for  the  observanet 
of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be  referred  to  the  Committai 
appointed  on  di^votional  exercises  of  the  Synod.  The  Committee  r?s 
ported,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  tlie  Sacrament  of  the  Lor^ 
Supper  was  observed  accordingly. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  repcrt 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  do  not  find  it  easy  to  coi# 
bine  the  reports  of  the  Particular  Synods  into  a  distinct  picture  of  ^ 
spiritual  condition  of  our  CUorches;  and  the  difficulty  arises  chiefly ' 
the  general  terms  in  wbich  the  reports  of  the  Synods  are  almost  neco 
sarily  drawn.  For  this  reason,  they  think,  a  great  advantage  atlacfai 
to  the  course  wbich  the  Synod  of  New  York  lias  this  year  adopted,  < 
transmitting  to  this  body,  not  only  a  statement  of  the  general  cond) 
sions  which  the  Classi<^  reports  have  suggested,  but  the  ClasaO' 
reports  themselves.  If  the  same  principle  could  be  carried  a  sB 
farther,  and  the  Classical  reports  be  made  to  incorporate  just  bo  laai 
of  the  language  of  each  Consistorial  report  as  should  be  necessary  to  in- 
dicatfi  ita  spirit,  and  if  the  whole  should  then  find  its  way  to  this  body  in 
the  reports  of  the  Particular  Synods,  yon  would  have  before  yon  s  m^> 
of  the  Spuitnal  condition  of  the  whole  Church,  that  should  be  most 
interesting  and  su^^estive.  Such  a  course  would  not  much  extend 
the  cnstomary  limits  of  the  Classical  reports,  since  the  extracts  re- 
ferred to  might,  in  most  instances,  be  very  brief;  and  thus  they 
woold  only  displace  those  commonplaces  which  the  most  carefbl  writera 
of  Classical  reports  find  it  hardly  possible  to  escape.  And  even  if  the 
reports  of  the  Classes  and  Synods  should  by  this  means  be  extended  to 
twice  or  thrice  their  present  proportions,  their  increased  interest  and 
value  to  the  General  Synod,  and  their  permanent  value  as  compact  an- 
nuals of  all  our  congregations,  would  more  than  compensate  the  ex- 
pense of  labor  and  space.  Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  followii^  resolation: 

Resolved,  That  the  several  Classes  and  Particolar  Synods  be  request* 
ed  to  make  their  reports  upon  the  State  of  Religion  include,  as  far  aa 
possible,  a  synopsis  of  the  statements  of  the  individnal  Consistories. 

The  experience  of  this  Committee  also  induces  them  to  propose  the 
following  resolutions: 

Resolrtd,  That  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Gaases  be  requested 
to  add  up  the  statistical  tables  of  their  Classes,  before  they  transnut 
them  to  the  Particolar  Synod. 

Betolted,  That  the  PartKular  Synods  be  enjoined  to  fnmieb  to  the 
respective  Classes  blank  forms  for  their  statistical  reports,  and  tba 
Glasses  to  famish  similar  forms  to  the  Consistoiies  for  tneir  reports. 
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The  number  of  membere  added  to  the  Ohnrches  during  the  past  year 
vpoa  Oonfesaon  of  their  Faith  is,  according  to  the  statistical  tables^ 
2,5t0.  The  aggregate  of  last  year  was  2,551;  the  increase  of  this 
year  exceeding  that  of  the  last  only  by  19.  A  view  of  the  tables 
shows,  that  of  this  gross  number  of  2,570,  1,507  hare  been  re- 
ceived to  the  Communion  of  59  Churches,  making  an  average  of  more 
than  25  new  members  to  each  Church,  and  leaving  the  smaller  half  of 
the  total — ^namely,  1,063 — to  be  distributed  among  the  remaining  330 
Churches,  the  average  increase  of  which  has  been  but  little  more  than 
8  members  each.  While  we  assume  no  right  either  to  praise  those 
pastors  who  have  been  most  successful,  or  to  condemn  those  who  have 
seemed  to  accom^^h  least,  is  it  not  safe  to  say,  that  the  Church  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  is  intended  by  her  Divine  Master  to  accomplish 
results  more  extensive  and  uniform  than  these  ? 

Is  it  not  plain  that,  since  there  can  be  upon  God's  part  no  lack  of 
power  or  willingness  to  bless  our  labors,  we  must  be  wanting  in  the 
fiuthfiilness  that  claims  the  blessing?  Surely  our  400  Churches,  with 
their  yearly  increase  of  less  than  3,000  members,  must,  in  some  partic- 
ular, differ  widely  from  that  early  Church  which  gathered  in  a  great- 
er increase  in  a  single  city,  and  in  a  single  day.  Our  many  deserted 
prayer  meetings — our  many  households  barren  of  religious  instruction 
and  family  prayer,  and  filled  with  the  evidences  of  the  ''love  of  the 
world,"  may  explain  our  deficiency.  It  becomes  those  who  are  charged 
with  the  instruction  of  our  Churches,  to  be  distinct  and  faithful  in  their 
warnings  against  this  prevailing  worldliness;  and  for  the  sake  of  calling 
the  attention  of  our  Churches  to  a  truth  so  well  known,  but  so  little 
regarded,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution: 

Resdvedj  That  this  Synod,  while  it  returns  thanks  to  God  for  every 
evidence  of  his  blessing  upon  our  Churches,  acknowledges  with  contri- 
tion how  the  blessing  is  impeded  by  our  general  unfaithfulness,  and 
warns  the  Ministers  and  Churches  under  its  care  of  the  pressing  need 
of  a  more  devoted  and  self-denying  piety. 

There  are,  however,  two  encouraging  signs,  which  the  Committee 
find  in  nearly  all  the  Classical  and  Synodical  reports  that  have  been 
submitted  to  them  One  is  the  increased  attention  that  seems  to  be 
given  to  the  religious  training  of  the  young,  both  in  Catechetical  and 
Sabbath  school  instruction.  If  the  more  powerful  influence  of  fami- 
ly piety  should  be  added  to  these,  we  might  fairly  hope  to  see  an  early 
and  large  increase  of  the  Church  from  the  number  of  her  children. 
Without  discussing  at  all  a  point  so  plain  and  important,  your  Com- 
mittee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  foilowmg  resolution: 

Resdvedf  That  the  Ministers  of  all  our  Churches  be  requested  to 
preach  to  their  congregations,  on  the  4th  Lord's  day  of  February,  upon 
the  importance  and  means  of  the  religious  training  of  the  young,  es- 
pecially within  the  family;  and  that  the  same  Sabbath  be  observ^  as 
a  day  of  special  prayer  for  the  conversion  of  the  children  of  the  Church. 
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Another  sign  of  good  is  the  increase  in  the  benevolent  pifls  of  th( 
churclies.  AUusions  to  this  increase  are  raade  in  nearly  all  the  reportl 
which  have  come  Iwfore  lis,  and  they  are  warranted  in  the  Rtatistid 
with  whicli  llie  reporU  are  accompanied.  The  total  of  the  contriba 
tions  reported  lu^t  year  was  $16,898  88;  the  total  of  this  year's  coa 
tributious  reaches  to  f' 10,010  44,  showing  au  increase  of  $34,111  3&: 
Thia  increase  is  the  more  surprising,  since  this  year  a  separate  colnmi 
has  been  prepared  for  ordinary  religious  expenses,  some  of  which  en 
penses,  it  is  fair  to  belicTe,  have  been  previously  included  in  the  stat* 
ment  of  benevolent  contributione.  The  advance  sorely  is  great — m 
great  that,  though  your  eoramittee  have  taken  great  pains  to  guaij 
iigaiust  inistftke,  they  can  hardly  believe  that  the  figures  have  not  mt) 
led  them.  The  footings  are  still  more  mysterious,  from  the  fact  thai 
the  income  of  our  several  Boards  has  by  no  means  indicated  such  al 
increase  of  liberality.  But  it  is  still  possible  that  the  charity  has  flo* 
ed  in  the  other  channels  that  are  open  all  around  as.  We  ventui* 
therefore,  to  accept  the  figures  as  we  find  them,  and  to  thank  God  ana 
take  courage.  The  church  that  scatters  is  sure  to  increase.  Tour  coM 
niittee,  however,  and  this  Synod,  cannot  doubt  that  we  have  yet  rood 
for  great  advances  in  the  duty  of  systematic  beneficence.  Since  th( 
Synoti  of  last  year  formally  commended  this  duty  to  the  charches,  yo«i 
committee  think  it  enough  to  I'all  ultentiim  to  tlial  tiiilyVoi  by  the  adop 
tion  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resohtd,  That  each  Consistory  be  requested  to  incorporate  in  ib 
nest  yearly  report  a  statement  of  its  system  of  benevolent  contribn 
tions,  and  that  these  statements  be  included  by  the  Classes  in  their  re 
ports  to  the  Particular  Synods. 

The  following  notices  are  included  in  the  Synodieal  Reports: 

The  Classis  of  Illinois  reports  "  the  death  of  their  beloved  and  higblj 
esteemed  brother,  S.  V.  B.  Westfall." 

Rev.  A.  U.  Wintield,  of  the  Classis  of  raramuR,  Rev.  James  Mur 
phy,  of  the  Classis  of  Montgomery,  and  Rev,  A.  Hoffman,  of  th( 
CloKsis  of  Geneva,  have  been  removed  by  death.

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minntes  would  respectfully  present  U 
(fed] owing  report: 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  and  of  the  Particular  SynJ 
ods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  of  Chicago,  were  plucedinour  hand^ 
flnd  were  carcfnlly  examined. 

They  fiud  nothing  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albl 
l^  to  which  to  direct  the  attention  of  this  Genenil  Synod. 

In  the  Minntea  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  they  fio^ 
l^n  page  35.  the  following  recoimnendations: 

The  Sonth  Classis  of  Long  Island  recommend  that  General  Syaoii 
be  requested  to  adopt  more  efficient  measures  to  prevent  the  preachir"' 
of  students  in  the  Churches,  before  they  are  licensed.  i 

The  Classis  of  Westchester  recommend  Alex.  Watson  to  the  G«iienl 
Synod  for  a  dispensation  from  ih^  Btudy  of  Greek  and  Hebreir,  in 
order  that  they  may  license  him  for  the  Oo?pel  ministry. 

In  the  Minnies  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  are  the  follov- 
iog  resolutions,  found  on  page  10-. 

Raolved,  That  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  overtures  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  appoint  an  itinerant  Missionary  Agent,  to  labor  witliin 
the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  in  order  to  foster  fee- 
ble Churches  to  their  establishment,  and  to  gather  new  congr^ations; 
Baid  Missionary  to  he  under  the  joint  direction  of  the  Particnlar  Synod 
of  Chicago  and  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions;  and  to  be  paid  a 
nflBcient  salary  and  Ma  travelling  expenses,  by  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Uie^ons. 

Raolted,  That  Mr.  W.  H.  Van  Vleet,  from  the  Classis  of  Illinois, 
aDd  Mr.  J.  Baay,  from  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  be  recommended  to 
the  nest  Qeneral  Synod  as  suitable  persons  to  receive  aid  from  the 
educational  fands. 

On  page  11: 
Raolved,  That  inasmuch  as  there  is  not  a  quorum  of  Elders  present,  Ihia 
Particular  Synod  proceed  to  act,  and  ask  of  the  General  Synod  a  dispen- 
lation,  provided  no  qnorom  of  Elders  be  present  previous  to  adjournment. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  General  Synod  may  be  foand  the  following 
particulars,  as  clidming  the  attention  of  this  Synod.  On  pages  94 
and  95: 

WhtTtai,  The  labors  of  the  Synod,  and  of  its  Committee  on  the 
Balgect  of  the  revision  of  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church,  has  shovm  that 
it  is  a  work  as  difGcult  as  it  is  important,  to  attain  a  satia&ctory  re 
■nit;  and, 
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Whereas,  The  Synod  are  anxioos  that  the  revision  should  receire 
tiie  most  mature  and  thorough  consideration  previously  to  its  being 
submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  several  Classes,  and  which  cannot  now 
be  afforded;  therefore, 

Resdvtd,  That  the  forms  for  the  administration  of  the  Lord's  Sup- 
per and  Baptism,  as  adopted  by  this  Synod,  be  sent  down  to  the  sev- 
eral Classes  for  their  approval  or  disapproval. 

Resolved,  That  the  further  consideration  of  the  Liturgy  be  referred 
to  the  Synod  at  its  stated  meeting  in  June,  185T. 

On  page  103: 

Resolved,  That  a  Committee,  consisting  of  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Yermilye, 
D.D.,  Jeremiah  S.  Lord,  and  the  Elder,  Thomas  Jeremiah,  be  ap- 
pointed, to  revise  the  plan  for  a  Sustentation  Fund,  adopted  in 
October,  1855,  and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

On  page  96: 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  report  was  adopted, 
with  the  exception  of  so  much  as  related  to  the  subject  of  the  Board 
of  Sabbath  School  Union,  which  was  recommitted,  with  instructions  to 
report  upon  the  same  at  the  next  General  Synod. 

On  page  116: 

Resolved,  That  the  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign

Srinted  in  the  Minutes,  but  transmitted  to  the  next  Synod,  with  the 
ocuments  accompanying  it,  namely,  the  report  signed  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Ferris,  and  the  papers  transmitted  with  it. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  directed  to  send 
up  to  the  next  Synod  a  full  statement  of  the  expenses  that  would  prob- 
ably be  incurred  by  an  independent  missionary  establishment

The  Committee  on  OTCrtures  and  Judicial  Business  reported,  and 
their  report  was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business  beg  leave  to 
present  the  following  report  on  the  various  matters  referred  to  them: 

1.  With  regard  to  the  Particnlar  Synod  of  Chicago,  asking  a  dis- 
pensation with  reference  to  their  tat«  sessJou,  at  which  there  was  not 
a  quorum  of  Elders  present 

The  Constitution  of  our  Church  requires  the  presence  of  scTen  Min- 
isters and  seven  Eldera,  to  constitute  a  quorum,  at  the  meeting  of 
each  Particnlar  Synod,  and  in  no  case  should  this  constitutional  re- 
qnirement  be  departed  from,  except  under  very  peculiar  circumstances. 
Such  peculiar  cireumstances  yonr  committee  believe  existed  in  the 
present  case.  Many  of  those  delegated  to  the  Synod  of  Chicago  had 
to  travel  a  great  distance,  and  at  considerable  expense  both  of  tune 
and  of  money — donbtless  one  or  other  of  these  was  the  cause  why 
some  of  those  delegated  to  said  Synod  were  not  present  at  the  sesaon 
referred  to.  Though  your  committee  do  not  think  the  expense  of 
either  time  or  money  a  justifiable  excuse  for  non-attendance  on  the  part 
of  those  delegated,  yet,  in  view  of  the  circamstances  in  which  the 
Synod  was  placed,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tion, viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  asked  for  by  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago  be  and  hereby  is  granted. 

2.  With  regard  to  t^e  application  of  the  Eldera  and  Deacons  of  a 
Church  at  lloehester,  dbtdgnated  as  the  Reformed  Dntch  Church  at 
Rochester,  which  appears  to  be  an  independent  oi^nization,  under 
the  pastoral  care  of  P*t.  C.  W.  Tan  Deven,  asking  to  be  received  as 
a  member  of  this  body,  your  Committee  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

Resolved,  That  said  Chnrdi  should  make  their  application  to  the 
Classis  of  Geneva. 

3.  With  regard  to  the  overture  from  the  Classis  of  Bei^en,  request- 
ing General  Synod  to  take  some  action  with  reference  to  baptized 
children,  so  that  they  may  be  recc^ized  in  the  transfer  of  their  pa- 
fents  &om  one  Chureh  to  another,  according  to  the  4th  Chapter,  Ist 
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Article,  3d  Section  of  the  Constitntion,  viz:  "  All  baptized  persons 
are  members  of  the  Chorch,  are  under  its  care,  and  snbject  to  its  gOT*» 
emment  and  discipline,"  your  Committee  would  report:  That  not  only 
the  Constitution  of  our  Church,  but  also  the  word  of  God  recognizes 
the  covenant  relation  which  the  oflfsprmg  of  God's  people  sustain  to 
the  Church.  K  members  of  the  Church,  they  should  be  recognized  and 
treated  as  such,  and  not  as  aliens.  They  should  be  taught  the  fact  that 
they  stand  in  this  relation — the  nature  of  that  relation,  and  the  obli- 
gations resting  upon  them.  Hence,  in  their  passing  from  under  the 
care  and  watch  of  one  part  of  the  Church  to  another,  they  should  bear 
with  them  the  testimony  to  which  they  are  entitled,  and  not  be  allowed 
to  go  forth  as  aliens.  The  recognition  of  this  great  principle  of 
our  Faith  should;  be  set  forth  in  our  practice;  therefore  your  Commit- 
tee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Resolved^  That  in  the  transfer  of  the  parents  from  one  section  of  the 
Church  to  another,  the  membership  of  their  baptized  children  be  recog- 
nized, and  they  be  included  in  such  transfer. 

4.  With  respect  to  the  Classis  of  Passaic,  askmg  "  direction  as  to 
what  course  to  pursue  with  reference  to  those  persons  whose  names  are 
upon  our  record  of  membership,  but  who  have  left  the  Church  irregu- 
larly and  without  certificates,  and  whose  places  of  residence  are  at 
present,  and  have  been  for  a  term  of  years,  entirely  unknown." 

Whereas  the  Constitution  provides  but  three  ways  whereby  a  mem- 
ber can  dissolve  his  connection  with  the  Church,  or  have  it  dissolved; 
and  whereas  there  are  many  whose  names  stand  upon  the  record  of  the 
several  Churches,  which  have  not  been  erased  in  any  one  of  these  con- 
stitutional ways,  and  yet  w^hose  place  of  residence  is  not  known,  nor 
the  fact  of  their  being  among  the  living  or  the  dead;  and  whereas  the 
desire  of  Synod,  as  frequently  embodied  in  resolution,  is  to  obtain  an 
exact  report  from  all  the  Churches  of  actual  membership:  therefore 
be  it  Resolved,  That  the  several  Consistories  be  directed  to  keep  a  sep- 
arate list  of  those  members  whose  place  of  residence,  after  diligent 
search,  cannot  be  ascertained,  and  that  such  members  be  not  included 
in  the  yearly  statistical  reports. 

5.  With  reference  to  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  to  be 
assisted  in  meeting  the  expense  of  their  delegates  to  the  General 
Synod: 

Your  Committee  fully  appreciate  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Wis- 
consin, asking  the  attention  of  this  Synod  to  the  subject  of  the  expense 
incurred  by  their  delegates  in  attendance  upon  the  meetings  of  Synod. 
In  this  connection,  the  Committee  have  also  listened  to  the  suggestions 
of  delegates  from  other  Western  Classes.  It  is  evidently  unjust  that 
these  delegates,  or  their  Churches,  should  be  subject  to  the  expense 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  long  journeys  required  to  enable  them  to  be 
represented  in  the  meetings  of  this  body.  Unless  some  provision  is 
made  to  bear  at  least  a  part  of  their  expenses,  a  failure  of  representa- 
tion iirom  our  Western  Churches  must  of  necessity  occur.    TlsaCj^^ssssS^r 
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tee  are  of  opinion  tliat  provision  should  be  made  to  pay  the  expense  of 
these  delegations  to  au  nmoimt  equivalent  to  the  eacess  to  which  thejr 
are  now  suljjectpd  over  aud  above  the  average  of  delegates  from  othra 
portions  of  the  Church,  The  Ooimaittee  therefore  recommend  a  pajv 
ment  of  such  escess  to  the  delegations  from  our  Western  Churdiea, 
npon  the  priiici[)le  of  mileage,  at  the  rate  of  two  cent«  per  mile. 

As  it  \s  believed  that  the  foods  of  the  Synod  will  not  warrant  a  draft 
upon  them  for  these  ex[>enses,  and  reluctant  as  the  Committee  are  to 
recommend  any  additional  tax  upon  the  Churches,  yet  necessity  is  laid 
npon  ns.     The  Committee  therefore  propose  the  following; 

Resolvrd,  That  the  expenses  of  delegates  from  the  following  Classes, 
iDCorred  in  attendance  upon  Synod,  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  per 
mile,  for  the  dii^tance  set  opposite  their  names  respectively,  and  appoF- 
tioned  as  follows:

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Kdacation  ma 
received,  read,  and  refen'ed,  with  certain  aeconipauyii^  papers,  to  tb« 
Comnuttee  on  Education, 

The  report  of  B.  L.  Kip,  late  Treasurer,  and  that  of  P.  J,  Hoflf<«d/l 
the  present  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education,  were  received  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Edncation. 

The  Eighteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School 
Union  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Committee  on  Education,  appointed 
at  the  session  of  the  General  Synod  of  1856,  in  relation  to  a  portion 
of  their  report  then  submitted,  in  reference  to  the  Sabbath  School 
Union,  which  had  been  recommitted,  with  direction  to  report  to  this 
General  Synod,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  report  was  accept- 
ed, adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Edncation,  to  whom  were  snbmitt«d  the  docu- 
ments relating  to  Edncation,  respectfully  report  to  the  Oeneral  Synod 
that  they  have  carefully  examined  these  papers,  and  present  the  follow- 
ing statement  as  their  action  on,  and  disposal  of  them : 

1. — THE   SUNDAY  SCHOOL  MATTERS. 

Under  this  head  are  classified  the  Reports  of  the  General  Synods 
Sabbath  School  Board,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  appointed  bj 
the  last  General  Synod  "to  confer  with  both  the  Sabbath  School  and 
Pablication  Boards,  in  relation  to  the  management  and  c(H>perati(m 
necessary  to  the  proper  conducting  of  all  their  affairs,  and  to  report  to 
this  Synod  at  its  nest  Annual  Session,  with  a  view  to  their  more  per 
feet  and  harmonious  action." 
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In  relation  to  the  report  of  the  Sabbath  School  Board,  your  com- 
mittee remark,  that  the  Saviour's  command  to  Peter,  ''to  feed  his 
lambs,*^  makes  the  Sabbath  Seliool  an  integral  part  of  a  completely 
organized  Churcli.  The  instruction  and  religions  upbringing  of  children 
is  a  part  of  the  work  of  the  risible  Church.  The  fact  that  a  majority 
of  the  earth*s  population  are  minors,  makes  this  matter  one  of  tremen- 
dous importance.  The  Consistory  of  every  Clmrch  is  bound  to  watch 
over  this  immense  interest.  The  Classes  and  General  Synod  cannot 
shrink  from  meeting  the  question  of  the  religious  rights  of  children. 

It  is  on  this  ground  that  the  General  Synod  has  a  Sabbath  School 
Board.  This  Board  has  the  supervision,  or  ought  to  hart  the  supervi- 
tion  of  all  Sunday  Schools  belonging  to  the  denomination.  Inasmuch, 
too,  as  the  question  of  Ecclesiastical  Boards,  instead  of  Voluntary 
Boanls,  is  substantially  settled  in  the  opinion  of  the  General  Synod  of 
the  Refonned  Dutch  Church:  therefore  the  necessity  of  all  the  Sun- 
day Schools  in  the  denolnination  being  connected  with  the  Sabbath 
School  Board  of  General  Synotl  Is  self-evident. 

The  Sabbath  School  Board,  after  due  delil)eration,  state  in  then* 
report  that  a  Secretary  is  needed  by  them,  whose  whole  time  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Board.  Your  committee  are  not  ex- 
actly agreed  on  the  expediency  of  the  General  Synod  appointing  a 
Secretary  at  this  time;  still  we  believe  it  to  Ikj  a  matter  of  such  vital 
importance  to  the  interests  of  Sabl)ath  Schools,  as  to  require  the  care- 
ful consideration  of  this  General  Svnod. 

If  the  Synod  think  proper  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  there  would  be 
no  lack  of  work  for  him  to  do.  On  the  contrary,  it  would  be  an 
arduous  and  res])onsible  Secretaryship.  He  would  not  only  be  required 
to  take  the  general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Board,  but  also  to 
correspond  with  the  Churches,  visit  them,  to  pour  light  on  the  great 
question  of  Sabbath  School  instruction,  as  well  as  to  make  known  the 
best  Sabbath  School  literature,  and  the  best  methods  for  conducting 
and  teaching  Sunday  Schools. 

In  relation  to  the  report  of  the  committee  to  confer  with  the  Board 
of  Publication,  your  committee  have  only  to  state  that  the  Sabbath 
School  Board,  after  due  consideration  of  the  matter,  have  resolved  to 
pass  over  to  the  Board  of  Publication  the  Sunday  School  Books, 
Journals,  &c.,  as  the  most  suitable  agency  to  take  charge  of  them. 

As  a  proper  disposition  of  the  matters  appertaining  to  the  whole 
Sabbath  School  documents,  your  committee  recommend: 

I.  Tliat  the  General  Synod  approve  and  sanction  the  transfer  and  the 
sale  of  the  stock  in  trade  of  the  Sabbath  School  Board  to  the  Board 
of  Publication,  on  equitable  terms,  with  the  view  to  the  future  publi- 
cation by  the  Board  of  Publication  of  all  the  Books,  Pamphlets  and 
Sunday  School  Papers  of  the  Sabbath  School  Union. 

II.  That  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  be  authorized  to  elect 
a  Secretary,  whose  whole  services  shall  be  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
the  Board,  whenever  in  then:  estunation  it  may  be  deemed  expedient 
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III.  That  the  General  Synod  urge  on  aU  the  Conaetmes  of  tha 

ClinreheB  the  necetisity  of  connecting  their  Schooia  with  the  General 
Synod's  Sabbath  School  Board,  aa  in  (ffiion  there  is  etrenglh. 

IV.  niat  the  General  Synixi  moreover  request  the  Consistories  to 
see  that  a  tobnlar  report  of  their  Schools  !»  annually  prepared  t "  ' 
forwarded  to  the  Sabbath  School  Board,  one  month  previons  to 
annoal  meeting. 


3    TBB    DOARO    OF    EnUO*T[ON. 


Tonr  committee  couaider  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Edacation 
Talnable  and  able  document.     It  grapples  with  many  qnestioDS  of  vast 
importance  to  the  well-bemg  of  the  Dutch  Chnrch.     If  the  spirit  of  " 
could  be  imbibed  Ijy  every  member  of  this  Synod,  a  new  impdi 
be  given  to  Ministerial  Education. 

The  following  points  have  been  su^ested  to  your  committee  by  the 
perusal  of  the  report: 

1.  T/ie  duty  of  parerUx  to  contecraU  thar  (kUdren  whoily  to  the  ftrvia 
of  the  Church.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  the  fundamental  thought  ill 
Baptism  is  too  often  lost  sight  of  The  element  of  water  is  a  symbd  , 
of  the  covenant  between  the  parent  on  the  one  hand,  and  Godhead  (Vij 
the  other.  The  consecration  by  Elkanah  and  llannah  of  theur  son 
gunnel  is  a  model  one. 

2.  The  snbjta  of  Parochial  Sci^wls.  The  question  concerning  poro- 
diiftl  schools  is  one  of  immense  importance.  The  Committee  bdieve 
that  the  necessity  for  their  establishment  rests  on  the  proposition,  that 
tiie  religious  element  should  be  a  condition  of  all  school  systems.  If 
t^  proposition  be  sound,  then  the  argument  for  the  ueces^ty  of  pan)- 
cfaial  sdiools  is  complete.  It  ought  to  be  remembered,  however,  to 
carry  out  the  Parochial  System,  attention  most  be  paid,  1st  To  schotd 
structures  and  grounds;  2d.  To  School  Books  and  to  a  school  Uteris 
tore,  OS  well  as  to  the  system  to  be  taught;  and,  3d.  To  t«acherB,  tbetr 
aptness  to  teach,  and  to  the  breadth  of  their  atttunments.  OT«r  and 
alMve  this,  the  establishment  of  one  or  more  normal  schools,  to  raise 
up  snitable  teachers  for  the  parochial  schools. 

3.  The  fact  that  the  number  qf  pious  yonths,  in  course  of  prepara- 
tion for  the  Gospel  ministry,  is  mnch  increased;  and  that  the  Dnmbar 
of  Churches  contributing  to  the  fund  of  the  Eklncation  Board  ia  greatly 
augmented  since  the  appointment  of  the  laborious  and  efGdent  Seas- 
tary. 

4.  In  the  Treasurer's  account  these  fignres  point  ont  the  duty  of 
every  Chnrch  in  the  denomiuatioQ  to  this  Board.  Yonr  CommittM 
cannot  understand  how  any  Consistory  can  recoucile  with  the  doti« 
of  their  high  ofBce  their  ftulure  to  briug  the  interest  of  this  Board,  and 
every  other  Board  of  the  Church,  before  the  people  anunally. 

Tonr  Committee  feel  it  their  dnty  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Qvwr 
eral  Synod  to  these  facts,  and  they  finally  propose  the  followini;  rescdih 
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BesUved,  That  the  Board  of  Education  pay  the  Taition  InDb  of 
'Qtgers  College,  over  and  above  the  maximom  allowance  to  students. 

Resolvedf  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  fill  any  Yacan- 
68  that  may  occur  in  then:  number  between  the  sessions  of  General 
fmod;  and  that  the  person  so  chosen  shall  serve  till  the  expiration  of 
e  time  of  those  whose  places  they  take. 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  remove  the  lunit  of  the  amount  which 
e  Board  may  pay  to  the  Secretary,  leaving  the  amount  of  his  salary 

be  determined  by  the  Board. 

Resolved,  That  General  Synod  adopt  "  the  report  of  the  Committee 
^pointed  to  digest  a  plan  for  the  better  conducting  of  our  whole  Edu- 
itional  system,  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  by  it  ordered 
►  be  sent  to  the  General  Synod  for  its  adoption." 

III. — THE    HOLLAND    ACADEIH'. 

Your  Committee  on  Education  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to 
le  fact,  that  the  Holland  Academy,  located  in  the  Town  of  Holland, 
1  the  State  of  Michigan,  is  in  a  highly  flourishing  condition.  It  ap- 
ears  that  it  has  already  15  young  men  in  it,  who  expect  to  become 
mbassadors  of  Christ.  It  promises  to  be  an  efficient  agency  in  promo- 
ng  the  object  of  the  Board  of  Education.  It  is  expected  that,  with 
36  addition  of  an  assistant  teacher,  and  a  new  building,  50  or  60  stu- 
ents  will  make  application  for  instruction  next  fall. 

In  view  of  the  importance  and  promise  of  this  institution  to  the 
Jhurch,  your  Committee  recommend: 

1.  That  General  Synod  approve  of  the  erection  of  the  new  edifice, 
JT  the  benefit  of  this  Literary  Institution. 

2.  That  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Van  Raalte  be  commended  to  the  Churches, 
n  his  efforts  to  collect  funds  for  the  new  buildings  for  their  Academy. 

8.  That  the  Classical  Committee,  already  nominated  by  the  Classis, 
nd  approved  by  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  to  regulate  and 
aanage  the  affairs  of  the  Holland  Academy,  be  requested  to  take 
harge  of  the  property  of  the  Academy  according  to  legal  form,  or  to 
(lace  the  title  in  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  the  General  Synod,  that 
he  property  may  be  secured  to  the  object  to  which  it  has  been  de- 
moted. 

4.  That  the  same  Conmiittee  shall  annually  report  its  doings  to  the 
kMurd  of  Education. 

IV. — ^THE  DOCUMENTS  RELATING  TO  THE   ENDOWED  SCHOLARSHIPS  AND 

EDUCATION    FUNDS. 

The  Committee  have  considered  these  documents,  and  find  them  en- 
irely  satisfactory.  We  are  unanimously  of  opinion,  that  the  Churches 
ely  too  much  on  these  vested  funds.  The  children  should  not  feel  that, 
lecause  their  fathers  made  appropriations  for  educatmg  a  ministry, 
hey  are  therefore  to  be  exempted  from  all  moneyed  responsibility.  The 
^ery  opposite  of  this  is  the  case.    The  wants  of  the  Churches  are  in-

creasiuft  with  every  generation.    The  children  oopht,  then,  to  follcw  thv 
eiample  of  tlieir  fathers  in  thia  particular.      For  how  ahall  the  peopl 
hear  without  a  preacher  ?     And  how  ahall  they  preach,  unless  they  ba 
raised  np,  commissioned  and  sont  forth. 

The  acconnt  of  the  Treaenrer,  which  accompanies  this  report,  has 
been  compared  with  the  vouchers,  and  certified  as  correct,  leaving  m 
baJance  in  his  hands  of  $13."[6  due  the  General  Fund;  $53.25  dne  ti 
Special  Fund;  and  $160  belonging  to  the  fund  for  the  emigralJot 
piouE  young  men  from  Holland.

The  following  is  the  "Plan  for  the  better  conducting  of  the  whota» 
Educational  System  of  the  Church,"  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Educ 
laon,  and  referred  to  in  the  above  report: 

The  Board  of  Education  shall  consist  of  24  members,  to  be  elected 
for  three  years,  of  whom  nine  shall  constitute  a  quonun  for  the  traxtB- 
action  of  business.  They  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes,  one  of 
which  shall  be  elected  annually.  Tlicy  sluill  have  power  lo  chiwse 
their  own  officers,  and  shall  have  the  immediate  care  of  all  the  benefi- 
uaries  and  education  interests  of  General  Synod,  including  snchbeoefi- 
dariea  aa  shall  receive  support  or  assistance  from  the  Van  Bcnschoten 
and  Knox  Funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College,  and 
BhoU  have  power  to  make  such  By-Laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  as  shall  not  contravene  the  roles  established  by  General  Synod, 
and  shall  annually  report  all  their  proceedii^  to  the  General  Synod. 


I.  Every  person  applying  to  be  received  as  a  beneficiary,  mnst  be  a 
member  in  regular  and  good  standing  in  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
and  mnat  also  have  been  a  member  of  some  Protestant  Chnrch  for  at 
lea^t  one  year  previous  to  lus  making  such  appUcation. 

3.  If  any  one  wishes  to  avtul  himself  of  the  aid  of  the  Churcb,  he 
shall  make  known  his  desire  to  his  Pastor,  or  some  member  of  tlie 
Clasi^s  witb  which  his  Chnrch  is  connected,  who,  if  he  approves  of  it, 
shall  make  application  to  the  Classis  for  his  examination.

the  work  of  the  ministry;  when  they  ore  manifcstly  improvident,  ascX 
contract  debts  without  reasonable  prospects  of  payment;  when  tbejr 
marry,  and  when  they  receive  the  assistance  of  any  other  EducafJouaiX 
Board  or  Society. 

9.  If  any  student  fail  to  continue  in  liis  preparation  for  the  work  of  the 
ministry,  ujiless  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  he  he  prorideniially  pre— 
Tented,  or  if  he  cease  to  be  in  eonoectiou  with  the  Reformed  Ihitclk 
CSinreli,  or  if  the  withdrawal  of  bis  support  shall  hare  been  reodereil 
necessary  by  wQful  neglect  of  duty  or  mal-eonduct,  he  shall  be  required, 
st  the  discretion  of  the  Bsecntive  Committee  of  the  Board,  to  reftuid 
all  the  money  which  he  may  have  received  Irom  the  Board. 

10.  Wheu  any  student  shall  have  found  it  neceNtiary  to  relinquish 
etndy  for  a  time,  to  tench  or  otherwise  increase  the  means  of  support, 
he  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  it 
^all  be  left  to  their  decision  whether  his  appropriation,  under  the  cir- 
ODmstaiLCCS,  shall  be  continned,  or  continued  only  in  part. 

11.  All  the  instructors  of  the  young  men  under  the  care  of  this 
Board  shall  be  furnished  with  forms  of  a  report,  and  shall  be  requested 
to  fill  up  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  at  tbo 
close  of  each  current  term  of  study. 

12.  All  the  students  shall  be  considered  to  be  under  the  Pastoral 
care  of  the  Secretary,  who  shall  endeavor  to  cultivate  a  friendly  inte^ 
course  with  them,  and,  if  he  deem  it  advisable,  occasionally  to  address 
them  individually  or  together. 

13.  AU  previous  action  of  General  Synod  which  is  in  conflict  with 
the  Plan  of  the  Board  of  Education  now  adopted,  is  hereby  repealed

The  rooms  of  the 
its  are  comfortable  and  well  ventilated.  Tlie  furnaces  set  up  by 
L  W.  Rand,  of  Philadelphia,  have  given  entire  satisfaction.  Dur- 
le  intense  cold  weather  of  the  past  winter,  the  apartments  of  the 
its  in  the  Hall  were  more  conifbrtable  than  the  houses  of  aa^  of! 
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the  Committee  riding  in  New  Brunswick.    Some  few  rooms  of 
building  have  not  been  sutGcieutly  heated  during  even  the  mildest  i 
tuT  weather,  but  the  fault  was  not  in  the  furnaces,  but  in  tiie  heat-fli 
which  difficulty  the  Faculty  hope  to  remove  during  the  summer  vae^ 
tion.    For  further  security  against  fire,  it  is  purposed  to  talte  np  the 
floors  around  the  furnaces,  and  to  pave  those  part*  of  the  basement 
with  brick.    The  ceiiieut-wash.  with  which  the  outside  of  the  building 
Ib  coated,  was  purposely  left  in  its  present  condition,  that  it  m^ht  b»> 
come  tiardened.     As  it  is  hoped  this  end  has  lieen  gained,  it  is  n 
desirable,  both  for  beauty  and  durab0ty,  to  have  tlie  whote  of  tb6 
tenor  bricl<  work  thoroughly  pouted.     This  work  ought  certainly 
be  done  this  fall. 

By  the  kind  libernlity  of  the  Churches,  the  apartments  of  the  student)* 
and  the  lecture  rooinii  of  the  professors  have  beeu  comfortably  furnished. 
The  Committee  prepared  and  hod  printed  a  circular,  addressed  particu- 
larly to  the  ladies  of  our  Chnrches,  asking  them  to  afford  the  means  uetOf- 
gary  to  accomplish  this  purpose.  The  resjiouse  was  prompt  and  adeqaatM 
The  first  answer  came  from  Mrs.  Sarah  Zabriskie,  widow  of  the  lata 
Bev.  Jolin  L.  Zabriskie,  who  has  since  gone  to  her  reward;  and  M&J 
Sarah  Gates,  late  wife  of  Rev.  Cornelius  Qates,  and  Miss  Auna  H 
Tappwi  sent  their  reRpooses  from  their  death-beds.  The%  three  ut- 
Bwers  are  particuiBrly  mentioned  by  the  Committee,  because  the  recep- 
tion of  them  served  to  cheer  tlie  heart  in  a  dark  hour.  But  llie  douors 
were  confined  to  no  one  class  or  condition,  and  we  gratefully  record 
the  fact,  that  male  and  female,  old  and  yonng,  white  and  colored, 
united  in  jmuring  in  their  offerings  into  the  lap  of  tlie  Ijord.  May 
God  be  mindful  of  them,  because  they  had  pity  ou  us  in  the  day  of  onr 
trouble.  The  Treasurer's  report  gives  ill  detail  the  names  of  the  indi- 
viduals and  Chnrches  who  came  to  the  help  of  the  Iiord,  and  it  is  still 
farther  the  purpose  of  the  Committee,  during  the  present  vacation,  to 
place  the  names  of  these  individuals  and  Churches  upon  the  doors  of 
the  rooms.  Wonld  it  not  also  be  well  to  prepare  a  tablet,  and  suspend 
it  in  the  Library  of  the  Hall,  upon  which  the  names  of  all  the  liberal 
donors  should  be  inscritied? 

From  the  Treasurer's  report  it  will  i>e  seen  that  $967.,',J,  have  been 
expended  in  excavating,  grading,  &c.,  and  that  more  than  $200  have 
been  expended  in  curbing  and  paving  the  gutter  on  College  Avenue, 
flagging,  iic.  But  nothing  further  can  be  done  to  good  purpose,  nntO 
the  property  is  enclosed  in  a  fence.  The  Committee  would  therefwe 
call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  necessity  of  having  a  substantial 
iron  fence  around  the  premises.  Now,  the  Uall  stands  in  the  midst  of 
desolateness,  but  when  the  ground  is  enclosed  the  work  of  arranging 
and  adorning  will  t>e  vigorously  prosecuted.  This  outward  seemlinesa 
is  due  to  ourselves  and  our  Church,  and  much  more  to  God. 

The  Corporation  of  New  Brunswick  have  also  resolved  to  open  an 
Avenue  in  the  front  of  the  Hall.  The  Synod  will  therefore  have  to. 
provide  at  its  present  session  for  these  expenses. 

The  Committee,  together  with  tliis  report,  send  to  the  Synod  the 
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deeds  of  the  land  on  which  the  Hall  stands.  The  Synod  are  awaie 
that  Messrs.  James  Neilson,  David  Bishop,  and  Charles  P.  Dajton 
presented  to  the  Chnrch  the  lands  for  which  the  accompanying  deeds 
Rrere  given;  bat  the  land  of  John  Myers  was  obtained  by  purchase, 
ihe  money  for  that  purpose,  ($2,000,)  having  been  generously  given  by 
Messrs.  Francis  and  WesseU  Wessells,  of  Paramus,  N.  J.  All  these 
ieeds  have  been  recorded  in  the  Clerk's  Office,  of  the  County  of  Mid- 
Uesez. 

The  building  has  been  insured  by  the  Committee  for  $15,000,  at  a 
iremium  of  $180,  of  which,  however,  $30  was  a  carpenter's  risk.  As 
iie  year  of  insurance  will  expire  on  June  9th,  before  the  deeds,  &c.,  of 
he  Hall  will  reach  the  Board  of  Corporation,  the  Committee  will  secure 
he  insurance  for  a  second  year  out  of  the  funds  remaining  in  their 
lands. 

It  will  also  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts, 
hat  besides  insurance,  the  Committee  have  paid  for  Janitor's  wages, 
uel,  &c.;  for  all  which  expenses  in  Aiture  the  Synod  will  please  take 
nder. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  important  to  state  the  fact,  that  all  the  ez- 
ardses  of  the  Seminary  during  the  past  year  have  been  performed  in 
he  Theological  Hall,  and  that  the  Seminary  has,  therefore,  derived  no 
advantages  from  the  services  of  the  College  Janitor,  nor  used  the  fuel  ot 
he  College,  for  both  of  which  the  Synod  has  hitherto  paid  the  College. 
!n  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  these  funds  should  now  be  appropri- 
ited  to  the  support  of  the  Theological  Hall. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  say,  that  the  discharge  of  their  duties 
las  brought  them  into  correspondence  with  nearly  every  portion  of  the 
Thnrch,  and  they  rejoice  to  add,  that  the  interests  of  the  Seminary  are 
■cry  dear  to  the  hearts  of  the  Churcli.  The  Synod  need,  therefore, 
Ave  no  fear,  lest  in  devising  liberal  things  they  should  not  receive  a 
earty  response  from  the  people.  The  Committee  are  sure  that  the 
/horch  will  promptly  answer  all  proper  calls  made  by  Synod  in  behalf 
f  the  Seminary. 

The  Committee  feel  it  a  duty  to  add,  that  of  the  funds  contributed 
yt  the  erection  of  the  Hall,  Mrs.  Hertzog  gave  her  liberal  donation 
t  the  personal  solicitation  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ludlow,  at  whose  request 
Iso  James  Neilson,  Esq.,  gave  his  large  gift  of  land.  The  Rev.  Dr. 
Tan  Vranken  collected  among  his  friends  the  sum  of  $4,000,  and  he 
las  also  handed  to  the  Committee  notes  to  the  amount  of  $750,  which 
je  just  maturing,  and  will  l)e  paid  promptly  on  demand.  The  rest  of 
he  money  was  cliiefly  sent  in  answer  to  the  printed  curcular  of  the 
/ommittee. 

The  Treasurer's  account,  together  with  the  vouchers  for  all  expendi- 
ures,  accompanies  this  report,  which  shows  a  balance  of  $1,308.91  in 
land.  Certain  debts  remain  still  to  be  paid,  viz.,  balance  of  janitor's 
alary  $50;  renewal  of  insurance  $150;  painting  and  graining  library 
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shelves  (say)  tGO.     There  may  be  a  few  other  bills  HtUl  unpaid,  btrfc 
tbey  cannot  be  of  any  (rreat  amount. 

The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  give  thanks  to  God  for  baring  given 
tliem  such  a  work  to  do,  and  for  having  so  remarkably  blessed  tbem  ua 
the  doing  of  it.  An  long  as  they  live  they  will  bless  His  name  for  th« 
honor  of  having  been  helpers  in  the  erection  of  the  Peter  Hertzog 
Theotc^cal  Hnll.

transmitting  to  ttie  Synod  a  plan  for  the  regulation  of  the  Peter 
Hertzog  Theological  Hall,  which  they  had  been  required  by  the  Syit- 
•d  to  prepare,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Profegsorate: 

The  Theological  Faculty,  in  accordance  with  the  following  Resda- 
tiOD  of  General  SjtkkI,  ([WBsed  June,  1855,} 

"Beio/ved,  That  the  Theological  Faculty  be  empowered  to  prepan 
and  adopt  a  plan  for  the  regulation  of  said  Hall,  should  it  be  completed 
before  Uie  next  session  of  the  General  Synod,  and,  in  any  case,  sub- 
ject to  the  reviaal  of  caid  Synod," 

Beg  leave  reapectfully  to  report  the  following  Rules,  which  have  bi

RULES. 

1. — The  Hall  shall  be  under  the  immediate  oversight  and  control  tf  f 
the  Theological  Faculty,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Snperint«ndEnt«  of  tiiB 
TheologicaJ  Seminary. 

9. — So  person  shall  be  admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Hall,  bnt 
mch  as  are  preparing  for  the  Gosiwl  llinislry. 

3. — In  as^gning  rooms,  the  preference  shall  be  given  to  the  llieo- 
lof^cal  Students  in  the  order  of  the  classes.  The  same  order  shall  be  ob- 
served in  relation  to  the  students  in  the  College  and  Grammar  School 
The  stodents  shall  select  rooms  in  alphabetical  order. 

4. — Every  one  residing  in  tlie  Hall  shall  pay  $5  room  rent  to  defray 
contingent  expenses. 

5. — No  person  shall  room  alone  without  the  special  permisaon  0{ 
the  Faculty,  and  he  shall  be  required  to  pay  $10  room  rent,  and  be 
charged  double  for  fuel  and  light. 

6. — Every  person  occupying  a  room  without  boarding  in  the  Hall, 
shall  be  chai^d  $10  in  ad<htion  to  the  regular  charges. 

7. — Every  occupant  of  a  room  shall  be  responsible  for  injury  done  to 
the  room  or  its  furniture. 

8. — Every  occupant  of  a  room  shall  carefnlly  secure  the  outside  shut- 
ters of  his  room. 

.  9. — Prayers  shall  be  regularly  maintained  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Hall, 
at  1  A.M.  and  at  5J  P.M.,  at  which  all  the  stodents  redding  in  tbe 
Hall  will  be  required  to  attend.  The  students  of  the  Senior  Class  io 
the  Seminary  shall  officiate  in  turn. 

10. — The  following  hours,  viz:  from  9  A.M.  to  12  M.,  and  from  3 
P.M.  to  5^  P.M.,  and  aft«r  7  P.M.  shall  be  regarded  as  study  boon, 
daring  which  no  music  or  noise,  which  will  disturb  or  interfere  with 
study,  shall  be  allowed  in  the  building. 
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11. — A  monitor  for  each  corridor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  stodents 
residing  in  the  same,  who  shall  have  the  superyision  of  it,  according  to 
rach  rules  as  the  students  may  adopt,  and  the  Faculty  approve. 

All  which  the  Faculty  respectfully  report.

The  Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of 
Superintendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  whose  term  of  service  has 
expired.  Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Albany, 
Passaic,  Schenectady,  and  the  South  Classis  of  Long  Island,  which 
were  confirmed. 

It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to  nominate 
double  the  number  of  persons  from  whom  to  choose  members  for  those 
Classes  who  have  not  nominated. 

The  Committee  reported,  and  the  election  took  place  accordmgly. 
The  following  are  the  persons  chasen  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Superintendents:  Rev.  Maurice  W.  D wight,  D.D.,  Jacob  Van  Vech- 
ten,  D.D.,  Abram  G.  Ryerson,  Julius  H.  Seelye,  A.  H.  Van  Vranken, 
and  Theodore  B.  Romeyn. 

The  Rev.  Francis  M.  Kip,  who  was  nominated  by  the  Classis  of 
Poughkeepsie,  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  in  the  place  of 
Rev.  A.  Polhemus,  D.D.,  who  has  removed  from  the  bounds  of  the  Classis. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  B.  How,  D.D.,  who  was  nominated  by  the  Classis 
of  New  Brunswick,  was  appointed  in  the  place  of  Rev.  John  DeWitt, 
who  has  resigned  his  seat. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  present  the  follow- 
ing report: 

I.  A  careful  examination  of  the  papers  referred  to  them  from  the 
Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation,  shows  that  the  general  condi- 
tion of  the  funds  of  the  Synod  is  eminently  satisfactory.  The  opera- 
tions of  that  Board  entitle  them  to  the  largest  gratitude  and  confioeuce 
of  the  Churches,  whose  faithful  servants  they  have  been  for  so  long  a 
period.  As  their  Report,  together  with  the  Annual  Digest,  and  the 
Accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  will  be  printed  in  the  Minutes,  we  deem  it 
necessary  only  to  refer  the  Synod  and  Churches  to  these  important  docu- 
ments. 
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The  Boifd  B£k  for  power  to  sell  upOD  equtablc  tcims,  and  cm* 
the  Moses  Cownn  property  in  Saratoga  County,  for  tbe  benefit  of 
Board  of  Edacation,  to  which  it  was  bequeathed. 

Hesotted,  That  this  request  be  aud  hereby  u  gi-anted. 

A  deficiency  is  reported  in  the  aunual  income  of  the  Synod  for  IbO) 
past  and  previoiK  ecclesiastical  years,  amounting  to  e^ht  buadrcd  d<*- 
lars  per  annum.  This  haa  been  caused  by  the  increased  obHgatJon» 
a.ssQaied  in  October,  1 855.  The  collections  directed  to  be  taken  by  tfaa 
Synod  of  1856  have  amonnted  only  to  $552.09.  which  is  not  ecoagtk' 
to  meet  tlie  deliciency  of  a  sit^le  year.  To  prevent  a  growing  debt, 
the  Board  earue.-Jtly  usk  the  Synod  to  talto  prompt  action  in  Ibo 
premises, 

RaolKtd,  That  until  [wrmaaeut  funds  can  be  procured,  the  amount 
necessary  for  tlie  eonlinpent  expenses  of  each  year  shall  be  apportioned 
by  the  Treasurer  and  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod,  among  the 
several  Chui:jer<,  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Classis  to  arranga 
for  the  collection  of  the  same  by  its  Questor  at  its  stated  Fall  or  Springs 
Session,  and  to  sec  that  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be  pnnctuallf 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

Raolced,  That  the  Committee  eonsisting  of  Rev.  John  Knox,  D.D., 
W.  B.  Crosby,  James  Suydam,  C.  B.  Spangier,  wid  Robert  H.  Frayn* 
who  were  apjKiinted  by  the  last  Synod  to  procure  u  permanent  addi- 
tion of  the  funds  for  investment,  be  continued,  and  that  they  Ik'  requests 
ed  to  urge  Che  matter  promptly,  and  report  at  the  next  staled  meeting 
of  the  General  Synod. 

The  Committee  would  also  coll  attention  to  the  collection  of  oat- 
Btanding  snbBcnptioDS  to  the  Professoral  Fund.  The  amount  of  said 
subscription  reported  as  avtulable  is  $t,000.  The  vicissitudes  of  homan 
life  admonish  ua  of  the  need  for  securing  these  sums  as  promptly  as 
possible,  and  we  respectfully  invite  the  action  of  the  Boud  upon  this 
Ribject 

II.  The  Van  Benschoten  and  Knox  Funds  appear  to  hare  been 
carefnlly  administered.  Sixteen  young  men  have  been  sustuned  in 
whole  or  in  part  by  the  former,  and  two  by  the  latter. 

We  observe  that  interest  to  the  amount  of  $402  remains  nnpaid 
upon  the  Van  Benschoten  Ftmd.  This  amount  would  nearly  enstain 
three  yonng  men  darii^  the  present  year.  The  necesaty  of  Becniing 
these  and  all  other  moneys  oriffli^  from  this  Fnnd,  is  respectfully  niged 
^lou  the  attention  of  the  Trustees  of  Rntgers  College,  who  are  the 
TVostees  of  this  Fond 

An  unappropriated  balance  of  $312.11  is  reported  from  the  Enoz 
Fnnd 

III.  Respecting  the  resignation  of  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod: 
1.    Raulved,  That  tliis  Synod  have  received  with  deep  r^ret  the 

rengnation  by  Isaac  Young,  Esq.,  of  his  office  of  Treasurer  of  toe  Ge» 
eral  Synod 
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2.  Resohedf  That  his  resignation  be  accepted,  and  that  the  Bond 
giyen  on  his  appointment  be  surrendered  to  him  to  be  cancelled,  so 
soon  as  all  the  books,  papers,  docnments,  moneys,  and  secnrities  in  his 
possession  which  belong  to  the  Synod,  shall  be  deliyered  by  him  to  his 
successor  in  office,  under  the  superrudon  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of 
the  Corporation. 

3.  kesdved,  That  while  yielding  to  the  request  of  their  Treasurer, 
the  Synod  do  hereby  for  themselves,  and  in  the  name  of  the  whole 
Church,  express  their  high  sense  of  the  faithfulness  and  efficiency  with 
which  Mr.  Young  has  managed  tlie  large  trust  committed  to  his  care 
during  the  space  of  thirty  years,  and  that  we  desire  for  him  in  his  re- 
tirement from  public  life  the  choicest  Divine  blessings,  both  spiritual 
and  temporal. 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  certified  copy  of  this  action  be  sent  to  Mr. 
Young  by  the  Stated  Clerk. 

IV.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  the  Thedogiml 
Seminary.  Thirty-five  young  men  have  been  in  attendance  upon  the 
exercises  of  this  Institution  during  the  past  year.  One  has  with- 
drawn on  account  of  doctrinal  differences.  Six  have  received  profes- 
soral  certificates. 

The  very  valuable  services  of  Professor  Ludlow  have  been  tempora* 
rily  suspended,  by  a  long  and  severe  illness.  With  the  deepest  sympa- 
thy for  the  beloved  Professor  in  his  affliction,  we  desire  as  a  Synod  to 
express  our  fervent  gratitude,  that  there  is  a  bright  prospect  of  his 
speedy  and  entire  restoration  to  health  and  duties.  Long  may  .he  be 
spared  to  train  up  many  useful,  learned,  and  devoted  Ministers  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  report  that  more  than  five  hundred 
volumes  have  already  been  collected  as  the  nucleus  of  a  new  library 
for  the  Theological  Hall.  Appropriate  book  cases  have  been  erected 
by  the  donations  of  friends  of  the  Institution.  On  this  important  sub- 
ject we  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  be  and  hereby  are  express- 
ed to  the  generous  donors  of  books  and  money  for  the  Theological 
Library  and  for  the  erection  of  book  cases. 

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  earnestly  request  liberal  donations  from 
all  the  friends  and  lovers  of  our  Church,  for  the  purpose  of  enlarging 
the  library  of  the  Theological  Seminary  with  works  of  permanent 
value. 

Resolved,  That  the  Theological  Faculty  be  hereby  authorized  to 
remove  the  books  given  by  the  late  Mrs.  Margaret  Chinn,  together 
with  the  case  which  contains  them,  from  the  College  Building  to  the 
Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall. 

Whereas,  A  room  is  provided  as  a  Library  in  the  Theological  Hall, 
and  properly  prepared  for  the  reception  of  the  books  belongmg  to  the 
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Svnod;  iin<l  irAfreas.  b.  lar^  Dumber  of  tlie  books  now  in  the  library 
of  Ratgent  College  are  the  property  of  the  Qeueral  Synod;  therefore, 

1.  ResoimI,  That  the  Rev.  firs.  Vbii  Vraoken,  Campbell,  Ludlow 
and  De  Witt  be  a  coinuiittee  on  the  part  of  this  Synod,  to  act  in  c 
oert  with  &  c-orreBponding  comimtlee  to  be  appointed  by  the  TnisIeM 
of  Rutgere  College,  to  effect  an  amimble  and  etjuitable  division  of  the 
bool(B  in  the  Library  of  t!iu  College  at  New  Bruciswick. 

3.  lifsolvfd.  That  the  Lihrariei)  of  botli  lustiintion*  ahonld  be  accM- 
able  to  the  Profeswors  and  StQdentH  In  the  College  and  Seminary,  nnder 
the  regalaCioDS  adopted  for  each. 

Respecting  the  right  of  Rev.  Dr.  Polhemus  to  a  wat  in  the  Board 
of  Snperin  ten  dents,  as  a  representative  of  the  Classis  of  Poughkeep- 
an,  after  his  connection  with  that  body  bad  ceaisod,  your  committee 
respectfully  report  the  following  action: 

Risohtd,  That  no  person  can  be  entitled  to  a  seal  in  the  Itoard  of 
Superintendents,  who  is  not  at  tbe  time  t)eing  a  member  of  the  Claa^ 
for  which  he  was  elected,  and  therefore  that  the  decision  of  the  Board 
if)  not  sustained  in  this  case. 

V.  Pcirr  Hrrtzo^  T/ieologica2  Half.  The  committee  have  carefnlly 
examined  the  dncumentK  submitted  to  them  respecting  this  Institution. 
These  im])ortftQt  pa]*rs  consist  of  Deeiis  for  the  land  yliich  has  been 
secnred  for  the  ose  of  the  Theolof^cal  Seminary,  together  with  tiie  re- 
port of  the  committee  appointed  to  procure  the  fii^  and  secure  the 
erectioD  of  the  Theological  Hall;  the  TreaBurer's  accounts  of  the  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  of  the  committee,  with  the  vouchers;  and  the 
report  of  the  Theological  Faculty,  containing  a  plan  for  the  regulation 
of  said  Hall,  which  is  Bubmitted  to  Synod  for  approval.  On  this 
whole  sabject  your  committee  mnst  be  allowed  to  express  their  rar- 
prise  and  gratitude  over  the  resnlts  reported  in  these  documents.  When 
out  two  years  ago  the  committee  was  charged  with  the  high  trust,  it 
waa  not  known  where  the  first  dollar  was  to  come  from.  But  God 
has  most  dgnally  honored  the  faith  with  which  the  Church  then  cast 
henelf  upon  His  providence  and  grace.  There  the  noble  building 
Btaods,  a  monument  of  Divine  favor  to  our  ancient  Church,  at^ 
crowned  with  complete  snccesa  in  its  practical  operation.  Friends 
have  been  nused  up,  munificence  has  ponred  forth  its  sanctified  streams 
like  the  smitten  rock  in  the  wilderness.  And  now  with  fervent  love 
and  ardent  hope  tbe  whole  Church  may  repeat  tbe  prophetic  prtHnise 
which  was  utt«red  like  a  fresh  inspiration  over  its  comer  stone,  "Job- 
vah  Jink,  the  Lord  utiil  provide." 

To  complete  the  historical  records  of  this  great  work,  and  as  an  act 
of  simple  justice  to  the  Synod,  to  the  committee,  to  the  geveions 
friends  of  uie  Institation,  and  to  the  Cbnrcb  at  large,  we  recammend 
what  follows: 

1.  Xttoioed,  That  the  report  of  the  committee  to  procure  the  funds, 
and  aecnre  the  erection  of  a  Theolo^al  Hall,  and  tbe  Treasurer^  re- 
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port  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  propertj,  be  accepted,  q>- 
prored,  and  printed  in  fhll  in  the  Minutes  of  this  Oeneral  Synod. 

2.  Resolv^,  That  the  Rules  for  the  regulation  of  the  Theological 
Hall,  as  reported  by  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  be  ap- 
proTed,  and  printed  in  connection  with  the  above  documents  in  the 
Minutes. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  and  of  the  entire  church 
are  hereby  tendered  to  the  Committee  who  have  ei^'oyed  the  honor  of 
bringing  this  great  enterprise  to  its  present  issue,  and  that  we  hold  in 
the  highest  estimation  their  arduous,  persevering,  faithful  and  success- 
fhl  labors. 

4.  Resolved,  That  a  Stariding  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog  The- 
ological Hall  be  appointed,  consisting  of  six  persons,  of  whom  the  The- 
ological Professors  shall  always  be  member§;  the  other  members  shall 
serve  during  the  pleasure  of  General  Synod,  one  of  whom  shall  be 
annually  chosen  by  the  Oeneral  Synod.  The  Committee  recommend 
that  the  Rev.  Drs.  Bethune  and  Chambers  and  Rev.  T.  C.  Strong  be 
the  remaining  members  of  the  Committee  for  the  present  year. 

5.  Resolved,  That  this  Committee  shall  have  the  general  charge  of 
this  property,  to  keep  it  in  repair  and  attend  to  such  business  matters 
as  may  be  necessary  for  its  proper  preservation;  and  that  this  Com- 
mittee shall  report  fully  at  each  stated  session  of  the  General  Synod. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  be  authorized  to  carry 
out  the  suggestions  made  in  their  report  for  finishing  the  building 
and  fhe  grounds,  and  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  to  complete  its 
appropriate  arrangements. 

7.  Resolved,  'fiiat  this  Committee  are  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  secure  such  additional  funds  as  may  be  needed  to  accomplish 
tiie  objects  of  the  Institution. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  friends  of  the  Church  and  her 
Institutions  is  earnestly  called  to  the  reports  made  to  this  Synod 
respecting  the  Peter  Hertzog  Tlieological  Hall,  and  that  other  contin- 
ued liberality  is  solicited,  in  order  that  it  may  immediately  be  put  on  a 
full  equality  with  the  most  favored  and  complete  Theological  institutions 
h  this  country. 

9.  Resolved,  That  the  expenditures  of  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theologi- 
cal Hall  and  adjacent  grounds,  by  the  Committee  of  this  Synod  having 
the  same  in  charge,  shall  not  in  any  case  exceed  the  amount  of  funds 
actually  collected. 

VI.  FreacAinsr  by  Students  of  Theology.  The  South  Classis  of  Long 
Island  have  requested  that  General  Synod  will  '^  adopt  e£Eicient  meas- 
ures to  prevent  the  preaching  of  students  before  they  are  licensed."  On 
this  subject  the  Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  no  student  in  our  Theological  Seminary  be  allowed 
to  preach  or  lecture  in  any  of  our  Churches  or  Congregations  prior 
to  his  licensure  by  the  Classis;  it  being  understood  that  this  resdn- 


tion  does  not  interfere  with  mch  exercUes  in  the  Seininftry,  or  vitb 
fiuph  christian  labors  in  prayer  meetings  or  Sabbatli  Schools,  or  othe^ 
wise  8«  may !«  uspful,  either  to  the  student  or  to  those  in  whose  behftlf 
he  may  lalior.     A  violation  of  this  rale  shall  be  considered  a  diBqua^  ■ 
ficatioD  for  obtaiuiii^  a  profesaoral  certificate  for  one  year  aftor  1' 
completion  of  the  regular  coarse  of  stndy  in  the  Tlieolo^ca]  Semf 

Me-iolTtd,  That  tlie  I'rofeRsors  in  onr  Theolofrieal  Seminary  he  t 
qnested  to  require  the  attendance  of  the  Senior  Claiw  ni  lectures  on^ 
Monday,  the  same  as  the  other  days  of  the  week. 

W\.—A]r^iaitiints  for  Dispeniatumt. 

1.  Dr.  Heury  J.  Brown  reqaests  a  dispensation  to  allow  hitn  to  ap-l 
pear  before  the  Clai^tiis  of  Philndelphia  to  be  examined  for  liocnsnre  tftJ 
preach  the  Gospel;  and  also  that  be  may  be  excused  from  a 
examination  in  the  Ilelirtw  and  Greek  languages. 

Dr.  Brown  is  ii  physician  in  full  practice  in  the  City  of  Philadelpliin,^ 
in  middle  life,  with  a,  family,  and  so  sitnated  as  to  render  the  ustiw  | 
course  of  study  in  the  Theological  Seminary  entkely  ont  of  f 
tion.  The  committee  have  received  sncb  personal  a.sgurances  of'tht 
.  theological  attainments,  piety,  and  preparation  of  the  applicant  fori 
the  ministry,  together  with  tne  endorsement  of  the  Classis  of  PhUa- 1 
delphia,  that  they  recommend  the  SrnfMl  to  grant  his  rer|uest, 

2.  The  Classis  nf  Westchester  ask  a  disji^-iisiitioii  in  lulialf  of  Mr. 
Alexander  Wataon,  from  the  studies  of  Hebrew  and  Greek,  that  he 
may  be  examined  by  said  Cla^sis  for  licensure  to  preach  the  Qospel. 
Mr.  Watson  is  represented  to  us  as  possessing  an  extensive  and 
thorough  knowledge  of  Theology,  aptness  to  teach,  and  active  pety, 
which  have  been  fully  tested  during  maay  years  of  successftil  labor  ia 
the  Bible  cause.  He  is  a  man  in  middle  life,  and  has  a  family.  The 
committee  recommend  that  this  request  be  granted. 

3.  The  Classis  of  Holland  asks  dispensations  in  liehalf  of  P.  Zwema, 
Garret  John  Nykerk,  and  Johannes  Van  de  Lyster,  that  shall  empow- 
er the  Classis  at  such  time  as  seems  judicious  to  it  daring  the  present 
year,  to  examme  these  brethren,  with  a  view  to  liceuBurc  to  preach  the 
Word.  These  persons  have  families,  are  from  thirty-five  to  thirty-eight 
years  of  age,  and  are  now  studying  in  the  HoLand  Academy.  One  of 
tiiem  has  been  a  most  nseful  Elder  in  his  Chnrch  for  some  years,  and 
has  been  invited  to  become  the  Pastor  of  said  Chnrch,  and  inquiry  has 
been  made  respecting  a  second  by  another  Church.  The  committee, 
»fler  fnll  conference  with  the  Delegates  from  the  Classis  of  Hdland, 
propose  the  following  action: 

Raohtd,  That  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Holland  respecting 
'  Hesers.  Zwema  and  Nykerk  be  granted;  and  that  Mr.  Van  de  Lyster 

be  admitted  to  a  similar  examination,  provided  any  Chm^:h  in  cwmec- 
I  tioo  shall  express  a  wish  for  his  services  as  a  Minister  of  the  Qoepel. 
^     In  each  of  the  above  cases  the  direction  of  Providence  has  seemed 

M  marked  aa  to  leave  no  choice  to  the  committee.    It  is  eoiely  an  inr 
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terestiiig  feature  in  the  prospects  of  the  lifinistrj  that  men  of  &mily 
and  property,  in  middle  life,  and  in  active  secular  duties,  are  compelled 
to  Bay,  "Woe  is  me,  if  I  preach  not  the  Gospel."  May  it  not  be  that 
Qod  will  thus  largely  reinforce  the  ranks  of  his  Ambassadors,  by  call- 
ii^  one  from  his  plough,  another  from  his  merchandise,  and  not  a  few 
from  learned  and  scientific  professions  ?  But  while  the  duty  has  seem- 
ed clear  in  these  very  peculiar  cases,  your  committee  would  enter  their 
earnest  protest  against  lowering  the  standard  of  ministerial  prepara- 
tion. A  learned  and  able  ministry  is  essential,  and  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  must  always  maintain  that  high  position  on  this  subject 
vrhich  has  ever  distinguished  her  character  and  history. 
Application  has  also  been  made  for  a  dispensation  from  the  rule  re- 

! airing  a  College  Diploma,  to  allow  Mr.  Henry  W.  F.  Jones,  of  the 
llassis  of  New  Brunswick,  to  enter  the  Theological  Seminary.  As 
Mr.  Jones'  education  has  been  quite  equivalent  to  the  ordinary  Colle- 
^te  course,  we  recommend  that  this  request  be  complied  with. 

The  Classis  of  Cayuga  recommends  Julius  Geyer  for  aid  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  Ministry.  Similar  applications  are  made  by  the  Classis 
of  Illinois,  for  W.  H.  Van  Vleet,  and  by  the  Classis  of  Wisconsin,  for 
J.  Baay. 

The  following  young  men  are  recommended  for  aid  from  the  Yan 
Benschoten  Fund:  Thornton  Van  Vleet,  by  the  South  Classis  of  Long 
Island;  Thomas  S.  Dusenberre,  by  the  Classis  of  Paramus. 

Rtsoh^y  That  these  recommendations  be  approved,  provided  that 
the  usual  requisitions  in  each  case  are  complied  with.

The  Twenty-fifth  Auaual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mi^oDS 
iraa  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Doraeatic  MwB" 
sions. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Misaona  k 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  sermon  in  behalf  of  Domestic  Missioua  was  preached  ou  iHtiM 
evening;  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Kev.  WiUiam  R.  On 
don,  D.D,,  from  Rev.  2 :  1-5. 

Tlie  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  reported,  and  their  rei»ort  W 
accepted,  adopied,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  beg  leave  respectfully  to  i 
nort,  that  a  careful  examination  of  the  docnmeots  placed  in  their  bands 
has  satisfied  their  minds  that  the  affairs  of  this  Board  are  wisely  and 
energetically  manajrcd.  No  body  of  men  that  Oeneral  Synod  coa\d 
selectj  we  are  persuaded,  could  dispense  the  charities  of  the  Chm-ch 
with  more  ecoDomy  or  impartiality  in  every  section  of  the  homB  field, 
or  operate  with  greater  efficiency  with  the  means  possessed  tat  the  ex- 
tension of  OUT  Bedeemei's  kin^om.  Under  the  prevulin^  spirit  tiiat 
evidently  governs  the  Board — namely,  not  of  seeking  their  own,  but 
Christ's;  not  simply  of  building  np  onr  denomination,  but  of  extendinz 
salvation  to  the  needy — we  are  assured  that  the  piety  of  onr  Church 
is  experiencing  a  gradual  and  healthy  development.  A  retrospect  of 
its  history  for  the  last  ten  years,  and  a  comparison  of  its  early  plans 
and  efforts  with  its  present  enlarged  operations,  afford  cheering  evi- 
dence of  steady  progress  in  the  grace  of  giving  among  our  people,  and 
gratifying  memorials  in  the  records  of  independent  and  flourishing  con- 
gregations  established  through  its  agency  that  it  has  not  labored  in 
vain.  Although  in  times  past  our  denomination  has  not  accomplished 
all  that  it  ought  to  have  done,  and  with  case  might  have  done,  yet  it 
is  a  hopefiil  sign  for  the  future  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  onr  beJoved 
Zon  that  it  is  becoming  more  perceptibly  awake  every  succeeding  ymr 
to  the  claims  of  the  destitute  and  perishing  to  its  sympathies  and  lib- 
erality. The  entire  amount  of  its  benevolent  offerings  is  nut  compriaed 
in  the  Annnal  Reports  of  our  respective  Boards^  for  large  bubb  are 
cast  into  the  treasuries  of  those  national  institutions  which  are  the 
dory  of  our  age,  of  which  this  ecclesiastical  body  takes  no  leriew. 
The  bulk  of  onr  churches,  too,  are  giving  with  dommendable  gener- 
odty,  and  a  few  of  onr  members,  even  to  the  sacrifice  of  their  domestic 
comforts,  to  this  noble  cause — a  fact  which,  in  Justice  to  these  bretiiran, 
ongM  to  be  distinctly  and  publicly  noted.    Yet  it  is  a  matter  cf  ieep 
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egret  that  there  are  one  hundred  and  forty  congregations,  and  some 
f  these  abundantly  able  to  give,  who  have  not  taken  up  one  collection 
or  this  object  within  the  year.  To  the  apathy  and  delinquency  ot 
hese  Churches  we  are  compelled  to  attribute  all  the  embarrassments 
f  this  Board  in  financial  matters;  for  •if  they  had  contributed  in  a  re- 
itive  proportion  with  their  brethren,  we  should  not  have  been  told  that 
t  has  been  obliged  to  borrow  $6,575  from  banks  and  individuals,  to 
leet  its  engagements,  to  pay  $226  10  for  hiterest  on  temporary  loans, 
jid  to  go  on  with  a  debt  of  $2,850  hanging  like  an  incubus  on  its  ex- 
rtions.  No  words  that  we  can  use  can  express  the  earnestness  with 
rhich  we  would  appeal  to  them  to  assume  their  share  of  these  burdens 
kod  responsibilities,  and  beg  of  them  to  take  up  one  collection  without 
ail  within  the  present  year,  for  our  self-denying  missionaries.  Some 
»f  Christ's  ministers  in  the  home  field  have  been  deprived  of  the  neces- 
aries  of  life,  and  almost  forced  to  abandon  their  posts,  on  account  of 
he  privations  endured  by  their  families.  The  relief  that  these  congre- 
l^tions  can  and  might  afford,  we  are  confident,  will  be  acknowledged 
)y  the  Master  in  the  last  day.  *'  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto 
Hie  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me."  The 
BDse  of  accountiibility  to  God  for  the  influence  which  the  pastors  of 
liiese  congregations  wield  over  the  minds  of  their  charges,  we  trust, 
prill  induce  them  to  lay  this  subject  in  all  its  bearings  before  then:  peo- 
ple without  delay,  and  to  plead,  as  under  tlic  eye  and  hi  the  presence 
of  the  Redeemer,  with  them,  as  the  stewards  of  God,  to  give  to  this 
object,  so  vital  to  the  triumph  of  Christianity  in  our  own  land,  accord- 
ing to  their  ability,  and  as  the  Lord  has  prospert^d  them.  And  the 
same  motive  should  stir  up  the  Consistories  of  these  congregations, 
should  they  be  without  pastors,  to  avail  themselves  of  the  first  oppor- 
tunity, when  their  pulpit  is  supplied  ))y  a  minister  of  the  Gospel,  to 
present  the  claims  of  the  neglected  nuiltitudes  who  are  perishing  in  our 
country,  through  the  lack  of  the  ordinances  of  God's  house,  and  the 
3are  of  spiritual  shepherds  to  seek  out  the  lost  and  straying.  From 
this  sacred  obligation  we  believe  that  not  one  of  tlicse  congregations 
can  be  excused.  Even  the  feeble  pensioners  on  the  bounty  of  the 
Board  are  required  ))y  its  rules,  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  receiving 
its  aid,  to  cultivate  the  habit  of  giving  to  the  Lord  by  taking  up  a 
collection  for  its  treasury.  Surely,  then,  other  and  stronger  congrega- 
tions ought  to  afford  the  privilege  to  their  members  to  give  something, 
lie  it  more  or  less,  for  tlie  evangelization  of  our  own  countrymen. 
Something  all  can  give,  for  the  Lord  annually  grants  the  means,  by 
renewing  the  bounties  of  his  Providence  ;  and  one  collection  each  year 
is  all  that  we  ask.  Let  each  congi'cgation  move  as  a  unit  comprised 
in  the  above  aggregate,  and  a  pleasing  change  will  come  over  the  as- 
pect of  our  internal  affairs.  Blessings  rich  and  .new,  from  the  Father 
of  mercies,  will  gladden  and  refresh  these  portions  of  our  denomina- 
tion, rewarding  them  for  their  sacrifices  an  hundredfold. 
Another  painful  feature  in  the  Report  of  this  Board  is  a  falling  off' 
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<rf  receipts,  to  the  amonst  of  $2,218  01,  as  compared  with  tbtt  contri- 
■  bntions  from  the  churches  last  year.  To  the  old  contribators  of  the 
Board  we  would  ^ay,  let  it  be  your  aim  always  to  equal  the  efforts  of 
tbe  past,  or  else  the  calcolatious  of  the  Board  which  are  made  on  this 
basis  must  fail,  and  cmbarrosBmeDt  be  perpetaated.  Had  only  this 
mark  been  reached,  this  Board  would  now  have  been  free  from  debt. 
The  deficiency  of  a  few  dollarfi  on  the  part  of  each  con^gation  falling 
below  the  standard  has  produced  this  mischief,  throwiug  a  vast  burdeo 
of  gloom,  perplexity,  and  discouragement  on  the  minds  of  the  bretheni 
to  whom  the  supervision  of  this  work  is  intrusted.  To  the  old  and 
tried  friends  of  the  Board  we  would  surest,  not  only  to  take  op  the 
collection  at  the  appointed  time,  but  to  bring  in  the  fall  quota  of 
Bnpplies,  "  the  sinews  of  war."  But  "  Pro^ai'  is  the  watchword  of 
our  age  and  country.  It  characterizes  both  the  Stnte  and  the  Church. 
It  stands  out  prominently  in  the  plans  and  results  of  all  American 
institutions  of  benevolence.  The  wealth  of  our  denominatioD  is  aug- 
menting with  that  of  the  nation.  Our  people  are  becoming  richer 
year  by  year.  We  should  not  rest  satisfied  with  old  measures  of 
charity,  but  we  should  press  on  to  new  and  loftier  degrees  in  the  con- 
secration of  property  to  God,  The  only  safeguard  agdinet  the 
corrupting  power  of  our  abounding  prosperity  is  to  check  the  spirit  of 
covetousness  by  growing  liberality,  and  lo  extinguish  Belfishaess  in  love 
to  K  dying  world.  As  k  Church,  we  have  a  vast  distance  to  tiavwia 
before  we  attain  to  that  deadness  to  the  world  and  the  thingi  of  lbs 
world  evinced  by  tbe  martyrs  and  coufessors  of  Hollaod  in  the  Bfr 
foimatioD,  who  counted  not  their  lives  dear  unto  them,  and  rejoiced  in 
the  loBS  of  their  goods,  for  Christ's  sake.  And  we  have  nuich,  my 
much,  of  the  sanctifying  power  of  a  Saviour's  love  to  learn  befom  w« 
shall  feel  the  bariuDg  zeal  of  the  primitive  saints  who  laid  all  their 
possesions  at  the  Apostles'  feet,  0  let  us,  the  favored  Ghristieiu  of 
America,  not  be  behind  the  impoverished  and  persecuted  serranta  of 
God  in  those  perilous  times,  and  oppressed  lands,  in  these  exprcMioM 
of  OUT  attachment  to  onr  dear  Bedeemerl 

But  tbe  history  of  this  Board  is  not  all  dork,  for  while  M  » 
Church  we  have  incurred  the  reproach  of  the  omission  of  theee  good 
works,  the  blessings  of  a  covenant-keeping  Qod  have  illuiniDed  its  path, 
and  the  bow  of  promise  spans  its  future.  The  Lord  is  allarii^  ne  to 
the  cultivation  of  this  field  by  rewarding  the  labors  of  a  few  huAud- 
men  with  a  large  harvest.  Tive  hundred  and  twenty-six  persons  have 
bseo  added  to  tLe  churches  tuded  on  confession  of  their  faith,  and  three 
hnndred  and  twenty-two  have  been  added  by  certificate  &om  other 
churches.  Placed  in  the  balance  against  these  precioos  Bonis,  how 
worthless  are  all  the  donations  to  this  treasury!  Besides,  the  prenot 
year  must  be  regarded  as  an  era  in  the  annals  of  our  Church,  ai  wafl 
as  of  the  Board,  because  it  dates  the  organization  of  the  Partioolar 
Synod  of  Chicago.  The  Providence  of  Qod  pomts  to  the  Qreat  Wist 
as  the  territory  where  oar  denomiaation  is  to  seek  its  chiaf  e

and  where  it  may  employ  its  resources  without  limit  in  planting 
missionaries  and  founding  chnrches.  The  lapse  of  a  single  generation, 
we  doubt  not,  will  place  that  Synod  side  by  side  with  those  of  Albany 
and  New  Tork  in  numbers  and  usefulness.  And  the  settled  policy  of 
the  Board  to  establish  new  enterprises  in  destitute  neighborhoods, 
instead  of  multiplying  feeble  congregations  in  old  settlements,  well 
supplied  with  the  preached  gospel,  must  meet  the  cordial  approbation 
of  every  member  of  our  Church  who  can  nse  above  the  feelings  of  a 
narrow  sectarianism.  The  intelligence  that.thirty  churches  of  emigrant 
Hc^anders,  distinguished  for  their  pure  faitli  and  fervent  piety,  have 
attached  themselves  to  our  communion,  must  diffuse  joy  through  all 
hearts.  Equally  gratifymg  is  the  fact  that  thirty  churches  have  been 
gathered  among  the  foreign  Germans,  who  are  served  by  converted 
ministers  in  their  native  tongue,  and  furnish  a  nucleus  of  means  for 
spreading  vital  piety  among  thousands  of  their  countrymen  in  this  land. 
It  is  mournful  to  think  to  what  an  extent  tliLs  class  of  our  population, 
computed  by  some  at  three  mUlions  of  souls,  are  exposed  to  the  wildfire 
of  fanaticism,  on  the  one  hand,  and  to  the  death-chill  of  formalism,  on 
the  other.  The  Church  of  Holland  commissioned  and  supported 
devoted  missionaries  who  labored  among  the  Germans  of  the  united 
States  before  the  American  Revolution.  The  moral  wants  of  that 
portion  of  our  fellow-citizens  appeal  loudly  to  oiu*  Chiuxih  at  this  day 
to  provide  them  with  a  ministry  who  shall  teach  them  the  unadultera- 
ted doctrines  of  the  Reformation,  together  with  the  necessity  of  the 
new  birth  and  experimental  religion.  Happily  this  door  stands  wide 
open,  and  whensoever  we  will  we  may  do  them  good.  Our  plans  in 
respect  to  them  should  look  forward  to  the  endowment  of  an  academy 
where  pious  German  youth  may  receive  their  preparatory  training, 
with  views  as  broad  and  comprehensive  as  those  entertained  concern- 
ing the  Hollanders  in  this  country.  Great  discrimination  must  be 
exercised  in  the  employment  of  clergymen  of  foreign  birth  and  training, 
for  the  great  majority  of  them  do  not  preach  the  Gospel  as  it  is 

Sroclaimed  in  our  pulpits.  If  this  element  is  to  amalgamate  with  our 
enomination,  and  to  become  one  with  us  in  sentiment  and  action,  we 
must  train  up  the  pastors  that  are  to  serve  them  in  our  school  of  the 
prophets.  Otherwise,  after  years  of  labor  and  the  expenditure  of 
large  sums  of  money,  our  Church  may  be  disappointed  to  find  them 
becoming  restive  or  rebellious  under  rules  of  order  and  government,  or 
tainted  with  rationalism  or  formalism,  the  evils  of  German  Protestantism. 
The  thorough  training  of  the  baptized  youth  of  our  Church  in  the 
catechisms  approved  by  General  Synod  we  rank  among  the  foremost 
duties  of  all  the  missionaries  of  this  Board,  in  reference  to  which  we 
desife  that  special  attention  should  be  given  in  its  instructions  to  all 
iht  ministers  who  are  dependent  on  its  aid,  and  a  report  required,  in 
writing,  on  this  head  at  least  once  every  year.  In  the  chaotic  state  of 
religious  opinions  in  the  West,  and  in  the  multiplication  of  errors 
outside  of  our  communion  in  the  East,  we  perceive  the  necessity  to 
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display  a  banner  for  the  truth,  on  entering  any  new  communltr,  and 
strengthening  the  bulwarka,  if  the  walla  of  the  citadel  are  to  withiiUiid 
the  repeated  assault-!*  of  hereEiarcha.  Our  young  people  must  ht  tuijjlit 
to  regard  the  peculiarities  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Ohnrcli  witJi  su 
intelligent  lore,  if  a  generation  is  to  be  brought  on  the  stage  of  aclioD 
who  shall  perpetuate  the  doctrines  of  the  cross  witli  a  life-giving  power. 
In  conclusion,  your  Committee  beg  leave  to  present  the  following 
preamble  and  resolutions  for  adoption: 

Witreas,  this  Synod  has  beard  witli  pain  that  there  nre  so  many 
congregations  within  our  bounds  who  have  not  made  any  contribntKin 
dnring  the  past  year  to  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  that  iU 
finances,  after  so  many  appeals,  are  still  in  a  state  of  embornLiumieat; 
therefore, 

1.  EaiJ'tJ.  That  tlio  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod  b^  directed, 
at  his  e-arlie&t  convenience,  to  commiuiicate  to  tlie  |>nstors  and  Con- 
BiBtories  of  these  several  churches  the  r^^t  of  this  body  that  Itiey 
have  not  exhibited  a  willingness  to  hear  their  part  of  the  burdcji«  and 
the  pleasures  of  supporting  our  domestic  missionaries,  and  urge  them 
to  place  this  ol)ject  among  their  annoal  collections,  and  to  cherish  it  as 
its  importance  demands, 

2.  Rttolvtd,  That  tlie  delegates  representing  tlic  several  Classses  on 
the  floor  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  bring  before  their  reapeCtiTe 
Classes,  at  then-  next  regular  session,  the  views  and  feelings  of  thia 
Synod,  call  their  attention  to  the  action  of  tbe  last  Synod  on  this  mb- 
ject,  and  endeavor  to  obtain  Guch  action  as  shall  secore  a  cdtectkm 
firom  each  church  within  their  bounds. 

3.  Raolved,  That  each  congregation  be  earnestly  and  atfeetioBatafy 
requested  to  take  up  one  collection  at  least,  within  the  prenat  joir, 
for  this  object. 

4.  Rtsolved,  That  this  Board  be  recommended  to  r«fnae  ever;  new 
application  for  aid,  or  to  terminate  every  existing  grant  to  thOM  "  who 
look  for  help  when  they  should  not." 

6.  Rtiolvtd.  That  this  Board  be  authorized,  as  soon  as  Ha  tndi 
permit,  to  appoint  an  itinerant  Missionary  Agent,  to  labor  withia  te 
bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  in  order  to  foetor  feaUe 
churches  to  their  establighmcnt,  and  to  gather  new  congiegatJODs;  said 
missionary  to  be  nnder  the  joint  direction  of  the  Particnlar  Sfiiod  of 
Chicago  and  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  to  be  paid  a  wA- 
dent  salary  and  his  traveling  expenses,  by  the  Board  of  DoHMtk 
Missions. 

6.  RuUved,  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  employ  the  Board  of 
Publication  to  issue,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Stated  Clerk,  tfairty 
thousand  copies  of  the  sermon  preached  on  its  l^half  before  this  Synod 
by  Rev.  Wm.  R,  Gordon  D.D.,  at  an  expense  not  exceeding  1^  ocots 
per  copy,  and  that  the  Stated  Clerk  provide  each  of  the  paston  trf-oer 
churches  with  a  sufficient  number  of  said  copies  to  snj^y  eat^  buAj 
of  luB  chaige;  and  further,  that  the  Stated  Clerk  direct  tiie  spwnlat- 
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tentioii  of  said  pastors  to  said  sennon,  with  the  request  that  every 
fiunily  maj  be  supplied  with  a  copy,  immediately  preceding  the  taking  ci 
a  collection  in  aid  of  Domestic  Missions,  or  at  sach  other  time  as  the 
several  pastors  may  consider  proper. 

All  of  which  is  respectfolly  submitted,

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that 
the  following  were  appointed:  Rev.  Robert  P.  Lee,  D.D.,  William  R. 
Gordon,  D.D.,  A.  P.  Van  Giesen,  and  Messrs.  Frederic  T.  Freling^ 
huysen,  William  B.  Crosby,  Samuel  Sloan,  John  I.  Brower,  and  Francis 
Wynkoop. 

The  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Mis- 
sioiis. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  in  rela- 
tion to  the  probable  expense  which  would  be  incurred  by  an  indepen- 
deat  Foreign  Missionary  Establishment,  prepared  agreeably  to  the  di- 
rection of  the  last  General  Synod,  (p.  116,)  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

Accompanying  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was  a 
memorial  from  the  Amoy  Mission,  in  relation  to  Church  and  Classical 
Organization,  together  with  certain  other  papers,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Annual  Sermon  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  was  preached  on 
the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris, 
D.D.,  from  Jeremiah  6:16. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Tbs  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  beg  leave  to  report: 

/.  On  the  State  of  our  Misaionn. 

This  is  in  most  respects  eminently  satisfactory.  1.  The  three  brethren 
lA  AifOT  are  continuing  to  gather  the  lich  harvest  with  which  God  has 
rewarded  the  toils  of  former  years.    The  outpouring  of  the  Spirit  upon 


their  field  is  mont  marked  And  gia,i\{y'mg.  The  seventy-tno  conrcTts 
added  in  1855  did  not  exhaust  the  tlessing,  for  we  find  that  during 
the  first  uine  months  of  the  Bucceeding  year,  fifty  more  were  received 
into  the  communiDTi  of  the  Church.  Nor  were  these  hasty  additions, 
for  the  method  of  GxamiDation  and  trial  used  by  the  miasionaiy  brethren 
n  shown  to  be  as  rigid  and  cautious  as  could  well  be  devised. 

HiQ  Mission  h^is  been  graciously  preserved  in  health  and  strength 
dnring  the  past  yenr,  but  tliey  are  sadly  overtaxed.  The  success  which 
has  attended  them  imposes  more  labor  than  ibey  are  well  able  to  per- 
fonn,and  their  cry  becomes  more  and  more  urgent  for  additional  help- 
era.  A  prompt  answer  to  this  cry  is  the  more  desirable,  in  order  that 
younger  brethren  may  enjoy  the  full  benefit  of  Uic  ripe  experience  and 
judgment  of  the  senior  missionaries,  especially  of  him  who  has  now 
been  twenty-one  years  engaged  in  the  work.  It  \»  high  time  that  eome 
efiicacions  mcnns  should  be  used  to  secure  a  strong  reinforcement  to 
this  "  model  Mission,"  as  it  has  been  called. 

2,  The  Mission  of  Arcot,  constituting,  with  its  five  chnrches,  the 
Classis  of  the  same  name,  is  repredentM  in  this  body  by  a  delegate 
bearing  the  honored  name  of  it*  founder,  Dr.  John  Scudder.  From 
him  we  hnve  rerent  intelligence  that  the  work  continues  to  prosper,  and 
tliat,  as  was  said  in  the  Report  of  last  year,  "There  is  nothing  to  limit 
the  enlai^ment  of  their  Mission  bat  tbe  want  of  means  and  the  wut 
of  men."  Their  field  lies  amidst  a  country  popnlation,  on  the  great 
thoroughfare  from  Madras,  (which  is  ninety  miles  distant,)  and  is  pierced 
by  the  Erst  commenced  of  the  railroads  now  in  course  of  c 
in  India.     The  statistics  of  the  Mission  are  as  follows: 

rafore.— Rev.  H.  M.  Scudder,  M.  D^  and  wife,  «nd  Mias  L.  8 
and  one  native  helper,  three  schooImaster^  one  colportenr,  42  cosh 
municants. 

Chittoor. — Rev.  K  C.  Scudder  and  wife,  one  native  helper,  two 
school ma.sterB,  one  colporteur,  40  communicants. 

Antce. — Rev,  J.  W.  Scndder  and  wife,  two  native  belpon,  OM 
Bchoolmaater,  one  colporteur,  eight  communicants. 

Artol. — Rev.  W,  W.  Scudder,  one  native  helper,  one  Ttrhnnlmti 
ter,  one  colporteur,  nine  communicants;  a  native  pastor  about  to  be  or- 
dained and  installed  over  this  Church. 

Cwmoor. — Rev.  Jos.  Scudder  and  wife,  one  schoolmaster,  20  eoBO- 
manicants. 

The  brethren  have  been  much  engaged  in  preaching  tonn,  which 
have  brought  them  In  close  contact  with  large  maesea  of  men,-  while 
they  have  also  performed  r^ular  pastoral  duties  in  their  nmpvSdn 
charges.  Tbey  have  ^ven  attention  to  the  preparation  of  a  aetica  of 
tracts  suitable  to  their  field.  Iheir  schools  are  strictly  parochMl — 
being  established  for  the  children  and  youth  of  their  Christian  congre- 
gations.  Appropriations  have  been  made  for  the  erection  of  sorenl 
»  for  publio  worship,  one  of  which,  at  Vellore,  has  alrendy  bwa 
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Toar  Committee  reeommend  the  following  reeolutions : 

1.  Besolved^  That  devotit  and  earnest  thanks  are  due  to  the  Head  of 
the  Church  for  his  favor  to  our  missionary  brethren,  in  preserving  their 
lives  and  health,  and  especially  in  giving  such  abundant  success  to 
their  labors. 

2.  That  we  hail  with  joy  the  presence  among  us  of  the  Rev.  W.  W. 
Scudder,  beloved  for  his  own  and  his  Other's  sake,  and  pray  that  his 
visit  may  be  the  means  of  awakening  a  deeper  interest  in  the  mission- 
ary cause  in  our  churches. 

8.  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  our  Board  be  requested  to 
present  the  claims  of  the  foreign  field  to  the  students  of  our  Seminary 
as  often  during  each  year  as  he  may  find  it  convenient 

//.  Funds  and  Agencies, 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report  it  appears  that  the  receipts  for  the  last 
year  were  $12,303  99,  being  an  increase  of  $139  95  upon  those  of  the 
year  before.  But  a  much  larger  increase  is  needed  immediately.  The 
appropriations  for  this  year  are  :  for  the  Arcot  Mission,  $14,000,  and 
for  Amoy  about  $5000,  making  a  total  of  $19,000,  being  nearly  double 
the  amount  required  for  the  last  year.  This  enlarged  expenditure  is 
due  in  part  to  the  erection  of  buildings,  which  of  course  will  not 
require  to  be  speedily  renewed;  but  it  arises  also  from  the  increased 
number  of  our  missionaries,  and  in  either  view  should  be  regarded,  not 
with  distrust  or  alarm,  but  with  gratitu  le  and  joy,  as  indicating  how 
greatly  the  Divine  blessing  has  rested  upon  our  brethren's  labors.  Still 
uie  increase  of  appropriations  calls  for  prompt  and  vigorous  measures 
to  increase  the  receipts  into  the  treasury,  else  there  will  be  embarrass- 
ment and  trouble.  As  these  receipts  have  been  stationary  for  several 
years,  while  the  churches  have  been  growing  in  numbers  and  wealth, 
it  is  manifest  that  all  that  is  necessary  to  obtain  the  requisite  enlarge- 
ment, is  to  bring  the  claims  of  the  cause  more  generally  and  directly 
home  to  the  hearts  of  our  people,  so  that  every  member  of  our  con- 
gregations shall  have  a  personal  summons  addressed  to  him  or  her  for  a 
yearly  contribution.  The  Board  have  suggested  a  system  of  Classical 
exchanges  as  best  adapted  to  reach  this  end.  The  Committee  recom- 
mend £e  following  resolutions : 

JResolved,  1. — ^That  the  increased  expenditure  in  our  Missions,  caused 
by  the  signal  blessing  of  God  upon  their  work,  calls  loudly  for  more 
generous  contributions  from  our  people. 

Beaolvedj  2. — ^That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  take  such  order  as 
will  secure  the  due  presentation  of  this  cause  to  every  church  within 
oar  bounds  daring  the  present  ecclesiastical  year. 

///.  7%f  Memorial  of  the  Amoy  Mission, 

Among  the  papers  submitted  to  the  Synod  is  an  elaborate  document 
from  the  brethren  at  Amoy,  giving  the  history  of  their  work  there,  of 
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its  gradual  progToss,  of  their  intimate  twonection  with  minionaties  from 
other  bodice,  of  the  forniation  of  the  e  hunh  now  oxisling  there,  Aod  ei- 
preasiiiff  their  views  ns  to  ihe  propriety  and  fea*ihiUty  of  forming  a  Clu- 
sis  At  tiiHt  station.     In  icply  to  bo  imiih  of  tiiis  pap«r  aa  respects  tha 
establishment  of  individual  churches,  we  most  say  that  while  we  appre- 
ciate the  peculiar  circumstances  of  our  brethren,  and  sympalhize  with 
their  perplexities,  yet  it  iiaa  alw&ys  been  considered  a  matter  of  coiu 
that  miniatem,  receiving  their  conimieaioa  through  our  Chun-b,  aod  ec 
forth  under  the  auspices  of  our  Boaril,  would,  when  they  formed  ct 
verta  from  the  heatlif  n  into  an  eudeaiaslical  body,  mould  the  organisatjaA 
into  a  form  ap|iroat'hing,  a&  nearly  ae  poiaiblc,  tltat  of  tbe  tiefonhad    , 
Protestant  Dutch  OhnrJnes  in  oar  own.  land.     Seeing  that  the  couvertdc 
heHthen,  when  associated  together,  mn«t  have  some  form  of  govenimeiil^''  , 
and  seeing  that  our  form  is,  in  our  view,  entirely  conaixtent  with,  if  not  *.] 
renuired  by  the  Scriptures,  we  expect  that  it  will  in  all  cases  be  sdopU  *- 
ed  by  our  mis-iionaries,  subject,  of  coarse,  to  such  modifications  as  thctF   , 
peculiar  circumstances  may  for  the  time  render  necessary,     Hie  oon  ' 
veriB  at  Amoy,  as  at  Arcot  and  elsewhere,  are  to  be  regarded  as  "ai 
integral  pait  of  our  Church,"  and  as  such  are  entitled  to  all  the  riglilf'^ 
and  privileges  which  we  possess.  ^ 

And  so  in  regard  to  the  formation  of  a  C'lassis.  'Hie  Church  at 
home  will  undoubtedly  expect  the  brethren  to  associate  tbenuelvee  into 
k  regular  ecclesiastical  organization,  just  as  soon  as  enough  materisU 
are  obtained  to  warrant  such  measure,  with  the  hope  that  it  will  be 
permanent.  We  do  not  desire  churches  to  be  prematurely  formed  in 
order  to  get  materials  for  a  Clasais,  nor  any  other  exercise  of  violent  haste, 
but  we  equally  deprecate  unnecessary  delay,  believing  that  a  r^olir 
oi^nization  will  be  alike  useful  to  our  brethren  themsdvea  and  to  utOM 
who,  under  them,  are  in  training  for  the  lirst  office  bearers  in  the 
Christian  Church  on  heathen  ground.  As  to  the  difficulties  suggested 
in  the  memorial,  respecting  tlie  different  Particular  Synods  to  which 
the  brethren  belong,  and  the  delays  of  carrying  out  a  system  of  appel- 
late jurisdietion  covering  America  and  China,  it  is  enough  to  say: — 
1.  That  the  Presbyterian  Churih  (0.  S.)  finds  no  insuperable  difficuV 
ties  in  carrying  into  operation  her  system,  which  comprehends  Prerf^- 
teries  and  Synods  in  India  as  well  as  here;  and,  2.  That  whatever  blo- 
drances  may  at  any  time  arise,  this  body  will,  in  humble  reliance  upon 
the  Divine  aid  and  blessing,  undertake  to  meet  and  remove  them  asfsr 
MS  possible.  The  Church  at  home  assumes  the  entire  responsibilitr  <rf 
this  matter,  and  only  ask  the  brethren  abroad  to  carry  out  the  pwicT 
held  steadily  in  view  from  the  tirst  moment  when  our  Missions  began. 

The  following  resolutions  are  recommended: 

Re*olved,  1.  That  the  Synod  view  with  great  pleasure  the  fbrmatioB 
of  churches  among  the  converts  from  heathenism,  oiganized  according 
to  the  established  usages  of  our  branch  of  Zion. 

2.  That  the  brethren  at  Amoy  be  directed  to  apply  to  the  Particflin 
Byood  of  Albany  to  organize  them  into  a  Classis,  so  soon  m  they  Aai 
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Inre  formed  churches  enonsh  to  render  the  pemumency  of  inch 

<Mgaiiization  reasonably  certain. 

8.  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  directed  each  year  to  famish  the 
brethren  abroad  with  several  copies  of  the  Minutes  ofSynod,  and  of  aff 
other  printed  docoments  of  the  Session. 

IV,  An  Indepeiident  Missionary  Organization, 

It  appears  that  last  year  a  very  able  Report,  traversing  this  whole 
sabject  m  all  its  parts,  was,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  our  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  submitted  to  Uie  General  Synod.  The  Synod's  Com- 
mittee reported  favorably  on  the  proposed  change;  but  after  discussion 
the  whole  question  was  postponed  to  this  year,  and  now  comes  up  for 
final  action.  1  he  Report  of  our  Board  for  1857  does  not  retract  their 
unanimous  opinion  given  in  1856,  but  merely  cites  the  language  of  one 
of  the  resolutions  passed  by  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  at  Newark,  in  October 
last,  which  it  says  renders  null  the  reason  for  separation  founded  upon 
the  point  of  *^  ecclesiastical  organization.^'  But  this  point  was  ^only 
incidental ;  ^  the  weight  of  the  question  was  placed  upon  other  grounds. 
The  action,  therefore,  of  the  American  Board,  last  October,  has  not 
touched  the  essential  elements  of  the  case;  these  still  exist  in  all  their 
ori^nal  integrity.  They  are  thus  given  in  the  masterly  Report  of  1866 : 
nnderstood  to  be  from  the  pen  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ferris: 

I.  If^  as  a  Church,  we  are  to  do  anything  effectually  in  the  great 
work  of  Foreign  Missions,  we  need  a  mode  of  action  which  shall  bring 
the  responsibility  directly  home  to  our  people,  and  this  an  independent 
operation  is  most  likely  to  secure. 

II.  We  are  able  to  conduct  this  department  of  Church  work  for  our- 
selves, and  should,  therefore,  undertake  it. 

III.  The  Church  is  ready  for  and  desires  a  distinct  and  separate  or- 
ganization. 

IV.  It  is  reganlcd  as  not  a  small  consideration,  that  such  separate 
action  on  a  prominent  branch  of  Christian  benevolence  will  complete 
the  organizations  which  the  great  interests  of  the  Church  call  for. 

First. — If^  as  a  Churchy  we  are  to  do  anything  effectually  in  the  great 
work  of  Foreign  Jfissions,  we  need  a  mode  of  action  which  shall  bring 
the  responsibility  directly  home  to  our  people^  and  this  an  independent 
operation  is  most  likely  to  secure. 

All  Christians  agree  that  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature  is  an 
absolute  duty, — made  such  by  the  highest  authority  in  the  Chur«h, — 
its  Head.  The  circumstances  of  time  and  place,  when  he  uttered  his 
charge,  give  special  solemnity  to  this  duty,  while  the  blessings  vouch- 
safed to  the  etforts  to  diffuse  the  pro<*.lamation  of  mercy  show  how 
pleasing  it  is  in  his  sight.  Each  Christian  individually,  and  each  dis- 
tinct cc<-le8ia8tical  or^ranization,  has  here  a  most  important  part  to  act, 
and  each  is  bound  to  tliat  mode  of  action  which  shall  most  certainly 
every  energy  to  the  work.    It  is  a  vast  work,  and  the  Christian 
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influence,  and  proyensand  charitJeeof  each  are  called  ft*. — ereiy  heat  ' 
should  be  awake,  every  right  agency  called  in. 

Now,  it  is  believed  to  ho  true,  in  the  prosecution  of  all  interest*,  that 
the  most  effectual  mo<]e  of  calling  out  and  bringing  to  beat  the  moid 
power  of  an  individual,  or  a  hody  of  men,  is  the  fastening  responnbilt^ 
on  them  dirci-tly,  and  as  far  aa  may  be,  personally.  Individualizing 
the  man  or  the  body,  bringing  each  to  conftont  direct  and  posiiin 
ciaima,  taxes  the  ronscienca  and  draws  upon  the  Christian  synipathtea 
in  a  way  that  will  call  out  the  deairahle  re^^ponse.  When  an  object  » 
remote,  when  business  patses  through  second  hands  and  distant  liandiv 
and  responsibility  is  removed,  our  infirm  nature  is  prone  to  fall  into 
indifference,  or  will  feel  little.  Others  hare  charge  of  the  active  moT»> 
menta,  others  impel  the  car  ;  the  subsidiary  agency  is  distant  from  ill 
tiie  points  of  coullict  and  difficult}',  and  hence  will  ordinarily  be  cold 
and  listless,  or  a  philoso|ihical  action  may  ho  kept  tip  without  powar 
and  vitality.  The  confirmation  and  illusQvtion  of  this  are  seen  in  tin 
historyof  all  our  charitable  associations.  The  more  direct  the  respon- 
dbility,  the  more  decided  and  earnest  will  be  the  eSbrt. 

By  the  present  arrangement  in  condacting  Missions  our  place  ia 
simply  subsidiary.  Other  counsels  manage,  otbpr  hands  execute;  n- 
sponsibility  for  vigilance,  and  oversight,  and  prompt  action  is  removed 
several  stages  from  us.  All  means  go  to  another  tressun-,  and  its  dia- 
bnrsement  calls  out  no  care,  scarce  an  inquiry.  We  assume  it  all  to 
be  right,  and  it  is  happy  in  the  circumstances  that  it  is  and  will  be 
light,  and  we  tnow  no  more.  And  then,  if  difficulties  arise,  tliB;^  &11 
elsewhere.  If  there  he  deficiency,  we  do  not  feel  it  There  is  a  Nady 
answer  to  all  urgeni;y :  "0,  if  we  do  not  furnish  the  means,  othata  wilt, 
and  thus  a  double  injury  resulta:  the  withholding  of  benefactions  being 
tbe  less,  and  the  positive  moral  torpifying  influenc«  the  greater. 

It  cannot  be  said  our  Church  has  done  nothing.  On  tbe  conbaij, 
tbere  has  been  a  constant,  if  not  a  large  ftream,  making  its  i         * 


ing  way  to  the  great  reservoir.  But  to  those  who  know  her  it  is  ob- 
vious she  has  done  far  less  than  her  position  and  resources  would  lead 
us  to  look  for.  In  short,  far  less  than  she  ought  to  have  done,  uid  to 
be  doing.  About  the  time  of  the  departure  of  the  first  missionaiy 
&mily  there  was  a  high  degree  of  feeling,  and  the  interest  was  wid^ 
diffused,  and  it  may  t)c  a  question  wheUier  to  the  impetus  then  gim 
we  are  not  indebted  for  what  has  since  been  done,  only  occasiODiS  dr- 
oomstances  having  come  in  to  keep  up  the  momentum.  Such  is  lh« 
constitutional  characteristic  of  our  people,  that  having  b^un  an  and<^ 
taking,  they  pursue  it,  as  a  habit,  even  though  the  interest  taken  be  nu4 
lively — a  capital  trait  to  rely  on,  but  one  which  should  be  improved 
Iot  tbe  accomplishment  of  the  highest  results. 

At  present,  where  is  there  animation  and  energy  in  the  good  cMwet 
Does  this  Board  possess  either!  Is  not  tba  Boara  very  much  a  cyphtr, 
and  made  *uch  by  Its  poutioni  What  is  the  meaniiu;  <tf  the  fiwttbat 
it  has  hekl  one  meetii^  a  year!    Has  it  not  been  felt  that  we  hsre 
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notliing  to  dot  Of  what  worth  can  laoh  a  body  be!  And  what  feel- 
ing pervades  the  Church!  Lb  it  the  qoickened  feeling  of  a  hish  sense 
of  responsibility  ?  Do  the  hearts  of  our  people  warm  towards  uie  great 
snlject  as  their  own?  Does  it  not  seem  as  if  the  prevalent  feeling  was, 
that  the  interest  of  the  affair  lies  over  East,  beyond  the  boundiury  ot 
oar  own  State,  and  only  concerned  our  people  secondarily? 

If  this  is  so,  we  need  a  change  in  our  mode  of  action,  such  a  chanee 
as  will  bring  close  before  our  mental  view  and  very  near  our  hearts  the 
necessities  which  call  for  Christian  help.  We  need  an  operation  which 
shall  lay  responsibility  upon  every  conscience  directly,  which  shall  draw 
hard,  and  constantly,  and  largely  on  our  piety — something  which  shall 
waken  all  to  the  Lord's  work  among  the  perishing,  whose  cry  may 
come  to  the  heart  fresh  through  as  few  mediums  as  possible. 

It  is  believed  that  a  distinct  and  separate  conduct  of  Foreign  Missions 
will  tend  much  to  secure  this  end.  It  cannot  be  said  that  this  will  be 
unfailing,  for  there  will  be,  doubtless,  always,  while  Christians  are  what 
they  are,  drones  in  the  Christian  hive;  but  the  claim  set  up  is — this 
will  be  the  most  hopeful  means  of  attaining  what  we  desire.  Under  it 
we  may  hope  to  see  portions  of  the  Church,  now  inactive,  become  earn- 
est, and  those  which  have  settled  down  into  a  supine  state  awaken  to 
new  life,  as  they  would  be  made  to  feel  that  the  whole  weight  of  oar 
missionary  work  was  on  them. 

Secondly. —  We  are  able  to  conduct  this  department  of  Church  work 
for  owrsclveSy  and  shouldj  therefore,  undertake  it. 

It  is  a  grave  question  whether  moral  responsibility  can  be  transferred 
from  oneself  to  others  without  culpability.  Certain  it  is,  it  cannot 
occur  where  there  is  fiill  ability  and  abundant  opportunity  to  do  one's 
work.  Each  man  must  answer  directly  for  any  failure  to  meet  the 
Divine  requirement.  What  is  positively  required  must  be  as  positively 
met  If  there  be  inability  or  insufficient  opportunities,  these  may  be 
pleaded  in  bar  of  judgment,  but  then  the  evidence  must  be  adequate  to 
the  plea. 

In  the  work  of  which  we  speak,  neither  of  these  can  be  urged,  and 
our  duty  remains ;  the  claims  are  urgent  and  inalienable. 

The  proper  inquiry  is,  what  is  the  ability  needed  in  the  independent 
management  of  Foreign  Missions?  Two  things  are  embraced,  we 
would  replv  :  the  pecuniary  resources  to  be  expended,  and  the  men  of 
intellect,  integrity,  and  sound  judgment  to  take  the  oversight. 

That  we  have  the  former  is  manifest  from  the  history  of  the  past 
Let  us  suppose  that  there  is  merely  a  transfer  of  the  Missions  wnere 
our  brethren  are  engaged  to  our  immediate  care, — have  not  the  means 
necessary  for  their  support  been  realized  from  our  Churches  ?  If  oar 
people  only  do  as  they  have  done  will  there  be  any  fear  of  fiulnre  f 
rVom  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Treasurers  of  our  Board  since  1882, 
it  appears  that  $203,916  56  have  been  contributed,  which,  after 
deducting  a  comparatively  smaU  sum  for  the  occasional  agencies  of  oar 
eommissioned  or  returned  missionaries,  and  incidental  expenses,  (say 
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sdtnff  tSOOO,)  in  the  twenty-fonr  ycKK,  hvfe  gene  ii 
7  of  the  American  Board.  On  llie  other  band,  the  Amerieal| 
Boud,  u  appears  from  the  Annnal  Reportf>,  lia.t  expended  on  oW', 
Uiasioiis and  miwionan'  brethren  1191,307  44,  to  wbieh  maybe  P'^^ 
Mj  added  Kome  tlO,o'oo  for  sums  sppropriRted  to  Dr.  Abeel  ana  Bn 
Scndder,  vhich  have  not  been  presented  acpnrately,  but  are  incladM^ 
In  Bggn^gates  of  the  Mifaions  where  the;  wer«.  Here,  then,  ve  MM 
that  not  only  hm  the  Clmreh  furnished  what  was  nccessair  for  her  o>^<3 
Koa,  bnt  aided  in  a  considerable  sum  in  the  blessed  work  of  makinA 
otiier  hearts  glad.  ^

Bat  who  of  ns  for  a  moment  MieTea  that  the  puMUBiry  diH^'Ml 
the  Church  does  not  warrant  tiie  iai  hope  of  mneh  more  nttder  ft  vi# 
po-inSuence?  God  baa  h^y  blessed  onr  people irith  the  good  tira* 
ofthisworld.  A  lull  cup— eminent  prosperitr  has  been  £eji&  Tbt 
Chnrch,  besides,  has  grown  and  expanded  very  decidedlf  witliin  tvestj^ 
five  years.  In  1829  the  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod  gave  a  list  of 
our  minirterB  as  numbering  149,  when  our  chnrchea  also  were  184, 
In  1855  he  publishes  in  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  that  there  are 
848  ministers  and  864  churches — a  noticeable  increase.  With  this 
expansion  there  has  been  proportionate  growth  of  strength.  It  would 
be  ungrateful  to  our  benign  Benefactor  to  deny,  with  this  before  na, 
that  mach  more  might  be  accomplished,  if  we  had  the  proper  spirit 
Our  Missions  might  be  multiplied,  new  fields  might  be  occnpied,  and 
all  requisite  support  would  be  furnished. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  quite  a  large  proportion  of  our 
churches  have  done  very  little  or  nothing  for  our  Foreign  Mianon% 
while  n<(ne  have  esercisod  self-denial  in  what  they  have  given.  It  i« 
reasonable  to  believe  that  many  now  and  heretofore  inactive,  nnder  a 
more  direct  action  will  come  up  to  this  work,  and  thus  we  may  &ii^ 
calculate  on  having  new  channels  of  beneficence  opened. 

It  is  tme,  under  an  independent  oi^nitation  there  would  be  addi- 
tional expenditure  incurred ;  but  this,  inclading  every  form  of  expense 
would  not  be  large — certainly  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollai^ 
(and  this  is  an  outside  estimate,)  which  would  be  more  than  made  up 
by  the  now  resources  which  would  be  secured.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered in  this  connection  that  much  service  is  constantly  rendered 
■imply  from  love  for  the  cause  of  religion.  The  members  of  onr  Boards^ 
(among  them  men  of  active  buBine!>s,  whose  time  is  very  valaaUe,) 
the  Recording  and  Corresponding  Secretaries  and  Treaenrciv,  receive 
no  pecanivy  compensation.  What  would  be  requisite,  then,  woald  be 
inddenUl  to  the  collection  and  transmission  of  money.    If  more  ehoold 
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be  required  tlirough  the  occupancy  of  new  fields,  the  Providenoe  which 
opened  the  door  would  fumi&h  the  means. 

As  to  the  second  requisite — our  having  men  of  intellect,  integrity, 
and  judgment  to  manage  missionary  matters — we  think  there  can  be 
no  doubt  The  Foreign  Missionary  work  has  pecuharities,  and  these 
must  be  fully  understood  in  order  to  be  provided  for,  but  the  same  class 
of  mind  which  elsewhere  does  the  work  is  found  among  ourselves. 
We  are  not  aware  that  there  is  any  evidence,  in  any  enterprise  of  the 
Church  conducted  by  our  brethren,  of  any  deficiency  of  executive  or 
administrative  talent.  Wc  think  the  position  of  our  institutions  and 
our  general  interests  is  sufficient  to  satisfy  at  least  ourselves  of  what 
our  brethren  are  adequate  to  perform. 

High  praise  is  to  t»e  accorded  to  the  distinguished  men  who  have 
been  and  are  in  charge  of  the  operations  of  the  American  Board.  We 
love  and  honor  them — they  are  our  friends  and  brethren.  We  are  not 
to  forget  concerning  them  that  actual  contact  with  their  special  duties 
has  fitted  them  for  their  work.  And  the  same,  we  may  hope,  will  be 
the  case  with  our  own  brethren  in  the  same  circumstances. 

In  a  new  enterprise  we  must  allow  for  some  friction,  but  very  soon 
every  desirable  adjustment  will  be  secured.  Certain  it  is  that  as  we 
now  are,  our  brethren  will,  in  no  cases,  ever  acquire  that  familiarity 
with  the  practical  details  of  missionary  management  which  will  be 
called  for,  if  hereafter,  at  any  time,  we  are  to  go  alone.  No  man 
among  us  supposes  we  shall  always  act  through  the  present  agency. 
Will  we,  then,  act  prematurely,  if  we  take  measures  to  bring  about  an 
organization  to  which  we  all  look  forward,  and  for  which  we  shall  need 
the  qualifications  which  may  be  attained  while  our  Missions  are  few, 
and  compact,  and  well  arranged?  Let  us  allow  that  mistakes  may  be 
committed,  so  it  occm-s  in  all  departments,  for  none  are  infallible;  yet 
we  have  no  reason  to  anticipate  any  which  united  councils  may  not 
correct  or  modify. 

And  then  shall  we  be  cut  off  from  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  our 
brethren  in  the  missionary  work  in  other  denominations?  Shall  we, 
because  of  separate  and  distinct  operations,  be  divorced  from  all  the 
good  offices  of  the  brethren  with  wnom  we  have  so  pleasantly  and  so 
long  acted?     We  ought  to  have  no  fears  here. 

Such  is  the  general  acquaintance  with  the  missionary  work,  we  have 
read  so  much,  heard  so  much,  and  seen  so  much  of  the  movements 
around  us,  that  we  have  confidence  that  we  might  look  for  the  Divine 
blessing  on  our  distinct  efforts  as  a  Church,  and  that  every  year  would 
see  the  circle  of  duty  becoming  more  and  more  a  training  school  for 
securing  higher  results. 

After  this  re\'iew  we  may  ask.  On  what  ground  can  we  put  away 
from  us,  as  a  Church,  the  obligation  to  preach  the  gospel  directly  to 
the  perishing?  Having  all  the  ability,  pecuniary,  and  intellectual,  and 
pious,  which  is  necessary,  can  we  without  culpability  ask  other  persons 
to  do  our  work?    Will  it  not  be  a  more  serious  renection  than  to  go

and  poution.  Our  Chorch  plans  have  been  advanced  to  a  hi^er  foiiM 
ud  we  are  better  fitted  in  every  rwpei-t  to  go  forward  in  every  le^^ 
Bate  Church  entorpriae.  Shall  we  not  do  it  for  oar  own  aake,shair^ 
Bot  do  it  for  the  sake  of  truth  and  htaman  good?  !a 

Thikdlt. — 7%«  Church  ii  ready  for  and  denm  the  separate  m0 
dtlHnet  ayanitalion.  When  the  [H'eeent  arrangement  was  inaiJe,  it  hlA^ 
the  warm  and  earnest  interest  of  a  large  majority  of  the  Church.  Ql^ 
•ea  there  were  of  brethren  who  were  adverse,  but  ihoy  preferred  to  bf 
aflent  and  see  the  plan  fully  tried.  Tbej  were  willing,  for  the  sake' 
the  canse,  that  the  friends  of  the  Union  ihould  realize  all  that  was 
tacable  ander  it. 

It  waa  about  four  years  afler  this  when  the  subject  of  ae^ 
came  np  before  the  Synod,  and  it  was  referred  to  this  Koard  to 
its  judgment  in  the  premises.  That  was  decidedly  and  strongly  „  _ 
Tor  of  the  continuance  of  the  present  plan,  based  especially  pa  tm 
conuderation  that  we  bad  so  recently  formed  it,  and  hence  could  Bol 
pronounce  on  its  efficiency;  and  also  that  we  had  sought  it,  and  so  soon 
to  abandon  it  would  reflect  on  ns  as  a  denomination. 

In  the  progress  of  succeeding  years  the  feeling  has  gained  strength 
that  the  Church  should  do  ^icr  own  work;  that  it  was  derogatory  t» 
throw  into  other  hands,  and  those  of  strangers,  the  oversight  and  can 
of  our  sons.  Ihis,  from  all  we  can  gather,  seems  to  be  the  prevailing 
■entiment  It  is  true  that  no  ecclesiastical  action  has  given  form  to 
the  views  entertained,  yet  there  have  been  frequent  conferences  of  breth- 
ren in  which  this  has  been  expressed.  Among  those  who  desire  the 
independent  fonn  of  action,  are  some  of  our  best  and  most  influent!^ 
men,  and  those  who  have  not  withheld  their  hand  from  effort 

It  is  proper  to  say  that  the  reasons  given  vary.  But  by  far  the  lar- 
gernumber  take  the  broad  and  high  Christian  ground,  that  the  Churdi 
as  auch  can  only  be  true  to  her  duty  to  her  Head,  by  doing  her 
appointed  work  for  herself^  as  he  has  blessed  her  with  the  meana  and 
opportunities. 

It  is  not  to  be  concealed  that  there  is  a  growing  disinclination  (br 
what  have  been  called  voluntary  associations,  and  a  tendency  to  ecde- 
riaatical  responsibility,  and,  where  miniHten  are  concerned,  a  maAed 
conviction  that  their  position  should  be  decided,  and  controlled  bj 
ecdeaiastical  action,  where  they  have  the  light  of  appeal,  and  not  Of 
committees. 

But  whatever  the  considerations  which  have  moved  the  minds  of  our 
brethren,  it  is  believed  that  there  is  an  extensive  readiness  tar  aepaiatk 
action,  and  that  the  Church  will  come  promptly  and  liberally  to  ila 
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FouBTHLT. — ItiinffonM  at  not  a  small  amiideratum^  that  9uek  tqM- 
rate  action  on  a  great  branch  of  Chrietian  benevoUnee  will  complete  the 
crgankatione  which  the  great  intereete  of  the  Church  call  for. 

It  is  conceded  on  all  siiles  that  we  must  take  care  of  ourselves.  If 
we  hare  nothing  to  which  we  attach  importance,  nothing  worth  preserv- 
ing in  our  principles  and  polity,  then  is  there  no  caH  for  solicitude 
or  wakefulness  or  effort  But  this  is  not  the  case,  as  all  our  efforts  to 
meet  various  forms  of  want  clearly  show.  The  Church  has  felt  that 
she  must  perpetuate  her  ministry,  secure  her  own  sons  for  her  pastoral 
fields,  while  she  would  not  close  the  door  on  others,  and  hence  she  has 
attended  specially  to  her  educational  interests,  and  provided  for  tbi 
exigencies  of  such  as  need  aid.  She  has  ever  been  known  for  her 
solicitude  for  a  well-trained  ministry, — one  trained  in  the  truth ;  hence 
she  has  her  School  of  the  Prophets.  Her  feeling  has  deepened  in 
behalf  of  her  own  children  and  the  strangers  from  other  lands,  and 
especially  from  the  fatherland,  diffused  over  a  vastly  extended  countnr ; 
hence  she  has  her  Domestic  Missionary  Board.  She  has  a  Sjrmpathy 
for  her  disabled  or  poorly  sustained  ministry,  and  the  families  of  her 
deceased  sons;  accordingly  she  has  hi^r  Sustentation  and  Widows' 
Funds.  She  has  more  recently,  in  her  highest  judicatory,  with  entire 
unanimity  decided  that  she  would  furnish  her  families  with  a  sound 
Christian  literature,  and  hence  she  instituted  her  Board  of  Publication. 
And  now,  to  complete  the  circle  of  provision  for  great  interests,  she 
only  needs  her  distinct  operations  for  Foreign  Missions. 

If  one  of  the  fathers  who  fell  asleep  some  thirty-five  years  or  forty 
years  ago  should  arise,  how  different  a  Church  would  be  find  in  all  the 
points  of  true  Christian  usefulness  from  that  which  he  left,  while  every- 
where he  would  hear  the  same  truth  and  observe  the  same  Church 
order  maintained.  And  how  cheering  would  he  regard  the  prospect,  as 
he  saw  on  every  side  so  many  young  men,  and  so  many  in  the  vigor  of 
life,  engaged  in  the  Church's  service!  The  mind  cannot  rest  on  the 
present  attitude  of  our  denomination  as  a  tribe  in  the  Christian  Israel, 
without  gratified  feeling.  Never  before  did  we  stand  so  strong,  never 
so  happily  caparisoned  for  the  work  of  the  Master.  We  are  a  united 
Church ;  we  have  a  noble  band  of  men  under  the  middle  line  of  life, 
and  others  coming  up  well-trained  and  glowing  with  zeal,  who  will  not 
be  behind  their  brethren.  We  may  well  complete  the  group  of  agen- 
cies, that  they  may  labor  with  better  advantage,  and  carry  on  what 
the  fathers  have  begun  to  a  higher  degree  of  success  and  usefulness. 

If  it  should  be  asked  whether,  on  the  principles  stated,  we  must 
have  our  organizations  for  distinct  classes  or  descriptions  of  men,  the 
reply  would  be,  that  provision  should  be  made  for  these  under  those 
now  enjoyed.  There  is  no  incongruity  in  having  a  domestic  missionary 
for  the  Jews  in  our  land,  or  a  domestic  chaplain  for  seamen  in  our 
ports,  under  the  care  of  our  Domestic  Board,  and  the  same  under  our 
Foreign  Board  for  those  abroad.  And  as  to  the  department  of  Publi- 
cation, there  are  not  a  few  who  believe,  as  they  scan  the  signs  of  the 
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'times,  and  note  bow  the  entering  wodge  of  distTscttng  discnssion  has 
been  employed,  that  we  may  soon  have  stronger  reasons  for  believing 
the  organization  of  a  lioard  of  Publication  most  timely. 

It  may  be  said  this  whole  view  tendB  to  make  us  i^xclusive,  but  this 
it  not  necoBsarily  so.  lliere  is  nothing  to  call  out  an  unkind  fueling 
towards  others,  nothing  to  interrup-t  the  comities  wbicb  should  pre- 
vail among  Christians.  It  doe«  not  follow  that  because  a  man  keeps 
ap  ffxxi  enclosures,  and  supplies  himself  with  all  desirable  in^truiacD- 
talitiestodo  well  the  work  of  his  own  domain,  therefoie  he  m  t^trangedi 
from  his  neighbor,  or  must  look  coldly  on  his  condition  and  prepress, 
^nd  cannot  nnite  with  Lim  in  working  on  the  common  highway.  In 
tDaintaising  distinctly  all  we  regard  imporiant  in  doctrinal  views  and 
order,  if  our  course  is  a  right  one,  we  shall  cultivate  more  and  more 
the  Christian  spirit,  and  we  shall  find  much  in  which  wc  shall  co-oper- 
ate, and  mav  wish  God  speed  to  all  right-minded,  carue&t  men,  (Lough 
they  bear  not  our  commissions. 

It  may  also  be  said,  why  separate  when  our  relation  is  so  happy, 
and  so  much  harmony  prevails  f  The  reply  is,  if  there  be  duty  in  the 
case  or  responsibility. such  as  has  l-aen  affirmed,  then,  when  there  is 
neb  good  feeling  and  harmony,  is  tbe  time  to  make  a  required  sepnra- 
tinn.  It  is  a  grievous  reflection  that  many  Cliurclies  grow  out  of 
bitter  controversies  aud  deeply  seated  omuities.  This  is  far  from  being 
honorable  to  tbe  piety  of  those  concerned.  Still,  if  they  cannot  live 
together,  they  had  belter  live  apart.  But  what  blessing  can  be  looked 
for  where  the  seeds  of  strife  are  sown  broadcast  ?  There  is  something 
pleasant,  something  that  accords  with  every  principle  of  the  gospel,  for 
brethren  who  feel  that  tbey  must  have  larger  place,  that  they  owe  a 
better  service  to  the  Ma>'ter  and  to  mau,  to  leave  what  may  be  called 
tbe  home  circle,  with  all  its  endearments,  to  enter  upon  a  wider  field. 
It  is  the  young  swarm  going  out  from  the  parent  hive,  to  carry  on  ita 
boDey-gathcring  labor  under  new  auspices.  There  ought  to  be  a  state 
of  kindness  when  such  partings  occur.  Wc  shall  need  each  other's  kind 
offices  ;  we  shall  be  called  at  times  to  work  side  by  side  for  our  IMvine 
Lord. 

So,  again,  it  may  be  paid  wc  loose  the  benefit  resulting  from  putid- 
pation  in  so  laive  a  work  as  that  of  tbe  American  Board,  and  the 
opportunity  of  bringing  to  bear  upon  the  heart*  of  our  people  those 

florious  results  from  time  to  time  secured.  We  acknowl«lge  this  will 
e  true  in  a  degree  ;  we  acknowledge  the  advantage  of  being  able. to 
draw  from  tbe  large  and  accumulating  treasury  of  delightfiil  and  touching 
incidents  gathered  fi^m  a  wide  missionaiy  Geld  ;  we  acknowledn  there 
will  be  a  loss  felt  by  numbers  who  have  mingled  in  the  scenes  of  tbe  great 
Annual  Convocation,  and  listened  to  the  Annual  Report,  a  document 
more  important  than  almost  any  annual  stale  PBlWi,  and  home  away 
tlie  thrilling  emotions  and  deep  convictions  of  tae  importaace  of  the 
missionarr  work  which  the  occasion  induced.  But  allowing  all  tiiiiii  the 
quMtioQ  is,  what  does  duty  dictate !    Is  this  not  a  case  in  which  dnty 
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ealls  for  the  self-denial  involved  f  But,  after  all,  the  miaaionary  woric 
ia  one,  however  numerona  its  hranches  or  departments.  We  bIuJI  still 
be  sharers  with  our  brethren  in  the  joy  of  tneir  success.  All  that  is 
done  by  God^s  people  of  every  name  is  ours.  It  is  our  privilege  to  cull 
from  all  fields  whatever  may  minister  to  the  interest  of*  our  people, 
whatever  may  arouse  to  duty  and  aid  in  the  coming  of  the  IdngcTom 
of  our  blessed  Lord. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolvedj  That,  considering  the  growth  of  our  missions  abroad,  the 
duty  of  the  Church,  in  her  distmctive  capacity,  as  such,  to  take  chaige 
of  these  missions,  the  growing  sentiment  among  our  people  in  fiftvor  of 
snch  a  course,  and  the  hopeful  prospect  that  this  action  will  tend  to 
call  out  far  more  largely  and  promptly  the  resources  of  our  denomina- 
tion, we  are  satisfied  that  the  time  has  come  to  dissolve  the  union  with 
the  American  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  and  hence- 
forth conduct  our  operations  among  the  heathen  through  the  exclusive 
agency  of  our  own  Board. 

2.  jHesolved,  That  the  intimate  relation  which  has  existed  for  a  quar- 
ter of  a  century  between  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  and 
the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.,  in  the  prosecution  of  this  work,  has  confirmed  our 
confidence  in  the  wisdom,  the  integrity,  and  the  catholic  spirit  of  thai 
great  and  noble  institution ;  nor  shall  we  ever  cease  to  feel  a  lively  in- 
terest in  the  ^owth  of  its  operations  and  the  success  of  its  plans. 

3.  Rewlvea^  That  in  dissolving  the  pleasant  and  useful  connection 
we  have  maintained  with  the  officers  and  members  of  that  Board  for 
the  last  twenty -five  years,  we  are  not  influenced  by  any  dissatisfaction 
with  their  modes  of  action,  or  any  want  of  fidelity  on  their  part  to  the 
terms  of  this  connection. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  take  pleasure  in  expressing  to  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M. 
onr  grateful  sense  of  the  benefits  derived  from  their  experience,  foresight, 
and  enlaiged  views,  and  of  the  uniform  Christian  kindness  and  courtesy 
which  have  marked  their  intercourse  with  our  Board. 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  now  composed  of 
fifteen  members,  be  increased  to  twenty-four,  the  additional  members 
to  be  chosen  by  the  Board  itself;  that  they  be  and  hereby  are  empow- 
ered to  arrange  with  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  the  terms  of  an  amicable 
separation,  and  to  assume  tlie  management  and  control  of  the  Missions 
in  Arcot  and  Amov;  and  that  thev  be  authorized  and  directed  to  em- 
ploy  all  suitable  means,  such  as  the  use  of  the  press,  the  appointment 
of  agents,  the  holding  of  missionary  conventions,  and  the  like,  for  the 
purpose  of  developing  the  power  and  exciting  the  interest  of  our 
churches  in  the  great  work  of  evangelizing  the  world. 

6.  jResolved,  "niat  every  pastor  be  requested  to  preach,  at  least  once 
in  each  year,  on  the  subject  of  sending  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen,  dwell- 
ing particularly  upon  the  character  of  the  Church  as  the  great  mission- 
ary organization,  upon  the  claims  of  our  missions  abroad  for  rraiforec- 
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jnent.  and  apon  the  duty  tad  pririloge  of  a  laote  unreserved  conMCTA- 
tion  of  lifii  nnd  mcitns  to  the  tulvanuutnent  of  GchI's  ciiiii«c  Uirutigiiaii^ 
the  world.

Tbe  Committee  on  NomiDDtione  having  reported  double  the  ntuuber 
of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  indl"vidnals  to  preach  the  AdiiuuI  Mis- 
sionary Sermon,  the  Svumi  jiroccuded  to  (he  electioUj  when  the  Boftr"' 
Ebenczer  P.  Ro^re,  D.D.,  wu  ch(MMi  j riwarim  to  preadi  thfl  mhMB. 
on  the  Eubjeet  of  Foreign  lUiaaionB,  and  tbe  Ber.  John  P.  Mfrf«#,  9^^ 
teeandas;  tlie  Her.  >Tohn  Mason  Ferris  was  cbosea  pnmajwu  to  pmA 
the  sermon  on  behalf  of  Domestic  Missions,  and  the  Ber.  Hainiul  H. 
Woodbridge,  Mrundus. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  directed  to  print 
the  report  on  Foreign  Minions  adopted  bj  this  body,  and  take  mea^ 
iiras  to  give  it  tbe  widest  possible  circnlation  thronghout  the  bounds  of 
our  Chureh. 

The  following  Report  was  received  from  the  Committee  appointed 
by  the  last  General  Synod,  (p.  103,)  to  revise  the  plan  for  a  Sasten- 
tation  Fund,  which  was  read  nnd  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
Widows'  Fnud; 

The  Committee  to  whom  the  last  General  Synod  referred  the  tab- 
ject  of  the  SiLitentatiou  Fund,  respcctrully  report,  that  in  their  judg- 
ment the  pbtu  adopted  by  Synod  will  require  for  its  successful  execntkn 
a  capital  larger  than  from  prca'ut  appearances  can  be  obtained  boa 
tbe  Churebeij.  and  larger  than  can  well  be  jofltified  when  the  daims 
of  the  other  Boards  nnd  their  cs'stlng  indebtedness  are  consideRd. 
Tliey  are  of  the  opinion  that  only  one  feature  of  tlie  plan  EhonM  be 
retained,  viz:  that  which  contemplates  some  provision  for  destitute 
Ministers,  disabled  in  the  providence  of  God,  and  having  claims  npon 
no  otluT  of  the  Boards  of  the  CLun.h.  Such  cases  should  be  certiAed 
by  tlto  Classis  to  wliicli  the  iwrson  needing  nid  belongs;  and  of  fnixU 
collected  by  aunnal  contributions  in  the  Churches  such  dirision  shooU 
be  made  to  each  applicant  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  to 
whom  tlm  matter  may  be  intrusted  may  Im>  beot;  and  the;  wooldie- 
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commend  that  the  Trusteess  of  the  Widows'  Fond  be  such  Committee. 
The  collections  from  the  Churches  should  be  annuallj  made  for  both 
these  objects  at  the  same  time,  and  the  congregation  should  be  pre* 
Tiouslj  notified  that,  by  written  directions,  thej  may  g^ve  the  whole  or 
what  part  of  their  contributions  they  please  to  either  Board;  or  the 
collections  for  each  may  be  made  separately.  Should  there  at  any  time 
hereafter  remain  a  surplus  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  beyond  what  may 
be  needed  for  the  beneficiaries  on  that  fund,  it  is  recommended  that  it 
be  carried  over  to  the  benefit  of  the  Widows'  Fund;  yet  such  transfer 
shall  be  made  only  by  special  authority  of  the  General  Synod.  The 
Committee  who  are  the  Trustees  and  Distributors  of  the  Sustentation 
Fund,  shall  annually  report  all  theu*  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the 
General  Synod.

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  a^;  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  beg  leave  to  report: 

We  find  the  whole  number  of  subscriljers  to  this  fund  to  be  67,  of 
whom  13  were  added  last  year.  Nine  have  paid  the  $500  necessary 
to  constitute  thera  life  members.  There  are  13  annuitants,  9  of  them 
widows  of  deceased  clergymen,  and  four  of  them  ministers  declared 
emeriti  by  their  Classes. 

The  assets,  subject  to  draft,  are  cash  balance  May  31,  1856,  $346  54. 
Since  received,  interest  on  vested  funds,  SI, Oil  97.  Subscriptions, 
$1,063  00.  Sum  total,  $2,421  51.  Debits  paid  Treasurer,  $150  53; 
annuitants,  $1,605  00;  withdrawn,  $80  00;  withdrawn  for  purpose  of 
transfer  to  life  membership,  $380  00;  cash  balance  in  hand,  $205  98; 
warn  total,  $2,421  51. 

The  moneys  for  investment  are  cash  balance  May  31, 1856,  $818  19; 
received  on  life  memberships,  $1,500 ;  collected  in  the  churches,  $261  02; 
total,  $2,579  21.  There  has  l)een  duly  invested,  $1,250,  leaving  a 
cash  balance  for  investment  of  $1,329  21.  The  whole  capital  now 
secured  on  bond  and  mortgage  is  $15,900. 

This  fund  has  not  received  tlie  effective  co-operation  of  our  churches 
which  is  absolutely  necessary,  if  the  important  end  it  designs  to  sab- 
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nrre  ia  ucompUihed.  The  whole  intercet  on  the  capital  and  the  ^' 
tin  Muooat  reaelred  from  subscribers,  except  for  lire  memberships,  mM 
tut  year  paid  to  the  annuitants;  and  yet  for  the  last  six  months  th^i 
received  only  $70,  where  they  no  doubt  expected  $100,  the  maximm^ 
half  year  aanuity.  Here  not  one  cent  is  added  to  the  capital  from  i' 
terests  or  current  Rnbscriptions.  It  is  obrions  that  as  the  number 
wmnitanta  increases,  while  the  number  of  subscriptions  and  tunannt 
Interest  continue  nearly  the  same,  the  annuity  must  be  continnally  ( 
creatdng,  or  the  capital  itself  absorbed. 

Ib  the  chorch  ready  to  witness  either  of  these  results?  Shalt  theie 
be  no  effectual  proTisJon  made  for  the  n-idows  and  destitute  f&uuliea  of 
oar  brethren,  who  are  in  the  providence  of  God  unblessed  wi^  0^ 
world's  goods,  and  yet  wear  themselves  oat  or  die  at  their  posts  in  (Slf 
service  of  our  divine  Lord  within  our  own  denomination  ?  Your  CQta•^ 
mittee  are  aware  that  this  branch  of  the  church's  operations  is  by 
viewed  not  as  a  charity  but  a  mere  life  insurance  arrangement,  in  whidi 
the  brethren  who  subscribe  must  calculate  for  themselves  whether  it  Ik 
to  prove  to  them  e.ud  their  families  a  profitable  investment!  W« 
not  ask  whether  this  is  a  kind  view,  but  only  wl  " 

The  annual  subscription  is  $20;  this  is  about 
of  a  life  insurance  of  $3,000  for  a  clergyman  at 
which  ia  a  fair  average  for  the  calcalation.  And  yet  after  pftTiofr  tUa 
$60  per  annum  his  widow  would  receive  a  sum  affording  a  revenue  of 
only  $210,  which,  notwithstanding  the  large  excess  of  ontlay,  is  only 
$10  above  what  this  fund  designs  to  secure  to  her.  Take  another 
Tiew;  an  annnal  payment  of  $20  at  6  ¥  ct.  compound  interest  for  it- 
teen  years,  which  is  a  large  average  for  length  of  payment,  WMid 
amoont  to  about  $500;  yet  this  small  capital,  which  at  7  V  ct.  would 
yield  only  $3&  per  annum,  when  placed  in  this  ^nd  yields  $900  per 
annum.  And  the  same  thing  is  ^e  of  $500  given  at  any  one  time. 
Kow,  when  we  consider  that  those  who  anbacribe  with  the  demgn  of 
securing  to  their  families  some  small  support  at  least  in  case  of  their 
removal,  are  those  who  can  ill  afford  to  pay  even  $20  annually,  ongllt 
not  the  church  to  encourage  and  effectively  aid  their  commeDdu)le 
efforts  f  And  shall  not  such  effective  aid  be  considered  in  the  tine  of 
benevolent  action  f  Your  Committee  think  there  onght  not  to  be  two 
opinions  npon  this  matter. 

There  are  two  objects  to  be  kept  in  view  in  the  due  administntion 
of  this  fimd.  The  first  is  the  prompt  payment  of  all  the  state  of  the 
fhnd  will  warrant  to  actual  annuitants.  This  department  seems  to  be 
well  attended  to,  and  it  is  only  to  be  regretted  that  the  annuity  &lls 
below  the  maximnm  amount,  which  surely  is  small  enough  in  theK 
days  of  high  prices.  The  second  is  the  enlargement  of  the  cafutal 
itself  The  Board  of  Du^ction  say  in  their  report:  "  Measores  for  the 
more  rapid  increase  of  this  important  fond  have  a  just  cWm  aa  the 
attention  of  Synod."  Your  Committee  earnestly  second  their  remariL 
"Dte  holy  object  for  which  this  fund  was  institnted  must  eventuallj  tui 
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of  accomplishment,  if  this  fond  itself  is  not  enlanped.    How  shftll 
it  be  done?    Your  Committee  respectfhlly  suggest  the  following: 

Firsi,  hj  carefnllj  investing  the  whole  amount  in  the  hands  of  the 
Board.  The  uninvested  capital  in  1854  was  $991  98;  in  1855  the 
same  amount  remained  uninvested,  and  the  capital  meantime  had  not 
increased  by  a  single  cent  In  1856  the  uninvested  capital  was  $818  19, 
and  the  present  year  it  is  $1,329  21,  besides  a  cash  balance,  which 
seems  to  be  subject  to  draft,  of  $205  98. 

Secondly^  by  calling  the  attention  of  our  wealthy  and  charitable 
members  to  the  subject  of  bequests  in  behalf  of  this  fund.  Let  those 
whom  God's  providence  has  favored  with  abundance  to  make  their 
fiunilies  comfortable  as  to  this  world's  goods,  express  their  gratitude  by 
bequeathing  $500  or  $1,000  to  this  fiind,  which  will  gladden  one  or 
two  families  of  God's  faithful  poor  when  they  are  in  their  graves.  And 
if  any  person  feels  an  inclination  to  perform  so  charitable  a  deed,  now 
let  him  indulge  himself,  and  taste  the  sweetness  of  it  while  he  lives. 

Thirdly,  by  asking  every  church  in  our  denomination  capable  of  do- 
ing it,  (and  the  large  majority  of  them  arc,)  to  add  $20  to  their  annual 
current  expenses,  and  direct  their  treasurer  to  forward  this  sum  annu- 
ally to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  by  a  standing  rule  of 
the  Consistory;  the  church  so  contributing  having  the  right  to  the 
maximum  annuity  for  the  family  of  a  minister  deceasing  in  their  ser- 
vice, or  declared  emeritus  by  the  Classis. 

Fourthly,  by  again  urging,  with  increased  earnestness,  all  our  pas^ 
tors  to  subscribe  to  this  fund,  and  then  leave  the  amounts  paid  by  them 
as  sacredly  devoted  to  this  object.  Any  considerable  increase  of  the 
number  of  subscribers  would  render  this  a  reliable  and  permanent  in- 
stitution, and  if  these  pastors  or  their  families  are  so  happy  as  never 
to  need  the  annuity  to  which  they  are  entitled,  it  will  secure  unknown 
comforts  to  a  multitude  of  worthy  recipients  among  the  widows  and 
orphan  children  of  our  laborious  clergy. 

Your  Committee  would  report  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  at  the  coming  fall  session  of  the  Classes  the  Present 
be  requested  to  ask  distinctly  what  has  been  done  in  the  churches  in 
behalf  of  destitute  families  of  deceased  ministers,  and  particularly  what 
churches  are  willing  to  adopt  the  third  suggestion  of  this  report 

Your  Committee  have  had  placed  in  their  hands  the  report  of  a 
Committee,  consisting  of  t^v.  Vermilye,  Rev.  J.  S.  Lord,  and  Elder 
Thos.  Jeremiah,  appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod  "  to  revise  the 
plan  for  a  Sustentation  Fund,  adopted  Oct,  1855." 

That  Committee  report  no  real  modification  of  the  plan,  except  that 
any  surplus  funds  shonld  by  special  authority  of  General  Synod  be 
carried  over  to  the  benefit  of  the  Widows'  Fund;  but  this  would  in- 
terfere with  the  rights,  and  perhaps  very  designs,  of  donors  to  the  Sus- 
tentation Fund. 

Your  Committee  believe  that,  while  the  design  itself  is  noble,  all  the 
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leading  features  of  the  plan  are  gowl  and  adapted  to  their  end.  Hnd 
onl_v  wish  th*!y  were  more  tliorong!il_?  tested  by  use. 

We  would,  howftTcr,  suggest  the  foDowing  emendations: 

Padved,  That  the  last  clause  in  both  the  second  nnd  sixtli  NecHMM 
<i(  the  "  Plan  of  the  Siisteutation  Fnnd"  Ire  rescinded. 

ResvlvfA,  'riiat  nnnual  disborRemcnts  be  made  from  the  contribattont 
received  dnring  the  current  year,  and  from  interests  on  vested  ftindsj 
and  that  anv  )<iiiiik  thns  acrnmulalfid  ajid  remainiDg  anBitpropriat^  nt 
the  end  of  each  year,  \m  vested  bh  (Hflvided  by  the  third  section  of  Uie 
Plan,  together  irith  all  nach  donations  and  1>equentN  h,^  are  designed' 
to  found  a  permanent  capita!.

The  Third  Annnal  Report  of  the  Bnard  of  PiiblifHtinn  was  rocoired, 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  PablicatioD. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Pablication  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

One  hundred  copies  each  of  eight  Tracts  lately  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Pablication,  and  one  hundred  copies  of  "  A  Pastor'a  Hints  to  his 
People,"  issued  during  the  year  1855,  were  received  from  the  Bowrd 
of  Pablication,  and  distributed  among  the  members  ot  the  Syn<Jd. 

Rtsohtd,  That  this  Synod  recommend  to  each  Confflstory  of  our 
Church  to  procure  all  the  publications  of  nor  Board  of  Pabtication 
already  issued,  and  hereafter  to  be  issued,  to  be  placed  in  the  Pastoi's 
library  of  each  church,  and  to  remain  there  «  the  property  of  Uw 

llie  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  iu  the  Board  of  Publication  whose  term  of ' 
service  has  expired.  On  couiiting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  thftt  tbe 
following  were  chosen :  Rev.  Thomas  M.  Strong,  D.D.,  Talbot  W. 
Chambers,  D.D.,  David  D.  Demarest,  and  Messrs.  Peter  S.  Danforth, 
James  Demarest,  Ten  Eyck  Sutphen,  Qeorge  B.  Brinkerhoff,  sod 
Abraham  J.  Bcekman. 

The  Committee  on  Pablication  reported,  and  their  report  «M 
adopted,  and  is  ae  foIlowB : 
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The  Committee  ou  Pablicatiou  respeetiullj  report :  That  it  is  with 
much  satifaction  they  have  examined  the  various  matters  embraced  in 
the  report  submitted  to  this  Synod  by  your  Board  of  Pui)lication. 

In  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  the  Board  deserve  the  warmest 
thanks  of  the  Synod  for  the  unwearied  attention  to  the  important  work 
sissigned  them.  For  their  judicious  and  ccouomieai  manajjcement  of  the 
finances,  and  for  the  great  number  of  excellent  works  which  they  have 
already  published  in  the  English,  German,  Holland  and  French  lan- 
guages; and  we  hope  that  before  long  a  more  suitable  compensation 
may  be  affonled  to  your  deserving  Agent  for  his  faithful  laboif. 

So  far  as  we  have  been  enabled  to  examine  the  publications  issued  by 
the  Board,  and  from  the  known  rejaitation  of  such  a.s  we  liave  not  been 
able  to  examine,  we  believe  them  to  be  sucii  a^  meet  tlie  views  and  designs 
of  the  Synod  in  originating  and  establishing  this  branch  of  benevolence, 
and  such  as  they  can  fully  a(lo[)t  and  confidently  recommend  to  all  our 
people,  and  all  other  evangelical  churches,  as  being  well  adaptc»d,  with 
the  Divine  ble!?siiig,  to  lead  men  to  the  saving  knowledge  of  the  truth 
as  it  is  in  Jesus,  to  awaken  the  careless,  to  direct  inquirhig  souls  to 
the  Lamb  of  God,  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world,  to  edify 
and  establish  believers,  to  engage  their  hearts  and  lives  in  the  delight- 
fid  sen'ice  of  the  Lord,  to  teacii  them  how  to  liecome  ashamed  of  sin, 
the  end  of  wliich  is  death,  how  to  be  made  free  from  the  guilt  and 
power  of  SHI,  and  Ikj  led  to  that  holiness  which  becometh  the  house  of 
the  Ijorfl  forever,  and  without  which  no  man  sliall  see  the  Loi-d. 

The  proper  limits  of  a  rei)ort  will  not  pennit  us  particularly  to  no- 
tice the  numerous  and  valuable  books  and  tracts  already  published  by 
your  Boanl,  which  we  would  take  pleasure  in  recommending.  We 
hope  they  may  have  a  very  extensive  circulation,  and  be  the  means  of 
accomplishing  much  good,  and  that  the  Boartl  will  be  encouraged  by 
all  oiir  Churches  in  their  laborious  and  benevoh'Ut  work. 

An  imiK)rtant  item  in  the  report  is  the  connnunication  of  Mr. 
Samuel  B.  Schietfelh  ,  containing  the  very  liberal  offer  of  $4,000  on 
certain  conditions  therein  expressed,  with  a  view  to  enable  the  Board 
to  publish  a  series  of  Christian  School  J^ooks  for  the  use  of  Schools 
and  Academies,  which  they  are  making  arrangements  to  accomplish: 
we  hojiw  the  lil)eral  projector  of  this  ])lan,  to  promote  Christian  educa- 
tion in  our  Schools  and  families,  will  be  richly  rewarded  by  the  good 
results  of  its  accomi)lishment. 

lieference  is  made  in  the  report  of  your  Board  to  the  monthly 
paper  called  The  Sower,  and  we  iind  hi  the  statement  of  the  report 
that  the  expense  of  its  publication  has  excee<le<l  the  income  more  than 
$500.  It  also  states  that  the  reconmiendation  of  the  last  General 
Synod  to  the  live  Boards  of  th(;  Church,  wlio  had  all  been  Ixjuefited 
by  the  circulation  of  tliis  puiu'r,  to  nuike  up  this  deficiency,  has  not 
been  comj)lied  with  by  any  of  them  except  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions,  who  ottered  tiieir  proportion,  with  the  iin(lerst;itnjiiify  thut  all 
would  contribute  their  resj»ective  juirts.     Hence  the  deiicio 
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onprovidMl  for,  and  we  regret  to  learn  (torn  the  report  that  it  there: 
becomes  neccBsary,  aa  the  only  remedy,  to  increase  the  price  of 
paper;  fearing  that  this  may  prove  iujurious,  and  in^Tont  in  a  mea 
•n  estensivc  circulation  of  the  paper,  Wb  hope,  if  possible,  that  some 
plan  may  be  devised  by  wibicli  this  noccmity  may  bo  obviated.  If  thia 
cuinot  be  done  at  present,  we  hope  Buljecribera  will  be  fonod  williu((to 
pay  at  least  sufBcient  to  de&ay  the  actual  cost  of  this  truly  valuable 
p»er,  untQ  better  arrangements  cau  be  made, 

The  report,  accompanied  with  the  accotint  of  the  Treasurer,  con- 
tuns  a  particular  statement  of  the  linancial  operations  of  the  Board, 
from  which  we  learn  that  they  have  now  an  amount  of  stock  on  hand

From  the  details  of  the  report,  we  believe  the  Kyuod  have  abundant 
ceaaon  to  be  satisfied  with  the  economy  of  the  Board  in  their  finandal 
operations. 

We  repjct  to  see  that  so  few  Churches,  only  88  out  of  380,  have  as 
yet  contributed  anythiuR  to  the  funds  of  this  Institution  of  the  Church, 
■nd  of  this  number  only  15  yearly,  but  hope  that  we  shall  soon  see  % 
hr  better  state  of  tbbgs  in  this  respect.  We  believe  that  all  our 
Churches  will  be  willing  to  give  their  assistance,  when  the  matter  shall 
be  pnqrariy  brought  to  their  notice. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  learn  from  the  report  that  some  good  baa 
been  done  by  the  employment  of  Colporteurs  during  a  part  of  the  post 
jrear,  and  your  committee  believe  that  much  may  be  affected  by  this 
means,  if  suitable  men  can  be  obtained  for  this  work.  We  hope  tbe 
.  Synod  will  encourage  the  Board  to  continue  their  attention  to  this  jerj 
important  department  of  their  operations. 

In  the  report  of  your  Board  notice  is  given  that  a  request  wiU  be 
mesented  to  the  Synod  at  its  present  session,  by  your  Sabbath  Scbocd 
Board,  for  leave  to  transfer  to  the  Board  of  Publication  all  their 
stereotype  plates  and  stock  in  trade,  at  a  fair  and  equitable  valuaticn, 
BO  tbat  the  Board  of  Publication  may  have  the  entire  and  excloaTa 
control  of  idl  the  publications  of  the  Church.  The  Board  c^  Pnbliear 
don  concur  in  this  arrangement,  in  view  of  important  benefits  whid 
they  believe  will  result  to  both  Boards.  In  consideration  of  this  re- 
qaest  beii%  mutual,  and  for  the  reasons  contained  in  the  report,  your 
committ«e  would  recommend  that  their  request  be  granted. 

In  reference  to  the  ahove  matters,  as  contained  in  the  report  of  your 
Boud,  thus  briefly  referred  to,  your  committee  would  recommend  the 
MloptJon  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

1.  Raolved,  That  the  operations  of  the  Board  of  Publication  meet 
tiw  approbation  of  this  Synod,  as  accomplishing  the  great  end  and 
^afirpQM  of  ita  orgaiiizatitHi. 
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S.  Reiokedf  That  this  benevolent  work,  86  important  to  aid  the 
Ministry  in  diffasing  the  light  of  Gospel  truth  through  theur  congrega- 
tions, should  induce  every  Minister  and  Consistory,  so  fer  as  practlca- 
Ue,  to  spread  the  different  publications  of  the  Board,  and  especially 
their  valuable  and  interesting  Tracts,  and  their  monthly  paper,  The 
Sower. 

3.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  regard  the  system  of  Colportage  as  a 
valuable  auxiliary  in  spreading  a  sound  Christian  literature  for  the  edi- 
fication of  the  church,  while  it  affords  an  excellent  school  of  training, 
especially  for  the  students  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  to  whose  atten- 
tion we  commend  this  work. 

4.  Resohedj  That  this  Synod  deeply  deplore  the  apathy  hitherto 
manifested  by  the  most  of  our  churches,  and  expq^ss  their  wannest 
thanks  to  those  benevolent  individuals  of  the  Board  and  others  by 
whose  liberal  contributions,  loans,  and  gratuitous  labors  the  Board 
have  been  chiefly  sustained  in  their  operations. 

5.  Muolvedf  That  this  important  institution  of  our  church  be  affection- 
ately commended  again  to  the  serious  consideration  of  all  the  Glasses, 
and  that  they  be  solicited  to  devise  some  plan  by  which  they  may  best 
secure  the  attention  of  their  people  to  this  department  of  Christian 
benevolence,  and  contributions  of  funds  for  its  more  efficient  manage- 
ment. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

for  Rutgers  College,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate, 
(see  Minutes,  p.  203). 

It  having  been  announced  by  the  Stated  Clerk  that  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Ludlow,  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History,  Church  Government,  and 
Pastoral  Theology,  had  been  removed  from  the  Theological  Seminary 
by  death,  on  the  eighth  day  of  September  last,  it  was  referred  to  the 
Conunittee  on  the  Professorate,  to  report  suitable  resolutions  to  be 
adopted,  and  the  action  proper  to  be  taken  in  relation  to  the  event 
by  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows  : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectfully  present  the  follow- 
ing Report,  respecting  the  decease  of  the  late  Professor  Ludlow : 

Whereas^  it  has  pleased  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  to  remove 
by  death  our  late  most  respected  and  useful  Professor  of  Ecclesiaati- 
cal  History,  Church  Government,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  the  Bev. 
John  Ludlow,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  this  Synod  do  hereby, 

1.  Resolve^    That  while  they  humbly    bow  to    the    inscrutable 
Providence  which  has  taken  him  away  from  the  important  station , 
which  he  has  filled,  they  cannot  but  express  their  own  deep  sorrow, 
and  that  of  the  whole  (^/hurch  over  this  sad  bereavement 

2.  Resolved^  That  this  Synod  will  ever  cherish  with  afiectioiMte 
regard  the  precious  memory,  and  the  invaluable  services  of  their 
deceased  Professor  to  the  Church,  which  so  largely  enjoys  the  fruit 
of  his  labors,  and  in  whose  confidence  he  ever  held  an  exalted  place. 
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3.  Reiolved,  That  in  testimony  of  their  aentimenta,  this  Syiwd

John  Ludlow,  D,l».,  L.L.D^  who  baa  been  removed  by  death. 

A  number  of  candidates  for  the  Professorship  having  been  nominft- 
ted,  and  said  nominations  being  by  ballot  reduced  to  two, —  on  a  suc- 
ceeding day,  after  a  season  of  special  prayer,  Synod  proceeded  to 
elect  a  Professor.

Resolved,  That  an  instrument  certifying  the  appointment,  and  speci- 
fying the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the  General 
Synod  by  the  Prewdent  thereof,  and  by  him  be  given  in'the  name  of 
the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  eighteen  hund- 
red dollar^  with  the  use  of  the  west  wing  of  the  College  edifice. 

Revived,  That  Ihe  I^rcsident  of  this  Synod,  and  the  Rev.  L  N. 
Wyckoff,  and  W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  and  the  Elders  Ed.  S.  Brayton,  and 
Peter  S.  Danforth,  be  a  Commiltee  to  wait  upon  the  Professor  elect, 
inform  him  of  his  appointment,  and  obtain  from  him  his  decision  on 
the  subject 

The  Committee  reported  that  they  had  waited  upon  the  Professor 
elect,  and  that  at  their  request  he  woald  in  person  attend  the  Synod 
and  announce  his  decision. 
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In  accordance  with  this  arrangement  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bethnne  appeared 
in  Synod  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  and  de- 
clared his  declinature  of  the  appointment  of  the  Synod,  together 
wilh  the  reasons  which  had  induced  him  to  come  to  this  decision.

Resolved  unanimoimly^  That  the  Rev.  Samuel  M.  Woodbridge, 
D.  l>.,  be  and  hereby  is  appointed  Professor  of  Ecclesiastical  History, 
Church  Government,  and  Pastoral  Theology,  in  the  Theological

Resoloed^  I'hat  an  instrument  certifying  his  appointment,  and  speci- 
f}ing  the  duties  of  the  office,  be  signed  in  the  presence  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  by  the  President  thereof,  and  byj^him  be  given  in  the  name 
of  the  Church  to  the  Professor  elect. 

Resolved^  That  the  salary  of  the  Professor  elect  be  eighteen  hand- 
red  dollars,  together  with  the  use  of  the  west  wing  of  the  College 
edifice.

Whereat,  This  Synod  have  been  informed  that  the  Library  of  the 
late  Professor  Ludlow  contains  many  works  of  permanent  value  to 
our  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  these  may  be  secured  at'a  reasona- 
ble price,  therefore 

Remlved,  That  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  E.  F.  Rogers,  D.D., 
William  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  William  J.  U.  Taylor,  and  Elders  Thoo- 
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dore  Frelinghuysen,  James  W.  Beekman  and  Maurice  E.  Viele,  be 
appointed  to  secure  the  funds  for  the  purpose,  and  to  purchase  such 
works  belonging  to  the  late  Professor  Ludlow  as  may  be  deemed  de- 
sirable for  the  Library  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  the 
Gomroittee  report  to  the  next  Greneral  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  waa 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  respectftilly  report  on  the 
joatters  submitted  to  them. 

1.  The  Committee  for  the  erection  of  the  Peter  Herts&og  Theologir 
c^  Hall,  state  the  fact  that  all  the  exercises  of  the  Seminary  duiing 
title  past  year  have  been  performed  in  the  Theological  Hall,  and  that 
the  Seminary  has  therefore  derived  no  advantages  from  the  services  of 
ibe  Collie  Janitor,  nor  used  the  fu^  of  the  College,  for  both  of  ifdiich 
ihe  Synod  has  hitherto  paid  the  College. 

It  appears  also  from  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod, 
t)iat  the  sums  of  **  one  hundred  dollars  for  one  yearns  salary  of  Hugh 
Tplan,  the  Janitor  of  Rutgers  College,  and  twenty  dollars  for  fuel  wr 
the  College,"  have  been  drawn  and  paid,  altJtiough  the  exercises  of  the 
Seminary  have  not  been  held  in  the  College  building  during  tb^ 
piwt  year. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

(1).  That  the  funds  hitherto  paid  by  the  Synod  for  the  service^  of 
Janitor,  and  for  fuel  in  Rutgers  College,  be  hereafter  approprii^ted  tp 
similar  use  in  the  Theological  Hall. 

(2).  That  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  are  hereby  respectfully 
requested  to  refund  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Hall,  the 
amount  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  for  the  services  of  their 
Janitor,  and  for  fuel  during  the  past  year. 

2.   Respecting  the  Communication  of  the  Professor  of  Didactic 
'Hieology, 

Resolved^  That  Messrs.  Johnson  Letson,  Professor  Cooke,  and  Rev. 
Dr.  Van  Yranken,  be  a  Committee  to  make  whatever  repairs  may  be 
needed  in  their  judgment  to  the  Professor's  dwelling,  and  that  the 
necessary  expense  of  the  same  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  (}enend 
Synod. 

3.  The  Committee  recommend  that  Synod  grant  the  applicationr 
of  the  Classis  of  Bergen  in  behalf  of  Christian  Schenfield,  as  a  suitable 
person  to  regeive  aid  from  the  Educational  Funds  of  the  Church,  and 
also  that  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Classis,  a  dispensation 
be  granted  to  Mr.  Schenfield,  from  the  rule  requiring  a  full  collegiate 
coarse  previous  to  entering  the  Theological  Seminary.

The  memorial  from  the  German  Ministers  of  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Chiircii  lias  been  considered  by  yonr  Committee,  and  tliej-  are 
satisfied  that  it  contains  soggestions  which  are  the  frnit  of  experience 
in  that  particular  field,  andworthy  of  the  attentive  consideration  of 
Synod,  in  all  its  efforts  to  evangelize  the  (jerraan  emigrant  population 
of  our  land.  The  document  prei-i-nts  the  claims  of  that  vast  depiirt- 
ment  of  Domestic  Missionary  entcrprizu, —  itn  peculiar  diHiLuIties  and 
dangers,  and  the  necessary  lino  of  policy  to  meet  and  obviate  them, — 
if,  as  a  denomination  wo  are  to  incorporate  any  considerable  j)ortion 
of  this  element  into  our  Chnreb,  or  mould  it  in  harmony  with  our 
prevailing  spiiit.  To  give  a  practical  bearing  to  its  suggestions,  your 
Committee  recommend  the  following  resolutions  for  adoption  ; 

1.  Reaolved,  That  this  memorial  be  commended  to  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  I.lomestic  Missions. 

2.  Regolved,  'I'hat  the  Secretary  of  tlint  Board  be  <lirectcd  to  have 
it  published  in  ihc  columns  of  the  Christian  Intdligencer, 

3.  Heaolved,  That  the  Rev.  J.  C.  Guldin  bo  a  Committee  on  behalf 
of  this  Synod  to  open  a  conespon deuce  with  those  Missionary  Insti- 
tutions in  German}',  which  are  engaged  in  educating  young  men  for 
the  Gospel  Ministry  in  America,  with  a  view  of  introducing  them  into 
tie  service  of  our  Church.

This  Board  rejoice  to  learn  from  the  Professors  so  favorable  an  ac- 
connt  of  the  stndious  habits  and  Christian  deportment  of  the  young 
gentlemen  under  their  care;  also  that  the  claims  of  the  heathen  are 
engaging  the  attention  of  many  of  them,  and  that  four  of  the  Senior 
Class  have  already  resolved  that,  with  the  permission  of  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church,  they  will  preach  the  Gospel  in  heathen  lands. 

The  Annual  Sermon  before  the  Board  was?  preached  by  Rev.  J.  B. 
AUiger,  from  John  3  :  30 ;  and  the  address  to  the  students  was  deliv- 
ered by  Rev.  N.  F.  Chapman. 

The  students  of  the  several  classes  were  examined  in  the  various  studies 
pursued  in  the  Seminary.  The  Senior  Class  were  examined  also  on  the 
subject  of  personal  piety,  and  their  motives  in  wishing  to  enter  the  min- 
istry. They  also  gave  specimens  of  sermons,  as  to  composition,  analysis, 
and  delivery.  All  the  students  passed  through  their  examinations  very 
much  to  the  gratification  of  the  Board.  The  entire  Senior  Class  were 
recoDMnended  to  the  Faculty  for  the  usual  certificates.

ing. Death  has  removed  from  his  sphere  of  usefulness  on  earth  to  his 
rest  and  his  triumph  in  the  better  world,  one  whom  we  all  loved.  Re- 
membering the  genial  spirit,  the  strong  intellect,  the  ripe  scholarship, 
the  rich  and  varied  mental  furniture,  and  above  all,  the  sweet  Christian 
spirit  and  Godly  zeal  of  our  late  Professor,  the  Rev.  John  Ludlow, 
D.D.,  and  conscious,  many  of  us,  of  experiencing  now,  as  we  have 
through  years  of  toil,  the  benefits  of  that  paternal  attention  and  labor, 
which,  with  so  much  solicitude  and  kindness,  he  was  accustomed  to  be- 
stow upon  the  students  here,  we  feel  that  we,  as  individuals,  and  the 
Church  at  large,  have  sustained  a  sore  bereavement.  While  we  bow 
with  submission  to  Him  whose  right  it  is  to  take  his  own  to  Himself 
whenever  it  seemeth  to  him  good,  we  would  not  forget  the  members  of 
that  circle  most  deeply  affected  by  this  trying  dispensation.

made  it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  to  examine  all  appli- 
cants for  beneficiary  aid.

Professoral  Report  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents  at  its 
lat«  meeting: 

"The  Facahy  respectfully  eet  the  "BoaTi  tn  \oift».\a  ^ttnasivRS  by 
wbieb  the  clama  of  the  mimfltry  may  be  mote  eas^wft^  \xf9MR&i!^K& 
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oar  pioos  joath,  and  a  deeper  interest  felt  and  shown  by  the  Chorch  in 
furnishing  the  necessary  funds  for  their  education.  .  The  Committee  re- 
commend that  this  part  of  the  report,  which  they  deem  very  important, 
be  referred  to  the  serious  consideration  of  General  Synod." 

The  following  is  the  passage  m  the  report  of  the  Professors  to  which 
the  Committee  referred  in  the  extract  above: 

"  The  Faculty  would  respectfully  ask  the  Board  to  initiate  measures 
by  which  the  claims  of  the  ministry  may  be  more  earnestly  pressed  upon 
our  pious  youth.  Many  young  men  of  warm  piety  and  excellent  abili- 
ties have  been  added  to  our  churches.  Ought  they  not  to  give  them- 
selves to  the  Lord  in  the  work  of  the  ministry?  This  subject  will  not 
be  pressed  in  vain;  and  if  so  many  of  our  young  men  are  going  abroad 
to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen,  we  may  confidently  expect  that 
their  example  will  stir  up  others  to  follow  them,  and  that  God  will 
open  still  wider  the  door  of  entrance  to  the  Pagan  world,  as  He  sees  we 
have  a  heart  to  enter  in.  We  shall  need  then  more  ministers  both /or 
the  foreign  and  home  fields.  Let  it  be  also  remembered,  that  if  our 
youth  consecrate  themselves  to  this  work,  it  will  be  necessary  to  pro- 
vide more  abundant  means  to  educate  the  increased  number."

ARTICLE  IV. 

BOARD    OF    CORPORATION. 

The  following  report  of  tbe  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Corporation 
was  received,  accompanied  with  the  Treasurer's  Report,  the  Annual 
Digest,  a  list  of  the  securities  held  by  the  Board,  a  list  of  the  endowed 
scholarships,  a  list  of  tbe  clerical  subscribers  to  the  Widows*  Fund, 
and  accounts  current  of  said  Board  with  the  Widows'  Fund  and  the 
Board  of  Education,  together  with  tbe  report  of  John  C.  Elmendorf, 
Esq.,  Treasurer  of  Rntgers  College,  in  relation  to  the  Van  BeQJ5cbot«D 
and  £nox  Funds. 
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To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church: 

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report,  that  the  increased  obli- 
gations assumed  in  October,  1855,  have  created  an  annual  deficiency  in 
the  regular  income  of  the  Synod  to  defray  its  existing  standing  ex- 
penses, of  about  eight  hundred  dollars  a  year.  In  1856,  the  Synod,  at 
its  meeting  in  June,  recommended  to  the  churches  to  make  collections 
to  meet  this  deficiency;  this  call  on  the  churches  has  failed  to  relieve 
the  case,  and  the  deficiency  increases  annually. 

The  Synod  perceives  that  some  early  and  efifectual  measures  should 
be  adopted,  or  this  increasing  deficiency  will  become  very  serious  and 
embarrassing. 

The  funds  of  the  Synod,  it  is  believed,  are  safely  invested,  the  in- 
terest accruing  thereon  regularly  paid,  and  its  fiscal  affairs  generally 
receive  due  attention. 

The  Widows'  Fund  amounts  at  this  time  to  the  sum  of  $15,900;  it 
has  a  just  claim  upon  th&  benevolence  of  our  churches,  and  to  a  more 
liberal  consideration. 

The  Board  of  Direction,  with  the  whole  Church,  deeply  lament  the 
decease  of  their  friend  and  brother,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Knox,  since  their  last 
report;  his  memory  will  long  be  cherished  with  sincere  and  affectionate 
respect  and  veneration.  His  christian  discretion,  his  chastened  ex- 
perience, and  his  devoted  piety  gave  to  his  well-trained  mind  an  influ- 
ence of  singular  power,  and  he  faithfully  consecrated  it  to  the  cause  of 
his  blessed  Master. 

A  deed  from  Rev.-  Alburtus  C.  Van  Raalte,  and  his  wife,  to  General 
Synod,  dated  the  first  day  of  May,  1858,  for  the  land  and  buildings  in 
the  village  of  Holland,  Michigan,  known  as  the  Holland  Academy, 
has  been  deposited  with  this  Board. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  herewith  submitted,  exhibits  in  detail  the 
state  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Synod.

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General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States; 
which  was  accepted,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Correspondence: 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  to  the  General  Synod,  that,  in 
pursuance  to  his  appointment  as  delegate  to  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  he  attended  the  recent  session  of  that  body 
at  New  Orleans,  La.,  where  he  was  cordially  welcomed,  and  had  the 
pleasure  to  receive  v^  kind  expressions  of  fraternal  feeling  toward 
himself,  and  especially  toward  the  Church  which  it  was  his  privilege  to 
represent. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Assembly  were  animated,  but  harmonious, 
and  our  brethren  were  rejoicing  in  the  evidences  of  the  large  measure 
in  which  their  Church  had  received  the  signal  blessing  recently  bestowed 
upon  the  people  of  God  in  all  parts  of  our  favored  land.  The  good 
wishes  expressed  by  your  delegate  were  fully  reciprocated  by  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  that  body,  and  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
bonds  of  brotherhood  between  them  and  us  as  Churches  of  the  same 
faith  and  order,  will  be  strengthened  rather  than  im'paired  by  the  lapse 
of  time  and  the  developments  of  Providence.

REPORTS   ON   THE  3IATE   OF  THE   CHUBCHBS, 


In  confonuity  with  the  staoding  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  p 
of  the  arteniooQ  of  the  first  day  of  the  tjession  in  religions  eserci§ei(i  I 
eondnctcd  agreeably  to  a  plan  prerioasly  reported  by  a  Committetf  1 
fur  that  piii'puHe,  c<i[isisting  of  Rev.  Edward  P.  Simpson,  Ransfoio 
Wells,  D.D.,  and  the  Elder,  Samuel  B.  Scliieffelin. 

Retiolved,  That  the  enlgect  of  making  arran^nieDts  for  ttie 
observance  of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  appointed  ou  the  devotional  exercises  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  re]>orted,  and  their  report  was  adopted,  and  the 
Siieranient  of  Ihe  Lord's  Snpper  was  observed  accordingly. 

The  (.'onimillw  on  Uie  State  of  Keligiun  reported,  and  their  report 
wafl  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  would  refpectfnlly  report: 

In  the  review  of  Qod's  dealings  with  the  Church  during  the  past 
year,  she  has  unwonted  occasion  to  adopt  the  language  of  the  royal 
Psalmist,  and  say,  "  I  will  sing  of  mercy  and  judgment;  unto  thee,  0 
Lord,  will  I  sing."  Seldom  before  has  our  Zion  presented  such  a 
record  of  mingled  grief  and  gladness,  as  that  which  makes  up  tiua 
annual  summary.  Three  prominent  [joints  arrest  the  attentiou,  as  we 
peruse  that  record. 

First :  The  sudden,  severe,  and  as  yet  unexplained  monetary  crisis, 
with  its  subsequent  prostration  of  buMiuess,  which  swept  over  the  loud 
after  a  season  of  unusual  prosperity,  and  while  yet  the  husbandman 
was  rejoicing  over  his  abundant  harvests.  Perhaps  our  country  has 
never  felt,  to  the  same  extent,  the  effects  of  financial  embarrassment, 
and  probably  never  expected  them  less,  than  at  the  moment  when  thej 
hurst  upon  us.  The  bearings  of  such  an  event  upon  the  Church,  in  aO 
her  movements,  especially  in  her  plans  for  extenfiion  and  enlargement, 
are  too  obvious  fur  remark.  But  whilst  we  were  yet  singing  of  "judg- 
ment," behold  I  the  song  of  thanksgiving  is  interposed.  Temporal 
disasters  arc  speedily  followed  by  abounding  spiritual  mercies.  1^ 
hand  of  God,  visible  in  the  rebuke  of  our  prevailing  worldliness,  and 
pride,  and  self-sufficiency,  is  no  less  mnnifest  in  the  awakening  and  con- 
version of  sinners,  and  the  revival  of  religion  in  the  hearts  of  his 
neoptc.  The  Spirit  of  God  was  poured  out  upon  the  churches.  Tbtij 
nave  increased  in  numbers  and  in  strength;  and  increasing  also  in  the 
graces  of  Christian  liberality,  self-denial,  and  sacrifice,  the  treasury  of 
5ie  Lord  has  not  wanted  for  the  offerings  of  grateful  hearts.  Thw  is 
the  second  point  of  marked  interest  iu  our  review. 

A  third  point,  in  which  judgment  ani  mMt-j  m^  «!Si  ^te\Ax&,V& 
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results  of  infinite  wisdom  and  goodness,  carries  our  thoughts  upward 
fipom  earth  to  heaven,  from  the  visible  to  the  invisible  Church,  from  the 
field  of  conflict  to  the  mansions  of  rest.  **  Precious  in  the  mght  of  the 
Lord  is  the  death  of  his  saints."  And  the  Church  has  more  interest 
in*  the  departure  of  those  who,  within  her  bosom,  have  ripened  for  glo- 
ry, than  merely  the  interest  of  a  mourner.  They  are  so  many  witness- 
es, who  have  sealed  their  testimony  to  the  sufficiency  of  Divine  grace. 
They  are  so  many  compeers  who  have  preceded,  and  await  us  in  the 
better  kmd.  They  are  so  many  answers  to  the  Saviour's  prayer, 
''  Father,  I  will  that  those  whom  thou  hast  given  me  be  with  me  where 
I  am,  that  they  may  behold  my  glory  which  thou  has  given  me.''  The 
legacy  of  their  grateful  memories  remains,  without  the  possibility  of 
their  faltering  or  failure  to  mar  it.  The  greatness  of  their  reward 
may  stimulate  our  endeavors;  and  that  they  have  so  soon  and  suddenly 
departed,  admonishes  us  also  that  the  time  for  labor  is  short,  while  the 
period  of  rest  is  eternal. 

We  gather  up  from  the  reports  of  the  churches  those  particulars 
which  may  fall  under  these  several  heads. 

1.  Benevolence, 

The  reported  contributions  of  the  churches  for  religious  and  benevo- 
lent objects  have  reached  an  aggregate  of  $102,388.16,  which  is 
$7,622.28  less  than  the  amount  reported  in  June,  1857.  This  diminu- 
tion is  probably  much  less  than  was  generally  expected  in  the  earlier 
months  of  the  ecclesiastical  year.  Considering  the  very  extraordinary 
state  of  things  in  all  departments  of  business  and  industry  during  the 
autunm  and  most  of  the  winter — ^the  monetary  embarrassments  and 
losses  of  the  rich — the  suspended  industry  of  artisans  and  mechanics — 
the  low  prices  and  uncertain  markets  of  agricultural  products — ^we 
think  the  result  has  shown  no  decrease,  but  an  actual  advance  in  the 
benevolence  and  liberality  of  the  Church.  This  will  be  the  more  ap- 
parent if  we  compare  the  report  now  presented  with  that  of  the  year 
1856,  which  will  show  a  gain  of  $26,490  in  favor  of  the  year  just 
dosed. 

,  Your  Committee  regard  it,  then,  as  an  occasion  for  g^titude,  and  a 
ground  of  encouragement,  that,  whilst  the  hand  of  God  has  been 
stretched  out  over  our  land,  teaching  us  the  instability  of  all  earthly 
possessions,  he  has  nevertheless  maide  provision  that  the  cause  o( 
Christian  benevolence  should  suffer  so  little;  and  we  fain  would  hope 
.  and  believe  that  He  has  done  this  mainly  by  teaching  his  people,  more 
than  ever  before,  the  responsibility  and  right  uses  of  wealth,  when  pos- 
sessed. 

But  your  Committee  cannot  forbear  remarking  upon  the  fact,  tiimt, 
with  an  aggregate  amount  of  benevolent  contributions  reaching  to 
$102,388.16,  only  some  $48,000  has  passed  through  the  channel  of 
our  several  Boards.  We  would  be  far  from  restricting  the  benevolence 
of  the  Church  te  its  own  appointed  operations  and  agencies;  but  when 
those  agencies  extend,  as  they  now  do,  to  t\i^  ^«TVQ»\!i&  ^^s^asXsi&l^gNs^  ^

Schools,  and  when  some  of  these  Boards  of  the  Church  are  crippled  1h 
their  efforts  by  want  of  funds,  and  are  largely  BOBtalned  in  their  present 
operations  by  individual  liberality,  we  submit  if  it  is  not  Ijcing  mort 
generona  than  jnst  to  give  them  so  mach  lew  than  one-half  of  ths 
whole  amount  of  oiir  benofolent  contributions.  Surely  this  is  not  tfie 
method  parsued  by  other  cburches;  and  we  would  commend  to  the  con- 
sideration of  pastors  and  churches  the  question.  Whether,  in  Tiew  of 
the  full  equipment  of  our  own  Church  for  the  work  committed  to  bor 
hands  in  the  various  departments  of  Christian  activity,  the  tjme  hal 
not  come  for  giving  to  the  claims  of  her  own  Boards  that  promineun 
and  preference  which  they  have  a  riglit  to  espect  ? 

2,  Slate  ^  the  Churches. 

With  much  more  than  ordinary  interest  and  gratitude,  we  pass  to  coi^- 
sider  the  stale  of  the  churches,  as  exhibited  in  the  re[>orls  for  the  yeaT^'  j 
Here  We  find  no  falling  off  of  nnmbcrs,  or  declension  in  the  cTtdcnoefl  4 
of  piety,  to  be  accounted  for  and  mourned  over,  but  almost  uDifonnlj 
till;  >igiir(  v(  promise,  Iho  espresaions  of  hope,  and  the  fruits  of  grace, 
to  gimlili'ii  our  liearls  and  animate  the  song  of  our  thanksgiving.  The 
footing  up  of  the  statistical  tables  would  give  a  very  inadeqaate  view  of 
(he  extent  and  richness  of  the  blessing.'*  which  the  Lord  hath  granted. 
Many  precious  sheaves  had  not  yet  been  garnered  when  the  annual 
summary  was  made  up.  Many  tokens  of  the  Divine  presence  and  favor, 
though  felt  and  seen,  could  not  be  measured  or  recorded  in  words.  Of 
the  fruits  of  that  awakening  which  has  made  the  year  to  be  memorable, 
a  lar^  proportion  will  doubtless  be  reported  among  tlie  accessions  of 
the  following  year.  And  yet  the  record  shows  a  gain  to  the  member- 
ship of  the  Church,  by  confession,  of  4,260— being  an  excess  over  the 
gain  of  the  past  year  of  1,690.  The  goodness  of  God  in  this  may  be 
the  more  observable,  when  we  remember  that  the  accessions  of  185T 
exceeded  those  of  1850  only  by  19. 

But  it  is  in  the  detailed  statements  of  the  Classes  that  we  find  the 
most  cheering  evidence  of  the  extent  and  power  of  this  work  of  Divine 
grace.  In  the  Synod  of  New  York  one  Classic  after  another  takes  up 
the  same  strain,  and  echoes  and  re-echoes  the  exclamation  of  adoring 
gratitude,  "  What  hath  God  wrought  I"  From  the  Synod  of  Albany 
comes  bock  the  response,  "The  Lord  hath  done  great  things  for  oB, 
whereof  we  are  glad."  And  the  Synod  of  Chicago  sends  no  discordant 
note,  but,  in  the  tidings  of  the  Spirit's  presence,  and  tfae  Church's  in- 
crease, joins  in  that  song  of  the  "watchmen,  who  lift  up  their  voice," 
as  "with  their  voice  together  they  do  sing." 

It  is  becoming  to  us,  as  it  is  also  pleasing  and  profitable,  to  dwell 
upon  those  marked  manifestations  of  the  Divine  goodness  which  the 
Church  has  enjoyed  and  is  cujoying.  The  history  of  the  beginning  and 
progress  of  this  revival  is  instructive  and  peculiar.  The  history  of  ila 
extent,  continuance,  and  blessed  results,  we  hope,  may  be  long  delayed 
hy  the  still  accumulating  materials  which  shall  crowd  the  records  from 
j'e&r  to  fear.  Yoar  Committee  wou\d  nol  ^teavraifc  wjIm  ^aXa  ^.u^m^t, 
in  a  paper  like  this,  s  detailed  atatement  oV  eJ^  v\i*\- '»  sk^aa.^  Va-^im 
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of  the  ways  of  Qod  in  this  great  and  glorious  work  of  his  grace.  Bat 
the  Psalmist,  concluding  bis  survey  of  the  goodness  of  God  in  his 
wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men,  assures  us,  that  "  Whoso  is 
wise,  and  will  observe  these  things,  even  they  shall  understand  the 
loving  kindness  of  the  Lord/'  For  the  increase  of  our  faith,  and  for 
the  encouragement  of  our  efforts  and  prayers,  as  well  as  for  the  gen- 
erations that  come  after  us,  it  is  wise  to  notice  and  record  some  signifi- 
cant facts. 

1.  The  beginning  of  this  work  was  sudden,  in  its  outward  manifee- 
tations.  In  the  language  adopted  in  one  of  the  reports,  ''  When  the 
Lord  turned  again  our  captivity,  we  were  like  unto  them  that  dreamed.'' 
But  it  would  be  wrong  to  conclude  that  it  was  a  deep,  unbroken  slum- 
ber of  worldliness  which  immediately  preceded  the  awakening.  With 
many  of  God's  people,  and  their  pastors,  there  had  been  months  and 
years  of  grief  and  mourning  over  apparently  fruitless  ministrations 
and  barren  ordinances.  The  deepening  solicitude  found  expression  and 
relief  at  the  throne  of  grace,  ai^  when  prayer  becomes  earnest  it 
prompts  to  activity.  But  still  the  tide  of  activity  swept  on.  The 
urgent  appeals  of  truth  seemed  to  fall  upon  listless  ears,  until  God  in- 
terposed, by  the  dealings  of  his  providence,  and  by  the  effusion  of  the 
Spirit.  As  when  the  viewless  wind,  in  the  blast  of  a  tornado,  rocks 
the  forest,  overturning  the  loftiest  monarchs  of  the  wood,  and  bearing 
down  in  their  fall  all  meaner  growth,  so  an  invisible  Hand,  in  a  storm 
of  disaster,  prostrated  the  pride  of  the  rich  and  the  confidence  of  the 
poor,  that  **  both  high  and  low,  rich  and  poor,  together,"  might  learn 
at  length  that  '^The  blessing  of  the  Lord,  it  maketh  rich;  and  he 
addeth  no  sorrow  with  it.''  The  coincidence  in  time  would  seem  of  it- 
self to  point  to  a  connection  between  the  temporal  embarrassments  and 
the  spiritual  prosperity  which  succeeded.  But  surely  it  is  no  extraor- 
dinary thing  for  God  to  make  the  afflictions  which  he  sends  the  instru- 
ments for  accomplishing  his  gracious  designs.  Judgment  and  mercy 
are  often  blended  in  his  dealings,  that  the  greatness  of  the  latter  may 
inspire  the  sentiment  and  augment  the  volume,  while  the  former  deepens 
the  tone  of  that  song  of  thanksgiving  which  we  offer. 

As  a  record  of  the  b^inning  of  that  manifestation  of  the  Spirit's 
presence,  over  which  a  revived  Church  is  now  rejoicing,  we  quote  an 
extract  from  the  Consistorial  Report  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  New 
York,  as  follows: 

"  For  a  few  years  past  the  lower  part  of  the  city,  in  the  vicinity  of 
our  North  Church,  in  Fulton  Street,  has  been  changing  into  a  field  of 
commercial  and  business  pursuits.  The  families  regularly  attached  to 
the  Church,  and  under  our  pastoral  care,  have  become  quite  few.  The 
Consistory,  viewing  the  spiritual  wants  of  that  part  of  the  city,  resolved 
to  employ  a  pious,  judicious  layman  to  explore  that  section,  and  invite 
the  poor  to  the  house  of  God  and  the  Sabbath  School;  and  also  to  visit 
public  houses  and  boardmg  houses,  to  invite  to  the  free  seats  in  oar 
sanctuary.  His  labors  have  been  faithful  and  successful;  the  attend- 
ance on  the  Sabbath  services  has  been  at  least  doubled.  Iii1]Ix^\s^Xsq3^ 
room^  at  his  saggeatAon,  the  noonday  prayec  m^M\i\%  ofv!(gis^a^j^^X^'^ 
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graduully  increased,  and  has  spread  nntil,  nnder  the  Divine  blcsRin 
the  present  state  of  things  spread  throngbout  onr  chnrches,  and  throoL 
our  land,  is  realized;  concerning  whicli  we  may  well  exclaim,  "  WluA 
hatb  Ood  wruughtl"  Tlios  it  appears  tbat  the  providence  of  Qod 
baci  immediately  coniic^'ted  with  one  of  onr  own  churches  the  cora- 
mencemcDt  of  tliis  grcut  moTemeiit,  and  the  origin  of  a  meeting  moet 
happy  in  its  conception  and  most  blessed  in  it«  reenlts." 

It  appears,  further,  both  from  this  extract  and  many  other  intniw- 
tious  in  the  reports,  that  nn!t«d  prayer  and  conference  have  been  the 
prominent  means  employed  in  the  beginning  and  prioress  of  .this  revi- 
val. ■'  In  many  of  the  churches  where  God  has  poured  ont  his  Spirit, 
the  awakening  has  commenced  in  connection  vrith,  and  a?  the  immediate 
resuit  iif,  special  seasons  of  prayer  for  the  descent  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 
Thus  XJod  has  tanglil  us  anew  the  value  of  prayer,  and  what  is  onr  re- 
source and  refuge  whcti  the  ways  of  Zion  langiiitih,  and  few  come  up  to 
her  solemn  feasts.  He  has  also  in  this  whole  work  remarkably  owned 
and  blessed  the  personal  efforts  of  Christians  in  bringing  sinners  to  Iho 
Saviour.  Nor  has  he  failed  to  put  especial  bcnor  upon  his  appointed 
ordinances  and  the  preaching  of  his  truth  in  -  iraplicity  and  godly  sin- 
cerity. He  has  signally  rebuked  the  devices  of  men  when  they  wonid 
be  wiser  than  God,  and  place  their  reliance  ujion  an  arm  of  flesh,  upon 
ex])ediPTits,  measures,  or  men,  dejiarting  fmnt  the  Irutli  iis  it  is  in  Jesus, 
and  from  the  law  of  God's  bouse  in  the  order  and  decency  of  his  wor- 
ship. Never,  perha)>s,  with  so  extensive  an  awakenit^  has  there  been 
BO  little  excitement,  so  little  sounding  of  trumpets,  and  crying,  "  Lo 
here!"  and  "Lo  there!"  There  has  been  a  depth  of  feeling  and  solem- 
nity wholly  incompatible  with  noise  and  extravagance.  The  Word  of 
God  read  and  preached,  with  united  prayer  and  individual  efforts  to  do 
good,  have  been  the  means  which  God  has  blessed. 

2.  And  these  characteristics  of  the  revival  are  marked  in  its  effects 
npon  the  churches.  It  is  believed  that  the  general  tone  of  piety  among 
professed  Christians  has  been  deepened.  The  sense  of  prsoual  respon- 
ability,  and  the  obligation  to  be  fruitful  in  good  works,  has  taken  a 
firmer  hold  upon  the  hearts  of  God's  people.  Notwithstanding  the 
pressure  of  the  times,  we  have  reports  of  church  edifices  renovated,  and 
rebuilt,  and  multiplied.  Peace  prevails  throughout  our  borders.  Dif- 
ficulties and  divisions  have  been  healed,  and  alienations  removed.  No 
judidal  cases  have  come  up  to  any  of  the  Synods.  The  doctrines  of  the 
Church  seem  to  have  been  faithfully  preached,  and  her  order  carefully 
observed. 

Your  Committee  are  pleased  to  find,  from  the  reports,  that  increased 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  instruction  of  the  young  m  Sabbath 
schools  and  Bible  classes,  and  that  God  has  blessed  this  instrumental- 
ity, in  the  conversion  of  many  both  of  teachers  and  scholars.  It  would 
be  yet  more  gratifying  if  we  had  similar  testimonials  of  increased  fideKtj  in 
catechetical  instruction  on  the  part  of  parents  and  pastors.  The  wh(^ 
omnber  of  Sabbath  school  scholars  reported,  is  40,282,  while  the  num- 
ber of  catecbnmena  is  16,484.  The  catechisms  of  the  Church  iu«.gen- 
erAll/  taught  in  the  Sabbath  ec^ooAs.    fiat7«^M)vc>'^^^ctt¥^vBSllA.VSL 
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nerer  prevail,  that  this  agency  can  supersede  the  God-appointed  and 
antransferable  obligation  and  duty,  of  parental  and  pastoral  care  and 
diligence,  in  the  religions  training  of  the  young. 

In  aU  this  extended  statement  of  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Church 
we  have  unusual  occasion  to  "  Sing  of  mercy,"  for  even  in  churches 
which  report  few  accessions,  or  none,  there  are  yet  grounds  of  encour- 
agement and  expressions  of  hope.  In  view  of  it  all,  your  Committee 
conceive  that  the  attitude  which  the  Church  ought  now  to  assume,  is 
that  of  adoring  gratitude  for  abounding  mercies  to  those  so  unworthy 
— not  as  if  we  had  already  received  alJ  that  we  ought  to  expect  or  de- 
sire— ^not  as  if  the  blessing  was  already  exhausted,  and  God  had  no  more 
to  give,  and  his  people  no  more  to  ask  or  seek  after — not  as  if  we  had  rea- 
son for  complacency  with  ourselves,  much  less  for  boasting,  but  humbled 
under  a  deep  sense  of  our  own  shortcomings,  we  yet  rejoice  in  the  good- 
ness of  God,  and,  taking  encouragement  from  the  past,  we  animate  each 
other  to  greater  diligence  and  devotion,  thus  responding  to  the  exhor- 
tation of  the  Apostle,  that  highest  and  tenderest  appeal  to  Christian 
love  and  gratitude,  "  I  beseech  you,  therefore,  brethren,  by  the  mercies 
of  God,  that  ye  present  your  bodies  a  living  sacrifice,  holy, 'acceptable 
unto  God,  which  is  your  reasonable  service.  And  be  not  conformed  to 
this  world ;  but  be  ye  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your  mind,  that 
ye  may  prove  what  is  that  good,  and  acceptable,  and  perfect  will  of 
God."  The  crisis  of  the  Church,  the  glorious  displays  of  Divine  love 
and  power,  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  all  plead  with  us  to  be  up 
and  doing,  and  to  be  earnest  in  prayer,  that  **  the  hope  of  Israel  may 
not  be  to  us  as  a  wayfaring  man,  that  tumeth  aside  to  tsktrj  for  a  night," 
but  that  He  may  delight  to  dwell  with  his  people,  until  2iion  shall  be- 
come the  joy  and  praise  of  the  whole  earth. 

3.  Removals  by  Death. 

But  strains  of  chastened  grief  and  sadness  mingle  with  the  swelling 
notes  of  gratitude.  We  are  impressively  reminded  that  this  is  not  our 
home,  and  the  Church  on  earth  is  but  the  preparation  for  the  Church 
triumphant  in  heaven.  Death  has  made  sad  havoc  within  our  bounds 
during  the  year.  Seven  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  members  of 
our  conununion  have  been  removed  from  their  labors  and  conflicts,  to 
the  rest  of  the  redeemed.  And  while  this  large  deduction  has  been 
made  from  our  membership,  including  an  unusual  number  of  elders  and 
efficient  supporters  of  the  churches,  fearful  breaches  have  also  been  made 
in  the  ranks  of  the  ministry.  From  our  Theological  School  the  learn- 
ed and  gifted  Dr.  John  Ludlow  has  passed  away.  From  the  active 
ministry  Abraham  Polhemus,  D.D.,  a  man  of  noble  mould,  with  a  nobler 
spirit;  the  venerated  John  Knox,  D.D.,  a  model  of  Christian  wisdom 
and  fidelity,  who,  after  a  long  and  successful  ministry,  was  suddenly 
called,  while  yet  his  eye  was  undimmed  and  his  natural  force  unabated. 
And  quite  as  suddenly,,  the  genial,  warm-hearted,  untiring,  and  emi- 
nently beloved  and  usefol  pastor  of  the  Church  in  which  we  ax^  5\s^^ 
convened,  James  Scott,  D.D.;  these,  trom  t^i<&  «K2«ci<^  qH  >(\!kS5&  ^k!^^ 
hbors,  hare  entered  into  rest;  wbiie"EU>\)ex\.  3.  lajwa^^Syeti^^ww^^ 
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sickness  aad  suffering,  and  Dr.  Cornelma  D.  Wcetbrook,  whose  n 
is  DBSociated  with  Ihc  activities  o!  a  former  generation,  and  Ker. 
Thomas  Ronieyn,  a  man  full  of  the  Holy  Obost,  having  served  his  gen- 
eration faitbfnlly  for  manyyears,  have  ceased  to  be  namberedamoDg  the 
living.  Monitory  voices  como  to  ns  from  the  graves  of  the  dead,  aod 
whether  as  ministers,  elders,  or  momlwrs,  it  becomes  us  to  pause  in  the 
review  of  the  year,  and  conaider  how  short  our  time  is. 

4.  SeoomTnendationa.  I 

Your  Commitico  have  liad  occasioii  to  observe,  with  regret,  that  the 
recommendations  of  last  Ocneral  Synod,  to  the  Clasjies,  and  Particular 
Bynods,  and  Slated  Clerks,  in  relation  to  their  reports  and  statistical 
tables,  havebeen  only  partially  regarded.  We  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  several  Claasea  and  Particular 
Synods  be  called  to  the  rcBoIutions  of  General  Synoii  on  page  154  of 
Mmntesof  1851. 

Resolved,  That  the  Slated  Clerks  of  the  Particular  Synods  be  re- 
quested to  prepare,  and  insert  in  their  printed  Minutes,  a  tabular  sum- 
mary  of  the  statisliea!  tables  of  their  respective  Synods. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  would  earnestly  invite  the  attention  of 
pastors  and  Consistories  to  the  great  disproportion  in  their  benefac- 
tions, as  between  our  own  Boards  and  foreign  objects,  and  urge  upon 
them  the  propriety  and  necessity  of  turning  a  larger  share  of  thett  be- 
nevoleut  contributions  into  the  channels  of  our  own  operations.

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ARTICLE  VII. 

STNODICAL    REFERENCES. 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Synodical  Minutes  would  respectfully  report: 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  and  of  the  Extra  Session, 
and  of  the  Particular  Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  of  Chicago, 
were  placed  in  our  hands,  and  were  carefully  examined. 

They  find  nothing  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New 
York  to  which  to  direct  the  attention  of  this  General  Synod. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany  they  find,  upon 
page  6,  the  following  reference  to  General  Synod: 

The  following  minute  from  the  Classis  of  Schoharie  was  referred  to 
the  action  of  the  General  Synod: 

Mr.  Thomas  L.  Shaeffer,  a  member  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church, 
and  long  an  elder  in  the  Church,  appeared  before  Classis  and  stated  his 
desire  to  preach  the  Gospel,  while  his  age  precludes  the  practicability 
of  a  regular  course  of  preparatory  study.  After  hearing  Mr.  Shaeffer's 
views,  and  a  fall  exchange  of  views  of  the  members  of  Classis  on  the 
subject,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  the  Classis  ask  a  dispensation  of  General  Synod  in 
behalf  of  Mr.  Thomas  L.  Shaeffer,  fi^om  the  studies  of  Hebrew  and 
Greek,  and  that  he  may  be  examined  by  said  Classis  for  licensure  to 
preach  the  Gospel. 

From  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  the  following: 

The  followirig  transactions,  found  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Classis  of 
Illinois,  deserve  the  attention  of  this  body.  Under  the  head  "  Missions 
and  Christian  Education:" 

Whereas,  The  education  of  youth  in  the  higher  departments  of  liter- 
ature and  science  seems  particularly  allied  to  the  interests  of  religion, 
and  is  regarded  as  closely  identified  with  the  prosperity  of  every  branch 
of  the  Church ;  and,  whereas,  the  time  seems  to  have  come  when  it  is 
necessary  for  the  interests  of  our  denomination,  that  we  have  an  insti- 
tution of  a  high  order  in  this  state;  Therefore, 

Jlesolvedf  Tliat  a  committee  of  five  persons  be  appointed,  to  take  into 
consideration  the  necessary  steps  for  securing  a  Collegiate  Institution, 
under  the  care  of  this  Classis,  and  that  said  committee  report  progress 
at  the  next  meeting  of  Classis. 

The  Lemma  "  Delegates  to  Synod,"  brings  to  the  attention  of  Gen- 
eral Sjmod  the  expencUture  involved  in  attending  the  meetings  of  that 
body.     The  following  action  was  taken:

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  resolution  which  was  passed  by  this 
Synod  at  Ithaca,  concerning  the  printing  of  the  amended  Liturgy,  as 
authorizes  the  use  by  the  Churches  of  the  amended  Forms  for  Ordina- 
tion and  Church  Discipline,  be  hereby  rescinded,  as  conflicting  with  the 
Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  the  forms  of  the  Revised  Liturgy  which  have  not 
been  submitted  to  the  Classes,  be  now  sent  down  to  them  with  the  re- 
quest that  they  will  act  upon  the  same  prior  to  the  next  stated  meet- 
ing of  the  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  of  each  Classis  be  requested  to  send 
distinct  and  separate  notice  of  the  result  of  the  Classical  action  on  this 
subject,  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  this  body,  as  soon  as  such  action  shall 
have  been  had.

Reports  were  received  from  certain  Classes  in  relation  to  verbal  alt«- 
ations  in  the  forms  for  the  a^l ministration  of  the  Lord's  Supper  and 
Baptism,  and  also  in  relation  to  the  forms  of  the  ReviEed  Littirg)', 
which  were  sent  down  to  the  several  Classes  by  the  last  Synod,  (p.  256,) 
which  were  referred  to  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev.  Ransford  Wells. 
D.D.,  Abraham  B.  Van  Zandt,  D.D.,  Peter  Stryker,  and  the  Eldeis, 
Richard  Walsh,  Jacgb  Dwyea, 

The  Committee  ri>pi>rted,  and  their  I'eport  was  accepted,  adopted, 
and  is  OS  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  papers  on  the  revision  of 
the  Liturgy,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report. 

The  movement  to  revise  and  improve  the  Liturgy  of  oar  Church  wu 
commenced  in  1853.  The  first  report,  making  great  alterations  in  the 
Sacramental  Fonus,  and  adding  several  new  forma,  was  presented  in 
- 1854,  and  the  whole  subject  has  been  freely  and  at  great  length  dis- 
cussed at  every  subsequent  moctioK  of  the  Synod.  The  Ust  General 
Synod  passed  the  following  resululiuu.  (See  Jliuule^  of  General  Synod 
of  1857,  page  193.) 

The  Sacramental  Forms  being  considered  as  a  part  of  the  GonBtitn- 
tion,  can  only  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  Classes.  This  has  not  at  any  time  been  ^ven.  It  seems  to  be  the 
sense  of  a  large  majority  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  that  the 
forms  for  administering  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Sapper  shall  remun 
in  their  present  state,  not  only  as  a  memorial  of  our  earlier  history, 
made  venerable  by  its  antiquity,  but  as  being  sufficiently  accurate  ud 
complete  to  subserve  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  originally 
adopt«d. 

To  the  last  reference  by  the  General  Synod  ouly  uxteen  Classes 
have  responded,  and  six  of  them  are  opposed  to  any  change,  and  have 
taken  no  further  action  on  the  subject.  Three  of  them  wish  no  change, 
but  suggest  one  or  two  verbal  corrections  in  case  any  change  is  made. 

Two  Classes  recommend  a  change  in  the  sentence,  "innocently  con- 
demned," to  read,  "  he  being  innocent,  was  condemned,"  or  "  though  in- 
nocent, was  condemned." 

Two  approve  the  Revised  Liturgy  without  exception;  and  three  re- 
commend numerous  verbal  alterations. 

ThoE  it  will  be  seen  that  only  seven  of  the  Classes  that  have  reported 
to  this  Synod,  are  in  favor  of  any  revision,  and  of  these  only  five  go 
beyond  a  change  in  one  sentence.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  the 
great  majority  of  the  Classes  are  either  so  indifferent  that  they  have 
taken  no  action,  or  have  expressed  their  opposition  to  any  reviHion. 

Therefore,  Eeadved,  That  inasmuch  as  the  revision  of  the  Sacramen- 
to/ Forms  has  several  timea  been  ^ent  dLt^^ii  Ui  "iki^  C^fiaeea  for  their 
action,  and  a  large  mf^ority  \iaye  evttei  ^Ki«itow>s*»*.,^a'^«RMSr 
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ported  against  any  alteration — ^in  the  judgment  of  this  Sjnod,  the 
Ohnrch  has  decided  to  make  no  revision. 

The  last  General  Synod  passed  a  resolution  authorizing  the  Board 
of  Publication  to  have  printed  those  forms  in  the  Revised  Liturgy 
which  the  Synod  had  not  acted  upon,  and  to  allow  Ministers  and  Con- 
iistories  to  use  them  or  not  as  they'  may  choose.  Four  Classes  have 
endorsed  this  action,  and  reconunended  the  adoption  of  these  forms; 
and  four  have  approved  in  part,  but  the  great  majoritv  have  either 
passed  by  the  subject  in  silence,  or  have  disapproved  of  the  addition. 

The  General  Synod,  at  the  Extra  Session  in  this  city,  October,  1861, 
rescinded  the  resolutions  of  the  regular  session  in  Ithaca,  and  sent  down 
to  the  Classes  for  their  action  those  forms  of  the  Revised  Liturgy  which 
had  not  been  acted  upon;  the  result  leaves  the  question  just  where  it 
stood  at  that  time. 

A  paper  from  the  Rev.  Wm.  Demarest,  suggesting  several  verbal 
alterations  in  the  Sacramental  Forms,  was  referred  to  this  Committee; 
as  this  is  merely  a  personal  communication,  it  calls  for  no  action  by  the 
Synod.

The  Twenty-sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education  was 
received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  was  received, 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education. 

The  Nineteenth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School 
Union  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion.

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1.  Samuel,  10:26,  "And  Saul  also  went  home  to  Uibeah,  and  lliere 
went  witli  him  a  band  of  men  whoee  hearts  God  had  touched." 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  report  was  aa*|ii- 
ed,  adopted,  and  Ls  as  follows; 

The  Committee  on  Kducation  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  have  examined  with  care  the  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Education.  It  presents  factA,  and  suggests  reflections,  which  ile- 
maud  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Church. 

From  this  report  we  learn  that  there  are  about  one  hundred  *nil 
twentj-five  yonng  men  in  varions  stages  of  preparation  for  the  minis- 
try, at  New  Brunswiek,  and  at  Holland,  Miehigwn.  Of  these,  seveutv- 
two  have  received  aid,  in  whole  or  part,  from  the  fiinds  of  the  Cliureli. 

Your  Committee  rtjoice  in  the  fact  that  there  is  so  large  a  number 
of  yonng  laen  in  preparation  ft*  the  ministry.  But  we  are  met  at  once 
by  the  statement  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Education,  that  thej 
have  been  compelled  to  borrow  more  than  twenty-«ix  hundred  dollan 
in  order  to  meet  their  engagements  with  the  yonng  men,  while  they  are 
in  debt  to  Rutgers  College,  on  betalf  of  the  yonng  men,  in  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  and  sixty  dollars.  They  are  thus  left  in  debt  to  thi- 
amount  of  thirty-five  hundred  and  ten  dollars. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  Board  has  passed  a  resolntioD  that 
they  will  receive  no  more  beneficiaries  until  supplied  with  funds. 

How  long  this  resolution  shall  stand  on  the  record  of  the  Board,  the 
Church  must  det«rnune. 

We  arc  sore  that  uo  words  can  overstate  the  importance  of  giving 
to  the  world  an  adequate  and  eCflcient  ministry.  The  supply  evn 
now,  with  all  the  aids  from  the  various  Boards  of  Edncation  in 
diflerent  denominations,  is  most  lamentably  deficient.  Were  these 
sources  of  supply  cut  off,  the  number  would  certainly  be  reduced  to  one- 
third  of  what  it  is  uow.  If  we  desire  to  see  the  world  converted  t» 
Christ  by  the  preaching  of  the  Gospel,  we  are  shut  np  to  the  Rcceority 
of  educating  young  men  for  the  ministry,  who  have  not  the  means  tt 
obtaining  that  education. 

Unless  we  carry  forward  this  department  of  onr  operations  with  an 
evcr-iucreasing  energy  and  enlai^ement,  every  other  one  of  onr  instru- 
mentalities must  lai^ish.  Without  this  arm  of  onr  service,  we  shonld 
die  out  on  the  home  field,  and  we  should  have  no  men  for  the  Western 
and  the  Foreign. 

It  is  not  for  your  Committee  to  argue  this  subject.  The  policy  Df 
the  Chnrch  is  settled.  But  we  cannot  but  express  our  surprise  and  so^ 
row  that  there  are  upwards  of  two  hundred  Churches  in  our  denomina- 
tion who  have  contributed  nothing  to  this  cause  for  at  least  three  yean 
post.  Surely  every  minister  ought  to  be  most  earnestly  desirons  to 
introduce  at  least  one  young  man  into  the  ministry,  who  shall  perpet- 
uate the  influence  which  he  was  permitted  to  begin.  It  is  a  blessed 
tiin^  lo  be  the  instmment,  in  the  hand  of  God,  of  the  conversion  of 
any  man;  but  to  introduce  a  man  mlo  \\\%  wmbV-v^  ,  ■«>«>  ^Jwdl  he  the 
toetrnmeat  of  the  convOTsioii  ot  moa^  tocti,  mA  *«-\aiM*fts».««iNs&v 
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ence  that  shall  never  die^  is  a  blessmg  and  an  honor  that  every  minister 
should  covet,  and  every  Christian  labor  for. 

As  expressive  of  the  views  of  yonr  Committee,  we  suggest  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolations,  viz: 

1.  Resolved,  That  every  minister  and  every  Church  should  pray  and 
labor  for  the  honor  of  leading  at  least  one  young  man  into  the  minis- 
try of  our  Lord  Jesus  ChHst. 

2.  Resolved,  That  each  Church  is  hereby  earnestly  exhorted  to  make 
a  yearly  contribution  to  the  Synod's  Board  of  Education. 

The  Board  has  adopted  a  regulation  which  requires  all  the  young 
men  who  receive  aid  from  the  Board,  to  lodge  in  the  Hertzog  Hall,  ex- 
cept in  cases  for  which  provision  is  made.  Your  Conmiittee  recom- 
mend that  Synod  give  their  hearty  approbation  to  this  plan. 

In  view  of  the  necessity  of  admitting  only  the  right  men  into  the 
ministry,  your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolution,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  Classes,  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  Board 
of  Superintendents  be  instructed  to  use  the  utmost  care  in  recommend- 
ing and  admitting  young  men  to  the  funds  of  the  Church,  and  to  the 
Theological  Seminary. 

Your  Committee  learn  with  pleasure  of  the  working  of  the  plan 
adopted  last  year,  which  requires  the  Theological  Professors  to  make 
a  detailed  report  to  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  mental  and  moral 
standing  of  all  the  young  men  who  receive  aid  from  the  Board.  In 
this  way  a  pleasant  and  full  communication  is  sustained  between  the 
Professors  and  the  Board  of  Education  respecting  those  in  whom  we 
all  have  a  deep  interest,  and  for  whom  we  have  a  high  responsibility  to 
God  and  the  Church  which  they  are  to  serve. 

Respecting  those  students  in  the  Theological  Seminary  who  receive 
no  aid  from  the  Church,  your  Committee  suggest  whether  a  plan  some- 
what similar  to  the  above  could  not  be  adopted,  ,by  which  the  Profes- 
sors would  make  a  yearly  detailed  report  to  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents respecting  their  standing  and  progress  in  the  Seminary. 

In  order  to  bring  this  whole  subject  before  the  Synod,  your  Commit- 
tee reconmiend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be  requested  to  adopt 
some  plan  by  which  the  Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  will 
make  a  yearly  detailed  report  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents  of  every 
student  in  the  Seminary;  and  that  they  be  authorized  to  have  blank 
reports  prepared  and  printed  for  this  purpose. 

HOLLAND  ACADEMY. 

The  Holland  Academy,  we  are  glad  to  learn,  is  in  a  flourishing  con- 
dition. «  The  Academy  building  is  not  yet  finished ;  a  part  only  is  in  a 
condition  to  be  used.  There  are  now  forty-two  pupils  receiving  their 
edncation  in  this  Institution.  Of  these,  twenty-two  are  preparing  for 
the  ministry.  These  Holland  brethren  are  no^  ^xic».\I\sv%  \^^\r«c^ 
ytfos^  men  for  the  nunistrj,  for  whom  tticy  Yi^t'^^  T^MR^^Soa^swssi^ 
tweaty-one  bandred  and  eighty  dollars.    Tbi^Aax^  «iQaii>aa&\««ft.^«^ 
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by  tbew  brctbren  out  of  mnch  porerly,  end  by  much  FctT-dcniiL 
Tlicir  uxanijilc  is  suri'Iy  an  enci.iurap'iiieui,  and  tt  rebuke  to  their  mor? 
fatored  brethren  in  the  Chnreh. 

In  view  of  the  i;ominBi)ding  import  an  w  of  iJjis  Institution  tolht 
growth  of  our  Chnreh  in  the  WeHt,  jour  Commiltce  recommend  ili^ 
adoption  of  the  following  reeolntion: 

Bennlved,  That  any  effort  that  may  be  made  to  coinplel*  and  fnrnisli 
tlic  Holland  Academy,  so  that  it  may  accomplish  the  fall  measure  of  its 
use.fnInesB,  be  dimmended  tftthpeurnest  Bymputhy  and  liberality  oftltf 
Ohnrcbee. 


There  are  sbcteen  Pwochial  Schools  now  receiving  md  from  the  tunds 
appropriated  to  tliiti  purpose.  Many  of  them  are  in  a  very  prosperonj 
condition,  and  several  report  that  tlie  special  blc^np  of  God  has  rest- 
etl  niKin  them,  aud  that  a  number  of  scholars  lias  btcn  cooverted  lo 
6od.  Tilts  is  precisely  in  accordance  with  the  expectatlong  that  we 
are  encouraged  to  cherieh,  by  the  Word  of  God.  Wc  at!  need  mew 
faith  in  the  eonvcrsion  of  children.  Tbat  God  will  convert  very  yoong 
children,  if  Christian  parejit«  and  teachers  are  faithful  to  Bim,  liie 
Wonl  of  God  and  the  history  of  hiti  Chiwch  warrant  us  to  expect. 

Your  Committee  have  learned  with  gi'eat  pleasure,  that  the  Board 
of  Publication  is  about  to  issue  a  series  of  Cliristian  School  Books,  and 
would  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  by  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  viz.: 

Resolved,  Tbat  all  the  schools  of  the  Church,  Parochial  and  Sab- 
bath, be  earnestly  recommendetl  to  adopt  this  i^eriea  of  books  as  a  part 
of  their  course  of  instruction, 

A  communication  has  been  received  from  the  Board  of  Superintend- 
ents, asking  whether  it  was  the  intention  of  the  General  Synod  of 
l^bh,  in  adoptii^  its  plan  for  the  conducting  of  the  Edncatioim]  inter- 
ests of  the  Church,  to  repeal  that  part  of  the  plui  of  1861  which  made 
it  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Superint«ndentK  to  examine  all  candidates 
for  beneficiary  aid. 

The  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  action  of  186T  does  super- 
sede the  neces.sity  of  an  examination  by  the  Board  of  Superintendents. 
To  require  that  the  young  man  be  examined  by  the  Board  of  Saperin- 
t«ndenta  as  well  as  by  the  Board  of  Education,  might  create  a  deiajcf 
nearly  a  whole  year  in  his  reception,  an  the  Buaixl  of  Snperintendrata 
meets  only  at  the  close  of  the  year,  in  May,  and  a  Committee  ot  tbat 
Board  meets  in  September.  Besides,  it  .'«ems  to  be  unnecessary,  as  the 
candidate  is  required  to  be  examined,  first  by  the  Clossis  from  which  he 
comes,  iu  order  to  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Education,  and 
then  by  the  Board  of  Education  itself.  And  besides  all  this,  ho  is 
tmder  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  daring 
the  whole  period  of  lus  course  in  the  Theological  Seminary.  Shonld 
this  view  meet  the  approbation  of  the  General  Synod,  it  will  snfficieatly 
answer  the  inquiry  of  the  Bowed  oi  ^a^x\'alen&eci.\»,  idUuiat  tha  adop- 
tion of  BDj  ftuther  afitioo. 
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ENDOWED   SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  list  of  endowed  scholarships  has  been  referred  to  yonr  Committee. 
From  this  list  it  appears  that  there  are  nineteen  scholarships  now  pro- 
ductive. Each  one  does  not  fully  sustain  a  candidate  for  the  ministry; 
the  whole  nineteen  will  support  about  fifteen  young  men.  The  Van 
Benschoten  Bequest  will  sustain  eight,  and  the  Knox  Fund  not  quite  one. 
The  funds  contributed  to  the  Board  of  Education  during  the  past  year 
(about  $6,000,)  will  sustain  forty  young  men.  The  whole  number 
which  our  present  resources  will  supply  is  only  about  sixty-three — and 
these  scattered  through  all  the  years  of  their  preparation.  At  the  ut- 
most, this  would  give  us  not  more  than  nine  young  men  yearly,  on  an 
average,  to  enter  upon  the  actual  work  of  the  ministry.  We  can  do 
more,  and  we  ought  to  do  far  more  than  this. 

CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY. 

In  view  of  the  earnest  and  laborious  efforts  of  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  the  blessing  of  Ood  which 
hiui  crowned  his  endeavors,  your  Committee  think  it  right  that  the 
Synod  should,  in  this  formal  manner,  pass  the  following  resolution,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Synod  devoutly  recognize  the  goodness 
of  God  in  the  blessing  which  he  has  conferred  upon  the  Corresponding 
Secretary  in  his  efforts  to  advance  the  cause  of  Christian  Education, 
and  that  this  Synod  does  hereby  cordially  commend  the  Secretary  to 
all  the  pastors  and  churches,  with  their  earnest  approval  of  his  past 
labors. 

SABBATH   SCHOOLS. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  has  been  refer- 
red to  your  Committee.  The  schools  are  reported  as  in  a  prosperous 
condition.  The  report  states,  that  during  the  past  year  fifty-six  teach- 
ers and  fifty-three  scholars  have  united  with  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  gratefully  understand  that  the  Board  is  endeav- 
oring to  enlarge  its  usefulness,  and  at  the  same  time  carry  out 
the  great  original  purpose  of  the  Sunday  School  by  the  establishment 
of  schools  in  destitute  neighborhoods  in  New  York  and  its  vicinity. 
From  many  of  these,  as  the  nucleus,  may  yet  arise  the  Church  of  God 
with  all  its  ordinances.  In  this  manner  the  Board  would  be  doing  its 
true,  missionary  work. 

The  same  plan  may  be  effectually  put  into  operation  in  neighbor- 
hoods in  the  West.  From  these  would  grow  up,  in  many  instances, 
Missionary  Churches.  In  this  way  the  Board  of  Sunday  School  Union 
may  be  expected  to  be  the  forerunner  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions, and  do  its  preparatory  work  in  the  most  effectual  manner.  We 
would  suggest  whether  the  Board  might  not  so  enlarge  its  field  of  oper- 
ations as  to  do  something  in  the  way  of  helping  the  schools  established 
by  our  Foreign  Missions.

Faculty,  and  in  their  management  of  the  Hall,  and  highly  deprecate 
the  introduction  on  the  floor  of  Synod  of  any  matters  pertaining  to  its 
management. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported.  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that 
the  following  were  elected:  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hageman,  J.  A.  Todd,  A. 
R.  Van  Nest,  Thomas  C.  Strong,  Anthony  Ehnendorf,  Enoch  Van 
Aken,  and  Messrs.  Bauman,  Lowe,  E.  S.  Potter,  Gilbert  H.  Van  Mater, 
John  Skillman,  William  Bogart,  and  Jeremiah  Johnson,  Jr.  Rev. 
William  H.  Ten  Eyck  was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  of  Rev. 
John  Knox,  D.D. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported.  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  vacancies  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education  whoso  term  of 
service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  fol- 
lowing were  elected:  Rev.  S.  B.  How,  D.D.,  W.  R.  Gordon,  D.D.,  N. 
E.  Smith,  and  Messrs.  B.  Livingston  Kip,  Peter  S.  Duryee,  Jeremiah

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  deeply  feels  the  importance  of  calling 
the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  religious  training  of  her  children; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  all  our  Churqhes  be  requested  to 
preach  to  their  congregations  on  the  fourth  Lord's  day  of  February, 
upon  the  importance  and  means  of  the  religious  training  of  the  young, 
especially  within  the  family,  and  that  the  same  Sabbath  be  observed  as 
a  day  of  special  prayer  for  the  conversion  of  the  children  of  the  Church. 

Resolved,  That  all  the  pastors  and  Churches  in  connection  with  this 
Synod  are  hereby  earnestly  requested  to  observe  the  last  Thursday  in 
February  as  a  day  of  special  prayer  for  Colleges  and  Seminaries  of 
learning,  and  that  the  Classes  take  measures  to  secure  this  object.

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  Extra  Session  of  the  Synod,  beU 
October,  1857,  (page  260,)  to  secure  the  serrices  of  Rev.  Qeoi^  W. 
Bethnne,  D.D.,  to  deliver  a  coarse  of  Lectures  on  Pulpit  Eloquence  to 
the  classes  of  the  Theolo^cal  School,  reported,  and  their  report  wu 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  Appointed  at  the  last  General  Synod  to  arrange  fijr 
the  delivery  of  a  course  of  Lectures  on  Sacred  Rhetoric  and  Pulint 
Oratory,  at  the  Theological  Seminary,  by  the  Rev.  Geo.  W.  Bethune, 
D.D.,  respectfully  report: 

That  they  were  able  to  make  an  arrangement  with  Dr.  ^Bethnne,  to 
spend  one  day  in  each  week  with  the  students  in  the  Seminary,  and  de- 
liver lectures  on  the  above  subjects.  The  report  of  Dr.  Bethoae,  him- 
self, hereto  appended,  will  give  the  Synod  full  information  as  to  the 
details  of  the  course.  The  Committee  would  only  add,  that  the  united 
testimony  of  Professors  and  Students  to  the  great  value  of  the  labore 
of  their  distingnished  teacher,  is  complete  and  satisfactory,  and  confirau 
OB  in  the  opinion  that  the  best  interests  of  the  Seminary  would  be 
greatly  promoted  by  an  arrangement  by  which  permanent  instmctjon 
in  these  branches  could  be  afforded  to  the  students.  The  subject  of  * 
fourth  Professorship,  to  be  devoted  to  this  oliject,  is  one  which  ouglit 
to  command  the  attention  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  agreed  to  pay  to  Dr.  Bethnue,  for  his  services,  the 
sum  of  $700  and  his  traveling  expenses,  which  amount  to  $30.  This 
sum,  small  as  it  is,  the  Committee  are  sorry  to  say,  haa  not  yet  been 
paid.

My  Dear  Brother: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report,  that  I  yesterday  ended  my  efforts  to  dis- 
charge the  duties  assigned  me  by  you.  I  began  them  early  in  i^ovem- 
ber  last,  very  shortly  after  receiving  your  final  orders.  Monday  was 
the  day  of  the  week  chosen  for  my  visit  to  New  Brunswick,  because  it 
was  preferred  by  the  Professors  and  Students;  and  also  because  I  could 
spare  no  other  from  my  duties  at  home. 

I  have  failed  to  meet  the  classes/our  times ;  once^  because  of  a  (devious 
engagement,  which  I  told  you  of  on  accepting  the  appointment;  and 
three  times  in  consequence  of  being  unable  to  speak,  from  a  heavy  cold. 
It  would  be  impossible  for  me  to  describe  in  detail  the  method  which  I 
have  pursued.  In  general,  I  determined  to  devote  my  main  endeavors 
to  teaching  the  delivery  of  sermons  with  the  conduct  of  public  worship. 
After  an  introductory  lecture,  I  read,  at  proper  intervals,  five  others 
to  the  assembled  classes  on — 1,  Utterance;  2,  Articulation;  3,  Into- 
nation; 4,  Emphasis;  5,  Gesture.  Besides  these,  I  gave  extempora- 
neous, though  not  unpremeditated  advices,  to  the  several  classes  on 
various  subjects  intimately  connected  with  the  public  service  of  the 
Church;  and  also  spent  much  time  in  criticising  the  reading  of  the 
students  in  Scripture  and  hymns.  For  this  purpose,  after  the  first  few 
weeks,  I  met  the  students  in  the  Second  Church,  its  use  having  been 
kindly  accorded  to  us.  This  allowed  the  student  to  ascend  the  pulpit 
and  exercise  his  voice  in  a  larger  audience  chamber.  The  Senior  Class 
received,  for  obvious  reasons,  the  largest  share  of  my  attention.  The  * 
Middle  and  the  Junior  Classes  I  taught  at  first  separately,  but  found  it 
afterwards  more  convenient  and  profitable  to  unite  them.  I  rarely  de- 
voted less  time  than  about  three  hours  to  my  work  on  each  day  of  my 
duty. 

The  work  being  new  to  me,  and  as  I  had  never  had  any  experience 
in  teaching  anything  to  anybody,  except  as  a  pastor,  I  fear  that  my 
attempts  were  not  a  little  awkward.    Experiment  was  nooeeiBax^tftxsc^ 
practice,  bj  which  it  may  very  weft  be  lYiaA.  ^ifefc  ^orai^  ^oissc^  V«^"^^^ss»^ 
tbef  aught  have  gained  Ifrom  one  of  mow  ^tDi«e&  ^Saa».  \k|^^-  ^  ^"^ 
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ouly  siiy,  that,  relying  ou  the  aid  of  the  Master  of  Assemblies,  I  hsTe 
done  the  best  that  I  could,  whicb  has  uot  been  macli. 

My  purpose  and  endeavor  have  be«n  uot  to  make  wtors  or  mere 
orators  of  the  young  men,  bnt  bonest,  Qaturol,  distiaut  fuid  impresare 
preachers  of  the  true  Oospcl,  believing  that  any  artifice  or  merely  ex- 
ternal performances  would  be  readily  detected,  and  disgust  their  hear- 
ers. For  this  reason,  I  ignored  the  popular  systems  of  phy»cal  rhet- 
oric, and  sought  to  show  what  the  dictates  of  Nature  and  ProvideoM' 
are.  I  cannot  flatter  myself  that  my  course,  in  this  respect,  has  beeD> 
as  imposing  as  a  more  pretentions  method  would  have  been,  but  thmlt. 
that  it  was  the  right  (ine;  in  which  opinion  I  am  sustaiued  by  the  h^g^i 
authority  of  Archbishop  Whateley,  though  I  am  ashamed  to  say  thit 
I  was  ignorant  of  his  opinion  whcu  I  {ilanned  my  method. 

It  gives  me  lively  sntitifactiou  to  say  that  my  intercourse  with  tbt 
students  has  been  very  pleasant,  and  that  they  have  my  siaccre  grtttt- 
tude  for  the  mnnner  in  which  they  received  my  anxious  services.  I 
am  also  ui<ler  deep  obligations  to  the  reverend  Professors  for  the  kind 
couDtennnce  and  most  Christiali  sympftthy  which  they  afforded  me  as 
an  unworthy  partner  in  their  toOs,  notwithstanding  the  coroparatiTe 
humbleness  of  the  share  ^veu  me.  I  must  also  add,  that  their  unwea- 
ried hospitality  has  diminished  the  exjienses  of  my  work.  These  will 
be  covered  by  thirty  dollars. 

Owing  to  the  arrangement  of  the  railroad  trains,  from  ten  to  eleven 
hours  Lave  been  required  for  each  visit  to  New  Bmnswick  made  by 
me.  This  has  been  a  great  expenditure  of  time  for  one  pressed  by 
other  cares,  as  I  have  been. 

I  trust  that  your  kindne.S8  will  pardon  the  defects  of  my  service,  aod 
that  yoQ  will  add  your  prayers  to  mine  for  the  blessing,  without  which 
all  oar  works  are  dead.

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lecting  books  and  making  collections,  a  selection  has  been  made  of 
such  works  as  will  make  a  most  valuable  addition  to  the  Library  of 
the  Seminary.  These  books  have  been  purchased  for  the  sum  of  $600, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  same  amoimt  could  not  have  been  invested 
to  a  better  purpose.

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  their  report  was 

accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  would  respiectfully  report: 

I.  The  Board  of  Corporation  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the 
deficiency  annually  occurring  in  the  Synodical  Fond,  and  urge  the 
importance  of  taking  proper  measures  to  prevent  it.  Your  Commit- 
tee are  informed  that  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Synod  are  from 
$800  to  $1000  annually  more  than  the  income  of  the  moneys  invested. 
A  Committee  was  appointed  by  the  General  Synod  in  1856,  and  con- 
tinued at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Synod,  to  secure  additional  funds  for 
investment,  so  as  to  make  the  income  of  the  Synod  equal  to  the  yearly 
expenditure.  No  report,  as  far  as  your  Committee  are  aware  of,  has 
been  received  from  this  committee.  Such  an  annual  draft  upon  the 
Synod  must  in  the  end  produce  embarrassment,  and,  if  not  arrested,  in- 
volve the  most  serious  consequences.  To  ^Ti&\A*&  \\i^  "^oax^Xa  ^"^  '^^^ 
salaries  of  the  Theological  rrofessoTO,  wii.  X/ci  Taft^\.>i3fta  Vasss^^^sNs^'Sir 
pcDBes  of  the  General  Synod,  will  reqiAte  wi  «Afli^o^X«i  o^a^^^«»*^ 
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Fuud  of  about  $15,0()U.  As  this  U  a.  snbjoct  in  nkich  not  odI}'  the 
whole  Churcli  U  interested,  bat  which  lies  at  the  fouDdation  of  <<veij 
iuterest  in  the  Churcli,  your  Committee  would  recommond  thnt  an  corij 
and  simultaneous  effort  Ite  made  throughout  the  whole  Church,  to  nuae 
the  required  aniouiil.  The  great  Hefld  of  the  Church,  wbo  is  so  be- 
nignly looking  dowu  upon  our  !l£ioQ  and  raising  up  lipiritunl  helper*,  tnaj', 
through  the  iucreasing  faith  of  his  people,  alKo  rurnish  the  gold  for  the 
fierrice  of  the  temple.  It  cannot  be  for  a.  moment  believed,  that  the 
Church  will  nuffer  those  foundations  of  sacred  IcRruing,  which  were  Lud 
with  so  many  sacrifices  and  so  many  prayers,  to  be  uiidennined,  for  the 
comparattTely  small  amount  that  would  be  necessary  to  give  ttiem  per- 
manent efficiency  and  stability.  Your  Committee  would  call  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  the  ex|)enseit  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  are  paid 
out  of  the  income  of  the  Professoral  Fund;  these  fund'j  baring  been 
expressly  given  for  one  purpose,  ehonld  not  be  used  for  any  other, 
especially  at  a  time  when  they  are  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  for 
which  they  were  created. 

Besolved,  That  until  permanent  fuuds  can  be  procmvd,  the  amonnt 
necessary  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  each  year  shall  be  apportioned, 
by  the  Treasurer  and  Stated  Clerk  of  General  Synod,  among  the 
several  Classes,  and  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Classis  to  arrange 
for  the  collwlion  of  the  same  by  its  Questor  at  its  stated  Fall  or  Bpring 
Session,  and  to  see  that  the  amount  so  collected  shall  be  punctually 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  foUowing  resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  all  our  Churches  be  requested  to  make  special  effort.s 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  next,  with  the  view  and  purpose  oi 
adding  at  least  |15,000  to  the  permanent  fund  of  General  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  Rev.  Thomas  De  Witt,  D.D.,  Wm.  B.  Crosby, 
James  Suydam,  Robert  H.  Pniyn,  C.  E.  Spangler,  James  W.  Beek- 
man,  Fred,  J.  Hosford,  Edward  S.  Brayton,  Rev,  E.  P.  R<^r8,  D.D., 
Rev.  W.  J.  K.  Taylor,  Richard  V.  DeWitt,  and  Maurice  E.Viele  be  a 
Committee  to  have  a  circular  prepared  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  seat, 
at  the  expense  of  the  Board  of  Corporation,  to  all  of  our  Charches,  coo- 
tainii^  a  copy  of  the  resolution  of  Synod  recommending  the  collection, 
and  an  earnest  request  that  this  matter  have  early  attention;  and  should 
there  be  any  deficiency  thereafter,  that  the  said  committee  be  requested  to 
take  such  steps  as  they  deem  best  to  accomplish  the  matter  vith  the 
least  possible  delay. 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  present  state  of  the  fnnds,  and  imtil 
the  condition  of  these  funds  be  permanently  improved,  the  expenses  i^ 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be  paid  by  their  respec- 
tjve  Classes,  and  not  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  as 
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The  Board  of  Direction  speak  of  the  decease  of  their  late  aasociate, 
Rev.  John  Euox,  D.D.,  in  language  of  the  deepest  sorrow.  He  was 
for  man/  years  their  wise  coanseUoT,  Uien  fB.\tM\)]l  b^l^er,  and  thnr 
belored  brother  in  the  Lord.     But  m  \h«  &e«9  uUxxvaem  ^  "Qgox 
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hearts  they  speak  only  the  feelings  and  sentiments  of  the  Church,  at 
whose  altar  he  so  long  considered  it  a  blessed  privilege  to  minister. 
They  who  were  permitted  to  meet  him  in  the  family  circle,  in  his  rounds 
of  pastoral  duty,  to  hear  his  voice  in  the  Sanctuary  as  he  proclaimed 
the  everlasting  Gospel,  or  who  listened  to  his  words  of  wisdom  in  the 
councils  of  the  Church,  will  long  bless  Qod  for  what  they  have  seen  and 
heard.  They  will  remember  his  manly  and  dignified  appearance,  his 
great  simplicity  of  character,  his  large  heart  full  of  affSection  and  sym- 
pathy for  his  toiling  brethren  in  the  ministry,  his  vigorous  and  well- 
trained  mind,  his  wisdom  in  council,  his  earnest  yet  unaffected  piety, 
his  abundant  labors,  and  more  than  all  the  great  blessing  which  God 
has  conferred  upon  the  Church,  in  all  her  interests,  through  his  instru- 
mentality. There  was  scarcely  any  great  work  begun  or  ended  in  the 
Church,  in  which  his  heart  and  hand  were  not  engaged,  fie  rests 
from  his  labors,  and  joyously  participates  in  the  glories  of  his  heavenly 
Father's  house. 

While  death  has  removed  from  the  service  of  the  Board  one  fiuthfnl 
and  tried  helper,  another  member,  who  for  so  many  years  had  stood  by 
his  side  in  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  waited  on  his  ministrations, 
desires  his  trust  henceforth  (in  his  own  language)  to  be  committed  to 
more  vigorous  hands. 

A  communication  from  Abraham  Van  Nest,  Esq.,  declining  a  re- 
election as  President  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  has  been  placed  in  our 
hands.  Tour  Committee  take  this  occasion  to  express  their  high 
sense  of  the  services  he  has  rendered  during  the  long  course  of  six- 
teen years,  in  which  he  has  seryed  the  Church  as  President  of  this 
Board;  of  the  untiring  energy  and  devotion  with  which  he  has  ever 
given  himself  to  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  the  many  sacrifices 
which  he  has  made  to  advance  her  progress  and  promote  her  interests. 
While  they  regret  that  he  has  felt  constrained  to  decline  a  re-election 
to  the  position  of  responsibility  and  usefulness  which  he  has  so  long  oc- 
cupied, they  would  render  gratitude  to  God  that  the  period  of  his  ac- 
tive life  has  been  prolonged,  that  he  might  foF  so  many  years  unite  his 
labors  with  his  prayers  for  the  prosperity  of  our  Zion.  They  would 
rejoice  that  his  sympathy  for  the  Church  still  lives,  and  that  his  prayers 
stiU  ascend  in  her  behalf.  And  they  would  fervently  pray  that  his 
years  may  yet  be  lengthened  in  the  land  of  the  living,  and  his  soul  still 
strengthened  by  the  strength  of  IsraePs  God,  till,  when  life's  last  change 
shall  come,  he  shall  triumph  in  the  faith  of  that  Redeemer  to  whom  he 
has  devoted  his  life. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  reconmiend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  request  of  Mr.  Tan  Nest  be  granted,  and  that 
the  Committee  on  Nominations  be  directed  to  act  accordingly.

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  business 
mittee,  we  would  recommend  the  appoint!

The  Committee,  in  view  of  the  importan

It  further  appears,  that  there  is  still  on- 
paid  and  past  due  of  interest  on  the  said  fond  $806. 

From  the  Knox  Fond  no  student  has  received  aid  for  several  years 
past,  while  there  remains  on  hand,  unappropriated,  a  balance  of 
$482  11. 

The  Committee  recommend  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  Col- 
lege to  take  immediate  measures  to  collect  the  arrearages  of  interest 
due  on  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund,  and  in  all  cases  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  accruing  interest  as  it  becomes  due. 

Resolved,  That  the  said  Trustees  be  requested  to  select  from  among 
the  beneficiaries  of  the  Board  of  Education  suitable  persons  to  ei\jo7 
the  benefit  of  the  unappropriated  income  of  the  Knox  Fund  on  hand. 

III.  Theological  Seminary. — From  the  report  of  the  Board  oi 
Superintendents,  it  appears  that  fifty-seven  young  men  have  been  en- 
joying the  benefits  of  the  institution  preparatory  to  the  work  of  the 
ministry  during  the  past  year.  This,  your  Committee  believe,  is  a  much 
larger  number  than  has  ever  before  been  in  attendance.  Two,  how- 
ever, have  withdrawn  from  the  institution ;  one  for  ill  health,  and  the 
other  for  reasons  not  stated.  Two  have  been  compelled  to  suspend 
their  studies  for  a  time  on  account  of  sickness,  but  are  expected  to  re- 
turn next  September.  Thirteen  young  men  of  the  Senior  Class  have 
received  professoral  certificates,  and  have  been  licensed  to  preach  the 
Oospel. 

The  subject  of  preaching  by  students  of  Theology  has  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  your  Conunittee  by  resolutions  of  the  Classes  of 
Bergen  and  North  Long  Island.  They  both  ask  a  modification  of  the 
resolutions  of  the  last  Synod  on  this  subject;  while  the  penalty  for  the 
violation  of  the  rule  is  so  severe  that  it  is  not  likely  to  be  enforced,  the 
rule  itself  becomes  a  dead  letter.  Your  Committee  freely  grant  that 
such  a  rule  of  General  Synod  ought  to  be  obeyed  without  a  penalty. 
But  the  privilege  of  preaching  by  the  students  of  Theology  has  been 
so  long  enjoyed,  not  only  by  the  students,  but  by  the  pastors  who  have 
been  relieved  by  their  services,  that  to  the  minds  of  many  it  appears  as 
a  right  of  which  they  ought  not  to  be  deprived.  The  practice  of  the 
students  of  neighboring  institutions  goes  so  far  to  strengthen  this  idea, 
that  it  seems  impossible  to  enforce  any  rule  that  woidd  entirely  take 
away  the  liberty  of  the  students  to  deliver  their  discourses  in  public 
assemblies.  While  your  Committee  feel  that  the  General  Synod  has 
no  right  under  the  Constitution  to  license  any  one  to  preach  the  Gospel, 
yet  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  and  believing  that  an  imper- 
fect rule  well  r^ulated  and  enforced  is  preferable  to  a  perfect  one  that 
is  not  likely  to  be  carried  into  practice,  they  submit  for  the  action  of 
the  Synod  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  no  student  of  Theology  in  our  Seminary  be  allowed

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brew  langnagee,  as  well  as  from  the  whole  course  of  studies  prescrilied 
by  the  Constitution,  as  preparatory  to  the  ministry.  Mr.  Collins  is 
most  highly  recommended  by  the  brethren  Berg  and  Taylor,  of  Phila- 
delphia, as  a  man  whftse  talents,  acquirements,  and  devotion  to  the  Mas- 
ter's seryice  give  good  promise  of  usefulness  in  the  work  of  the  miniH- 
try.  Mr.  Collins  has  appeared  personally  before  us,  and  has  expressed 
to  us  his  earnest  desire  to  labor  in  the  Gospel  work.  Your  Committee 
regard  this  as  one  of  those  extraordinary  cases  in  which  the  rules  of  the 
Church  may  be  safely  dispensed  with,  so  far  as  to  allow  huu  to  examin- 
ation for  licensure;  making  his  ordination  to  dei)end  upon  the  trial  of 
his  gifts  and  the  proof  of  his  ministry. 

Resolved,  That  the  case  of  Mr.  Collins  be  referred  to  the  Classis  of 
Philadelphia,  and  that  his  request  be  granted,  provided  the  Classis 
shall,  on  examination,  find  him  qualified  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the 
Lord  Jesu-s. 

5.  Thomas  L.  Shaffer  is  recommended  by  the  Classis  of  Schoharie  as 
a  fit  person  to  receive  dispensation  from  the  nile  which  requires  a 
knowledge  of  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew,  as  well  as  the  whole  prescrib- 
ed course  of  study,  preparatory  to  the  work  of  the  ministry.  This  case 
is  in  some  respect  similar  to  the  last,  except  that  Mr.  Shaffer  is  more 
advanced  in  years.  He  is  recommended  by  members  of  his  Classis  as 
a  man  of  devoted  piety  and  of  excellent  gifts,  and  calculated  under  the 
blessing  of  God  to  be  extensively  useful.  Your  Committee  submit  the 
following  resolutions  in  his  c}ise: 

Resolved,  That  the  ca.se  of  Mr.  Shaffer  be  referred  back  to  the 
Classis  of  Schoharie,  and  that  his  request  be  granted,  provided  the 
Classis  shall,  on  examination,  find  him  qualified  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

Resolved,  That  the  Classis  of  Schoharie  be  advised  by  this  Synod 
not  to  lay  ordaining  hands  on  Mr.  Shaffer  until  such  time  after  his  Hcen- 
sure  as  he  shall  have  made  a  satisfactory  trial  of  his  gifts  and  a  good 
proof  of  the  usefulness  of  his  ministry. 

6.  On  behalf  of  Andrew  Sawyer,  a  native  Hindoo,  an  application 
is  made  by  the  Classis  of  Arcot  for  such  a  dispensati(m  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  Constitution  of  our  Church  as  will  admit  of  his  ordina- 
tion to  the  Gospel  ministr}'.  The  candidate  is  represented  as  in  every 
way  qualified  for  his  work,  and  as  havmg  abready,  as  a  preachef  licensed 
under  another  mission,  made  good  proof  of  his  ministry. 

While  our  hearts  rejoice  in  such  precious  fruit  gathered  on  heathen 
soils,  we  are  constrained  to  feel  that  the  request  before  us  embodies  a 
matter  of  the  utmost  importance.  Our  action  on  this  will  not  be  mere- 
ly for  a  day  or  a  year,  but,  as  we  trust,  for  ages  and  generations  to  . 
come.  Assumed  as  a  precedent,  it  will  exert  its  influence  long  after 
those  who  ask  it,  as  well  as  those  who  grant  it,  shall  have  passed  away. 
It  is  our  pleasure  to  refer  to  the  fidelity  with  which  our  Church  has 
hitherto  maintained  her  faith  once  plighted  to  the  Classis  of  Amstei^ 
dam,  in  instituting  and  maintaining  a  three  years'  course  of  study  as 
preparatory  to  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  l\i^  \A<ea&\a%  'v\MSL\atf^ 
tcOowed  this  keeping  of  her  coTenant.

But  when  w 
over  God's  living  host,  we  are  constrained 
in  the  case  of  this  Mission  will  have  to  be  i 
other  Missions     tp;-  *»  - 
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matter  of  ordination  any  great  connterbalancing  hardship  would  ensue 
to  the  Mission,  or  to  the  candidate  himself,  if,  in  each  case  as  it  maj 
occur,  there  should  be  sent  up  to  this  Synod  his  distinct,  special  qualifi- 
cations, his  progress  in  the  knowledge  of  Divine  truth,  and  all  the  other 
facts,  which  would  go  to  show  the  propriety  of  the  Synod's  action,  as 
we  have  in  the  case  before  us.  In  less  than  a  score  of  months  at  most, 
the  application  might  be  made  and  the  response  of  the  Synod  received 
back  again.  This  is  no  greater  hardship  than  is  laid  on  our  own  young 
men,  who  have  from  a  three  to  seven  years'  view  of  the  goal  before  them. 
In  the  meantime  the  candidate  need  not  be  idle.  He  can  be  active 
under  his  license,  in  preaching  the  Gospel,  and  in  all  other  duties  of 
mission  except  the  administration  of  the  sacraments. 

Besides,  your  Committee  gravely  doubt  the  right  of  this  Synod  to 
delegate  its  authority  to  anybody,  however  trustworthy,  to  dispense 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution,  in  admitting  candidates  to 
the  sacred  ministry.  The  Synod  can  exercise  this  power  only  with  re- 
spect to  persons  brought  inctividually  before  them.  If  what  the  Classis 
of  Arcot  ask  for  were  in  every  respect  proper  to  be  granted,  your  Com- 
mittee believe  that  the  Synod  have  no  power. 

Tour  Committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  a  dispensation  be  granted  to  Andrew  Sawyer  from 
the  particular  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  as  prepar- 
atory to  the  exercise  of  the  office  of  the  ministry,  and  that  the  Classis 
of  Arcot  have  power  to  ordain  him  to  the  work  of  the  ministry. 

6.  Jacob  Chamberlain,  Jr.,  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  asks  for  a 
dispensation  of  four  months  from  the  prescribed  term  of  study,  that  he 
may  be  enabled  to  attend  a  course  of  medical  lectures  preparatory  to 
his  going  as  a  missionary  to  the  Heathen.  The  Committee  recommend 
that  his  request  be  granted.

less  true  that  ignorance  and  sin  and  im 
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means  of  responding — ^that  cannot  but  hnmble  everj  member  df  this 
Synod  and  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  subject  of  Missioi^i — the  extension  of  Christ's  kingdom — ^the  dis- 
semination of  tme  evangelical  truth,  and  of  a  sound  and  conserratiye 
Church  polity,  must  always  be  matters  of  primary  importance  to  every 
well  wisher  of  the  cause  of  Missions.  They  embody  the  spirit  of  the  Gos- 
pel. They  are  the  hope  of  the  Church,  and  of  the  world.  This,  in  the 
abstract,  it  is  not  difficult  to  realize;  and  when  we  come  to  look  at  the 
facts — at  what  has  already  been  accomplished  under  increasing  disr 
couragements,  our  convictions  of  its  importance  are  demonstrated.  We 
need  but  to  look  at  the  75  churches  and  stations  aided,  the  3,070  fam- 
ilies having  the  Gospel  regularly  preached  to  them  by  the  aid  afforded 
by  this  Board;  at  the  3,905  members  being  trained  in  them;  at  the 
4  new  churches  erected;  at  the  622  souls  converted  during  the  year; 
at  the  81  Sabbath  Schools  that  have  shed  their  light  upon  the  hearts 
and  lives  of  5,102  children,  to  see  that  this  Board  is  doing  a  most  pre- 
dous  work  for  Missions,  and  for  the  advancement  of  His  Church;  and 
yet  all  this  goodly  heritage — these  gardens  enclosed,  whose  spices  flow 
abroad,  have  drawn  out  the  fostering  care  and  liberality  of  the  Church 
only  to  the  amount  of  $15,338  39. 

Your  Committee  would  not  employ  the  language  of  censure,  nor  even 
of  complaint.  They  would  merely  state  the  facts,  in  themselves  suffi- 
ciently numillating.  To  this  we  would  add  these  other  considerations — 
that  God  in  his  goodness  has  given  us  honor  in  the  eyes  of  men;  that 
He  has  endowed  us  with  a  sound  and  acceptable  form  of  Church  gov- 
ernment; and  with  pure  and  evangelical  standards;  and  with  a  labori- 
ous, faithful,  self-denying  ministry.  We  are  invited  to  possess  the 
land.  We  are  looked  up  to,  to  occupy  places  of  importance  and  trust 
now  in  preference  to  those  whose  religious  tenets  are  less  reliable;  and 
more  than  all  this,  we  have  been  blessed  and  enriched  beyond  all  expres- 
sion with  the  gracious  outpourings  of  the  Spirit.  God  has  given  us 
the  joy  of  harvest.  He  has  opened  the  windows  of  Heaven  and  pour- 
ed us  out  blessings,  till  we  are  straightened  in  receiving  them.  But 
with  all  this — and  we  speak  of  it  with  the  deepest  humiliation — the  in- 
come of  the  Board,  the  gifts  of  the  Church,  ?iave  steadily  fallen  off 
for  the  past  3  years.  In  1856,  it  was  $19,168;  in  1867,  it  was 
$16,950;  in  1858,  it  was  $15,338.  From  these  facts  result  two  very 
painful  consequences,  which  we  place  nakedly  before  the  minds  of  the 
members  of  this  Synod  and  of  every  member  of  our  Church.  The^rs^ 
is,  that  the  debt  of  the  Board  is  steadily  increasing  until  it  has  reached 
the  sum  of  $3,000.  The  second  is,  that  the  Board  have  been  under 
the  necessity  of  denying  all  applications  from  new  stations,  and  of  con- 
tracting all  their  operations,  thus  shutting  down  the  gates  of  prog- 
ress and  expansion,  and  allowing  many  a  golden  opportunity  to  pass 
away  forever.  Why  is  this  so?  Is  this  right?  Has  the  novelty  of 
new  instrumentalities  and  agencies  diverted  the  benefactions  of  the 
Church,  or  have  we  forgotten  to  give  liberally  in  proportion  as  we  have 
liberally  received  ?  And  your  Committoie  caxm.o\*  W\>  %j^  Vc!A^»  \^'t^0bss^ 
oftbia  debt  of  $3,000,  and  of  this  sad  couttwi^Qii 'm^^  ^s^T^^^sia.  ^^. 
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the  Foard,  and  of  these  destitnte  fields  tbat  ask  in  vain  Tor  the  breed 
of  life— is  ItDociciiig  at  the  doors  of  those  churches  within  our  bounds 
tliat  have  given  nothing  to  this  cause  during  the  year.  Your  Commit- 
tee, therefore,  recommend  the  adoptJon  of  Ae  foliowing  resolationa: 

1st.  Jtesolved,  That  Synod  deeply  regret  that  139  of  our  churches 
haye,  during  the  pftstyear,  made  no  contribution  to  the  Board  of  Domes- 
tic Missions,  and  that  Ihoy  affectionately  appeal  to  the  piety  and  Chris- 
tiau  liberality  of  those  churches  no  longer  to  withhold  their  aid,  though 
it  be  but  slight,  from  this  essential  work  of  the  Church. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  to  those  churches  which  are  withholding  their 
contributions  from  this  and  other  Boards  of  the  Chnrch,  npon  the 
plea  of  poverty,  we  earnestly  commend  the  truth,  "There  is  that  scat- 
tereth  and  yet  increaseth,  and  there  is  that  which  withholdeth  more 
than  IB  meet,  and  it  tcudeth  to  poverty." 

3d.  Resolved,  While  we  sympathize  with  those  churches  and  stations 
aided,  in  the  struggle  they  are  makinR— that  while  they  neglect  to  con- 
tribute annually  to  the  Treasury,  canuot  justly  expect  to  have  their 
appropriations  renewed. 

Your  Commiltee  also  find,  in  the  Secretary's  report  to  the  Synod,  a 
serious  difficulty  stated,  where  Classes  request  certain  appropriations 
to  be  made  within  their  bounds,  or  bold  back  a  corresponding  araonni 
from  the  Board.  Your  Committee  believe  that  it  ia  a  duty,  and  a  high 
and  glorious  privilege,  to  relieve  the  Board  from  the  pressure  of  pecu- 
niary embaiTaflsment,  and  then  make  it  the  honored  agent  of  these  dis- 
bursements.   They  therefore  present  the  foUow'tag  resolutions: 

ith.  Resolved,  TiaX,  while  we  fully  recognize  the  daty  of  ClassM  to 
att«nd  to  the  interests  of  religion  within  their  own  bonnds,  we  earnestly 
recommend  to  all  the  churches  to  make  the  Board  of  Domestic  MissicAS 
the  almoner  of  their  bounties. 

6th.  Reaaived,  While  we  consider  the  cause  of  Domestic  Missions  aa 
behind  no  other  in  magnitude  and  importance,  and  have  unlimited  c<»i- 
fidence  in  the  int^^ty  and  efficiency  of  its  Board,  that  we  consecrate 
ourselves  anew  as  Ministers  and  Elders  to  advance  its  intereflt  and 
(ffoeperity.

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The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
receired,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Annual  Sermon  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  was  preached  on 
the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Rev.  Ebenezer  P. 
Rogers,  D.D.,  from  2  Cor.  4 :  13,  last  clause — "We  also  believe,  and 
therefore  speak.'' 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions,  have  had  the  same  under  consideration,  and  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  report: 

The  fact  that  this  is  the  first  report  which  has  been  made  to  the 
General  Synod  by  its  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  since  that  Board 
entered  upon  a  distinct  and  independent  existence,  must  give  additional 
interest  to  its  details  and  statements.  Under  a  solemn  sense  of  duty 
and  responsibility  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  the  $ynod  at  its 
last  regular  meeting  decided  to  separate  from  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M., 
with  which  most  efficient  and  valuable  agency  it  had  been  long  and 
happily  connected.  While  this  decision  was  characterized  by  a  very 
remarkable  and  unexpected  unanimity,  and  under  circumstances  which 
fully  warranted  the  belief  that  it  was  in  accordance  with  ibe  leadings 
of  Providence,  and  the  guidance  of  the  Divine  Spirit,  it  was  natural 
that  the  result  should  be  expected  with  mingled  feelings  of  hope  and 
fear.  The  first  report  of  the  Board  would  very  naturally  be  looked 
for  with  unusual  anxiety,  and  examined  with  unwonted  interest.  It 
would  show  whether  the  Synod  had  correctly  interpreted  the  voice  of 
Providence,  and  truly  found  the  way  of  duty. 

That  report  has  been  made,  and  in  examining  its  statements,  and 
summing  up  the  results  which  it  presents,  our  hearts  ha?e  been  filled 
with  gratitude  to  God,  and  we  have  been  inclined  to  say,  "What  hath 
God  wrought."  It  has  revealed  the  pleasing  fact  that  our  churches 
have  in  a  good  degree  appreciated  the  responsibility  which  now  rests 
upon  them  in  relation  to  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  have 
come  up  nobly  to  the  work  of  supporting  their  own  Board.  The 
simple  fact,  that  in  a  year  characterized  by  a  state  of  commercial 
depression  unexampled  in  the  history  of  our  country,  the  contributions 
of  our  churches  to  this  cause  should  have  increased  almost  33^  per 
cent.,  is  eloquent  and  impressive  in  its  testimony  to  the  correctness  of 
the  views  of  the  last  Synod,  and  affords  pleasing  assurance  that  the 
Church  is  ready  to  provide  for  her  own  missions  on  a  scale  of  Christian 
liberality  proportionate  to  the  necessity  and  importance  of  the  caise. 
We  are  warranted  in  the  hope  that  the  course  of  the  Dutch  Church 
on  heathen  ground  will,  by  the  blessing  of  her  Head,  be  hereafter  one 
of  increasing  and  permanent  prosperity,  usefulness  and  honor.

Among  the  interesting  facts  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Board, 
is  the  statement  that  the  Classis  of  Arcot  have  examined  for  licen- 
sure and  ordination  a  Christian  native,  of  whom  they  speak  in  high 
terms  as  a  man  of  remarkable  intelligence  and  deep  piety,  and  who 
may  be  expected  to  prove  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  missiona- 
ries in  their  important  and  arduous  field. 

The  Committee  have  been  happy  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the 
Board,  that  God  has  inclined  the  hearts  of  several  of  the  yonng  men, 
preparing  for  the  ministry,  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work  of  Foreign 
Missions.  Three  have  already  been  received  by  the  Board,  and  assigned 
to  their  fields  of  labor:  Rev.  Alvln  Ostrom  and  Rev.  Daniel  Rapelje  to 
China,  and  Rev.  Joseph  Mayo  to  India.  There  is  also  a  candidate 
for  the  foreign  field  at  present  in  the  middle  class  of  the  Theological 
Seminary.  This  intelligence  the  Committee  believe  will  be  very  grati- 
fying to  the  Church,  and  will  doubtless  stimulate  to  increased  prayer 
and  effort,  to  sustain  the  Board  iu  their  wise  progressive  policy.  As 
Qod  in  his  providence  opens  wide  the  door,  and  raises  up  men  to  enter; 
let  not  the  Church  delay  or  neglect  to  provide  the  means  to  send  them ; 
if  she  does,  she  is  recreant  to  her  vows  and  obligations,  and  cannot 
expect  to  receive  the  smile  of  her  Lord  and  King. 

In  this  connection  the  Committee  would  testify  to  the  value  of  the 
labors  of  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder,  in  visiting  the  Churches,  attending 
missidnary  conventions,  and  delivering  addresses  to  congregations  and 
Sunday  schools.  They  believe  that  this  has  contributed  very  moch  to 
an  increased  interest  among  the  Churches,  and  to  larger  contribntioas 
to  the  cause.

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ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD    OF    PUBLICATION. 

The  Fourth  Annoal  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Pablication. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

A  copy  of  each  of  the  Tracts  published  by  the  Board  during  the 
past  year  were  received,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on 
Publication  for  examination.  . 

A  number  of  copies  of  the  Tracts,  lately  issued  by  the  Board  of 
Publication,  were  received  from  the  Board,  and  distributed  among  the 
members  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  reported,  and  their  report  was  ac- 
cepted, amended,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Publication  report  that  the  matters  referred  to 
them  have  received  as  much  attention  as  circumstances  would  allow, 
but  not  as  much  as  their  importance  demands,  and  the  result  is  respect- 
fully presented  to  Synod. 

They  have  had  before  them  a  reference  from  the  Classis  of  Geneva, 
on  the  subject  of  publishing  the  Minutes  of  Synod  in  Low  Dutch,  for 
the  benefit  of  our  Holland  brethren. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  such  a  measure  is  inexpedient. 

From  their  Fourth  Annual  Report,  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee, 
accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  lYeasurer,  it  appears  that  the  Board  of 
Publication  have,  notwithstanding  serious  embarrassments,  prosecuted 
their  work  with  energy  and  success. 

Their  treasury  has  received,  during  the  past  year,  $9,947  07; 
their  expenditures  have  been  $9,924  51;  leaving  a  balance  in  favor  of 
the  Board  of  $22  56.  There  was  on  hand  at  the  date  of  the  report 
stock  of  the  value  of  $9,482  89. 

Of  the  amount  paid  into  the  Treasury  but  a  very  small  part  has 
been  contributed  by  the  churches;  individual  liberality j  and  that  largely 
developed  among  the  members  of  the  Board  itself,  have  replenished  hca* 
treasury,  and  kept  her  wheels  in  successful  operation. 

.In  view  of  this  state  of  things,  your  Committee  recommend  the 
passage  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  our  churches  to  contribute 
annually  toward  replenishing  the  treasury  of  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  Board  have  deemed  it  advisable  to  employ  an  agent,  to  visit 
the  churches  in  furtherance  of  the  important  work  in  which  they  are 
engaged.  The  Rev.  John  Minor  entered  upon  this  agency  some  three 
montns  since,  and  has  thus  far  met  with  cheering  success.  This  a^TMs^ 
is  sustained,  not  bj  the  funds  of  the  Board,  but  ^sx^td"]  \t^  Nsx^^ir^^^na^ 
gifts  for  that  special  object. 
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Your  Committee  are  confident  that,  tLrough  the  bles^ng  of  God  ac- 
COmpEUijiDg  the  tabors  of  this  respected  brother  as  he  passes  throogh 
our  churches,  sucb  au  amount  of  interest  will  be  awakened  as  shill 
Issue  in  a  large  increase  of  fmidfi  for  the  prosecution  of  this  department 
of  christian  enterprise ;  and  they  woald  in  couneotioQ  with  these  remarks 
propose  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolation,  viz: 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  sanction  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Pub- 
lication in  tlie  employment  of  an  agent,  under  the  circumstances  abote 
stated,  and  rccommeud  such  i^nt  to  the  co-operation  of  our  minister 
and  cb arches. 

During  the  year  closing  May  1st,  1858,  the  Board  hare  issued  3  new 
books;  2  editions  of  works  already  published;  Revised  Liturgy;  works 
in  German,  1,017  copies;  works  in  Holland,  1,000  copies;  26  new 
Tracts;  4  old  Tracts;  whole  number  of  pages  published  during  the 
year,  3,043,368 — making  the  publications  of  the  year  not  only  much 
greater  than  that  of  any  former  year,  but  actually  in  advance  of  all  the 
three  previous  years. 

These  statements  are  certainly  highlv  encouraging,  and  call  for  thanks 
to  God. 

They  witness,  too,  for  the  Board,  that  they  have  been  diligent  in  the 
execution  of  their  trust,  and  they  should  receive  our  cordial  thanks. 

The  publications  of  the  Board  daring  the  past  year,  which  hare  been 
gnbmitted  to  the  Committee,  appear,  (so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
examine  them, )  to  have  been  jadicionsly  selected,  and  to  set  forth  tjv^ 
gelical  truth,  as  constantly  held  in  our  communion. 

The  contract  for  the  publication  of  onr  Psalm  Mid  Hrnm  Book  ex- 
piree in  the  coming  year,  and  order  should  be  taken  at  the  present  wot- 
aion  of  Synod  for  its  future  issue. 

This  is,  in  the  judgment  of  yonr  Committee,  a  sabject  of  gre&t  im- 
portance. Our  Psatm  and  Hymn  Book  should  be  issned  with  the 
greatest  care,  so  that  it  may  be  free  from  typographical  errors;  it 
ihonld  be  printed  on  good  paper,  and  firmly  bound;'  and,  at  the  same 
time,  it  should  be  sold  at  cost.  The  interests  of  the  Church  require 
this.  In  reference  to  this  subject,  your  Committee  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

Resolved,  That  the  future  issnii^  of  onr  Psalmody  be  committed  to 
the  Board  of  Publication. 

Resolved,  That  the  particular  attention  of  the  Board  be  c^ed  to 
the  execntion  of  this'  important  work,  especially  so  far  as  the  paper, 
type,  and  binding  are  concerned. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  directed  to  famish  onr  Psaha  and 
Hymn  Book  to  the  pnblic  at  cost,  or  as  near  it  as  posdble. 

Resolved,  That  no  edition  be  issued  unaccompamed  by  the  doctrinal 
standards  and  liturgy  of  the  Charch.

of  Christ,  to  greatly  enlarged  liberality  and  assiduity  in  cultivating  the 
fields  ivhich  He  is  opening  up  to  christian  effort. 

Resolved,  That  we  cannot  acqnit  onrselves  of  our  imperative  duty  in 
view  of  the  deahngg  of  Ood,  without  lai^y  exceeding  for  the  commg 
year  our  benevolent  contributions  for  the  past,  and  of  giving  for  the 
cause  of  Christ  according  as  the  Lord  hath  prospered  us. 

Resolved,  That  those  of  our  churches  who  have  failed  to  contribute 
to  any  or  all  of  our  Boards  during  the  last  year,  are  hereby  most  ear- 
nestly requested  and  affectionately  urged  not  to  fail  to  contribnte,  and 
that  liberally,  to  each  of  the  benevolent  enterprises  of  our  Chnrch. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  to  the  pastors  of  our  respective  chorchea  that 
we  look,  and  by  whom  we  confidently  expect  that  the  several  canaei  of 
benevolence  shall  be  statedly  presented  to  their  congregations,  with 
such  information  as  shall  enable  them  to  contribute  according  to  the 
duma  of  the  subjects  presented.

Eye-witnesses  testily 
that,  amidst  the  fearful  scenes  connected  with  his  death,  he  displayed 
a  Christian  serenity,  and  among  his  last  act«  were  his  exhortations  to 
the  despairing  around  him  to  trust  in  Jesus  Christ. 

Mr.  Riddle  entered  the  Senior  Class  by  dispensation  from  General 
Synod. 

.  Mr.  Chamberlain  was  absent,  by  leave  of  Synod,  about  four  months 
during  the  sessions,  attending  a  course  of  medical  lectures  in  New 
Vork,  as  he  is  expecting  to  go  on  a  mission  to  India. 

Robert  R.  Froudfit  was  absent  during  the  whole  of  the  first  session 
and  part  of  the  second,  attending  a  course  of  Uw  .lectures.  Sino^ 
about  the  23d  of  January  his  attendance  has  been  r^^lar,  and  his 
progress  in  study  satisfactory. 

W.  R.  Duryee  has  been  absent  in  Europe  during  the  year,  on  ao- 
count  of  ill  health.  He  expects  to  pursue  his  studies  with  the  Middle 
Class  of  next  year. 

Mr.  Butts,  of  the  Junior  Class,  is  a  preacher  in  the  Methodist! 
Church,  but  received  permission  from  the  Committee  on  Reception  of 
Students  to  attend  upon  the  lectures. 

Mr.  Watson  asked  and  obtained  permission  to  leave  on  the  1st  of 
May,  that  he  might  take  an  agency  of  the  Sunday  School  Union,  by 
which  he  hoped  to  raise  himself  above  the  necessity  of  asking  aid 
from  the  funds  of  the  Church. 

The  Faculty  feel  warranted  to  expect  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
atudents,  beyond  that  of  the  graduating  class.  ,

All  the  Classes  were  examined  on  their  respective  studies,  and 
afforded  entire  satisfaction  to  the  Board.  The  Senior  Class  were  also 
examined  respecting  their  personal  experience  of  religion,  and  their 
views  in  wishing  to  enter  the  sacred  ministry. 

The  Board  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
institution,  and  on  the  fact  that  the  number  of  students  is  greater, 
and  the  promise  more  encouraging,  than  ever  before. 

The  Faculty  also  report  that  there  has  been  strict  punctuality  in 
attendance  on  the  lectures,  and  very  commendable  diligence  in  study.

The  Board  of  Direction  rMpectfdllj  report,  that  two  anbacriptfoM 
•to  the  Permanent  Fnnd  of  the  Oenend  Synod  of  $500  each  have  Been 
paid  in.  The  Board  haye  received  from  several  indlvidnali  six  bonds 
of  the  township  of  Holland,  Ottawa  Coanty,  Michigan,  of  $100  each* 
in  trnst,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Holland  A<»demj,.in  Holland,  Michi- 
gan, the  principal  to  be  kept  and  applied  towards  an  endowoaent  ftmd 
for  the  benefit  of  said  academj,and  tne  interest  used  towards  its  snpporL 

There  has  been  deposited  with  the  Board  two  deeds  of  the  **  Amei^ 
lean  Board  of  Gomuiissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,*  dated  Aqgost 
85th,  1858,  convejing  to  General  8/nod  of  the  Beformed  Dotdi 
Ohnrch  the  real  estate  and  other  property  at  the  missionary  statkm 
known  as  the  "  Amoy  Mission,"  In  China,  also  the  real  eatate  aod 
other  property  at  the  miudonary  station  known  as  the  "  Arcot  Ml^ 
sion,"  in  tlie  Presidency  of  Madras,  British  India. 

The  Widows'  Fund  at  this  time  amonnts  to  $1 7,018.85,being  $818.«1 
less  than  at  the  last  report;  there  are  84  subscribers  to  the  fnnd,  of 
whom  ten  have  been  added  dnring  the  year.  The  amonnt  collected 
in  the  churches  for  this  fund  daring  the  year  is  $121.39,  and  there 
has  $500  been  withdrawn.  The  Rev.  John  Gray  and  Mrs.  Anna 
Scott,  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  James  Scott,  D.D.,  have  been  placed  on 
the  list  of  annuitants  on  the  fnnd. 

The  contingent  expenses  of  Synod  for  the  year  amonnt  to  about 
$2,000,  and  the  amount  received  from  the  Classes  to  meet  this  expen- 
diture has  been  $988.96. 

A  separate  account  has  been  opened  for  the  Church  Building  Fnnd, 
and  also  for  the  Sustentation  Fund,  and  they  also  appear  in  a  separ* 
ate  form  in  the  Annual  Digest.  The  Board  endeavor,  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable, to  keep  distinct  from  each  other  the  different  funds  of  Synod, 
although  in  the  investment  of  them  this  is  not  always  passible. 
'  Your  Board  have  met  frequently,  and  as  often  as  the  business  in- 
trusted to  their  care  has  required,  and  their  meetings  have  been 
characterized  by  the  most  entire  unanimity. 

Your  Board  would  beg  leave  to  remind  General  Synod  that,  with 
the  increase  of  real  estate  and  unproductive  property  placed  under 
their  care,  there  will  necessarily  arise  an  increased  expense,  to  meet 
which  a  more  adequate  provision  ought  to  be  made,  and  they  would 
therefore  recommend  that  the  churches  be  urged  to  pay  greater  atten- 
tion to  the  fund  required  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  Synod. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  herewith  submitted,  exhibits  in  detail  the 
state  of  the  funds  belonging  to  the  Synod.

The  following  report  was  recetTad  from  the  eooudttea  to  aon^ 
spond  with  the  Free  Ghnrch  of  Seotlaiidf  aooompanied  with  eeplsa  cf 
proceedings  and  debates  of  the  Oeoeral  Assemb^of  the  Free  OhnvA 
of  SooiUnd;  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  OorroipoBdaMa: 


The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  to  Oeneral  Synod  that  ha 
received  the  printed  Minutes  of  the  "  Proceedings  and  Debates  of  tiia 
Oeneral  Assemblies  of  the  Free  Ohurch  of  Scotland,  held  at  Bdia- 
burgh,  in  May,  1857,  and  in  May,  1858,''  which  were  sent  to  his  caie, 
and  addressed  "  To  the  Rev.  the  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Protestant 
Dutch  Ohurch,  U.  S.  A.,  from  the  Colonial  Committee  of  the  Free 
Church  of  Scotland,  with  fraternal  salutations,''  by  the  Rev.  J. 
Bonar,  D.D.,  Convener  of  that  committee.  These  Minutes  ocmtain 
highly  interesting  and  important  information  and  discnssions,  and  it 
is  respectfully  recommended  that  they  be  deposited  in  the  libraxy  of 
our,  Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick. 

No  reply  has  been  received  to  the  letter  addressed  to  the  Genenl 
Assembly  by  your  Committee  of  Correspondence,  which  is  acknowt 
edged  and  published  in  its  Minutes  for  1857.

The  Rev.  John  M.  Erebs,  D.D.,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  ap- 
peared in  Synod,  and  having  produced  testimonials  of  his  appdni- 
ment,  took  his  seat  as  a  Corresponding  Delegate  flrom  the  (Jeneial 
Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States.

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logieal  library  belonging  to  our  Ohnrch;  iUbo,  we  recommend  that  this 
oorrenx>ndence  be  continaed,  by  sending  to  tliat  body  three  copies  of 
the  Minutes  of  oar  Synod. 

A  fraternal  letter  has  been  received  by  this  Synod,  from  a  committee 
appointed  by  the  Reformed  Dntch  Chnrch  of  Sonth  Africa,  on  Foreign 
Correspondence,  stating  what  they  have  done  for  the  promotion  of 
the  Qospel  among  themselves,  and  for  extending  it  to  the  heathen  in 
their  neighborhood.  In  the  conclusion  of  their  commnnication,  they 
cheerfnlly  refer  to  the  revival  which  has  taken  place  in  this  conntry, 
ftod  pray  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Most  High  may  continue  to  be  poured 
down  in  rich  abundance  upon  our  Ghurdi,  and  request  that  the  Chris- 
tians in  America  will  especially  remember  Africa  in  their  supplications 
ftt  a  throne  of  grace. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  this  Synod  continue  their  corre- 
spondence with  this  body  as  heretofore. 

The  committee  also  recommend  that  the  communication  of  the 
delegate  of  this  Synod  to  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  which  has  been  received  by  this  Synod,  be  printed  in  their 
Minntes.

In  conformity  with  the  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  qmit  a 
part  of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  in  religtous  eze^ 
cises,  conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  preriously  reported  by  a  commit- 
tee for  that  purpose,  consisting  of  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  Joseph 
F.  Berg,  and  the  Elder,  Thomas  Jeremiah. 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  making  arrangements  for  the  observ- 
ance of  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be  referred  to  the  oon^ 
mittee  appointed  on  the  derotional  exercises  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  a  prayer-meeting  be  held  in  the  Consistory  Boom 
of  the  church,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  9  o'clock,  a.  m. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  obserred  on  the  aftemooft 
of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  in  conformity  to  the  arrangement  re- 
ported by  the  committee  on  the  devotional  exercises  of  the  Synod. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  beg  leave  to  report,  that 
they  have  seldom  had  placed  in  their  hands  more  cheering  docnmenti 
than  the  reports  of  the  several  Synods  on  this  subject;  and  they  regret 
that  the  necessity  for  brevity  forbids  them  to  reiterate  the  satisllactory 
details  found  in  these  reports. 

By  the  admirable  arrangements  now  adopted,  they  have  had  befcm 
them  a  statement  from  almost  every  church  in  our  connection,  and 
with  hardly  an  exception  the  language  is  joyous  and  hopefuL  Each 
of  the  Particular  Synods  use  the  same  phrase,  and  call  tlus  year  the 
/ear  of  the  right  hand  of  lVi«  M.oe\.  Hv^\i,  and  Justly,  for  it  he  iriio 
attenpnase  glorifies  God,  Go&  \b  l\i\E  ^%:s  ^<^f^^>Q^  ^^  ^SiDsas^\' 
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liiigiiftge  M  she  tells  what  Ood  has  done  is  fall  of  thanksgiting,  nor 
ia  there  scarcely  a  discordant  note  from  one  end  of  onr  Zion  to  the 
other.  Toor  committee,  however^  do  not  mean  to  say  that  Uiere  ia 
no  cause  for  deep  homility  anchlowly  confession,  for  they  do  not  forget 
that  tiie  Ohnrch  is  still  militant,  encamped  within  a  prorince  in  rebel- 
lion against  onr  rightfnl  Lord;  that  the  sounds  and  sights  of  treason 
agunst  the  Most  High  are  on  erery  side,  and  that  she  is  not  herself 
as  loyal  as  it  becomes  the  serrants  of  such  a  King  to  be;  yet,  as  each 
indiridual  band  passes  in  review,  they  behold,  almost  without  ex* 
caption,  the  cheerful  shout  and  the  stir  oi  actirity,  and  they  feel  that 
H  wonld  be  ungratefol  to  God  to  adopt  a  different  strain. 

In  endeavoring  to  ascertain,  from  the  documents  before  themi 
"what  is  the  state  of  religion  in  our  Church,"  two  inquiries  present* 
ad  themseWes.  The  first  of  these  is,  What  does  (%rist  think  of  Ui 
Church? 

We  know,  indeed,  that  our  Lord  sees  much,  oh  I  how  much  I  in  us 
for  the  forgiveness  of  which  he  must  daily  interaede;  but  judging  from 
his  dealings  with  his  Church  during  the  past  year,  your  committee 
think  that  they  must  say,  that  the  light  of  his  countenance  is  upon 
her;  his  truth  is  proclaimed  throughout  her  borders. '  Her  people  re* 
loiee  in  the  sanctuary.  He  meets  them  there  according  to  his  promise; 
he  imparts  the  graces  of  his  Spirit.  He  has  added  during  the  year 
more  than  the  Pentecostal  number  of  five  thousand  (5,809)  to  her 
communion.  He  has  caused  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  go  out 
towards  the  children,  and  to  care  for  the  lambs  of  the  fold.  He  has 
extended  her  cords  and  strengthened  her  stakes  in  the  Western  por- ' 
tions  of  our  land,  and  has  induced  her  to  stretch  forth  her  hand  to  the 
^distant  East,  and  to  seek  to  add  India,  and  China,  and  Japan  to  his 
Ungdom.  He  blesses  her  ministry — aiding  and  comlforting  them  while 
they  live;  and  when  they  grow  old  or  feeble  he  allows  them  to  die  and 
to  be  with  him.  And  yet  in  his  love  he  spares  them  lon|^  to  his 
Church,  and  allows  her  this  year  to  mourn  over  the  removal  of  only 
five  of  her  standard-bearers — the  lamented  Rev.  Dr.  Lee,  D.  Tan  OUn* 
da,  E.  H.  May,  G.  C.  Yermeule,  Peter  Labagh;  and  while  Synod  has 
been  in  session  he  hath  called  from  his  labors  our  Brother  SilL  He 
£^veth  his  beloved  sleep.  Yes,  the  smiles  of  onr  beloved  Lord  are 
on  us,  and  if  your  committee  interpret  aright  his  dealings,  they  would 
say  take  courage,  for  Jesus  loves  still  our  Church;  he  owns  her;  he 
Uessesher. 

But,  in  seeking  to  ascertain  the  state  of  religion  in  a  church,  there 
is  another  important  inquiry  to  be  made.  We  must  not  only  ask 
what  does  Christ  think  of  his  Church,  but  what  does  his  Church  think 
of  him. 

Tour  committee  are  persuaded  that  no  one  can  look  at  the  results 
of  the  past  year  without  feeling  that  our  Church  loves  Christ  more 
than  ever;  obeys  him  more  cheerfully,  and  more  fully;  trusts  him  more 
nnreservedly,  and  has  put  forth  renewed  efforts  to  extend  his  cause 
and  kingdom.  She  has  prayed  more,  she  has  contributed  mox^.  '^^i^ek^ 
iiy  the  jmceding  year  her  contrlbuWoni  tot  Y^tiwi^v^x.  ^^osr^MiMk

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$155,000.  She  ta  actiTe  amid  her  young,  leekiiig  to  bring  fhem  eprfj 
to  the  Barioar.  She  promiaei  to  educate  for  the  Goapel  miniatij  at 
of  her  sons  who  seek  her  aid,  and  aeema  ready  to  endoafor  to  dohar 
dn^  to  her  Lord.  ^ 

Far,  therefore,  as  she  cornea  short  of  what  aha  ooght  to  be,  doepir  as 
she  moarns  o? er  her  want  of  aelf-aacrifldng  lore,  to  yoor  nrmmfant 
her  attitade  is  cheering  and  fhll  of  promise.  She  is  leaning  oa  tta 
arm  of  her  belo? ed,  looking  to  Him.  She  ia  penitent^  bol  gmtsAd, 
and  is  praying  for  more  grace,  thanking  Ood  and  taUng  ooimge. 

In  reply  to  the  reqnest  that  General  Synod  wonid  ddina  oMm  Mlj 
what  is  meant  by  contributions  for  relig^mis  sod  bencToIent  purposes^ 
and  whether  the  contributions  made  to  indigent  membera  of  each 
church  are  to  be  placed  under  this  head,  or  under  that  entitled  Ooi- 
gregational  Purposes,  your  committee  would  remaric,  that  thej  can- 
not conoeiTe  how  the  design  of  Synod  could  be  more  deaily  detoed 
than  by  the  terms  religions  and  beneTolent  pmpuaes;  aurdT  eontiONh 
tions  made  for  the  poor  whom  Jesus  lores  is  a  rtHgimu  tmi  hmudmi 
«d,  and  cannot  be  styled  a  congregational  pnrpoaa.

was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: ' 

The  Committee  on  Sjnodical  Minutes  respectAilIy  report: 

That  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Sjnod,  of  the  Partfcolir 

Synods  of  New  York,  Albany,  and  Chicago,  haTe  been  placed  b 

their  hands,  and  examined  with  care. 
In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York  they  find  tite 

following  references  to  General  Synod:  • 

Fr4m  the  Classis  of  WatchaUr  we  have  this  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  General  Synod  be  requested  to  state,  for  the  infot^ 
mation  of  the  several  Consistories,  whether  the  contributions  taken 
up  by  particular  churches  for  the  assistance  or  support  of  their  owii 
indigent  members  in  full  communion  are  to  be  reported  to  Clasns  ai- 
der the  head  of  contributions  for  Religious  and  Benevoleni  Pwrpomif 
or  for  Congregational  Purposes;  and  further,  to  define  more  fully  the 
meaning  of  the  requirement  in  regard  to  Consistorial  reports  of  be- 
nevolent contributions,  with  a  view  to  greater  uniformity  in  making 
up  said  reports.     Also, 

"Resolved,  That  Mr.  George  Strohmenger  be  recommended  to  Gen- 
eral Synod  for  a  general  Dispensation  allowing  this  Classis  to  exam- 
ine him ;  and  if  his  examination  be  sustained,  to  license  him  to  preach 
the  Gos[)eI  among  the  Germans. '^ 

From  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie  we  have  the  following  resolution: 

"Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  General  Synod  be  respectfully  di- 
rected to  the  reqnest  recently  received  from  the  Lodiana  Mission, 
desiring  the  devotion  of  a  specific  time  in  January  next  to  prayer  by 
the  whole  Church  for  the  outponring  of  tlie  Spirit  upon  the  world." 

They  find  nothing  in  the  Minutes  of  tlio  Particular  Synod  of  Al- 
bany requiring  the  attention  of  this  General  Synod. 

In  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  we  have  sev- 
eral matters  l)roiight  to  the  attention  of  this  Synod. 

The  following  was  adopted,  at  the  reqnest  of  the  Classis  of  Michi- 
gan: 

"  That  this  Classis  respectfully  asks  the  Particular  Synod  of  Chica- 
go to  request  the  General  Synod  to  extend  to  the  other  Western 
Classes  the  privilege  that  was  granted  daring  its  session  of  June  last 
to  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  viz.:  to  divide  the  whole  amount  appropri- 
ated to  each  Classis,  for  expenses  to  General  Synod,  among  their 
respective .  delegates,  who  shall  be  in  actual  attendance  upon  the 
General  Synod,  during  the  continuance  of  such  appropriation;  pro- 
vided that  no  delegate  shall  receive  more  than  the  actual  expenses 
of  travel." 

Uader  the  head  "  Chnrcu  Qov(iTtvtn^\iV.J^  \.\i^  ^Q\\a^\w^  resolution 
was  adopted: 
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" Resolved f  That  iDasmoch  as  there  is  a  deficiency  of  one  elder  in  the 
>nnation  of  a  qaoram,  this  Particular  Synod  requests  the  General 
ynod  to  grant  the  necessary  dispensation." 

Under  the  head  of  "Schools  and  Edacation,"  the  following  pream- 
le  and  resolution  were  adopted : 

"  W^eas,  The  students  at  New  Brunswick  from  the  West^  who  are 
Qstained  by  the  Board  of  Education,  receive  the  same  appropriation 
8  the  Eastern  students  for  their  support,  and,  on  account  of  their 
istance  from  home,  have  to  make  at  every  vacation  a  very  great 
3omey,  or  remain  in  New  Brunswick  under  expense;  and  as  it  is  im- 
lossible  for  these  students  to  live  on  what  they  receive,  they  generally 
laving  no  relations  or  friends  who  are  able  to  contribute  anything 
owards  their  living;  and  as  it  is  of  great  importance  to  regard  and 
ake  to  heart  these  circumstances,  because  they  are  most  discouraging 
>oth  to  those  who  are  educated  and  to  those  who  promote  the  cause 
»f  education,  and  because  it  is  clear  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  to 
;o  farther  in  preparing  our  young  men  for  the  ministry  under  the 
iresent  arranp^ment:  Therefore, 

**Resdved,  That  the  General  Synod  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to 
.atborize  the  Board  of  Education  to  increase  the  amount  appropri- 
ated to  the  students  from  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  who  pur- 
ue  their  studies  at  New  Brunswick,  so  as  to  place  them  on  an  equal 
ooting  with  those  students  whose  homes  are  in  the  East." 

Under  the  head  "  Particularia,"  the  following  preamble  and  resoln- 
ions  were  adopted;  the  third  resolntion  claiming  the  attention  of  this 
>ynod: 

"  Inasmuch  as  it  is  the  will  of  our  Lord  that  we  bear  each  other's 
wardens;  and 

'*  Whereas  J  Our  beloved  Brother  Ferris,  with  his  small  church,  must 
ink  under  crushing  calamities,  if  not  aided;  and  inasmuch  as  the 
aaintenance  of  the  Church  in  Chicago  is  very  important  to  the  Re- 
Drmed  Dutch  Church  in  the  West,  it  being  at  a  very  influential  and 
antral  point:  Therefore, 

** Resolved,  1.  That  each  church  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod 
}e  earnestly  requested  to  take  up  a  collection  in  behalf  of  the  Second 
]lhurch  of  Chicago,  on  or  before  the  first  Sabbath  of  September 
lezt. 

**  2.  That  the  clergymen  of  this  Synod  be  requested  to  preach  each 
>f  them  one  Sabbath  during  the  collecting  journey  of  Brother  Ferris, 
it  such  time  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  him  and  them. 

"  3.  That  this  Second  Church  of  Chicago  be  recommended  strongly 
o  the  benevolence  of  our  Eastern  Christian  friends  of  the  Dutch 
7hurch,  and  that  the  General  Synod  be  asked  to  devise  liberal  means 
o  release  these  brethren  from  their  embarrassments." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

An  appeal  taken  by  the  Consistory  of  the  Second  Reformed  Datch 
Church  of  the  city  of  Schenectady,  from  a  decision  of  the  Partienbr 
Synod  of  Albany,  affirming  the  action  of  the  Classis  of  Schenectady 
in  relation  to  a  call  made  by  them,  was  presented,  which  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business. 

Resolved,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtnres  and 
Judicial  Business,  contained  in  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany  of  1858,  invol?iDg  a  question  of  interest  to  the  Reformed 
Dutch  Church  of  Schodack,  and  which  was  not  noticed  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  Synodical  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  be  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business. 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business  reported,  and 
their  report  was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Overtures  and  Judicial  Business,  to  whom  was 
referred  the  appeal  of  the  Second  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church 
at  Schenectady  from  a  decision  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany, 
have  examined  the  said  appeal,  and  find  it  to  be  in  order;  and  recooh 
mend  that  the  trial  of  the  appeal  be  conducted  according  to  the  order 
prescribed  by  Synod. 

With  regard  to  the  order  in  which  the  documents  shall  be  read, 
the  committee  recommend  the  following,  viz.: 

1.  The  remonstrance  presented  to  the  Classis  of  Schenectady  against 
.the  approval  of  the  call. 

2.  The  reasons  accompanying  the  remonstrance. 

The  committee  also  recommend  that  the  trial  of  the  said  i^^peal  be 
made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Monday  next,  at  half  past  three 
o'clock,  p.  M. 

With  regard  to  the  PacliCTA^LT  ^'^tio^  qI  Q^ivstJ|,Q^^\is^  wiSl  %  dis- 
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pensation  from  this  Synod,  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  at  their  late  ses- 
sioQ,  there  was  a  deficiencj  of  one  elder  in  the  formation  of  a  qaoram, 
a  similar  request  was  made  by  that  Synod  at  the  session  of  1857.  It 
is  to  be  regretted  they  are  so  soon  compelled  to  ask  a  like  favor. 

Tour  committee  are  aware  of  the  difficulties  which  the  elders  have 
to  encounter  in  attending  the  sessions  of  the  Synod  of  Chicago. 
Some  of  them  have  to  travel  a  long  distance,  and  consequently  at  a 
great  expense  of  time  and  money;  and  therefore  the  several  Classes, 
in  selecting  their  delegates  to  the  Synod,  should  be  careful  to  select 
BQch  as  in  all  probability  will  attend  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and 
enjoin  upon  them,  severally,  the  neressUy  of  their  attendance. 

In  hope  that  a  similar  case  will  not  again  occur,  your  committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  dispensation  asked  for  by  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago  be,  and  hereby  is,  granted. 

In  the  communication  dated  Rochester,  1st  June,  your  committee 
find  nothing  claiming  the  action  of  Synod. 

With  regard  to  the  joint  reference  from  the  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Schodack  and  the  Classis  of  Rensselaer,  concerning  the 
question  as  to  what  are  the  Consistorial  Minutes  requisite  to  be  pre- 
Bented  to  Classis,  as  found  among'  the  actions  of  the  Particular  Synod 
of  Albany,  at  their  regular  session  in  May,  1858,  your  committee 
recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution: 

Eaolvedf  That  the  Church  of  Schodack  be  referred  to  Chapter  11, 
Article  2,  Section  8,  of  the  Constitution. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Synod  considered  the  appeal  in  the  following  order: 

1.  The  sentence  appealed  from  was  read. 

2.  The  appeal  and  reasons  of  appeal  were  read. 

3.  The  documents  in  the  case  were  read/m  Wi^  ot^^t  '^t^Msc^cs^Xs*^ 
tbe  Committee  on  Overtures  and  JudieiaXBvisvci^^. 
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4.  The  Gonsistorj  were  heard  by  their  Comminioiier,  Hon.  S.  H. 
Johnson. 

5.  The  Classls  were  heard  by  the  Rev.  Abraham  J.  Switn. 

6.  The  Particular  Synod  were  heard,  in  explaoation  of  the  gronndi 
of  their  decision,  by  the  ReT.  J.  Q.  Hall,  a  member  of  tiiat  body 
when  the  decision  appealed  fh>m  was  made. 

f .  The  Consistory  were  heard  in  reply  by  their  Commiinioner. 

The  parties  having  withdrawn,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  deliberate 
and  decide. 

The  roll  was  called,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the  members  an  op* 
portnnity  to  express  their  opinion,  when  the  following  motion  was 
made  and  seconded: 

Besoltfed,  That  the  appeal  be  sustained. 

The  question  being  taken  on  this  motion,  it  was  decided  In  the 
negative, 

Resolted,  That  Oeneral  Synod,  in  their  action  not  to  sustain  the 
appeal  of  the  Second  Church  of  Schenectady,  had  reference  only  to 
the  appropriate  action  of  Classis  in  the  settlement  of  ministers,  and 
would  not  hfi  considered  as  deciding  upon  the  merits  of  the  ease, 
which,  from  the  nature  of  the  appeal,  did  not  come  before  them. 
But,  as  all  controversy  in  a  church  must  be  very  displeasing  to  our 
Divine  and  loving  Master,  and  ruinous  to  themselves,  the  Synod  would 
affectionately  assure  the  Consistory  and  Church  of  Schenectady  of 
their  deep  sympathy  and  desire  for  their  peace  and  welfare,  and  would 
therefore  earnestly  entreat  them  to  exercise  towards  each  other  that 
kind  and  Christian  forbearance  which  their  circumstances  demand; 
each  one  seeking,  according  to  the  Apostle's  direction,  not  his  own, 
but  the  things  of  Christ. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  transmit  a  certified  copy  of  the 
above  resolution  to  the  Consistory  of  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch 
Church  of  Schenectady.

CUSTOMS   AND  USAGES. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Stated  Clerk  in  rela- 
tion to  the  reference  sent  to  the  several  Classes  by  the  last  Oeneral 
Synod,  proposing  an  amendment  in  the  Form  for  the  Administration 
of  the  Lord's  Supper: 

The  undersigned  would  report,  that  he  has  received  returns  from 
eighteen  Classes  in  relation  to  the  reference  proposing  an  alteration 
in  the  Form  for  the  Administration  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  which  was 
sent  down  to  the  several  Classes  by  the  last  General  Synod.  Of 
these,  the  Classis  of  New  York,  the  South  Classis  of  New  York,  the 
Classis  of  New  Brunswick,  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island,  the 
Classes  of  Poughkeepsie,  Paramus,  Westchester,  Albany,  Rensselaer, 
Schenectady,  Qreene,  Orange,  Kingston,  Geneva,  Cayuga,  Saratoga, 
and  Michigan,  approve  of  the  proposed  amendment,  and  the  Classis 
of  Bergen  is  opposed  to  the  same.  It  thus  appears  that  seventeen 
of  the  Classes  have  assented  to  the  emendation.  This  is  a  majority 
of  all  the  Classes,  and  of  course  the  alteration  is  constitutionally 
adopted.  Tne  Board  of  Publication  have  been  officially  informed  of 
this  result,  and  the  future  editions  of  the  Psalm  and  Hymn  Book 
will  contain  the  Form  as  now  amended,  viz.:  "That  he,' although 
innocent,  was  condemned.''

Union  was  received,  requesting  that  a  preacher  be  appointed  to  de- 
liver a  sermon  on  behalf  of  Sabbath-school  operations  of  the  Church . 
Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Educa. 
tion. 

The   report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bow^  cA  ^^NiJ^^'Ocl  ^<S^q^ 
Union  was  received,  and  referred  to  ttie  ComioXUfc^  Qu^^^^"^>isss^. 
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A  sermon  was  delivered  od  the  BerenUi  day  of  the  searion,  by  the 
Rev.  Professor  W.  H.  Campbell,  D.D.,  on  behalf  of  Bdacation,  from 
Hebrews  5  :  12:  "  For  when  for  the  time  ye  ought  to  be  teachers,  ye 
have  need  that  one  teach  yon  again  which  be  the  first  principles  of  the 
oracles  of  God;  and  are  become  snch  as  have  need  of  milkf  ^ni  not 
of  strong  meat." 

The  Committee  on  Education  reported,  and  their  report  was  ac- 
cepted, adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Edncation,  to  whom  the  Annnal  Reports  of  the 
Boards  of  Education  and  Sabbath  Schools  have  been  sabmittedf 
would  offer  tlie  following  as  their  report: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Education,  read  before  Synod  . 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell,  presents  most  gratifying  intelUgenoe  respeetp 
ing  the  educational  interests  of  our  Church.  Sfever  before,  in  the 
.history  of  the  denomination,  have  so  many  incentives  to  gratefol  mty 
knowledgmeiit  and  increased  «eal  been  presented  in  the  reports  of  oar 
various  Boards;  and  yet  the  feeling  seems  to  pervade  them  all,  with 
singular  unanimity,  that  the  blessing  which  the  Lord  has  vouchsafed 
is  but  the  earnest  of  greater  mercies  still  in  store.  The  number  ci 
candidates  for  the  work  of  the  ministry  is  eighty-three.  This  is  a 
great  increase,  but  the  means  of  education  have  been  supplied  in  pro- 
portion to  the  enlarged  exigencies  of  the  demand.  This  fact  is  in  . 
pleasing  contrast  with  the  experience  of  former  years;  and,  as  evi- 
dence of  the  gracious  favor  of  the  Master  towards  our  institutions, 
calls  for  devout  and  humble  acknowledgment.  For  several  years  past 
there  has  been  a  steady  advance  in  the  liberality  of  our  churches,  but 
this  readiness  to  make  provision  for  the  training  of  laborers  has  been 
greatly  stimulated,  and  the  amount  of  contributions  to  the  Treasury 
of  the  Board  of  Education  during  the  past  year  has  reached  the  sum 
of  more  than  $13,000  for  current  expenses.  The  single  item  in  the 
Treasurer's  Report  of  •*  Receipts  from  Churches  and  Individuals  for 
Educational  Purposes"  amounts  to  $13,S72.60.  We  would  guard 
against  all  vainglorious  statements,  but  we  cannot  refrain  from  bless- 
ing the  Lord,  whose  good  hand  has  been  upon  our  churches,  and  whose 
grace  has  inclined  them  to  honor  him  with  their  substance.  With 
the  increasing  disposition  to  send  out  men  and  youth  to  be  trained  in 
our  schools,  a  weightier  ref'ponsibility  devolves  upon  the  Church  and 
the  Board  of  Education.  We  must  secure  the  most  efficient  workmen 
in  the  vineyard.  We  want  not  only  ministers,  but  able  ministers,  of 
the  New  Testament  We  have  no  right  to  look  for  the  miraculous 
endowments  of  inspiration  as  the  present  qualification  of  the  ministry; 
and,  therefore,  we  may  not  forget  that  those  who  are  to  labor  success- 
fully require  gifts  as  well  as  grace.  The  possession  and  enjoyment  of 
genuine  piety  is  beyond  doubt  the  first  and  best  of  all  endowments, 
for  it  imparts  unction,  which  is  power;  but  it  is  not  the  only  talent 
which  the  minister  of  Christ  requires.  Your  committee  observe, 
therefore,  with  hearty  concuTT^iice  vw  \Xv^  \;t\\ft«wjfe  q\  >\i^  \Aft»jBure^ 
that  iacreaaed  attention  la  B\ig^esV^>ai  ^iXjka  wiMvsa.  cA  >^^^^iK»xWft 
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this  point.  No  new  legislation  or  deliTa*ance  of  opinion  Is  reqaired 
firom  this  body  on  the  subject,  inasmuch  as  the  matter  has  already 
been  passed  upon  in  former  years;  and  we  merely  call  attention  to  the 
fact,  that  stated  reports  from  the  professors  and  teachers  in  the  (Col- 
lege, and  Seminary  also,  respecting  the  proficiency  of  the  students  un- 
der the  care  of  the  Board,  wonld  greatly  facilitate  the  formation  of 
sound  and  discriminating  judgment  upon  their  progress,  and  the  pros- 
pect of  permanent  usefulness  in  the  ministry.  Probably,  also,  no  loss 
would  accrue  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Church,  if  a  rule  were 
adopted  requiring  those  who  come  under  the  care  of  the  Board  of 
Education  to  be  prepared  to  enter  the  College  at  New  Brunswick, 
before  special  appropnations  from  its  funds  are  made  for  their  support 
It  IS  believed  that  such  provision  would  obviate  the  mortifying  neces- 
sity of  the  dismissal  of  candidates  for  the  ministry,  after  years  of  par 
tient  probation  and  expenditure. 

Your  committee  are  gratified  with  the  evidences  of  affectionate  in- 
terest exhibited  by  the  action  of  the  Board  in  the  comfort  of  the  stu- 
dents under  its  care,  and  trust  that  the  beneficiaries  of  the  Church 
may  ever  regard  her  as  a  kind  and  judicious  parent,  solicitous  for 
their  welfare,  whilst  enforcing  proper  subordination  and  discipline. 

Six  of  the  students  have  recently  received  professoral  certificates 
for  licensure,  but  these  vacancies  are  already  prospectively  more  than 
filled  by  applicants  who  are  waiting  to  be  received  in  the  coming  au- 
tomn. 

THE  HOLLAND  ACADEMT. 

The  statements  respecting  this  institution,  embodied  in  the  report 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  are  highly  encouraging.  Thirty-nine  por 
pils  have  been  in  attendance  during  the  past  year.  The  Rev.  John 
van  Yleck,  who  has  been  identified  with  this  institution  from  its  foun- 
dation, has  felt  constrained  to  resign  his  professorship.  This  step  is 
deeply  r^retted,  as  he  is  endeared  to  his  colleagues  by  his  faithfulness 
in  the  discharge  of  his  official  duties;  but  your  committee  observe, 
with  pleasure,  that  an  efficient  successor  has  been  appointed,  and  that 
the  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  Jr.,  is  prepared  to  enter  at  once  the  station 
vacated  by  Mr.  Van  Yleck.  The  Holland  Academy  is  now  legally  in 
possession  of  Synod,  as  much  so  as  the  Theological  Seminary;  and  it 
wonld  therefore  seem  to  be  just  that  hereafter  the  teachers  and  pro- 
fBSSors  should  hold  their  appointment  from  the  General  Synod,  and 
derive  their  support  from  its  treasury. 

PROPOSED  CLASSICAL  ACADEKT  AT  FAIRVIEW,   IK  ILUNOIS. 

The  Classis  of  Illinois,  in  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Pai^ 
ticular  Synod  of  Chicago,  is  desirous  of  establishing  a  Classical  Acad- 
emy for  the  purpose  of  preparing  young  men  for  the  ministry,  and  for 
the  office  of  teachers.  They  desire  that  it  may  be  thoroughly  identir 
fied  with  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  and  be  religious  in  its  charac- 
ter. The  want  of  such  an  institution  is  represented  as  ur^<^ciV  QsRst* 
eral  young  men  o!  promising  abiUtj  and  \«X<&\i\i  «x^  i^x^<«Ai  ^^cs^ks^ 
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to  enter  it.  A  bulling  at  Fairriew,  laitable  for  the  parpows  of  nch 
an  Academy,  is  offered  gratuitously  to  the  Synod,  and  the  proporition 
i8  made  that  the  Boards  of  Education  and  Domestic  Missions  should 
appropriate,  for  a  term  of  years,  a  sum,  not  to  exceed  $500,  for  the 
maintenance  of  a  competent  teacher.  Your  committee  would  oam- 
mend  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  Synod. 

PAROCHIAL  SCHOOIA  * 

Increasing  interest  is  felt  in  the  deTelopment  of  these  iDstitntioDS. 
Twenty  schools  derive  aid  from  the  Fund,  and  the  blessinj^  of  God  has 
most  manifestly  attended  the  course  of  instruction  maintained  in  them. 
Several  of  them  have  become  self-sustaining.  It  is  to  be  regretted, 
however,  that  not  more  than  one-half  of  them  have  forwarded,  the  star 
tistical  statements,  which  they  are  under  obligation  to  furnish. 

Your  committee  believe  that  the  system  of  instruction  in  ~ 
Schools  is  worthy  of  far  more  attention  than  it  has  hitherto  received, 
and  the  suggestions  offered  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Education  commend  themselves  as  eminently  judicious  and  truthful; 
but  it  may  be  that  the  attention  of  the  churches  will  not  be  safflciendy 
directed  to  the  importance  and  value  of  Parochial  Schools  until  fior- 
ther  painful  experience  shall  attest  their  worth,  and  prove  them  to  be 
essential  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Church's  influence  over  the  youth 
committed  to  her  care. 

In  concladiug  that  portion  of  their  report  which  relates  to  the 
Board  of  Education,  your  committee  would  express  their  gratification 
at  the  continuance  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Cornell,  the  efficient  Secretary  of 
the  Board,  in  the  relation,  the  duties  of  which  he  has  fulfilled  with  so 
much  zeal  and  self-denial. 

synod's  board  of  s.  s.  union. 

From  the  very  elaborate  report  submitted  by  the  Secretary  of  this 
Board,  your  committee  gather  the  general  fact  that  the  Divine  bless- 
ing has  been  signally  bestowed  upon  the  Sabbath-schools  in  connection 
with  the  Board.  On  the  value  of  this  institution,  which  has  now  be- 
come identified  with  the  Church,  your  committee  feel  that  they  need 
not  enlarge.  Our  ministers  and  churches  all  love  the  Sabbath-school; 
and,  regarding  it  as  the  nursery  of  the  Church,  are  thankful  for  the 
facilities  which  it  affords  for  training  the  children  in  the  nurture  and 
admonition  of  the  Lord.  That  many  precious  seals  to  the  faithful 
ministry  of  Sabbath-school  teachers  have  been  gathered  during  the 
past  years  of  our  history,  is  a  truth  for  which  we  would  devoutly  bless 
God.  Your  committee  feel  that  it  is  specially  incumbent  upon  all 
who  are  engaged  in  the  legitimate  work  of  the  Sabbath-school  to  en- 
deavor to  awaken  a  love  for  the  truths  of  the  sacred  Scriptures  in 
the  minds  of  the  youths;  and  whilst  throwing  around  the  course  of  in- 
struction all  the  attractions  which  will  interest  the  mind  and  engage 
the  affections,  to  guard  against  those  measures  which  are  more  stimu- 
lating than  nourishing,  lest  its  exercises  should  by  any  means  degen- 
erate into  a  specie^  of  religious  dissipation  or  amusement,  and  so  the 
great  object  be  frustrated. 
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The  claim  of  the  Sabbath  School  Board  opon  the  liberality  of  the 
charehes  cannot  be  contested.  In  order  to  enable  It  to  establish 
Sabbath-schools  in  destitute  regions  of  our  country,  it  should  share 
the  benevolent  sympathies  of  the  Church.  Yonr  committee  would 
therefore  present  the  suggestion  of  the  Board  fur  consideration,  that 
a  sermon  be  preached,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Synod,  in  behalf 
of  the  Sabbath-school  operations  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  Synod 
appoint  a  preacher  for  this  purpose. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  offer  the  following  resolutions  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Synod : 

Rtiolved,  That  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  respecting  the 
establishment  of  a  Classical  Academy  at  Fairview,  and  the  overture 
of  property  for  that  purpose,  be  referred  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Boards  of  Education  and  Domestic  Missions. 

Whereas,  The  students  at  New  Brunswick  from  the  West,  who  are 
sustained  by  the  Board  of  Education,  receive  the  same  appropriation 
as  the  Eastern  students  for  their  support,  and,  on  account  of  their 
distance  from  home,  have  to  make  at  every  vacation  a  very  great 
journey,  or  remain  in  New  BrunswKk  under  expense;  and  as  it  is  im- 

CBsible  for  these  students  to  live  on  what  they  receive,  they  generally 
ving  no  relations  or  friends  who  are  able  to  contribute  anything 
towards  their  living;  and  as  it  is  of  great  importance  to  regard  and 
take  to  heart  these  circumstances,  because  they  are  most  discouraging 
both  to  those  who  are  educated  and  to  those  who  promote  the  cause 
of  education,  and  because  it  is  clear  that  it  will  be  very  difficult  to  go 
farther  in  preparing  our  young  men  for  the  ministry  under  the  present 
arrangement:  Therefore, 

Resdvedf  That  the  Qeneral  Synod  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Education  to  increase  the  amount  appropriated 
to  the  students  from  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  who  pursue  their 
studies  at  New  Brunswick,  so  as  to  place  them  on  an  equal  footing 
with  those  students  whose  homes  are  in  the  East. 

Resolved,  That  the  matter  respecting  the  Holland  Academy  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Synod  of  Chicago,  for  their  consideration. 

THE    DOCUMENTS    RELAnNO   TO    THE    ENDOWED    SCHOLARSHIPS    AND 

EDCCATION    FUNDS. 

The  committee  have  examined  these  documents,  and  report  them  as 
entirely  satisfactory.  The  large  amount  invested  is  not,  however,  to 
be  relied  on  by  the  Church  as  a  substitute  for  its  continued  liberality, 
especially  when  Providence  indicates  the  increasing  responsibility  of  the 
churches  to  provide  means  for  the  education  of  a  well-furnished  ministry.

On  counting  the  ballots,  It  appeared  that  the 
following  were  chosen,  vis.:  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Yermilye,  D.D.,  Jdw 
Prondfit,  D.D.,  Mancius  S.  Button,  D.D.,  Joseph  F.  Berg,  D.D., 
William  H.  Ten  Eyck,  and  Messrs.  Peter  R.  Warner,  F.  J.  Hogfocd, 
and  Hugh  Allen. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported  double  the  number 
of  persons  from  whom  to  elect  an  individual  to  preach  the  sermon  on 
Education,  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  it  appeared  that 
the  Rev.  Hugh  N.  Wilson,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Frimarius,  and  Rev. 
John  Macauley,  D.D.,  Secumdus, 

Hetolved,  That  a  sermon  be  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  fifth 
day  of  the  session,  at  each  annual  meeting  of  General  Synod,  in  be- 
half of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Sabbath  School  Union;  and  that 
the  Rev.  Dr.  M.  S.  Hutton  be  appointed  preacher  as  Primariui^ 
and  the  Rev.  G.  H.  Mandeville  as  Secundut  for  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

RUTGERS     COLLEGE. 

Certain  bills  for  repairs  to  the  College  edifice  were  presented, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

Resolved,  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Rutgers  College  be  di- 
rected to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Synod. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Standing  Committee  on 
the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall,  which  was  read,  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  Professorate; 
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The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertsog  Theological  Hall 

beg  leave  to  make  their  annual  report. 

In  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  Synod,  passed  Jnne,  1857,  the 
committee  have  been  engaged  in  procuring  funds  to  "  finish  the  build- 
ing and  the  grounds,  and  whatever  else  may  be  necessary  to  complete 
its  appropriate  arrangements/'  The  task  has  not  been  easy,  but,  by 
the  blessing  of  God,  it  has  been  nearly  completed.  The  following 
details  will  show  what  has  been  done: 

1.  The  whole  exterior  brick-work  of  the  Hall  has  been  painted  with 
three  coats  of  paint,  and  carefully  sanded. 

2.  A  substantial  and  well-painted  fence  of  nearly  fifteen  hundred 
feet  now  iucloses  the  grounds  of  the  Hall. 

3.  The  grounds  have  been  graded;  the  carriage-ways  laid  out  and 
graveled;  the  soil  thoroughly  prepared  for  the  planting  of  trees  and 
the  growth  of  grass;  a  flagged  walk  of  a  thousand  feet,  extending 
from  gate  to  gate,  has  been  laid  down;  and  a  large  number  of  trees 
has  b^n  planted. 

4.  An  avenue  in  front  of  the  Hall,  nine  hundred  feet  long  and 
eighty  feet  wide,  has  been  opened  and  graded,  the  curb-stones  laid, 
and  the  gutters  paved. 

This  was  a  work  of  great  labor  and  expense;  the  excavation,  in 
some  places,  exceeded  eight  feet  in  depth. 

5.  Trees  have  been  set  out  along  the  three  streets  to  which  the 
Hall  is  adjacent,  and  surrounded  by  suitable  boxes  for  their  protec- 
tion. 

6.  A  drain,  six  hundred  feet  long,  and  reaching  down  below  the 
foundation  of  the  Hall,  has  been  dug  and  properly  secured,  to  lead 
off  from  the  building  the  water  which  was  settling  under  it,  and  ren- 
dering it  damp  and  unhealthy. 

7.  Land  was  bought  of  Dr.  P.  A.  Van  Dyke  and  C.  P.  Dayton, 
Esq.,  to  carry  Neilson  Avenue  through  from  George  Street  to  College 
Avenue.    The  sum  paid  for  the  same  was  $966.84. 

These  details  show  how  extensive  a  work  has  been  done;  and  if  it 
has  been  well  and  cheaply  done,  as  the  committee  believe  it  has,  the 
Synod  are  very  much  indebted  for  it  to  the  counsel  and  assistance  of 
Abraham  Schuyler  Neilson  and  Isaac  Yoorhees,  Esq's,  and  the  su- 
perintendence of  Mr.  Van  Cleef  Yoorhees.  Messrs.  Neilson  and  I. 
Yoorhees  aided  the.  committee  in  forming  their  plans  and  executing 
them  most  economically.  Mr.  Y.  C.  Yoorhees  was  the  superintendent 
of  the  whole  work,  at  a  compensation  but  little  above  that  of  an  ordi- 
nary day-laborer;  but  had  his  compensation  been  five  times  greater 
than  it  was,  it  would  not  have  been  an  unreasonable  reward  for  his 
services.  In  view,  therefore,  of  the  kind  assistance  of  these  friends, 
the  committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  say,  that  the  general  opinion  in 
New  Brunswick  is,  that  there  never  was  so  extensive  a  work  so  well 
and  so  cheaply  done  in  this  city.  The  aim  was  to  have  the  work 
done  in  a  thorough  manner,  such  as  became  the  Seminary  and  the 
Church;  and  the  general  judgment  is,  that  the  purpose  has  been  any 
complished.

This  extensive  work  has  required  a  heavy  ontlaj  of  money,  and 
hearty  thanks  are  due  to  the  Ariends  of  the  Chnrch  for  the  prompt 
reBponsc  to  the  application  for  pecuniary  assistance.  The  Consistoiy 
of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  New  York  gave  $2,000,  with  a  chee^ 
fulness  which  indicated  the  interest  they  took  in  the  work.  Janwi 
Neilson,  Esq.,  to  his  large  gift  of  land,  detailed  in  the  last  report,  hai 
given,  in  addition,  the  sum  of  $1,016  08  to  aid  in  completing  Netbon 
Avenue.  Several  members  of  the  First  and  North  Churches  of  Newark 
deserve,  also,  special  thanks  for  prompt  and  liberal  pecuniary  aid,  ren- 
dered at  a  time  when  the  committee  were  peculiarly  pressed  for  money. 

The  deeds  for  the  land,  purchased  of  Messrs.  Yan  Dyke  and  Day- 
ton, accompany  this  report.  These  deeds  were  made  out  in  the  name 
of  the  General  Synod,  in  order  to  secure  the  possession  of  a  gore  of 
laud  on  the  southwestern  corner  of  Neilson  Avenne,  and  to  prevent 
its  becoming  a  nuisance  to  the  Seminary. 

The  Treasurer's  account,  together  with  the  vouchers  for  all  expend- 
itures, accompanies  this  report.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
sum  of  $12,712.17  has  been  expended,  and  that  the  committee  are  in- 
debted to  their  Treasurer  in  the  sum  of  $504.05.*  The  committee 
beg  leave  to  inform  the  Synod  that  they  have  paid  on  the  insurance 
of  the  llall  $330  of  the  money  contributed  by  the  churches  for  the 
arranging  of  the  grounds.  They  therefore  ask  that  this  money  may 
be  refunded  to  them  by  the  Synod,  that  they  may  pay  their  indebted- 
ness to  their  Treasurer.  The  remaining  sum  of  debt,  $174.05,  over 
and  above  the  aforesaid  $330,  the  committee  would  be  glad  if  the 
Synod  would  assume.  The  committee,  composed  entirely  of  clergy- 
men, feci  that  they  have  been  quite  secularized  in  their  labors  for  the 
erection,  &c.,  of  the  Theological  Hall.  They  have  collected  the 
money,  made  the  contracts,  supervised  the  work,  and  kept  the  ac- 
counts. This  is  not  the  work  of  pastors  and  professors.  The  time 
given  to  these  secular  pursuits  was  withdrawn  from  the  appropriate 
work  assigned  to  the  ministry.  This  is  not  said  complainingly,  but  to 
give  point  to  the  remark,  with  which  the  committee  beg  leave  to  close 
their  report,  asking  the  Elders  on  the  floor  of  Synod  to  assume  this 
debt,  and  see  it  paid.f

The  following  commanication  was  received  from  tbe  Tlieologicil 
Facalty,  which  was  referred  to  the  Oommittee  on  the  Profenorate: 

The  Theological  Facnlty  would  bring  to  the  mind  of  the  Synod 
that,  at  tbe  meeting  held  Jnne,  1857,  at  Ithaca,  a  aet  of  mha  ten 
the  regalation  of  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall  was  adopted^ 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Facalty.  These  rales  have  not  beea 
fonnd  as  wise,  iu  their  practical  working,  as  had  been  hoped.  And, 
indeed,  an  institution  like  the  Hall  cannot  be  governed  by  laws  of 
Synod,  which  must  be  inflexible.  The  present  rules,  since  they  an 
laws  of  Synod,  admit  of  no  questions  of  modification.  They  most  be 
enforced  at  all  times,  and  on  ail^nd  even  when  the  Faculty  may  have 
become  convinced  that  the  rules  are  not  the  best  possible. 

The  Faculty  think  that  sreat  good  would  accrue  to  the  HaD,  if  fhs 
power  of  making  the  laws  for  its  government  were  intrusted  to  a  few, 
who  could  be  convened  at  any  time  they  were  needed.  The  snggea* 
tion  is  therefore  made,  that  the  power  of  making  laws  for  the  regula- 
tion of  the  Hall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Oommittee  on  tbe  Peter 
Hertzog  Theological  Hall;  and  that,  in  cases  of  difficulty^  refferenoe 
be  had  to  the  Board  of  Superintendents.

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  8upe^ 
intendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  whose  terms  of  service  had 
expired.  Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Paramns, 
Greene,  Ulster,  f^ingston,  Holland,  and  Rensselaer,  which  were  con- 
firmed. 

It  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  to  report  double 
the  number  of  persons  from  whom  to  choose  members  for  those  Classes 
who  have  not  nominated. 

The  committee  reported,  and  the  election  took  place  accordingly. 

The  following  are  the  persons  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the 
Board  of  Superintendents:  Rev.  William  Demarest,  from  the  Glassis 
of  Paramus;  Rev.  William  E.  Turner,  from  tbe  Glassis  of  Greene; 
Rev.  John  Gosman,  D  D.,  from  the  Glassis  of  Ulster;  Rev.  Benjamin 
G.  Lippincott,  from  the  Classis  of  Kingston;  Rev.  Peter  J.  Oggel, 
from  the  Classis  of  Holland;  Rev.  Lanrence  H.  Yan  Dyke,  from  the 
Glassis  of  Rensselaer;  Rev.  Harvey  D.  Ganse,  from  the  Glassis  of  New 
York;  Rev.  G.  H.  Mandeville,  from  the  North  Glassis  of  Long  Isl- 
and; and  Rev.  John  Garretson,  D.D.,  from  the  Glassis  of  Gaynga. 

The  Committee  ou  the  Pro^ea%OT«k.\ft  x^^otV^ii,  ^\id  tUcir  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  \b  aa  ioWoNvv, 
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The  Oommittee  on  the  Professorate  report  as  follows: 

I.     Board  of  Direction, 

The  report  of  this  Board  shows  that  its  members  are  laboring  with 
great  jadgraent  and  fidelity  in  the  trust  committed  to  them. 

The  most  important  snbject  for  the  Sjnod  to  take  action  upon  in 
regard  to  their  report  is  the  deficiency  of  funds  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  Oeneral  Synod.  The  contingent  expenses  of  Synod  last  year 
were  about  $2,000,  and  the  amoaut  received  from  the  Glasses  to  meet 
this  expenditure  has  been  $988.90 — just  one-half.  The  Board  say, 
^'  that  they  would  beg  leave  to  remind  General  Synod  that,  with  the 
increase  of  real  estate  and  anprodnctive  property  placed  under  their 
care,  there  will  necessarily  arise  an  increased  expense,  to  meet  which 
a  more  adequate  provision  ought  to  be  made;  and  they  wonld  there- 
fore recommend  that  the  churches  be  urged  to  pay  greater  attention 
to  the  fund  required  to  meet  the  contingent  expenses  of  Synod." 

The  Church  ought  to  understand  that  the  funds  of  the  Synod  are 
nothing  more  uor  less  than  the  funds  which  the  Church  depends  upon 
to  pay  the  debts  of  its  own  contraciiiig.  It  ought,  in  all  honesty, 
either  to  stop  running  into  debt,  or  provide  the  means  necessary  to 
meet  their  engagements. 

One  great  cause  of  the  deficiency  is  the  neglect  of  some  of  the 
Classes  to  pay  their  proportion  of  assessment  to  the  General  Synod; 
and  yet  these  Classes  vote  on  the  expenditures  which  are  drawn  from 
the  same. 

For  several  years  plans  have  been  suggested  and  committees  ap- 
pointed to  meet  the  difficulties,  and  yet  little  has  been  done.  The 
committee  appointed  last  year  have  made  no  report,  and  here  we  are 
still,  presenting  the  pitiable  spectacle  of  helpless  poverty,  petty  in- 
debtedness, and  temporary  expedients.  What  shall  we  do?  Reiter- 
ate the  resolutions  of  last  year  and  the  years  previous;  or  shall  we 
determine  to  take  hold  of  the  matter  with  one  will,  and  put  a  stop  to 
these  unseemly  complainings  and  positions  of  the  Church  ? 

In  this  hope,  and  with  this  view,  we  recommend  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  every  Consistory  be  advised,  at  the  meeting  held 
for  the  appointment  of  a  delegate  to  Classis,  to  furnish  to  the  minis- 
ter or  elder  delegated,  the  sum  assessed  to  pay  the  Contingent  Fund 
of  General  Synod. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Classes  be  requested  to  impress  upon  their 
Qnestors  the  duty  of  reporting  to  them  such  churches  as  fail  to  meet 
their  obligations  to  the  Contingent  Fund. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  each  Classis  be  specially  directed 
to  the  delinquencies  in  the  contributions  to  the  Contingent  Fund;  and 
that  Synod  recommend  that  they  introduce  a  standing  rule,  that  each 
pastor  be  required,  at  the  annual  spring  se^ion  of  Classis,  to  state  the 
reasons  for  any  deficiency  in  that  department,  in  case  such  dereliction 
should  exist. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  ot  CoT^potaX\o\i  \m  %.^SiDinioa^NA  v^

point  one  or  more  agents  for  the  purpose  of  nusii^  a  permaiieni  fond 
to  meet  the  annual  deficiency  in  the  expenses  of  the  General  Synod, 
to  the  amonnt  of  $30,000. 

II.     Board  of  Superintendents. 

Fifty-one  students  have  been  in  attendance  upon- the  exercises  of  the 
institution  during  the  past  year.  Fourteen  have  received  professonl 
.certificates.  The  Board  congratulate  the  Synod  on  the  general  pros- 
perity of  the  institution,  and  on  the  fact  that  the  number  of  stadenti 
is  greater,  and  the  promise  more  encouraging  than  ever  before.  The 
missionary  spirit  has  been  awakened  among  the  students.  Three  hare 
just  sailed  for  India  and  China,  and  there  are  indications  that  the  two 
lower  classes  will  send  out  a  fair  proportion  to  the  heathen  world. 

The  additions  to  the  library  have  not  been  commensurate  with  the 
wants  of  the  institution,  nor  the  means  uf  the  Chnrch. 

Your  committee  call  the  grateful  notice  of  the  Synod  to  two  dona- 
tions: one  from  the  Collegiate)  Church  of  New  York,  of  sixty  (60) 
volumes;  and  the  other  from  the  family  of  the  late  Dr.  Knox,  of  one 
hundred  volumes. 

Your  committee  approve  the  course  of  the  Board  in  not  permitting 
a  student  who  has  omitted  the  studies  of  neurly  half  a  year,  to  enter 
upon  the  next  year  of  study  without  a  dispensation  from  General 
Synod. 

III.     Ilerlzo/r  IlalL 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  Peter  Hertzog  Theological  Hall 
have  called  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  increased  liberality  of  James 
Neilson,  Esq.,  and  to  the  efficient  aid  afforded  to  them  in  the  counsel 
and  assistance  of  Abraham  Schuyler  Neilson  and  Ira  C.  Yoorhees, 
Esq's.  We  therefore  return  them,  in  behalf  of  the  General  Synod, 
our  heartfelt  thanks. 

This  committee  iiave  labored  assfduously  and  cheerfully  in  their 
task  of  arranging  and  completing  the  Hall.  They  have  been  obliged 
to  violate  the  rule  of  General  Synod,  limiting  their  expenditures  to 
the  sums  collected  for  tiiat  object;  and  they  now  ask  that  $330,  paid 
by  them  for  insurance  out  of  such  sums,  be  refunded  to  them  by  the 
Synod,  and  a  remaining  debt  of  $174.05  be  also  assumed  by  your 
body. 

This  committee,  composed  of  professors  and  pastors,  have  been  re- 
quired to  engage  in  an  amount  of  iubor  not  congenial  to  their  tastes 
or  habits,  and  they  suggest  a  iiope  that  the  iiljerality  of  the  elders 
will  come  to  their  aid.  While  we  would  reiterate  this  expression, 
we  propose  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Treosurer  of  General  Synod  be  directed  to  pay 
to  the  Standing  Committee  of  Hertzog  Hall  the  sum  of  $330,  and 
also  to  assume  the  remaining  debt  uf  $174.05. 

The  Theological  Faculty  send  up  a  communication  to  General  Syn- 
oi),  asking  such  a  modifieatiou  of  the  rules  for  tlie  regulation  of  the 
Ilall  OS  shall  allow  the  ^laud\vig  Comm\V,v^^  xq  \x^\svfc  vVvJa  ^hi«>  rules; 
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and  that,  in  cases  of  difficulty,  reference  be  had  to  the  Board  of  Sa- 
perintendents. 
Yoar  committee  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted. 

The  deeds  of  the  property  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hall 
from  Charles  P.  Dayton  and  Frederick  A.  Van  Dyke,  Synod  are  rec- 
ommended to  deposit  with  the  Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  aud  ofiTer 
for  their  adoption  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  above-mentioned  deeds  be  transmitted  to  the 
Treasurer  of  General  Synod,  to  be  deposited  by  him  among  the  other 
titles  of  property  belonging  to  them. 

IV.     "  Van  Benschoten  amd  Knox  FuTidsJ^ 

Twenty-two  young  men  have  received  aid  from  these  funds.  In  the 
account  of  the  Van  Benschoten  Fund,  an  unappropriated  balance  of 
$349.49  is  reported,  which  the  Treasurer  states  should  be  $349.99; 
the  error  having  occurred  by  bringing  forward  the  amount  from  the 
preceding  page  of  his  statement. 

Tliere  is  also  in  the  Knox  Fund  an  unappropriated  balance  of 
$333.11. 

Resolved f  That  the  Board  of  Education  be  authorized  to  nominate 
to  the  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  two  of  the  students  und^  their 
care  in  the  Theological  Seminary,  to  be  placed  on  the  Knox  Fund. 

V.     Rutgers  College. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Rutgers  College  have  sent  up  to  the 
Synod  two  bills  for  repairs  to  the  building:  one  of  $11.09,  from  Peter 
Wyckoff;  and  another  of  $109.77,  from  J.  C.  Bergen. 

Your  committee  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved f  Tliat  the  Treasurer  of  General  Syuod  be  directed  to  pay 
the  above  bills. 

VI.     Dispensations. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  applications  for  dispensations  have 
been  referred  to  your  committee,  upon  some  of  which  they  have  con- 
cluded to  report  favorably ;  and  they  therefore  recommend  to  Syuod 
that  the  following  requests  be  granted: 

1.  That  of  the  Classis  of  New  York,  in  behalf  of  the  Rev.  Peter 
Burl,  a  minister  from  the  Reformed  Church  of  Berne,  in  Switzerland, 
that  he  be  admitted  to  ordination  when  the  Classis  see  proper. 

2.  A  request  from  the  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutlon,  D.D.,  on  behalf  of 
his  son,  Muucius  H.  Hutton,  that  he  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Senior 
Class  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  New  Ikunswick. 

3.  A  request  from  the  Classis  of  Holland,  for  a  dispensation  for 
Mr.  Honbolt,  that  they  may  proceed  to  his  licensure. 

4.  From  Mr.  John  Scudder,  a  student  in  the  Senior  Class  of  our 
Theological  Seminary,  that  the  Synod  would  grant  \im  ^  vS!v^Y^'^'^'^'^^^ 
for  &ve  or  six  months  from  the  duties  oi  iW  ^m\\^w^,\'CL  ^x^^t  '^^x 
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he  may  attend  a  conrae  of  medieal  lectorei  the  coming  wtnter,  to  bet* 
ter  fit  him  as  a  laborer  in  the  missionary  work. 

In  regard  to  the  applications  for  dispensations  for  Bfr.  Charles 
Strohmenger,  Mr.  John  Wenish,  and  Mr.  Isaac  W.  Warner,  yoor 
committee  feel  that  they  cannot  recommend  to  Synod  to  grant  their 
request,  and  advise  that  thcT  pnrsne  in  onr  Theologieal  Semina^ 
snch  a  coarse  of  studies  as  the  professor^  may  deem  necessiry  to  fit 
them  for  usefulness  as  pastors  and  teachers.

The  following  report  was  received,  accepted,  and  adopted: 

The  committee,  continued  by  the  General  Synod  of  1868,  ''to  raiss 
the  deficiency  in  the  funds  needed  to  compensate  Rev.  Dr.  Bethms^ 
and  to  consider  further  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  eatabSA- 
ing  a  Professorship  of  Sacred  Rhetoric  in  the  Theologiosl  Sraiinaiy,' 
b^  leave  respectfully  to  report: 

That,  after  many  applications  to  the  delinquent  members  of  the 
committee,  only  about  $60  was  reported  by  Dr,  B.  as  received  from 
the  Church  of  Philadelphia,  leaving  still  due  to  Dr.  B.  some  $180.10. 
The  committee  beg  to  be  discharg^  from  the  commission,  and  recom- 
mend the  resolntion: 

That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Corporation  be  directed  to  pay 
the  balance  to  Dr.  Bethune. 

In  regard  to  the  expediency  and  practicability  of  establishing  a 
Professorship  of  Sacred  Rhetoric,  the  committee  have  no  confidence 
that  it  can  be  done  by  a  detailed  solicitation  addressed  to  the  chnrch- 
es;  and  therefore  they  recommend  the  following  resolution,  viz.: 

That  this  Synod  hope  and  pray  that  God  will  put  it  into  the  heart 
of  some  opulent  member  of  our  Church  to  endow  such  a  profes- 
sorship.

MISSIONS. 

The  Tweoty-seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic 
Missions  was  received,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Do- 
mestic Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Treasorer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
was  received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  having  tendered 
the  resignation  of  hb  office,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  in  accepting  the  resignation  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board-  of  Domestic  Missions,  this  Synod  gratefully  acknowledge  his 
past  service,  and  express  their  desire  for  his  future  health  and  useful- 
ness in  the  Gospel  ministry. 

A  sermon  in  behalf  of  Domestic  Missions  was  preached  on  the 
evening  of  the  second  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Yaa 
Zandt,  D.D.,  from  2  Kings,  7:9:  "Then  they  said  one  to  another, 
We  do  not  well:  this  day  is  a  day  of  good  tidings,  and  we  hold  our 
peace;  if  we  tarry  till  the  morning-light,  some  mischief  will  come 
upon  us:  now  therefore  come,  that  we  may  go  and  tell  the  king's 
household." 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  report: 

That  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  pre- 
sents in  concise  form  a  clear  and  happy  exhibition  of  the  action  of 
the  Board,  and  of  the  results  of  the  Mi&sion  work  performed  during 
the  past  ecclesiastical  year.  The  well-arranged  statistical  tables  em- 
braced in  this  document  give  great  value  to  it,  as  at  a  glance  it  shows 
just  what  the  Church  desires  to  know  respecting  the  operations  of  this 
department. 

The  appropriations  of  the  Board  have  been  fairly  distributed 
throughout  the  Church;  eighty  churches  having  been  aided  in  twenty- 
four  of  the  twenty-nine  Classes  in  this  country,  and  have  had  the 
labors  of  sixty-seven  pastors  and  missionaries.  In  these  churches,  two 
thousand,  nine  hundred  and  thirty-^ix  families  have  had  the  Gospel  of 
the  blessed  God  preached  unto  them.  In  them  have  been  gathered 
to  the  sacramental  host  of  God  our  Saviour  three  thousand,  seven 
hundred  and  fifty-eight  communicants;  of  whom  five  hundred  and 
eighty-four  professed  their  faith  in  Jesus  during  the  past  year,  and 
one  hundred  and  forty-four  were  received  on  certificate  from  other 
churches. 

In  these  churches,  seventy-five  Sabbath-schools  number  four  thol^ 
sand,  six  hundred  and  eighty-one  cWVdt^ii^  wi^  Qtkfe  Vwv^x^  ^»^^ 
sereDtf'Sve  Bible-clMsea  contain  eig\iteeii  VkucAt^^  ^^^vgoXfcW^^^'" 
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drcn  and  yoath,  who  have  received  instrootioD  mainly  from  paston 
and  misRionaries. 

God  has  shown  that  he  approves  oor  work,  and  will  bless  the  ef- 
forts of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Zion  in  building  np  his  kingdom  in 
the  world. 

Four  churches  have  become  self-sustaining  daring  the  year. 

The  Board  have  aimed  at  an  enlargement  of  their  operations,  for 
which  there  is  no  want  of  opportunity,  on  the  right  hand  and  on  the 
left.  There  is  every  encouragement  to  do  so,  did  the  chnrches  supply 
the  needed  contributions  to  the  treasury,  and  the  ministry  go  forth  to 
labor  where  pressing  wants  are  making  constant  appeals  for  that 
preached  Word  which  is  the  power  of  God  and  the  wisdom  of  Ood 
unto  salvation.  Surely,  if  the  whole  work  of  the  Ghnrch  be  consid- 
ered, there  can  be  no  reason  why  every  department  of  it  shonld  not 
be  equally  well  manned  and  supplied  with  means  to  urge  it  forward. 
Why  there  should  be  any  lack  in  the  Domestic  Mission  field,  while 
every  other  field  is  rising  in  importance,  gaining  the  ear  and  the  heart 
of  the  Church,  it  is  not  easy  to  conceive.  Possibly  some  local  inter- 
ests may  have  been  presented  in  colors  too  glowing,  thus  encouraging 
prospects  and  hopes  never  to  be  realized;  then  disappointment  fol- 
lows, and  future  efforts  are  retarded  by  the  early  failure,  whereby 
confidence  is  shaken,  prejudice  awakened,  and  difficulties  are  aug- 
mented. May  it  not  be  that  each  one,  magnifying  the  importance  of 
his  own  case,  looks  on  the  cases  of  others  with  diminished  favor,  or 
wonders  why  one  shunld  be  more  liberally  provided  for  than  another, 
and  thus  becomes  dissatisfied,  and  hence  withholds  more  than  is  meet? 
In  cases  of  churches  of  long  standing,  yet  comparatively  feeble,  and  often 
aided,  when  assured  that  our  principles  of  action  require  them  to  put 
forth  still  more  energy  at  home,  and  so  relieve  the  Board,  possibly 
they  may  feel  aggrieved  and  com])luin,  and  then  withhold,  if  not  from 
the  Board,  yet  from  their  own  pastors,  and  leave  them  to  struggle 
single-handed,  when  a  trifling  increase  of  effort  on  their  part  would 
result  in  comfort  to  the  man  of  God  who  ministers  unto  them  in  holy 
things,  and  in  adding  somewhat  to  the  treasury  of  the  Lord  for  this 
holy  purpose.  While,  however,  these  and  siniilor  causes  may  have 
measurably  reduced  the  contributions  to  the  Board,  we  may  well  in- 
quire whether  our  deficiency  is  not  owing  to  a  lack  of  appreciation  of 
the  magnitude  and  importance  of  our  Domestic  Missions  This  cause 
is  Christ's.  By  these  operations  we  give  the  preached  Word  to  many 
immortal  souls,  and  prepare  the  way  for  the  wider  diffusion  of  the 
Gospel  of  the  blessed  God  in  future  years,  and  at  the  same  time  at- 
test our  love  to  the  Saviour.  Only  let  the  heart  of  the  Church  be 
awake  to  the  grand  results  of  this  labor  of  love,  and  it  will  beat  re- 
sponsive to  the  |)ressing  calls  of  many,  who  have  gone  out  from  the 
families  and  church  homes  where,  in  years  gone  by,  they  have  learned 
the  Saviour's  name,  and  the  truth  as  it  is  in  him;  while  others  will  be 
drawn  around  them  from  similar  associations,  and  together  prosecute 
vigorously  the  work  j!;\vei\  l\i^  CVvvxxcVi  \.q  dcv.

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nnder  the  mlnistrabioDS  of  the  pastors  and  missionaries  in  the  service 
of  the  Board;  the  ingathering  of  so  goodly  a  number  of  children  and 
youth  into  Sabbath-schools  and  Bible-clnsses;  the  greatly  increased 
attention  of  the  laborers  employed,  to  the  visitation  of  familieii, 
preaching  Christ  from  house  to  house,  resulting,  as  it  has  done,  in 
bringing  many  families  into  their  churches  who  would  otherwise  never 
have  come  nnder  the  influence  of  the  preached  Word,  and,  in  many 
places,  bringing  about  an  increased  observance  of  the  Sabbath ; — bid 
as  thank  God  and  take  courage.  Where  these  results  are  seen  and 
felt,  we  have  a  sure  token  of  the  churches  soon  becoming  self-support- 
ing. 

The  Treasurer's  Annual  Report  shows  contributions  to  this  Board 
daring  the  year  amounting  to  sixteen  thousand,  eight  hundred  and 
three  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents;  a  small  increase  on  the  amount 
contributed  during  the  previous  year.  And  the  Board,  by  prudent 
management,  have  reduced  the  former  heavy  indebtedness  to  a  small 
sam.  The  Auditing  Committee  have  carefully  examined  this  account, 
and  find  it  correct,  and  a  balance  on  the  1st  instant  in  the  treasury  of 
two  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars  and  forty-nine  cents;  and  that  the 
present  indebtedness  of  the  Board  is  five  hundred  dollars. 

From  thi&  statement,  it  is  evident  the  Board  could  not  have  pru- 
dently enlarged  their  operations,  and  it  is  earnestly  to  be  desired  that 
hereafter  this  holy  work  of  Domestic  Missions  may  be  more  energeti- 
cally sustained  and  vigorously  prosecuted. 

The  Board,  in  view  of  the  resignation  of  their  Corresponding  Sec- 
retary, Rev.  John  Garretson,  D.D.,  have  nominated  as  his  successor 
the  Rev.  Anson  Dubois. 

Your  committee  recommend  for  adoption  the  following  resolutions: 

Rtsolvtd^  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be,  and  hereby  are, 
authorized  to  appoint  a  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  heartily  approve  of  the  nomination  of 
Rev  Anson  Dubois  for  that  office. 

The  importance  of  a  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  at  the  West 
has  been  by  the  Synod  referred  to  this  committee  The  reasons  as- 
signed in  the  paper  under  consideration  are  forceful.  It  is  often  diffi- 
cult, and  sometimes  impracticable,  for  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions 
to  make  a  satisfactory  examination  of  the  localities,  or  to  ascertain 
the  precise  character  (^f  new  openings.  But  a  committee  on  the 
ground,  composed  of  prudent  men,  who  are  not  personally  interested 
in  the  locality,  would  go  veRy  far  to  aid  in  judicious  selections,  and  to 
judge  of  the  means  and  appliances  necessary  effectually  to  put  in  mo- 
tion and  to  sustain  the  enterprise 

Such  an  arrangement  would  no  doubt  in  a  little  while  call  more  thor- 
oughly and  efficiently  into  action  the  men  of  the  West,  so  that  they 
should  more  certainly  and  early  rely  upon  themselves.  This  self- 
reliance  ought  to  be  developed  in  the  Western  churches. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  th^  foVVc>n\Ti\^\^^'Q^^'Q^\ 

Mesoived,  That  this  subject  be  teteteA   lo  \Xi<fe  ^q«^  ^^  ^^ 
meatic  Missions,  with  diBcretionary  poNvet. 
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Id  the  matter  of  tbe  Second  Ohnrcli  of  Chicsgo,  raAmd  bj  the 
Particular  Synod  of  Chicago  to  this  General  Synod,  yonr  committee 
deem  the  case  of  that  chnrch  to  demi^nd  the  carefal  and  kind  care  ef 
tbe  Synod.  The  importance  of  the  position,  the  neceaeity  of  a  charch 
of  oor  denomination  at  that  great  centre  of  infinence,  cannot  be  qnee- 
tioned.  This  church,  in  its  infancy,  has  encountered  great  dHBcoltiei^ 
which  have  threatened  its  extinction.  But  it  is  belierifd  it  may,  with 
oo-operation  with  a  few  friends  who  are  inclined  to  foeter  and  antaii 
it,  on  the  part  of  the  churches  at  the  East,  become  well  estaUiahed, 
and  pro?e  a  blessing  to  many. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  General 
Synod  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  the  Second  Reformed  Dutch  Church  at  Chicago  be, 
and  hereby  is,  recommended  to  the  benerolence  of  our  chorcheSi  and 
of  Christian  friends  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church. 

The  communication  of  the  missionary  to  the  Thousand  Islea  at 
Alexandria  Bay,  Jeflfersou  County,  New  York,  has  been  carefiaily  at- 
tended to  by  your  committee.  The  request  is  preferred  therein,  that 
this  General  Synod  authorize  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  the  Synod 
to  accept  and  bold  in  trust  a  deed  of  conveyance  for  the  parsonage 
premises  of  that  Mission  Church.  The  rcpresoutatives  of  the  deceased 
donor  of  the  land  are  anxious  to  convey  the  premises  so  that  they 
may  be  properly  secured  to  a  responsible  body,  for  the  uses  and  pn^ 
poses  specified  in  the  original  terms  of  donation.  The  Board  of  Uor- 
poration,  it  seems,  will  be  the  appropriate  body  for  that  purpose. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution: 

Eesolved,  That  the  Board  of  Corporation  of  the  General  Synod 
be,  and  hereby  are,  authorized  to  receive  and  hold  the  appropriate 
deed  of  conveyance  of  the  parsonage  premises  of  the  Church  of  the 
Thousand  Isles,  for  the  uses  and  purposes  specified  by  the  donor. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  couutvig  the  ballots,  it  appeared 
that  the  foilowiDg  were  chosen,  viz.:  Rev.  Isaac  N.  Wyckoff,  D.D., 
John  Garretson,  D.D.,  Harvey  D.  Ganse,  Gustuvus  Abeel,  D.D., 
George  H.  Fisher,  D.D.,  and  Messrs.  Leonard  W.  Kip,  Benjamin  G. 
Miller,  and  Smith  Bloomfield. 

The  Rev.  John  II.  Suydam  was  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasion- 
ed by  the  decease  o(  Rev.  R.o\»t\»  Y.\»^^. 
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The  Tweoty-seveoth  Anonal  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  presented,  read,  and  refen'ed  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

A  sermon  in  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions  was  preached  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  sixth  day  of  the  session,  by  the  Rev.  H.  M.  Scndder,  M.D., 
from  Mark  16 :  15,  16:  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth,  and  is  baptized,  shall 
be  saved;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned.^ 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  presented  to  this  body 
by  its  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ferris,  has  enabled  your 
committee  to  frame  the  following  table  of  statistics: 

There  are  three  Missions  under  the  care  of  the  Church,  viz.:  the 
Amoy,  the  Arcot,  and  the  Japanese. 

1.  The  Amoy  Mission  was  founded  in  1842,  by  the  late  lamented  and 
ever-beloved  David  Abeel,  D.D.  It  is  now  composed  of  Rev.  Messrs. 
E.  Doty,  J.  Y.  N.  Talmadge,  J.  Joralemon,  A.  C.  Ostrom,  and  D. 
Rapalje,  Missionaries;  and  Mrs.''Talmadge,  Mrs.  Joralemon,  and  Mrs. 
Ostrom,  Assistant  Missionaries;  with  eight  native  helpers — making 
sixteen  laborers  in  all,  who,  in  their  several  spheres,  are  united  there 
in  teaching  and  preaching  the  Gospel. 

The  measure  of  success  which  has  been  divinely  bestowed  on  the 
Amoy  Mission  is  large.  The  amplest  freedom  in  preaching  the  Word 
has  been  enjoyed.  The  Word  has  been  savingly  applied  to  the 
hearts  of  once  heathen  hearers.  Eighteen  during  the  past  year  have 
been  added  to  the  Amoy  Church,  on  confession,  and  three  to  the  Chioh- 
be  station.  There  are  now  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  communicants 
walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord  and  in  the  comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
under  the  care  of  this  mission. 

There  are  also  three  parochial  schools  and  four  theological  students 
under  the  patronage  of  this  mission;  and  everything  in  the  report  of 
its  condition  shows  that  not  only  are  our  brethren  at  Amoy  doing 
the  work  of  evangelical  instruction,  but  that  they  are  successfully 
laying  the  foundations  of  a  comprehensive  system,  which,  with  the 
Divine  favor,  will  hereafter  furnish  on  heathen  soil,  and  from  once 
heathen  material,  the  means  of  conducting  an  expansive  scheme  of 
Christian  labor. 

2.  The  Arcot  Mission,  dear  to  the  memory  and  precious  to  the 
heart  of  the  Church,  as  the  place  where  that  patriarch  of  mission- 
aries, the  late  Dr.  John  Scudder,  wrought  in  the  Master's  service  until 
he  was  summoned  to  his  rest,  consists  now  of  Rev.  Henry  M.  Scudder, 
M.D.,  Rev.  William  W.  Scudder,  Rev.  Joseph  Scudder,  R^if .  EsiaVVs^ 
Scudder,  Rev.  Jared  L.  Scudder,  Rev.  JowpVi  'N^vswi,  vA'^a'^  .^^^^sJ^ 
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Ohamberlain,  Jr.,  (under  appointment,)  Missvmarin;  and  Mrs.  H.  M. 
Scadder,  Mrs.  W.  W.  Scadder,  Mrs.  Joseph  Scudder,  Mrs.  Jared  L. 
Scuddcr,  Mrs.  Joseph  Mayoa,  and  Miss  Lonlsa  Scudder,  AtsiMla^i 
Missionaries — in  all  thirteen,  together  with  Andrew  Sawyer,  a  can^ 
date  for  ordination. 

The  churches  comprising  the  Arcot  Classis  are  five,  viz.:  Ghittoor, 
Arnee,  llahnepettah,  Yellore,  and  Coonoor;  having  an  aggregate  of 
146  members,  29  of  whom  have  been  received  during  the  past  year. 
As  the  statistics  of  this  Classis  are  published  in  full  in  their  proper 
place  in  the  Minutes,  we  need  not  refer  to  them  further  than  to  say, 
that  they  show  conclusively,  that  even  in  India,  in  face  of  the  tremen- 
dous obstacles  which  exist  to  the  progress  of  the  Gospel  there,  it 
does,  nevertheless,  prove  its  power  to  break  down  the  strongest  ram- 
parts, and  secure  its  appropriate  triumphs. 

3.  The  Japanese  Mission,  the  members  of  which  ore  now  on  their 
way  to  their  destined  field,  consists  of  Rev.  S.  R.  Brown,  Rev.  Gnido 
F.  Yerbeck,  and  Duane  6.  Simmons,  M.D.,  Missionariu;  and  of 
Mrs.  S.  R.  Brown,  Mrs.  Guide  Verbeck,  Mrs.  Dr.  Simmons,  and  Miss 
Julia  Brown,  Assistant  Missionaries, 

The  whole  number  of  missionaries  now  under  the  care  of  the  Church 
h  fifteen  (15),  assistant  missionaries  thirteen  (13),  native  helpers  (re- 
ported) 9 — making  in  all  thirty-seven  Christian  preachers  and  teachers 
engaged  in  our  behalf,  and  for  the  sake  of  Jesus,  in  the  great  work  of 
evangelizing  the  heathen  world. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Amoy  Mission  has  been  reinforced  by 
Rev.  Messrs.  Ostrom  and  Rapalje,  of  whose  safe  arrival  we  have 
just  learned,  with  grateful  satisfaction.  To  Arcot  has  gone  Rev.  Mr. 
Mayou,  who  accompanied  Rev.  W.  W.  Scudder  on  his  return.  Ho 
who  holds  tiie  waters  in  the  hollow  of  his  hand,  and  guides  the  winds 
in  their  winding  paths,  hath  been  pleased  to  bring  them  also  to  their 
desired  haven. 

The  Mission  to  Japan,  invited  by  Providence,  is  an  undertaking 
which  at  once  enlarges  the  sphere  of  our  operations,  and  augments 
both  our  moral  and  pecuniary  responsibility  to  pray  and  give,  that  the 
work  so  auspiciously  increased  do  not  decline  upon  our  hands. 

For  Arcot,  the  Rev.  Jacob  Chamberlain,  now  under  commission, 
expects  in  a  few  months  to  sail. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  our  two  established  missions  have  been 
strengthened,  and  another  initiated  during  the  ecclesiastical  year  now 
closed.  It  is  also  stated  that  several  of  the  students  now  in  our 
Theological  Seminary  intend  to  devote  themselves  to  the  foreign  mis- 
sionary work — a  fact  which  indicates  the  growing  missionary  zeal  of 
the  Church,  und  which  ought  to  encourage  all  in  our  communion  to 
supply  liberally  the  means  to  send  abroad  the  men  who  are  willing  to 
battle  in  the  high  places  of  heathenism  for  ''the  truth  as  it  is  in 
Jesus." 

It  is  almost  needless  to  say  that  the  present  condition  of  our  For- 

e/g/i  3fis.sionary  aflfalra  awakeiva  ^Tatitude  and  inspires  hope.    Two 

jrears  ago,  when  our  now  adopV^iii  ^w^  ^^w'^^^\si^'CciVi^NR^A\\vA.\A.v^^ 
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fear  and  trembling  pervaded  the  Chnrch.  To-day  every  heart  is  glad, 
and  the  courage  of  faith  has  supplanted  unworthy  doubts  and  timid 
irresolution.  '*  The  Lord  will  go  before  you,  and  the  God  of  Israel 
will  be  your  rearward,"  is  a  promise  which  we  have  come  to  under- 
stand, as  the  providence  of  God  has  interpreted  it  through  our  own 
experience. 

If  ever  the  smallness  of  our  denominational  stature  could  be  nrg^d 
as  a  valid  plea  for  cautious  indifference,  that  plea  can  now  no 
longer  find  a  place  in  onr  counsels,  nor  be  permitted  to  influence  our 
action.  "Say  unto  the  people  that  they  go  forward,''  is  a  divine 
command,  audible  to  every  man  who  hath  an  ear  to  hear  what  God, 
by  his  Word,  and  Providence,  and  Spirit,  is  speaking  to  his  Church. 
We  have  at  length  been  taught  to  know  what,  alas  I  we  were  slow  in 
learning,  that  a  great  purpose  is  as  necessary  to  a  church  as  it  is  to 
an  individual.  We  are  no  longer  a  parasite,  hanging  in  weak  de- 
pendence upon  organizations  of  human  contrivance.  But,  inasmuch 
as  Christ  has  charged  his  Church,  as  such,  to  evangelize  all  nations, 
we,  blessed  be  his  name,  have  learned,  by  the  discipline  of  his  provi- 
dence, that  we  can  be  loyal  to  him  and  true  to  ourselves,  only  when, 
as  a  Church  united  in  spirit  and  in  effort,  we  try  to  execute  our  Lord's 
commands.  Already  the  rectitnde  of  this  principle  of  ecclesiastical 
action  is  justified  by  the  record  of  a  single  year. 

While,  however,  we  indulge  in  the  luxury  of  grateful  joy  excited 
by  the  progress  secured  in  our  missionary  work,  we  cannot  forget  that 
the  feeling  engendered  by  success  oftentimes  dwindles  into  indolent 
self-complacency;  and  therefore  our  care  should  be  to  guard  in  every 
possible  way  against  any  decliue  either  in  our  efforts,  or  plans,  or  lib- 
eralities. Each  succeeding  year  will  now  increase  the  demand  for  men 
and  money  to  initiate  new  and  carry  forward  older  undertakings.  But, 
as  the  five  loaves  aud  the  two  fishes  sufficed,  in  the  hands  of  the  Mas- 
ter, to  feecr  the  hungry  multitude,  so  we  cannot  doubt  that  God's 
grace  will  convert  our  poor  resources  into  means  abundant  to  carry 
forward  the  work  intrusted  to  us. 

The  full  and  elaborate  missionary  report  furnished  this  body  by  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Ferris  shows  to  some  extent  the  nature  of  the  great  burden 
of  Christian  care  and  solicitude  which  he  has  carried  with  so  much  of 
constancy  and  devotion  to  .the  interests  committed  to  his  special  su- 
pervision. The  committee  are  sure  they  express  the  wish  of  the 
Synod  in  making  thi^  inadequate  public  recognition  of  the  value  of 
the  service  gratuitously  rendered  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
in  the  utterance  of  the  hope  that  his  health  may  be  restored  and  his 
life  be  long  preserved  to  witness  the  triumphs  of  the  Redeemer's  kingp- 
dom  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.  And  we  recommend  that 
the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  be  authorized  to  make  such  appropri- 
ation for  his  future  services  as  that  Board  may  think  proper. 

It  Is  a  matter  of  gratulation  that  the  Rev.  Dr.  Scudder  and  the  Rev. 
Jiir.  Joralemon,  during  their  stay  here,  are  enabled  to  address  onr 
churches,  and  plead  tlie  cause  of  Foreign  Missions,  out  o^  \.Vn.^  ^^soaK- 
d&ace  of  their  knowledge  of  the  wanU  ol  XVl^  >aft»!Oafc\j^  ^^^^.  ^^^• 
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maj  very  well  be  that  for  mich  a  time  as  this  the  Lord  transferred 
them  from  India  and  China  to  America,  Uiat  they  might  be  instrih 
ments  in  bis  hand  to  incite  their  brethren  here  to  larger  seal  in  the 
work  of  saving  the  world. 

From  the  Treasurer's  Report,  yonr  committee  learn  that  the  snm- 
total  of  receipts  during  the  past  year  has  been  $25,134.61 — a  sam 
larger  than  tiie  Synod  of  last  year  ventured  to  hope  might  be  raised. 
Cheering  as  this  statement  is,  it  is  important  for  ns  distinctly  to  mark 
and  weigh  the  fact,  that  during  the  year  to  come,  wo  shall  need  at 
least  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  to  meet  expenses  for  which  the  Board 
is  now  pledged,  and  for  the  sending  out  of  other  missionaries.  As 
there  can  he  no  going  back  in  this  work,  it  is  necessary  that  pastors 
and  Consistories  should  take  early  and  efficient  steps  to  gather  the 
gifts  of  God's  people  for  the  foreign  field. 

The  Treasurer's  Report,  which  has  been  in  onr  hands,  is  a  docoment 
prepared  with  great  labor,  and  exhibits  minutely  the  current  contribo- 
tions  of  the  several  Classes  and  Churches,  together  with  all  donations 
made  by  individuals.  Too  great  praise  cannot  be  awarded  Mr.  Hayt 
for  the  perspicuity  and  accuracy  of  his  annual  account  just  rendered. 

The  following  resolutions  are  submitted: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed 
Protestant  Dutch  Church  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  apply  to  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  for  an  act  of  incorporation  under  the  above 
title. 

2.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  earnestly  enjoin  upon  the  churches 
the  duty  of  forming  each  for  itself  a  systematic  plan  of  benevolence, 
in  which  the  Foreign  Missionary  work  shall  occnpy  a  place. 

8.  Resolved,  That  every  pastor  should  regard  himself  as  bound,  by 
the  very  nature  of  his  office,  to  act  as  an  agent  for  our  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Board;  and  that  the  Foreign  Board  regard  eve|^  pastor  as 
such,  and  make  suggestions  as  to  the  mode  of  operation  desirable  to 
be  pursued. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  regard  the  SoiDcr  as  an  important  vehicle  of 
Missionary  intelligence  to  the  churches,  and  commend  it  to  their  at- 
tention.

■ionarj  Sermons,  the  Synod  proceeded  to  the  election,  when  the  Rev. 
Samuel  M.  Woodbridge,  D.D.,  was  chosen  Primarius  to  preach  the 
sermon  on  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  S.  Hageman  was 
chosen  Seatndus.

ARTICLE  XIX. 

widows'    fund. 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fund  respectfully  report,  that  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Direction, 
the  fund  now  amounts  to  $17,018.35. 

There  were  added  to  the  principal  dunng  the  year,  $121.39,  col- 
lected in  the  churches. 

Cash  received  from  annual  subscriptions  amounts  to $1,261  50 

Interest  on  invested  fund  during  the  year 1,113  00 

Sum  of  income $2,314  50 

Out  of  this  has  been  paid  to  annuitants $1,855  00 

Other  expenses 152  30 

Sum  of  disbursements 2,077  80 

Leaving  in  the  treasury  a  balance  of 297  20 

The  number  of  subscribers  to  the  fund  i%  eighty-four,  of  whom  ten 
have  been  added  during  the  year. 

Fourteen  of  this  number  have  made  no  payments  within  the  last 
five  years,  and  some  have  not  for  a  much  longer  period ;  thereby,  of 
course,  forfeiting  their  interest  in  the  fund,  except  the  privilege  of 
withdrawing  the  amount  paid  by  them,  without  interest. 

Thus,  there  are  only  seventy  actual  paying  subscribers  at  the  present 
time  out  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  ministers,  being  less  than 
one-fifth  of  the  number. 

The  fnnd  has  been  slow  in  its  progress.  It  was  in  embryo  as  early 
as  1813;  occupied  the  attention  of  Synod  and  committees,  and  was  an 
olject  of  anxious  solicitude  from  year  to  year,  until  1837,  when  it  was 
fully  matured  and  put  into  operation,  and  received  the  first  annual 
subscription  of  ministers. 

It  became  available  to  beneBciaries  by  the  increase  of  the  fund  to 
$10,000  in  1845,  since  which  time  it  has  slowly  but  surely  advanced. 
The  Board  of  Direction  and  committees,  and  S^ii!Qid^\ivi^^^««  ^SNust 
jear,  reiterated  their  expressions  of  qow&3i<^iic«  vg^  \\j^  \tv^^9c^^a9^ 
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results,  and  commended  it  to  the  ministry  and  chnrchefl.  It  hu  been 
framed  with  great  care,  occupied  for  years  the  best  minds,  and,  as 
finally  perfected,  is  believed  to  furnish  as  safe  a  basis  for  investment  u 
any  otiier  fuud  iu  existence. 

It  affords  advantages  in  many  respects  which  ordinary  life  insnranoe 
policies  do  not  present.  The  collections  and  donations  by  churches 
and  persons  who  are  not  ministers,  cause  an  increased  proportionate 
benefit  to  those  who  are  interested  in  it;  whereas,  in  ortiinary  life 
insurance  companies,  there  is  no  other  source  of  benefit  than  from  the 
money  actually  paid  by  the  insured,  and  by  them  alone. 

In  ordinary  life  insurance  companies,  the  diseased,  the  infirm,  the 
aged,  are  not  allowed  to  share  its  interests  by  an  insurance  upon  their 
lives.  They  are  those  only  whose  death  is  calculated  to  have  best 
chances  of  beiog  remote  through  youth  or  vigor,  and  health,  who  are 
received  into  the  number. 

Then,  moreover,  no  man  himself  obtains  advantage,  however  infirm, 
or  helpless,  or  nL>edy  he  may  become.  Its  benefits  are  available  only 
at  his  death.  The  six  worthy  clergymen,  in  their  infirmity  and  need, 
now  assisted  and  cheered  by  our  relief  fund,  could  themselves  have  de- 
rived no  assistance  from  any  life  insurance  company.  This  fund,  more- 
over, while  it  is  permanent,  so  that  no  essential  feature  of  it  can  be 
altered  without  the  consent  of  every  one  who  is  a  party  to  it  by  sub- 
scription, is  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Synod  itself,  and 
managed  by  the  trusty  men  of  their  own  appointment,  constituting  the 
Board  of  Direction. 

The  fund  is  now  in  effective  operation,  affording  assistance  to  ten 
worthy  widows  once  co-workers  in  the  Master's  cause  with,  and  now 
relies  of,  our  dear  departed  brethren ;  and  lo  six  worn-out,  faithful  ser- 
vants of  the  Lord. 

Your  comuiittte  again  recommend  it  to  the  ministers  of  the  Church, 
and  solicit  their  attention  to  it,  as  due  particularly  from  the  following 
considerations: 

1st.  Their  own  benefit.  Twenty  dollars  a  year,  or  ten,  or  five,  if 
any  prefer,  could  be  spared  by  many  without  serious  inconvenience,  or 
if  needful,  could,  by  proper  management,  be  collected  in  the  churches, 
and  applied  in  payment  of  the  subscription  of  pastors,  which  would 
afford  a  sure  aid  to  themselves,  if  in  need,  and  to  their  widows  and 
children  while  young  and  helpless. 

2d.  Their  attention  to  it  is  due  from  principles  of  benevolence  to 
tlieir  brethrcMi.  Should  neither  particular  suliscribers  nor  their  fami- 
lies reap  advantage  from  it  equal  to  their  payment^?,  five,  or  ten,  or 
twenty  dollars  a  year,  is  but  a  small  amount  to  contribute  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  whole  com[>any  of  our  disabled,  needy  brethren,  and  the 
widows  and  helpless  children  of  the  departed. 

To  the  churches,  too,  this  fund  is  comniended,  not  only  on  principles 

of  benevolence,  but  also  those  of  justice      The  men  who,  through  the 

whole  period  of  active  life,  have  devoted  themselves  to  the  Church,  and 

received  in  conipenaation  uo  vuor^hVVvvLW^Vvw^^w^^Vj  ^1  \i.Mtt<iat  wants,

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pendent  households,  in  jnstice,  are  entitled  to  a  maintenance  in  time 
of  need  from  those  in  whose  service  their  energies  were  exhausted  dur- 
ing the  period  of  active  life. 

Bat  it  is  believed  that  the  churches  are  willing  to  contribute  regu- 
larly and  liberally  to  the  object ,  if  properly  presented  to  them. 

Other  objects  of  benevolence  are  receiving  increasing  attention  and 
enlarged  contributions  from  the  Church.  And  doubtlessly,  the  benign 
operations  of  the  Widows'  Fund  might  be  largely  extended,  and  place 
beyond  all  contingency  of  diminished  annuity  those  now  reaping  or 
hereafter  to  reap  its  benefits. 

It  may  be  proper  to  remind  the  churches  that  there  are  two  methods 
by  which  an  interest  in  the  fund  may  be  secured.  One,  by  the  pay- 
ment of  an  annuity;  the  other,  by  the  payment  at  once  of  such  sum  as 
will  bring  an  interest  tantamount  to  the  annual  subscription,  which 
sum  may  be  refunded  to  the  subscribers  or  their  heirs,  the  interest  of 
it  having  secured  the  annual  payment  of  their  subscriptions.  This  last 
method  is  particularly  commended  to  the  more  wealthy  and  benevo- 
lent members  of  churches,  as  the  means  of  securing  with  the  least 
trouble  the  enlargement  of  the  operations  of  the  fund. 

Your  committee  would  offer  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved f  That  the  Widows'  Fund  and  the  Sustentation  Fund 
be  commended  to  the  ministers  and  churches  under  our  care,  as  de- 
serving of  increased  contributions. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  Classes  be  called  to  the  Wid- 
ows' Fund  and  the  Sustentation  Fund,  and  that  they  be  requested  to 
take  some  steps  to  make  those  funds  more  efficient. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

ARTICLE  XX. 

BOARD     OP     PUBLICATION. 

The  Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  received, 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived, and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

A  sermon  was  delivered  on  the  evening  of  the  third  day  of  the  ses- 
sion by  Rev.  Talbot  W.  Chambers,  D.D.,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of 
Publication,  from  Ecclesiastes  12:  11:  "  The  words  of  the  wise  are 
as  goads  and  as  nails  fastened  by  the  masters  of  assemblies,  which 
are  given  from  one  shepherd." 

The  Committee  on  Publication  reported,  and  their  report  was  ac- 
ceptcd,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows:

ReversiDg  the  order  of  nature,  howe?er,  in  which  the  soond 
becomes  fainter  and  fainter,  antil  it  dies  away  fh>m  the  ear,  this  echo 
waxes  stronger  and  yet  more  strong  at  c?ery  repetition. 

The  report  is  remarkable  for  its  unimaginati?e  character,  consisting 
mainly  of  an  array  of  business  items  and  figures,  which  are  wearisome 
to  the  car,  but  more  reliable  in  enabling  the  Synod  to  pass  a  sonnd 
judgment  upon  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Board  than  any 
flights  of  fancy  or  rhetorical  flourishes  that  might  have  been  indulged 
in. 

The  following  summary  of  operations  is  worthy  the  attention  of 
Synod: 

The  sum-total  of  the  reedpts  of  the  Board  during  the  last  year 
amounts  to  $15,453.87.  Of  this  amount  $1,318.55  has  been  receiTed 
in  collections  from  forty-seven  churches,  and  $546.94  in  donations  firom 
individuals;  the  remainder  principally  accruing  from  sales  at  the  De- 
pository, and  subscriptions  to  the  Sftwer, 

The  expeuses  of  the  year  for  the  publication  of  their  varioos  trear 
tises,  together  with  office  rent,  salaries,  &c.,  have  been  $15,159.83, 
leaving  a  balance  in  the  treasury  of  $294.04. 

There  is  a  stock  on  hand  in  books,  stereotype  plates,  &c.,  valued  at 
$15,902.69,  showing  an  increase  of  $6,419  during  the  past  year.  The 
balance  sheet  shows  an  excess  of  the  assets  of  the  Board  over  all  their 
liabilities  of  $9,227.63,  an  amount  one-half  greater  than  all  the  con- 
tributions of  the  churches  during  the  five  years  of  its  existence. 

The  financial  exhibit  of  the  year  is  very  minute  and  satisfactory, 
leaving  no  doubt  of  the  economy  and  practical  wisdom  with  which 
the  affairs  of  the  Board  have  been  conducted,  and  inviting  our  fullest 
confidence,  that  under  the  same  administration  a  path  of  great  useful- 
ness and  success  lies  before  us  in  this  department  of  our  operations. 
The  business  of  the  Board  has  very  largely  increased  during  the  year, 
the  sum-total  of  its  publications  exceeding  that  of  the  four  previous 
unitedly.  Those  newly  issued  have  for  the  most  part  already  obtained 
a^considerable  circulation,  and  received  the  approval  of  the  churches; 
and  they  all,  so  far  as  the  committee  have  an  opportunity  of  judging, 
are  adapted  to  the  maintenance  of  sound  doctrine,  and  the  promotion 
of  the  great  interests  which  we  all  have  at  heart,  confirming  your 
committee  in  their  views  of  the  importance  of  such  an  agency  as  a 
means  for  the  dissemination  of  the  truths  of  the  Bible,  as  exhibited 
in  the  standards  of  our  Church. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  published  16  new  books,  of  which 
have  been  printed  26,500  copies;  one  new  edition  of  a  former  book 
has  been  printed  of  1,000  copies;  of  works  in  German,  2,000  copies;  24 
new  Tracts,  37,950  copies;  9  new  editions  of  old  Tracts,  13,000  copies; 
Sabbath  School  Bible  Proofs,  20,000  copies  In  addition  to  these, 
the  Minutes  of  Particular  and  General  Synods,  and  of  the  various 
Boards,  3,250.  In  all  of  Books  and  Tracts,  103,700  copies;  number 
of  pages  printed  during  the  year,  7,740,000. 

We  cannot  but  feel  thai  the  Board  has  a  claim  to  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  the  charches,  aiid  \.YiaX  v\a  <^Qi\i^\M\Q)\iN&  ^^os^  ^a  \a  vok'tltQ 
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confidence  and  liberality  far  exceeding  what  has  already  been  mani- 
fested. We  trust  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when,  in  view  of  the 
increased  prosperity  of  this,  and  all  onr  Boards,  the  Datch  Charch 
shall  possess  a  suitable  building,  in  which  they  may  find  accommoda- 
tions better  adapted  to  their  necessities  than  the  present  contracted 
and  in<9ufficient  rooms  in  which  their  business  is  conducted.  This,  how- 
ever, must  proceed  from  individual  liberality. 

It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that  so  few  of  the  churches  have  yet  pven 
to  this  Board  a  share  of  their  contributions. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

Resolvedj  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  recommended  to  all  onr    • 
churches,  as  eminently  worthy  of  more  enlarged  and  general  contribu- 
tions, and  that  churches  and  individuals  be  invited  to  assist  in  the  dr- 
cnlation  of  its  Books  and  Tracts. 

There  are  several  subjects  upon  which  the  Board  desire  the  action 
of  Synod.  The  first  of  these  is  the  Psalm  and  Hymn  Book.  The 
Board  have  been  preparing  plates  for  a  new  and  more  correct  edition 
of  our  Psalms  and  Hymns.  They  first  ask  that  the  Synod  will  so 
modify  their  past  action  as  to  allow  them  to  publish  the  smallest  and 
cheapest  book,  with  only  the  addition  of  the  Heldelbergh  Catechism, 
the  Compendium,  and  the  Sacramental  and  Ordination  Forms,  as  the 
insertion  of  all  our  doctrinal  standards  would  so  increase  the  size  as 
to  render  it  unfit  for  binding. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  instructed  to  publish 
no  more  books  of  this  edition. 

Another  request  relates  to  the  selection  of  a  new  hymn  in  place  of 
Hymn  634,  which  is  a  duplicate  of  several  verses  in  Hymn  635. 

Resolikdf  That  authority  be  hereby  given  for  making  such  selection 
and  substitution. 

The  report  likewise  states  that  Hymn  747  is  without  a  metre,  and 
as  it  now  stands  cannot  be  sung,  and  ask  permission  to  make  various 
changes  which  will  remedy  the  difficulty. 

Resolved,  That  such  alteration  is  expedient. 

The  Board  request  that  they  have  permission  to  charge  $1.25  for 
.  the  new  edition  of  the  large  book  until  the  stereotype  plates  are  paid 
for,  and  after  that  time  $1. 

Resolved,  That  the  permission  be  granted. 

A  further  request  is,  that  the  Board  have  the  privilege  of  publish- 
ing a  Book  of  Selections  from  the  Psalms  and  Hymns  suitable  for 
social  worship,  and  also  a  smaller  one,  which  could  be  sold  for  a  few 
cents,  suitable  for  Sabbath-schools. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  be  authorized  to  make  and  publish  such 
Selections,  as  speedily  as  is  consistent  with  due  deliberation  in  choos- 
ing the  Hymns  best  adapted  for  such  purposes. 

In  the  plates  for  the  new  Hymn  Book  various  improvements  hvc^ 
been  introduced,  which  must  render  itmote  wi<i^^V.«>5v^^a^^^^2w^^^ 
tbBD  the  old,  sach  as  the  correctiou  of  imiTmienAA^  \,'^^^Q^«^>sai^«««^ 
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adding  fuller  indexes,  pag^  titles,  and  sobstitoting  for  the  doable  num- 
bering of  the  Hjmus  the  name  of  the  author,  so  far  as  the  same  cat 
be  ascertained;  all  of  which  jour  committee  approve. 

As  it  is  desirable  that  the  early  records  of  the  Dutch  Chorch  ihould 
be  accessible  in  a  language  which  we  can  all  understand,  jonr  com- 
mittee would  offer  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved^  That  the  Board  of  Publication  be  aathorixed  to  hare  the 
Minutes  of  the  Old  CoBtus  translated  from  the  Dutch,  provided  that 
the  expense  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  and  that 
when  the  work  is  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board,  the  Tr^isorer 
of  the  Synod  be  directed  to  pay  the  sum  required,  to  their  order. 

Mesolvedf  Tliat  the  Board  of  Publication  have  authority  from  this 
Synod  to  publish  Books  and  Tracts  in  tlie  Dutch  language,  for  drca- 
lation  among  our  Holland  churches,  so  far  as  they  can  do  so  without 
embarrassment. 

In  concluding  their  report,  the  committee  feel  that  some  noUee 
should  he  taken  of  the  indefatigable  and  laborious  services  of  the  Gk»^ 
responding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  which  he  has  now 
rendered  for  five  years  without  pecuniary  compensation.  It  may  not 
be  necessary  to  offer  any  resolution,  but  have  no  doubt  that  the 
Synod  will  heartily  endorse  this  acknowledgment  of  the  obligations 
we  arc  under  lor  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties  as  an  officer  of  this 
Board. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  communication  containing  the  bequest  of  the  Rev.  Elias  Yan 
Benschoten  was  read. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Scott,  John  N.  Jansen,  and  the  Elder,  Samuel 
Q.  Lott,  were  appointed  a  Committee  of  Canvass,  to  whom  the  bal- 
lots cast  for  filling  vacancies  in  the  several  Boards  of  the  Synod,  for 
corresponding  delegates,  and  for  persons  to  preach  the  sermons  on  be- 
half of  Foreign  and  Domestic  Missions,  of  Education,  and  of  the 
Board  of  Publication,  were  committed,  who  reported  the  result  of  the 
election. 

Resolved,  That  the  labors  and  self-denying  services  and  varied  use- 
fulness of  the  late  Rev.  John  Scudder,  M.D.,  Missionary  to  India, 
claim  for  him  a  special  place  in  the  memory  and  afifections  of  the 
Christian  Church,  and  deserve  to  be  commemorated  by  some  suitable 
monument  in  the  field  in  which  he  labored. 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  Thos.  C.  Doremns,  James  A.  Williamson, 
James  L.  Schiefifelin,  Robert  H.  Pruyn,  and  Fred.  T.  Frelinghnysen 
be  a  committee  to  raise  means  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monu- 
ment in  India,  and  to  execute  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  as  Dr.  Scudder  was  so  largely  the  servant  of  the 
churches,  the  committee  be  not  restricted,  in  securing  donations,  to 
our  own  denomination.

The  following  extract  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago  has  been  referred  to  this  committee: 

**  The  Classis  of  Michigan  has  passed  the  following  resolution: 

"  Resolved,  That  this  Classis  respectfully  asks  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago  to  request  the  General  Synod  to  extend  to  the  other  Western 
Classes  the  privilege  that  was  granted  during  its  session  of  June  last 
to  the  Classis  of  Illinois,  viz.:  to  divide  the  whole  amount  appropri- 
ated to  each  Classis  for  expenses  to  General  Synod  among  their  re- 
spective delegates  who  shall  be  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  General 
Synod,  during  the  coutinnance  of  such  appropriation;  provided  that 
no  delegate  shall  receive  more  than  the  actual  expenses  of  travel." 

In  considering  this  extract  from  the  proceedings  of  Particular  Synod 
of  Chicago,  your  committee  find  that,  in  1857,  the  following  amounts 
were  appropriated  to  the  Western  Classes  for  expenses  in  attending 
General  Synod,  viz.:

Last  year,  at  the  request  of  the  Classis  of  Illinoia, 
the  amount  appropriated  to  that  Classis  was  divided  between  two 
delegates;  and  now,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Classis  of  Michigan,  (as 
appears  from  the  extract  cited  above,)  this  Synod  is  requested  to  di- 
vide in  the  same  manner  the  amount  appropriated  to  each  Classis 
equally  between  the  members  in  attendance. 

After  this  brief  review  of  the  facts,  your  committee  have  concluded 
to  present  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  we  return  to  the  arrangement  of  1857,  viz.:  to  di- 
vide the  sum  appropriated  between  not  more  than  three  delegates 
from  each  Classis;  and  if  there  be  less  than  three  delegates  in  attend- 
ance, then  each  delegate  shall  receive  but  one-third  of  the  sum  thus 
appropriated. 

The  adoption  of  this  resolution  (your  committee  believe)  will  carry 
out  the  intention  of  the  original  appropriation,  which  was,  to  bring 
the  Western  delegates  to  the  bounds  of  the  Classis  of  Cayuga,  and  so 
put  them  on  an  equality  with  the  delegates  from  the  Eastern  churches. 
This  arrangement  of  the  matter  will,  we  believe,  be  carried  on  with- 
out objection;  while  we  apprehend  that  any  other  may  awaken  oppo- 
sition, and  at  last  defeat  the  end  in  view.

Mr.  Hutton,  of  the  Senior  Class,  entered  by  dispensation  of  Sypod, 
he  having  pnrsned  his  studies  two  years  previously  in  the  Union  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  New  York. 

Mr.  L.  C.  Rogers  is  a  preacher  in  the  Seventh-Day  Baptist  denomi- 
nation, but  has  passed  through  our  whole  course,  and  with  great  ac- 
ceptance to  the  Faculty. 

Mr.  John  Scudder  has  been  absent  by  dispensation  of  Synod  during 
a  portion  of  the  year,  attending  medical  lectures  in  New  Tork.  He 
has,  however,  by  great  diligence  since  his  return,  made  up  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  for  the  time  lost  by  absence. 

Mr.  Warner,  according  to  the  advice  of  Synod,  entered  the  Semi- 
nary, and  in  view  of  his  age,  besides  his  having  been  a  licentiate  in 
another  denomination,  was  advised  by  the  Faculty  to  take  the  course 
of  the  senior  year.  His  case  has  been  referred  back  to  Synod,  with 
testimonials  as  to  his  piety  and  orthodoxy. 

Mr.  Frazee,  of  the  Middle  Glass,  is  a  member  of  the  Preeh'^tiQx^su^ 

Church.    He  has  attended  to  all  the  Em^Mi  ^^<^<^  q1  ^t^Vfis^aNss&ssi^ 

and  baa  been  licensed  to  preach  by  l!be  Yteds|\^il  o*l^««^'':^ofi8Bw>^fc- 
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A  communication,  received  by  the  Professors  from  the  Elders  of  the 
Chnrch  of  Graafschap,  in  the  Classis  of  Holland,  was  traiiBinitted  to 
the  Board,  asking  that  Mr.  R.  Pieters  might  be  permitted  to  leare  the 
institution  at  the  close  of  the  present  seminary  year,  and  become  their 
pastor.  Mr.  Pictcrs  is  unwilling  to  move  in  the  matter,  and  prefers 
that  the  Board  of  Superintendents  should  decide  whether  any  moTe^ 
ment  for  a  dispensation  shall  be  made.  The  Faculty  state  that  they 
have  entire  confidence  in  the  piety,  ability,  and  sound  judgment  ii 
Mr.  Pieters,  and  were  he  at  once  put  into  the  ministry  would  have  no 
fear  as  to  the  result. 

Upon  the  foregoing  the  following  resolution  was  passed:  That  the 
case  of  Mr.  Pieters  be  referred  to  General  Synod,  with  the  recommen- 
dation of  this  Board  that  the  dispensation  contemplated  in  his  case  be 
granted. 

The  Faculty  report  with  gratification  that  the  health  of  the  students 
has  been  unusually  good.  Their  diligence,  attendance,  and  general 
conduct  have  been  very  commendable  and  satisfactory.  They  also  re- 
port a  very  encouraging  exhibition  of  the  missionary  spirit;  in  the  fact, 
that  five  of  tlie  Senior  Class  have  offered  themselves  for  the  foreign 
field.  One  of  these  has  been  advised  by  his  physician  to  withdraw 
his  oflFer,  on  account  of  the  state  of  his  health.  Four  others  have  de- 
voted themselves  to  the  service  of  the  Domestic  Board  in  the  West. 

The  Board  feel  called  to  congratulate  Synod  on  the  foregoing  facts 
concerning  the  number  and  the  spirit  of  consecration  of  the  students. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the 
measure  of  prosperity  granted  to  this  agency  for  the  education  of  a 
pious  and  efficient  ministry  for  the  Church. 

The  questions  directed  by  Synod  were  put  to  the  students,  with  ref- 
erence to  their  preaching  otherwise  than  under  the  special  cases  of  ex- 
ception mentioned  in  Synod's  resolutions.  The  Board  regret  the  neces- 
sity of  reporting  that  the  rule  of  Synod  was  confessed  to  have  been 
broken  by  all  but  two  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  and  by  seven  mem- 
bers of  the  Middle  Class.  The  names  of  those  transgressing  arc 
Messrs.  Baay,  Ballagh,  Berry,  Collier,  Gulick,  Jones,  Miller,  Peek, 
Scudder,  Talmage,  Watkins,  Wortman;  Middle  Class:  Messrs.  Blau- 
velt,  Krum,  Miller,  Pieters,  Vauderraeulen,  Vanderveen,  and  Wilson. 

The  examinations  of  the  several  classes  were  well  sustained.  All 
the  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  reconmiended  for  the  usual  pro- 
fessoral  certificate,  except  Mr.  Warner,  who,  in  view  of  the  necessity 
of  obtaining  a  dispensation  from  Synod,  was  recommended  for  a  quali- 
fied certificate. 

The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  D.  H.  Riddle,  D.D.,  from 
Romans  1:  18. 

The  address  to  the  students  was  delivered  by  Rev.  0.  11.  Gregory, 
D.D. 

It  was  resolved  to  extend  the  sessions  of  the  Board  to  Thursday 
evening,  to  afford  time  for  more  extended  examinations. 

A  letter  was  received  from  l\ie  ¥^c\3l\.^/\silQircKiSij^  xXsr  ^Qwcd  that 
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Rev.  F.  M.  Kip,  D.D.,  had  just  presented  to  the  Seminary  a  beautiful 
portrait  of  Rev.  Dr.  Livingston. 

The  Board  adopted  the  following  minute,  it  being  understood  that 
Dr.  Kip  had  presented  the  portrait  on  behalf  of  the  family  of  his  late 
revered  father:  * 

"  The  name  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  H.  Livingston  is  very  intimately  asso- 
ciated with  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church  in  America. 
It  is  a  name  which  will  always  have  a  sweet  fragrance  with  all  who  feel 
any  interest  in  the  maintenance  and  dififusion  of  evangelical  piety  on 
this  continent.  It  is  therefore  with  feelings  of  peculiar  gratification 
that  the  Board  of  Superintendents  have  received  an  excellent  portrait 
of  Dr.  Livingston  from  Rev.  Francis  M.  Kip,  D.D.,  and  hereby  express 
their  grateful  acknowledgments  of  this  memorial  of  a  father  in  the 
Church,  who  is  so  extensively  known,  and  so  highly  appreciated." 

The  Board  having  been  deprived  sometimes  of  the  presence  and 
counsel  of  members  for  want  of  secundi  to  take  the  place  of  primarily 
who  are  hindered  from  coming,  recommend  to  Synod  to  authorize 
hereafter  the  appointment  of  a  member  primarius,  and  a  secundus  for 
each  Classis.

The  Board  of  Direction  respectfully  report,  that  the  storehouse  of 
their  Treasurer  was  consumed  bj  fire  on  the  third  of  January  last,  and 
that  some  of  the  books  and  papers  of  Synod  were  destroyed,  and 
others  injured.

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  reported,  and  their  report  wag 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Correspondence  report,  that  they  have  carefully 
attended  to  the  following  subjects  intrusted  to  them,  viz.: 

I.  A  reference  from  the  Classis  of  Greene,  asking  an  expression  of 
the  opinion  of  this  Synod  on  the  subject  of  union  in  efforts  to  advance 
religion  with  denominations  differing  from  us  in  their  doctrines  and 
usages. 

II.  Two  pamphlets  from  the  Free  Church  of  Scotland:  the  one  being 
a  report  of  their  Foreign  Missionary  enterprise,  and  the  other  of  their 
Colonial  Mission. 

III.  A  letter  from  the  Church  of  the  Waldenses.  Concerning  them, 
they  propose  the  following  action  to  the  Synod:  That  the  reference 
firom  the  Classis  of  Greene  be  answered  by  the  following  resolution: 

I.  Resolved,  That  while  this  Synod  does  not  depart  from  its  uniform 
practice  of  making  no  declaration  of  abstract  principles,  it  leaves  the 
subject  of  union  with  Christians  of  other  denominations,  in  their  efforts 
to  promote  revivals  of  religion  and  the  edification  of  the  Church,  to 
the  prudence  of  ministers  and  Consistories,  with  the  advice  that  thej 
take  care  that  the  attachment  of  the  people  to  our  doctrinal  stand- 
ards and  our  usages  be  not  impaired. 

II.  That  the  Synod  express  their  grateful  sense  of  the  courtesy  of 
these  bodies;  that  the  publications  be  placed  in  the  Library  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  and  that  the  courtesy  b^ 
reciprocated  by  sending  to  the  General  A^ss^idXA^  ol  \}ftfc^\<i^^S^s»s5^ 
of  Scotland  a  copy  of  our  Minutes  for  ttie  catt^tvV.  '^^ox,  wA  <A  ^sqs&^ 
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Reports  of  oar  Boards  as  are  published  separately,  aod  to  the  Be- 
formed  Protestant  Dutch  Church  of  South  Africa  the  documents 
Just  named,  with  the  General  Catalogue  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 
III.  In  reply  to  the  letter  from  the  Waldenses,  the  following  letter 
is  respectfully  submitted : 

To  the  Moderator  and  Synod  of  the  Church  of  the  Waldensa: 

Dear  Brethren — Your  letter,  written  under  the  pressure  of  sore 
trials,  and  in  anticipation  of  deeper  sorrows,  has  been  laid  before  us. 
We  thank  our  God  that  your  faith,  "  spoken  of  throughout  the  whole 
world,"  sustained  you  in  the  solemn  and  critical  period  through  which 
you  have  passed. 

It  gratified«us  to  be  informed  that  in  your  troubles,  "  after  looking 
to  your  God  you  turned  naturally  to  us,"  as  to  brethren  who  ever  make 
mention  of  you  in  their  prayers,  and  would  be  your  helpers  in  the  work 
of  the  Lord. 

The  sympathies  of  our  ministers,  elders  and  members,  who  watched 
the  course  of  the  war,  were  deeply  enlisted  in  your  behalf,  and  prayer 
was  offered  for  you.  Though,  as  the  information  received  by  the  mass 
of  the  people  respected  other  aspects  of  the  war,  and  other  places  in 
the  march  of  the  armies,  the  interest  in  you  was  not  as  general  or  as 
deep  as  we  could  have  desired.  We  recognize  in  you  a  brotherhood 
of  a  common  faith,  which  you  have  preserved  through  many  trials  for 
us  and  for  others,  and  which  will  be  found  to  be  good  seed  for  ground 
prepared  of  the  liord,  and  produce  fruit  to  the  glory  of  his  name. 

We  rejoice  with  you  in  the  return  of  peace;  your  prayers  have  been 
heard,  and  your  mourning  has  been  turned  into  joy.  In  this  event  is 
cause  to  hope  that  the  desires  of  your  hearts  may  be  at  length  granted, 
and  that  new  doors  may  be  opened  for  the  Gospel.  May  the  light  of 
tnith,  which  has  been  so  wonderfully  preserved  among  you,  soon  l)e  dif- 
fused throughout  Italy,  and  the  restrictions  which  have  so  long  im- 
peded your  progress  be  removed,  so  that  you  may  contribute  largely 
to  the  triimiph  of  our  Lord.  In  this  good  work  our  hearts  are  with 
you,  and  our  hands  will  be  opened  for  your  aid. 

The  Saviour — Head  of  the  Church — has  dealt  very  kindly  with  us. 
Our  Missionary  enterprises,  both  foreign  and  domestic,  have  been 
greatly  prospered,  as  well  in  the  increasuig  numbers  of  men  offering 
themselves  to  the  work,  as  the  enlarged  contributions  from  the 
churches  for  their  support.  Our  Theological  Semhiary  was  never  more 
prosperous  than  at  present.  This  is  true  of  all  our  benevolent  ente^ 
prises,  and  God  is  not  leaving  our  churches  without  tokens  of  his  Spirit's 
presence.  In  these  circumstances  of  great  joy,  we  need  your  prayers 
that  we  may  meet  our  increased  responsibilities  worthily  of  hun  who 
has  called  us  into  Ins  kingdom  and  glory.     Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

Grace  be  with  you,  and  peace  from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

ARTICLE  VI. 

SYNODIC AL   REPORT   ON   THE   STATE   OP  THE   CHURCHES. 

In  conformity  with  the  standing  regulation,  the  Synod  spent  a  part 
of  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day  of  the  session  in  religious  exercises, 
conducted  agreeably  to  a  plan  previously  reported  by  a  committee 
for  that  purpose,  consisting  of  Rev.  Messrs.  J.  B.  Alliger,  Richard 
H.  Steele,  and  the  Elder,  Samuel  B.  Schiefifelin, 

Resolved,  That  the  subject  of  making  arrangements  for  the  observ- 
ance of  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  on  the  Devotional  Exercises  of  the  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  a  prayer-meeting  be  held  in  the  Consistory  Room  of 
the  Church,  between  the  hours  of  8  and  9  o'clock,  A.  M. 

Certain  resolutions  on  the  subject  of  intemperance  were  presented, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  Religion  would  respectfully  present 
the  following: 

Last  year's  Report  on  the  State  of  Religion  opened  with  an  utter- 
ance of  gladness,  almost  of  exultation.  The  Spirit-pouring  right  hand 
of  Jehovah,  the  Lord,  had  been  signally  displayed  in  all  our  bounds: 
and  from  the  churches,  with  hardly  an  exception,  voices  of  joy  ana 
thanksgiving  for  the  mercy-showers  which  had  copiously  fallen,  made 
music  to  the  hearts  of  God's  children,  like  that  of  the  morning  stars  at 
the  beginning. 

The  report  of  this  year  must  open  in  a  less  jubilant  tone,  indeed,  but 
one  very  far  from  being  dismal  or  despondent.  Though  the  mighty, 
rushing  wind,  blowing,  as  at  Pentecost,  where  it  listeth,  has  been  fol- 
lowed by  a  comparative  calm,  the  calm  is  not  that  of  the  lifeless  body 
or  the  stagnant  pool.  On  every  side  are  evidences  of  freshness,  and 
fertility,  and  genial  growth,  after  plenteous,  much-needed  rains — ears 
of  com  waving  in  the  sunshine,  promising  a  generous  harvest  when  the 
fruits  shall  have  had  time  to  reach  maturity. 

The  reports  from  the  various  Synods  speak  almost  a  uniform  lan- 
guage.    There   has  been  no  wide-spread  outpouring  of  God's  Sijlrlt 
this  year  within  the  limits  of  our  CWciVv.    Ivi'^m^xi^  Owa^^Na^^K^- 
eral  localities  have  been  specially  favot^A,  Vckdkfc^\  \yQX.^^»»  ^»aR»i« 
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exceptional.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases,  instead  of  large  nmnberB 
being  gathered  into  tlic  Church,  as  in  former  years,  the  heavenly  bless- 
ing has  shown  itself  in  a  smaller,  though  steady  and  hopefol  increase 
— in  the  enlarging  attendance,  in  many  cases,  on  the  sanctoary  serri- 
ces,  on  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Cross;  in  the  ha^ 
mony  and  peace  wliich  have  contiimed  to  prevail;  in  the  growing  fidel- 
ity with  which  the  interests  of  the  children  and  youth  have  been  cared 
for  and  cherished;  in  the  strengthening  hold  which  our  charitable  in- 
stitutions are  taking  on  the  heart  of  the  Church,  as  testihed  by  the 
earnestness,  and,  in  some  instances,  unwonted  liberality  shown  in  their 
support;  and  in  the  intea<<e  yearnings  which,  looking  beyond  the  little 
limits  of  a  single  land,  go  forth,  to  seek  out  souls  and  save  them,  into 
all  the  world,  which  the  Messiah's  own  mandate  made,  to  the  end  of 
time,  the  missionary  field  of  his  Church. 

These  are  not  slight  things;  they  are  greatly  important;  they  are 
greatly  signiiicant.  They  show  that,  thongh  especial  revival  seasons 
have  been  absent,  tiie  Divine  Spirit,  giving  life  and  activity,  has  been 
present.  They  indicate  that  Zitm  is  awake  to  her  position,  and  recog- 
nizes more  and  more  tlie  new  responsibilities  imposed  by  the  special 
mercies  wliieh  the  churches  have  lately  enjoyed  from  God's  reviving 
grace.  They  show,  too,  that  where  a  genuine  revival  visits  the  churches, 
its  highest  and  most  beneficent  results  are  not  immediately  apparent, 
but  remain  to  l)e  developed  more  fully  by-and-by,  perhaps  in  the  far- 
off  future.  When  nmltitudes  are  born  into  Ciirist's  kingdom  as  it  were 
in  a  day,  and  the  Church  welcomes,  as  siie  always  must,  the  crowds 
that  enter  her  gates  with  rejoicing,  the  rapture  of  the  hour  may  lead 
her  to  feel  that  this,  of  all  others,  is  the  time  of  the  Church's  palmiest 
prosperity,  of  her  greatest  beauty  and  strength.  But  the  conclusion 
is  often  a  hasty  one.  The  fervor  of  aroused  feeling  will  be  apt  to  sul> 
side.  The  voices  of  numbers  entering  God's  kingdom  with  shoutings 
will  cease  to  thrill  the  universal  heart  as  they  did  at  first.  The  time 
of  sober,  every-day,  life-long  work,  and  i)raise,  and  prayer,  has  come. 
The  seed  fallen  in  shallow  soil,,  springing  up  rapidly,  will  wither  and 
die,  because  unable  to  resist  the  scorching  sun  and  the  fierce  blast.  It 
will  reach  a  dwarf  growth  at  best;  while  the  true  plant  of  the  Lord's 
planting  will  strike  its  roots  deeper  and  spread  its  branches  wider, 
bearing  fruit  richer  and  in  more  abundance,  till,  after  years  of  fertility 
on  earth,  God's  hand  transplants  it,  to  flourish  a  fruit-bearing  tree  for- 
ever in  his  paradise  on  high. 

Judged  by  this  test,  our  churches  show  that  God  has  blessed  them 
exceedingly — in  the  precioiLs  revival  showers  of  the  past  months,  and 
the  large  accessions  made  to  the  number  of  disciples.  And  as  what  is 
well  rootc^d  will  be  strong,  the  added  strength  of  these  new  converts 
must  be  felt  in  every  department  of  Church  life  and  Christian  enter- 
prise. And  when  we  learn,  as  we  do  from  the  reports  this  year,  that  the 
prayer-meeting  is  unusually  well  attended,  and  the  house  of  the  Lonl 
on  the  Sabbath  better  filled ;  that  deeper  attention  marks  the  reception 
of  the  Word  preached*,  Uxa-l  IW  ^;oTCim\ivi\wv  \\^\.  >».  t^eruited  by  new 
names — two  thouBand  tiLve\ivmdT^%jKi^^c^^^i^.l-'s»s^^ 
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half  the  number  of  last  year,  having  been  receiyed  on  confession  of  their 
faith — when  we  see  that  growing  interest  is  felt  in  Sunday-school  in- 
struction, in  education,  in  missions,  and  other  causes,  as  evinced  by  im- 
portant individual  donations,  and  a  freer  scale  of  benevolence  among 
the  churches — several  thousand  dollars  more  being  given  to  foreign 
missions  this  year  than  any  former  one — when  we  see  the  disposition  to 
respond  more  heartily  to  appeals  for  money  and  men  to  be  sent  to  the 
destitute  myriads  around  us,  we  recognize  in  these  signs  the  benign 
fruits  of  the  years  of  the  right  hand  of  the  Most  High,  and  bless  God 
for  all  that  we  have  seen  and  now  see,  and  take  courage  to  press  for- 
ward towards  a  higher  spirituality  and  a  more  PauHike  consecration. 

But  sin  is  not  dead  yet,  though  so  many  sinners  have  been  reclaimed 
through  Christ's  mercy.  Large  as  the  number  is  that  the  Church  has 
gained  from  the  world,  it  is  but  as  a  drop  from  the  bosom  of  the  vast 
ocean  of  iniquity.  The  earth  is  still  filled  with  wickedness.  In  lands 
covered  over  with  Christian  temples,  whose  myriad  spires  point  heav- 
enward, where  the  Bible  pours  its  light,  and  thunders  its  wrath  against 
the  despisers  of  God,  vice  and  God-defying  iniquity  walk  abroad  with 
unblushing  front.  The  voice  of  blasphemy  makes  the  ear  to  tingle  in 
every  street,  and  lane,  and  comer  of  the  land.  The  holy  Sabbath  is 
defiantly  profaned  by  throngs  who  shun  the  sanctuary,  and  go  forth 
seeking  their  own  pleasures,  on  the  day  of  the  Lord  Fraud  and  cor- 
ruption no  longer  peep  timidly  forth  from  lurking-places,  but  show  their 
unsightly  visage  boldly,  in  high  places,  amid  halls  of  legislation,  in  cen- 
tres of  trust  and  responsibility,  and  in  courts  of  justice.  And  what 
wonder  that  in  subordinate  positions,  and  through  the  various  ramifi- 
cations of  business-life  and  work-day  activity,  the  fatal  example  should 
be  followed,  and  the  demoralization  go  forward  on  a  terrific  scale! 

Intemperance  continues  to  number  its  wretched  victims  by  scores  of 
thousands,  while  the  subtle  poison  of  its  enticements  is  diffusing  itself 
through  the  veins  and  arteries  of  society,  while  the  manifold  evils  that 
march  in  its  train — improvidence,  sensuality,  discord,  thefts,  murders, 
suicides,  and  crimes  of  every  name — defile,  and  ruin,  and  spread  des- 
olation everywhere.  Loose  moral  and  religious  principles — sentiments 
we  should  more  properly  (;all  them — concerning  God  and  his  revealed 
Word,  and  man's  position  and  responsibilities,  are  sadly  prevalent  too, 
striving  to  substitute  a  wretched  humanitarianism  for  Christ  and  his 
Cross,  and  man's  shifting  and  capricious  notions  of  right  for  the  great 
unalterable  standards  set  up  by  Him  who  is  the  same  to-day,  yesterday, 
and  forever. 

These  and  such  like  deadly  influences  insinuate  themselves  into  the 
Church,  to  ensnare  and  destroy,  if  it  were  possible,  God's  very  elect. 
They  bear  fruit  after  their  kind,  begetting,  where  they  can,  distrust  of 
the  divine  sanction  of  Christian  ordinances,  a  lurking  skepticism  in  re- 
gard to  the  obligation  of  Christian  principles,  human  policies  to  strength- 
en and  expand  the  Church  and  advance  Christ's  cause,  in  preference  to 
the  patient,  prayerful  use  of  the  simple  but  wiblv\si<t\si<KKo&V\jM5oL^^ 
bos  ordaiDcd  for  saving  souls,  and  ti^^  \»\vd  V5si"ftX  ^i^Vktm^  ^ysv&ssw^fig 
to  certain  self-devised  and  seU-ex^UEL&ed  \3aw%  \smwj  ^^^  «ks^^5^^  '^ 
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everlasting  rale  and  way  of  life — "  Believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  thou  shalt  be  saved." 

In  view  of  this  wide^read  and  desperate  depravity,  this  ran^Mnt 
preponderance  of  vice  and  immorality  on  every  side,  how  smaU  seems 
the  impression  that  the  Chorch  has  produced  daring  all  the  oentmies 
of  her  existence!  How  little  the  comparative  resalt  of  the  many  thon- 
sands  which  the  Great  Revival  has  gathered  into  her  conrnianionl  The 
work  of  Christianizing  even  Christian  lands  seems  bat  jast  bqg^.  If 
the  triumph  of  truth,  if  the  victory  over  principaUties,  and  powers,  and 
spiritual  wickedness  in  high  places,  lay  with  man,  the  prospect  mast 
appal  the  boldest  heart,  and  we  must  give  over  the  aneqoal 
contest  in  despair.  But  the  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not  car- 
nal. The  rock  on  which  the  Church  rests  is  not  like  that  which 
supports  those  who  fight  against  God.  The  strength  of  the  Chorch, 
blood-bought  and  Christ-de^nded,  is  in  her  weakness,  so  far  as  human 
might  and  wisdom  are  concerned.  She  has  promises  great  and 
precious  to  clieer  her.  The  militant  host  has  a  Captain  of  Salvation  to 
lead  it  on,  wha<;e  wisdom  is  unfailing,  whose  resources  are  exhaustless, 
whose  plans  are  infinite,  whose  purposes  of  mercy  towards  a  revolted 
race  neither  man  nor  hell  can  overturn;  whose  right  hand  can  dash  na- 
tion^ like  a  potter's  vessel,  in  pieces;  and  whose  pledge  has  been  given 
to  a  world  redeemed,  that  he  will  ride  forth  in  the  chariot  of  his  Gospel, 
conquering  and  to  con(|uer,  till  his  foes  shall  have  become  his  footstool, 
and  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  shall  have  become  his  own  ransomed 
and  glorious  kingdom  forever. 

Our  hope,  then,  cannot  flag.  Our  faith  has  just  this  foundation  to 
rest  upon — Christ  in  the  Church,  Christ  over  the  Church,  Christ  never 
absent  from  the  Church,  prescribing  and  furnishing  her  resources,  pour- 
ing fresh  life  into  her  veins,  [)ronipting  her  counsels,  directing  her  ener- 
gies, imbuing  her  with  faith,  courage,  endurance,  self-denial,  bidding 
her  fear  nothing,  but  go  forward  to  reap  the  great  conquests  which 
surely  await  her.  In  these  words,  **go  forward,"  leaning  confidingly 
on  the  arm  of  the  Beloved,  lies  the  whole  duty  of  every  church  and 
every  member  of  our  communion.  Let  every  one,  minister  and  mem- 
ber, do  all  he  can,  in  the  toils  and  example  of  an  unswerving  devotion 
to  the  Master's  cause,  and  the  end  of  labor  will  be  an  endless  rest  of 
the  people  of  God. 

Among  the  sins  and  evils  already  specified  as  making  up  the  body 
of  social  and  national  immorality,  the  evil  of  intemperance  has  been 
singled  out  and  made  the  subject  of  a  special  reference  to  your  Commit- 
tee, on  the  ground  that  the  increasing  ravages  of  this  evil  demand  ac- 
tive interposition  on  the  part  of  all  the  friends  of  morality  and  religion. 
Reference  is  also  made  to  this  evil  ui  the  close  of  the  Synodical  Re- 
port of  the  Particular  Synod  of  New  York,  setting  forth  that  intem- 
perance is  on  the  increase,  and  that  young  men  are  found  oftener  than 
formerly  in  haunts  where  the  force  of  this  temptation  is  apt  to  be  most 
de&dly.  That  the  evils  oi  mUmi^Taxtfi^  ^\^  \\m^  and  threatening  is 
findezuabJe,  and  equally  so  t\ia\.  Wv^  ^«tN«iXv\»  oi^  ^>Kt>&\.^^w\  Vtv^\^^^^ 
good  order  and  morality,  aVioxild  \%\iOT  wv^^^x^i  W  XXissa  ^iQs*x«a&\^. 
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and  removal.  Bat  while  no  difference  of  opinion  exists  in  regard  to  the 
character  and  dimensions  of  the  evil,  there  is  a  difference  in  regard  to 
the  best  mode  of  bringing  Church  action  to  bear  upon  it.  The  Gospel 
contains  the  great  remedy  for  this,  as  for  all  other  moral  diseases;  and 
where  it  is  applied  in  all  the  fullness  of  its  potent  adaptations,  temper- 
ance, and  parity,  and  peace  will  be  apt  to  stand  forth  to  attest  its  re- 
formatory power.  Your  Committee,  without  attempting  to  prescribe 
any  specific  plan  of  operations  for  the  practice  of  the  churches  touching 
this  evil,  would  recommend  our  ministers  and  elders,  each  in  his  own 
sphere,  and  with  such  ability  as  all  may  be  able  to  exert,  to  bring  the 
power  of  the  Gospel  to  bear  against  this  giant  evil,  and  with  an  ear- 
nestness proportioned  to  its  magnitude  and  the  tenacious  hold  it  has 
taken  on  the  community. 

A  reference,  also  from  the  Classis  of  New  York,  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  your  Committee,  suggesting  to  the  Synod  the  propriety  of 
so  altering  the  Synod's  statistical  tables  as  to  omit,  because  unnecessary, 
the  columns  entitled  "Total  of  Congregation,"  "  No.  of  Members  in  Com^ 
munion  per  last  Report,"  "  No.  of  Sabbath-Schools,"  and  "  Total  No, 
of  Scholars."  Your  Committee  regard  the  alteration  as  one  that  is  fit 
to  be  made,  and  recommend  it  accordingly. 

Nature  and  time  hold  on  their,  course,  while  death  is  ever  thinning 
the  ranks  of  the  living,  to  swell  the  ''innumerable  caravan"  of  the  dead. 

In  the  necrology  of  our  ministry  for  the  year,  are  the  names  of  th^ 
Rev.  Drs.  William  C.  Brownlee,  Maurice  W.  Dwight,  James  RomeynJ 
Philip  M.  Brett,  the  Rev.  William  Youngblood,  the  Rev.  Israel  Ham^ 
mond,  and,  since  the  Classical  Reports  were  presented,  the  Rev.  Aaron 
A.  Marselus.  Among  these  are  some  of  the  brightest  and  most  hoo; 
ored  names  in  our  Church's  annals — ^names  of  men  eminent  for  learning, 
for  pulpit  power,  for  pastoral  fidelity,  and  beloved  for  unaffected  ^iety, 
personal  excellence,  and  untiring  devotion  to  the  work  of  winning  souls. 
Having  finished  their  course,  and  kept  the  faith  which  they  gloried 
to  proclaim,  they  are  sleeping  the  sleep  of  the  good  Lord's  beloved! 
Their  works  follow  them;  their  patient  endurance  in  well-doing,  their 
trust,  and  hope,  and  fidelity,  speak  to  us,  and  bid  us  be  faithful  onto 
death,  that  no  man  may  lose  the  promised  crown.  Let  us  heed  theij^ 
counsels,  follow  them  as  they  followed  Christ,  and  be  ready,  when  the 
summons  comes,  to  lay  aside  the  harness,  and  go  up  to  join  the  triumph- 
ant songs  of  the  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first-bom  in  heaven.

On  page  24th  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Particular  Synod  of  Albany, 
we  find  the  following  resolution,  referred  to  this  Synod:

A  sermon  was  deli?ered  on  the  fifth  day  of  the  session  bj  the  Rev. 
G.  H.  Mandeville,  on  behalf  of  the  Sabbath-School  Board,  from  Lam^ 
entations,  ii.  19:  "  Arise,  cry  out  in  the  night;  in  the  beginning  of  the 
watches  pour  out  thine  heart  like  water  before  the  face  of  the  Lord; 
lift  up  thy  hands  towards  him  for  the  life  of  thy  young  children  that 
faint  for  hunger  in  the  top  of  every  street." 

The  Committee  oa  Education  reported,  and  then:  report  was  accept- 
ed, adopted,  and  is  Us  follows: 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  presented  to   General  Synod 

JwM  12,  1860. 

The  Committee  on  Education  have  carefully  examined  the  papen 
placed  in  their  hands,  and  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report: 

I.     Board  of  Educaiion, 

The  report  from  this  Board  informs  the  Synod  of  the  severe  and 
protracted  illness  of  its  Secretary,  jvho  has  been  cut  ofiF  from  all  pulpit 
duty  during  most  of  the  year,  and  for  the  last  six  months,  even  from 
attendance  at  the  office.  He  has,  however,  been  so  far  restored  as  to 
be  able  to  resume  the  full  discharge  of  his  official  duties.  Your  com- 
mittee feel  that  the  Sjrnod  has  reason  to  rejoice  in  the  kind  Providence 
which  has  continued  to  the  Church  his  faithful  services.  During  the 
illness  of  Dr.  Cornell,  the  Rev.  J.  L.  McNair  filled  his  place,  and  has 
performed  his  duties  with  a  degree  of  energy,  promptness,  and  effi- 
ciency that  has  secured  to  him  the  cordial  thanks  of  the  Board. 

Owing  to  the  change  made  by  the  last  General  Synod  in  the  time 
of  closing  the  fiscal  year,  the  report  covers  a  period  of  only  eleven 
months.  This  accounts,  in  part,  for  the  fact  that  the  receipts  for  edu- 
cational purposes  from  Churches  and  individuals  are  stated  to  be  but 
$9,782.14;  less  by  $3,800  than  they  were  last  year.  When,  in  addi* 
tion  to  this,  it  is  remembered  that  the  labors  of  the  Secretary  among; 
the  Churches  were  so  seriously  interrupted  during  the  year,  we  think 
there  is  reason  to  consider  the  report  in  its  financial  aspect  as  on  the 
whole  encouraging. 

Although  the  fear  of  embarrassment  led  the  Board  to  f  ass  a 
resolution  declining  to  receive  any  new  applicants,  yet  so  far  no  young 
man,  regularly  recommended,  has  been  refused,  nor  has  any  student 
been  compelled  to  relinquish  his  studies  for  want  of  supplies  from  the 
Treasurer.  The  existing  pecuniary  deficiency,  it  is  thought,  will  be 
only  temporary. 

The  generous  bequest  of  Mr.  Daniel  J.  Schenck,  of  Monmouth  Co., 
N.  J.,  amounting  to  three  thonsand  ($3,000)  dollars,  was  paid  over 
in  June  last  to  the  Board  of  Corporation,  and  the  proceeds  are  now 
apph'ed  to  the  support  of  beneftciariea.     k  mw&RKoX.  ^WiaJQ^s^^  n«^ 
tbonsand  (|10,000)  dollars; by  Mr.  3%xa«a^tq^^m,Qll^wX^^V5^> 
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has  alsi)  been  araikible  Binoe  the  Ist  of  Janiuury  last^  for  the  8aiiieMn>- 
pOse.  May  the  blessing  of  the  Head  of  the  Church  follow  toen 
noble  Ijcncfaetions  to  the  cause  of  edncation. 

Dnriiig  the  past  year  there  have  been  84  candidates  on  the  list^  of 
whom  6  have  pursaed  their  stodies  at  the  Holland  Academy.  Gieat 
carefalnesa  has  been  observed  by  the  Board  in  the  preliminary  exami- 
nation of  candidates,  and  a  kind  supervision  has  been  exercised  over 
their  progress.  The  Board  refers  with  pleasure  to  the  general  circam? 
spection  in  deportment  and  diligence  in  study  of  the  students  under 
their  care. 

The  cause  of  beneficiary  education  !br  the  sacred  ministry  is  taiung 
a  stronger  hold  upon  the  heart  of  the  Church.  Its  importance  and 
necessity  are  apparent,  from  the  increasing  demand  for  ministerial 
labor  at  home  and  abroad,  and  the  inadequate  supply  from  the  raidu 
of  those  who  have  resources  of  their  own.  Our  Missionary  stations 
are  almost  entirely  manned  by  those  whom  the  Church  has  brought 
out  and  sustained  by  her  educational  funds.  At  the  same  time,  it  ii 
gratifying  to  notice  the  fact  ,of  an  increase  in  the  number  of  picas 
youth  preparing  for  the  ministry  in  dependence  on  their  own  means, 
or  supported  by  their  parents  or  friends.  It  will  be  a  happy  day  for 
the  Church,  when  pureuta,  loyal  to  the  uiterests  of  Zion,  shall  conse- 
crate their  sous  to  the  Lord,  and  give  their  wealth  to  the  iniiuiug  of 
those  sous  for  tho  sacred  office.  Nine  candidates,  under  the  care  of 
the  Board,  have  recently  received  professoral  certificates.  Their 
places,  however,  will  be  unmediately  filled  by  waiting  applicant^?. 

IJ.     IloUaiul  Academy. 

The  report  from  this  iuiportaut  institution  is  very  encouraging. 
The  number  of  students  last  year  was  thirty-three  (33),  erroneously 
printed  hi  the  Minutes  of  Synod  39.  Of  these,  five  entered  the  Col- 
lege and  Seminary  at  New  Brunswick,  and  three  suspended  theur  stod- 
ies. T\N'elve  new  pupils  have  been  added  duriug  the  year,  making  a 
net  increase  of  four,  and  the  present  number  thirty-seven  (37). 

The  Principal,  Rev.  Philip  Phelps,  has  abundantly  fulfilled  the  Idgh 
expectations  entertained  of  his  efficiency  and  usefulness.  The  Rev. 
Giles  Van  Dc  Wall  continues  his  labors  as  Assistant  Teacher,  besides 
preaching  in  the  Dutch  language,  under  the  direction  of  tlie  Board 
of  Domestic  Missi<»ns.  By  the  exertions  of  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Raalte, 
every  claim  against  the  institution  has  been  liquidated;  the  land  needed 
to  complete  tlie  area  of  the  grounds  secured,  and  the  whole  deeded  to 
the  General  Synod.  -  The  Board  now  reiterates  its  completion  that  the 
pecuniary  support  of  the  Academy  is  a  burden  not  properly  belonging 
to  it,  and  urges  with  great  force  and  justice,  as  we  think,  that  as  the 
whole  institution  is  the  property  of  the  General  Synod,  that  body 
should  appoint  tho  Professors  and  Teachers,  and  support  them  from 
its  treasury.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  measures  be 
taken,  as  early  aa  practicaAAc,  \;c>  t^^^N^  ^Oaa  ^^\i\^  c^S.  Vj$^<;^tvou  of 
all  Hability  for  the  pccuuiary  »upi^T\.  ^1  \uV^\L0^a5A  k.v».^««fi^. 
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III.     Parochial  Schools. 

There  ore  now  on  the  list  as  receiving  aid,  fborteen  Parochial 
Schools,  which,  so  far  as  the  partial  reports  which  have  been  sent  in 
would  show,  appear  to  be  doing  a  yery  important  and  necessary  work. 
In  several  of  these  Schools  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Spirit  have 
been  enjoyed,  and  a  number  of  the  young  pupils  converted.  This  fact 
should  go  far  to  remove  the  apathy  which  pervades  the  Church  on  this 
subject.  These  Schools  are  nurseries  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  insti- 
tutions for  intellectual  training,  and  morality  and  religion,  as  well  as 
sound  learning,  will  be  promoted  by  their  establishment  wherfever  they 
iare  practicable.  The  reckless  attempts  which  are  being  made  to  di- 
vorce religion  from  education  in  our  public  schools,  should  lead  the 
friends  of  the  Church  to  found  as  many  as  possible  of  those  institu- 
tions which,  by  their  very  constitution,  are  fortified  against  the 
attacks  of  Romanism  and  Infidelity.  The  amount  of  contributions 
<rom  Churches  to  the  Parochial  School  Fund  during  the  past  year  is 
very  small,  while  few  applications  have  been  received  for  aid  from  the 
funds  originally  contributed  and  invested.  Several  of  the  Schools 
formerly  aided  have  become  self-sustaining. 

IV.     Board  of  Sabbathr  School   Union. 

After  an  appropriate  reference  to  the  death  of  Rev.  P.  M.  Brett, 
D.D.,  one  of  the  Board,  and  of  Rev.  W.  C.  Brownlee,  D.D.,  one  of 
the  earliest  Presidents  and  warmest  friends  of  the  ^bbath-School 
Union,  the  full  and  lucid  report  of  the  able  Secretary  lays  before  the 
Synod  the  results  of  the  labors  of  the  past  year.  There  are  now  con- 
nected with  the  Union  266  Schools,  26  having  been  added  during  the 
year.  As  reports  have  been  received  from  only  112,  and  it  is  not 
known  whether  these  are  the  larger  or  the  smaller  schools,  of  course  any 
tabular  statement  or  comparison  of  statistics,  as  to  teachers,  scholars, 
volumes,  &c.,  would  be  imperfect  and  unreliable. 

The  Board  has  endeavored  to  perform  a  strictly  Missionary  work 
on  behalf  of  children,  and  has  divided  its  efforts  and  resources  be- 
tween two  fields,  the  Home  and  Western;  the  former  comprising  New 
York  and  vicinity,  the  latter  the  four  Western  Classes  of  Michigan, 
Illinois,  Holland .  and  Wisconsin.  In  the  home  field,  eight  Mission 
Schools  have  been  established,  seven  in  the  City  of  New  York  and 
one  in  Harlem.  Some  of  these  are  now  self-sustaining.  One,  planted 
some  five  months  ago,  located  at  Prospect  Hill,  has  become  a  new 
and  regularly  organized  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  with  about  thirty 
members,  and  a  conmiodious  Chapel.  The  number  of  children  gathered 
into  these  schools  is  not  far  from  one  thousand,  chiefly  from  the  streets 
and  lanes,  the  garrets  and  cellai*s,  of  the  city. 

With  regard  to  the  Western  field,  the  Board  state  that  their  aim 
has  been  to  establish  only  as  many  schools,  and  in  such  localities  as 
could  enjoy  the  direct  and  constant  care  and  &u^c^v3jLq\!l  q^  ^^^cfiw^  ^^^^ 
ticalar  Church  of  our  denominaliou.

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ric8  have  been  employed  to  aid  in  fonning  and  saperintending  the 
schools.  By  consent  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,  the  Rev.H. 
J.  Brown  of  Battle  Creek,  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Kershow  of  CentreTille, 
and  Rev.  J.  A.  Davenport,  itinerant  missionary,  were  employed  for  a 
certain  time  as  the  Agents  of  the  Sabbath-School  Board  in  and 
around  their  respective  fields  of  labor.  Besides  these  pastors,  three 
students,  Messrs.  O.  H.  Peck,  G.  S.  Yandervccr,  and  R.  Pieters,  were 
commissioned  for  the  summer  vacation.  The  efforts  of  these  brethren 
were  successful^  and  have  been  followed  by  happy  results.  Sixty-one 
Sabbatl^schools  have  been  organized,  revived,  or  visited,  about  one- 
half  being  new  organizations.  In  these,  about  350  teachers  are  em- 
ployed in  instructing  1,500  children,  and  pouring  into  their  yoong 
souls  the  light  of  the  Gospet. 

Your  committee  believe  that  a  good  work  has  been  done  at  the 
West,  and  with  a  small  outlay.  The  saUtry  wluch'our  faithful  and 
self-denying  Missionaries  have  received  Arom  the  Sabbath-School 
Board,  though  small  in  itself,  has  not  only  added  materially  to 'their 
comfort,  but  has  placed  within  their  reach  the  facilities  for  a  vastly 
enlarged  usefulness.  Tliey  are  not  neglecting  their  appropriate  work 
when  planting  Sabbath-schools,  and  gathering  in  und  feeding  the 
wandering  lambs  of  the  flock. 

Your  committee  would  suggest,  however,  in  this  connection,  that  the 
Board  be  directed,  in  employing  Missionaries  at  the  West  to  do  their 
work,  not  to  show  partiality,  but  to  offer  the  same  commission  to  every 
pastor  who  is  willing  to  accept  it.  They  all  feel  under  an  obligation 
.to  labor  for  the  Sabbath-school  cause  as  far  as  they  can,  and  they  all 
should  share  in  the  assistance  which  the  Board  may  be  able  to  render 
in  performing  their  arduous  work. 

Financial. 

In  examining  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Board  for  the 
past  year,  your  committee  have  arrived  at  a  few  facts  and  conclusions 
which  they  deem  worthy  of  the  attention  of  Synod. 

There  has  been  received  during  the  year  $4,101.64,  and  expended 
$4,012.83.     Of  this  sum,  there  has  been  paid  as  follows:

Here  we  have  as  the  actual  cost  of  working  the  collecting  and 
managing  machinery  of  the  Board,  nearly  three-fifths  of  all  the  re- 
ceipts, which  is  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  benevolent  societies. 
Kow  we  have  a  balance  of  $1,679.39,  of  which  $125  must  go  to  pay 
a  bill  of  Hosford  &  Co.,  and  $34  as  a  special  donation  to  Mr.  Van 
Raalte.  This,  after  deducting  $2  of  worthless  money,  leaves  jo6t 
^1,518.39,  out  of  more  \.\ian  Toxn  \\\o\vsA.\i^,\(\N\v^\ss.^\A  cartY  on 
the  i^tinuitc  work  ot  t\ve  "Boax^.

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New  York  $822.82,  and  for  the  salaries  of  Missionaries  in  the  West 
$635.57;  leaving  a  balance  of  $60.  If  we  consider  Mr.  Holt  as  a 
Missionary  laborer,  on  the  same  footing  with  those  at  the  West,  it 
will  reduce  our  estimate  of  expenses,  and  increase  the  appropriation 
to  Mission  Schools  in  New  York  City  and  vicinity  to  $1,339,  which 
is  more  than  double  that  which  has  been  made  to  the  Western  field. 

Your  committee  have  presented  this  analysis  simply  that  the  Sjmod 
might  have  a  clear  ?iew  of  the  case.  In  examinmg  the  subject^  it  ap- 
peared to  them  that  there  was  a  discrepancy  between  the  figures  as 
they  stand  in  the  report,  and  the  well-known  intention  of  the^ynodto 
enter  upon  missionary  Sabbath-school  work  in  the  destitute  regions 
of  our  country.  The  Board  should  be  able  to  make  its  appeal  to  the 
whole  Church,  which  it  cannot  successfully  do  so  long  as  its  home  field 
means  only  the  City  of  New  York  and  vicinity,  and  absorbs  tho 
greater  portion  of  the  collections  from  the  whole  Church.  The  Sab- 
bath-school enterprise  is  one  of  the  noblest  of  all  the  agencies  of  the 
Church.  Let  the  heart  of  the  whole  Church  yearn  after  her  children, 
and  let  her  put  forth  her  united  efforts  to  save  them  for  Hun  whosaid^ 
"  Of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven." 

The  Board  respectfully  asks  the  Synod  to  amend  the  Second  Artide 
of  the  Constitution,  which  refers  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  con- 
fers the  power  to  elect  their  own  officers,  by  adding  the  following 
words:  "  And  fill  vacancies  occurring  during  intervals  of  the  Sessions 
of  General  Synod." 

The  committee  recommend  that  the  request  be  granted. 

The  committee  also  append  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Sabbath-School 
Union  very  materially  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the  collecting  and 
managing  machinery  of  the  Board  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  to 
appropriate  a  much  larger  proportion  of  their  funds  for  the  Sabbath- 
school  work  in  the  West. 

Distribution  of  Books. 

Your  committee  find  among  th^  receipts  various  donations  of  money 
expressly  for  Sabbath-School  Libraries  in  the  West,  amounting  to 
$84.83,  but  in  the  disbursements  there  is  no  account  of  these  having 
been  disposed  of  as  directed,  although  such  may  have  been  the  case. 
The  only  sum  expended  for  books,  by  the  Treasurer's  Report,  as  we 
have  seen,  is  $60,  which  was  paid  to  Mr.  Dodd  for  200  copies  of  the 
Well  Spring,  for  Mission  Schools.  The  Secretary  states  that  demands 
ior  books  from  needy  schools  have  been  large,  and  that  every  worthy 
applicant  has  been  supplied  through  the  timely  aid  received  fh)m 
more  favored  schools.  Nearly  $800  worth  of  books  have  been  given 
away,  the  most  of  which  have  gone  to  supply  new  and  desStnte 
schools  in  our  Western  field. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  in  future  the  disbursement  of 
these  special  donations  should  be  folly  reported.

A  sermon  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  seventh  day  of  the 
session  on  the  subject  of  Education,  by  Rev.  Hugh  N.  Wilson,  DJD., 
from  Rom.  x.  13, 14, 15:  "  For  whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of 
the  Lord  shall  be  saved.  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom 
they  have  not  believed  ?  and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  of  whom 
they  have  not  heard?  and  how  shall  they  hear  withont  a  preadierT 
and  how  shall  they  preach  except  they  be  sent  T* 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Sabbath-School  Union  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that 
the  following  were  elected:  Rev.  Qeorge  W.  Bethune,  D.D.,  Maodos 
8.  Hutton,  D.D.,  A.  A.  Wnietts,  Jacob  West,  William  H.  Ten  Byck, 
Goyn  Talraage,  Paul  D.  Van  Cleef,  William  W.  Halloway,  and  Messre. 
Livingston  H.  Miller,  James  Anderson,  John  Ilardenbergh,  and  Ten- 
nis A.  Waldron. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported.  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  i)laces  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Education  whosi;  term  oi  8e^ 
vice  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared  that  the  fol- 
lowing were  chosen:  Rev.  James  A.  H.  Cornell,  D.D.,  Benjamin  C.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

PROFESSORATE. 

Synod  proceeded  to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Supe^ 
intendents  of  the  Theological  Seminary  whose  term  of  service  had 
expired. 

Nominations  were  received  from  the  Classes  of  Albany,  Mont- 
gomery, Poughkeepsie,  Schenectady,  Passaic,  New  Brunswick,  South 
C]assis  of  Long  Island,  «LTvd  ^0Tt\\  Glftsala  of  Long  Island,  which 
were  confirmed. 
It  was  referred  to  ttie  ComTiiXXe^  oxv;^wc:\m>^wi&,\5^  w^t\.  ^^^^^ 
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the  number  of  persons  from  whom  to  choose  members  for  those  Classes 
who  have  not  nominated. 

The  committee  reported,  and  the  election  took  place  accordingly. 

The  following  are  the  persons  chosen  to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Board 
of  Superintendents:  Rer.  John  De  Witt,  from  the  Classis  of  New 
Bronswick;  Rev.  John  F.  Mesick,  D.D.,  from  the  Classis  of  Raritan; 
Rev.  John  Simonson,  from  the  Classis  of  Albany;  Rev.  Samuel  Van . 
Vechten,  from  the  Classis  of  Poughkeepsie;  Rev.  Isaac  G.  Duryee,  from 
the  Classis  of  Schenectady;  Rev.  Mancius  S.  Hutton,  D.D.,  South  Clas- 
sis of  New  York;  Rev.  Peter  S.  Talmage,  from  the  Classis  of  Passaic; 
Rev.  John  H.  Manning,  from  the  South  Classis  of  Loug  Island;  Rev. 
William  W.  Halloway,  from  the  North  Classis  of  Long  Island;  Rev. 
William  J.  R.  Taylor,  from  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia;  Rev.  Joseph 
ELnieskem,  from  the  Classis  of  Montgomery;  and  Rev.  H.  Hermance, 
frt>m  the  Classis  of  Michigan. 

The  Rev.  John  G.  Hall,  who  had  been  nominated  by  the  Classis  of 
Montgomery,  declined  the  nomination,  when  it  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  to  make  provision  to  supply  the  vacancy. 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  reported,  and  the  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Professorate  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing Report: 

I.     Boa/rd  of  Direction. 

1.  The  Board  of  Direction  has  communicated  in  its  report  to  Synod 
the  gratifying  intelligence  that  a  legacy  of  $3,000  has  been  paid  by 
the  executor  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Daniel  J.  Schenck,  of  Mon- 
mouth Co.,  N.  J.,  designated  by  the  will  of  the  donor  for  educational 
purposes. 

Your  committee  recommends  that  upon  this  sum,  properly  secured 
by  bond  and  mortgage,  a  new  Scholarship  be  erected,  and  called  ''  The 
Daniel  J.  Sckenck  Scholarship^' 

2.  The  Board  of  Direction  further  informs  Synod  that,  under  au- 
thority, the  Board  has  executed  a  deed  releasing  the  interest  of  the 
Synod  in  the  Church  property  comer  of  Broome  and  Greene  Streets, 
New  York,  and  that  the  claim  of  the  Synod  has  been  transferred  to 
the  property  now  held  by  the  Consistory  of  that  Church,  and  situated 
in  34th  Street,  of  the  same  city. 

In  order  to  carry  forward  the  erection  of  a  new  Church  edifice,  the 
above-named  Consistory,  by  and  with  the  concurrence  and  recommen- 
dation of  the  Board  of  Direction,  has  made  to  this  Synod  the  follow- 
ing application:  "  That  the  Synod  will  authorize  its  Board  of  Corporation 
to  consent  to  or  join  in  the  execution  of  any  mortgage  or  mortgages  which 
the  BMd  CondstoTy  may  hereafter  deem  \\.  Tifc^waBerj  \ft  \sa^^  ^s^  «»r 
ante,  either  m  its  present  corporate  ii»me,  oiVs^^a^^^T^x^^fc^^assafc^a^ 
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it  shall  hereafter  assome."  The  reason,  on  accoont  of  which  this 
authority  is  asked  for,  arises  from  the  nature  of  the  Hen  on  the  Churdi 
property  existing  in  favor  of  this  Synod. 

The  committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resoluli(m: 

Risolved,  Tliat  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Qeneral  Synod  be, 
and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  consent  to  or  join  in 
the  execution  of  a  mortgage  or  mortgages,  in  the  amount  of  $25,000, 
in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  contemplated  m  the  for^^ing 
application. 

3.  In  relation  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Synod,  we  are  m- 
formed  by  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  that  it  has  now 
reached  an  embarrassing  condition. 

Tlie  financial  year  opens  with  a  debt  amounting  to  $819.65,  some  of 
the  items  of  which  have  been  standing  for  a  long  time.  And  in  view 
of  the  existing  session  of  Synod,  there  are  no  means  in  hand  with  which 
to  pay  the  siJary  of  the  Stated  Clerk,  the  expenses  of  the  Western 
delegates,  nor  even  the  current  expenses  of  our  daily  sessions. 

Under  these  circumstances,  the  report  of  the  Board  may  well  hold 
the  language  which  we  quote:  "The  prospect  before  the  Board  is  any- 
thing but  pleasant,  and  it  feels  convinced  that  Synod  will  readily  per- 
ceive the  necessity  for  immediate  remedial  means,  by  which  its  obUga- 
tious  may  be  punctually  met  and  the  credit  of  Synod  be  maintained. 
To  meet  the  claims  already  existing,  and  those  which  must  be  estalh 
lished  by  the  present  meeting  of  Synod,  the  report  of  the  Board  shows, 
under  the  head  of  arrearage  of  assessments  for  the  whole  or  parts  of 
the  past  two  years,  from  22  Classes,  the  sum  of  $787.10,  a  sum  less 
than  the  actual  indebtedness." 

Now  your  committee  is  quite  as  much  embarrassed  as  the  Board  in 
the  solution  of  the  question,  how  these  contingent  expenses  may  be 
comfortably  provided  for.  To  add  to  the  difficulties  of  this  position 
of  things,  several  of  the  Classes,  happily,  however,  only  a  very  few  in 
number,  have  sent  up  to  the  Synod  complaints  and  requests  against 
being  burdened  with  assessments  in  this  matter,  and  in  reference  to  the 
delinquencies  of  the  non-paying  Classes.  No  one  can  be  for  a  moment 
insensible  to  the  perplexities  of  the  case.  But  your  committee  will 
rather  beg  the  Classes  and  the  Synod  to  regard  the  whole  difficulty  as 
one  of  the  self-inflicted  embarrassments  of  our  voluntary  poverty — 
voluntary  and  continued  poverty  we  mean — ^in  the  fact  that  the  whole 
Church  has  not  freely  and  heartUy  responded  to  the  call  made,  under 
sanction  of  Synod,  by  the  Board  of  Direction.  It  is  trite  enough  to 
say  that  the  Synod  cannot  get  forward  in  its  contingent  expenses  with- 
out money,  and  that  no  private  hand  is,  or  ought  to  be,  opened  to  pay 
them.  The  Synod  must  meet,  the  work  of  the  Church  must  go  on, 
expenses  must  be  incurred;  complaints  and  fretting  will  not  pay  the 
debt;  they  will  only  mar  our  placid  temper  and  cloud  the  sun  of  our 
fhitemal  amiability.  Now,  your  conunittee  can  suggest  no  better,  no 
easier  financial  measures,  to  answer  the  never  absent  necessities  of  the 
Synod,  than  the  plans  sAopie^  «A>  \>\^  \d£X.  \&&ft^ai% tjl  \Xa&  VmI^^  aad

Bj  the  following  resolations,  your  committee  recoimnends  the  re-en- 
actment of  the  3d  and  4th  resolutions,  under  the  Article  Board  of 
Direction,  on  pi^e  447  of  Minutes  of  last  Synod. 

Resolved  1st,  That  this  Synod,  fully  admitting  all  the  difficulties 
which  surround  the  matter  of  the  Contingent  Fund,  earnestly  inviteH 
and  enjoins  the  Classes  to  give  their  earliest  attention  to  the  plans 
adopted  for  its  relief  and  supply. 

Resolved  2ndlyj  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be  requested  to  give 
its  attention  with  new  interest  to  the  plans  on  which  it  has  entered, 
and  espedally  that  of  the  agency  mentioned  in  the  4th  of  the  above- 
named  resolutions. 

Resolved  ^rdly,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be,  and  hereby  is,  in- 
structed to  borrow  immediately  from  funds  in  hand,  or  from  other  par- 
ties, the  amount  necessary  to  pay  the  debts  referred  to  above,  and 
those  which  must  arise  out  of  the  present  session  of  the  Synod. 

4.  Property  of  the  Synod  in  its  Foreign  Mission  Stations. 

By  order  of  a  former  Synod,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
General  Synod  has  applied  for,  and  obtained  from  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  New  York,  an  act  of  incorporation  for  the  more  thorough 
execution  of  its  work.  This  Board  now  asks  that  the  title  to  ti^e 
Missionary  property  held  by  the  Synod  may  be  transferred  to  its 
possession.    Yoqr  committee  recommends  the  following  resolution: 

Resohed,  That  the  Board  of  Direction  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  take  all  the  necessary  steps  to  invest  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  with  the  title  and  possession  of  all  tl)e  property 
belonging  to  the  Synod  at  its  Foreign  Mission  Stations,  and  contem- 
plated in  the  foregoing  application. 

5.  Holland  Academy. 

Reference  to  this  institution  has  come  to  the  hands  of  your  conmiit- 
tee,  both  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Direction,  and  from  that  of 
the  Board  of  Education. 

From  the  Board  of  Education  application  is  made  to  be  relieved 
ftom  the  duty  and  expense  of  maintaining  the  Academy. 

And  by  the  Board  of  Direction,  a  request  is  made  that  Synod 
would  adopt  measures  to  provide  for  the  outlay  which  must  be  neces- 
sary, not  temporarily,  but  permanently. 

And  from  the  Board  of  Direction  also  comes  the  request  that  the 
Synod  will  empower  it  to  obtain  the  necessary  authority  to  hold  real 
estate  in  the  State  of  Michigan.  On  this  last  matter  your  committee 
recommends  the  following  resolution : 

Resolvedf  That  inasmuch  as  the  title  to  the  grounds  of  the  Holland 
Academy  is  now  in  this  General  Synod,  and  that  it  is  necessary  to 
i^ply  to  the  Legislature  of  Michigan  to  confirm  such  title,  and  to 
authorize  the  Church  to  hold  real  estate  in  that  State,  the  Board  of 
Direction  be,  and  it  hereby  is,  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  sndi 
application. 

And  inasmuch  as  there  are  special  and  valuable  interests  compre- 
hended in  the  question  of  owneifihip,  ai^\fiktcQ.^\)Xa^^^:^«rsB&^^ 
&od  payments  in  the  Holland  AcadfiDKj,  "vrios^  q^«^\a\^'<^^e^  ^»9^

rately  defined  and  settled,  and  inasmnch  as  that  institation  is  now  in- 
timately related  with  the  Board  of  Education,  and  its  relations  to  the 
Synod  bring  it  into  close  connection  with  the  Board  of  Direction, 
your  committee  recommend  the  following  resolution: 

That  the  Boards  of  Direction  and  Education  be  requested  to  confer 
upon  the  whole  subject,  and  having  devised  a  plan,  defining  its  rela- 
tions to  the  Synod,  and  the  means  of  its  support,  report  thereon  to  the 
next  General  Synod. 

6.  Church  of  the  Thousand  Islands. 

The  Board  of  Durcction  refers  to  the  above-named  Missionary 
Church,  and  to  the  possible  incurring  of  expenses.  At  the  last  ses- 
sion of  Synod  the  Board  of  Direction  was  authorized  to  accept  the 
conveyance  of  the  Parsonage  property  of  this  Church.  Hie  deed,  not 
yet  received,  however,  when  delivered,  may  perhaps  bring  with  it  the 
necessity  of  some  expense  of  insurance  and  repairs. 

In  the  operation  of  certain  laws  in  the  State  of  New  York  r^^t- 
ing  the  tenure  of  Church  property,  a  necessity  absolutely  exists  for 
the  preservation  of  this  bouse  and  land,  that  the  Synod  should  hold 
title,  in  the  peculiar  situation  of  things  at  the  Thousand  Islands,  or 
rather  Alexandria  Bay.  Time  and  the  growth  of  the  Church. can 
alone  remedy  the  difficulty.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends 
that  in  the  events  referred  to  by  the  Board,  the  Boards  of  Direction 
and  of  Domestic  Missions  be,  and  by  this  act  shall  be,  clothed  with 
discretionary  power. 

II.     Board  of  SuperiiUendents, 

1.  The  report  on  that  pre-eminently  important  interest  of  the 
Church,  the  Theological  Seminary,  is  highly  interesting.  And  in  view 
of  it,  adopting  the  language  of  the  Superintendents  to  the  Synod,  we 
remark,  that  ''our  thanks  are  due  to  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
for  the  measure  of  prosperity  granted  to  this  agency  for  the  education 
of  a  pious  and  efficient  ministry  for  the  Church." 

The  number  of  students  is  stated  at  the  considerable  figure  of  fifty- 
seven. 

Fifteen  of  whom  were  furnished  with  the  usual  Professoral  certifi- 
cates. And  the  sixteenth,  whose  case  was  one  of  dispensation,  is 
now  recommended  by  the  Professors  to  the  Synod,  for  an  authority  to 
apply  for  examination  to  the  South  Classis  of  New  York,  as  wiU  sub- 
sequently appear.  The  faculty  took  pleasure  in  reporting  the  com- 
mendable course  of  both  study  and  character  on  the  part  of  the  stu- 
dents through  the  entire  term.  And  the  Board  makes  honorable  men- 
tion of  the  examinations  of  the  classes  with  which  the  year  was  closed. 

2.  Your  committee  mentions  with  pleasure  the  additions  to  our  For- 
eign and  Domestic  Missionary  forces  which  the  last  Senior  Class  has 
furnished,  not  alone  on  account  of  the  numl>er,  but  the  character  and 
attainments  of  those  new  viivd  'mWvn^  l^bborera.  We  pray  that  the  num- 
bers of  such  may  be  greatly  ccXwt^'t^  ^ot  wa  VaXxa^  ^^yd^^t^t&ssc!^. 

3.  Your  committee  a\so  Wivcto  ^X.^s^^l  \jt^V«^  ^^^'^^  w»sa«s!&\^ 
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that  the  Synod,  by  this  action,  adopt  the  acknowledgment  made  in 
the  Report  of  the  Board,  of  the  gift  to  the  Seminary  from  the  fomily 
of  the  late  Isaac  L.  Slip,  Esq.,  of  a  yaloable  portrait  of  the  Rer. 
Dr.  Livingston,  so  long  the  eminent  Professor  of  Theology  in  our 
iDstitntion. 

4.  And  yonr  committee  would  be  glad  if  we  could  here  dismiss  our 
examination  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  and  pro- 
ceed to  other  topics. 

We  are,  however,  informed  that  when  the  questions  directed  to  be 
proposed  to  the  students,  with  reference  to  their  preaching  otherwise 
than  under  the  special  cases  of  exception  mentioned  in  Synod's  reso- 
lutions, the  law  of  the  Synod  was  found  to  have  been  deliberately 
violated. 

Last  year  the  report  stated  the  matter  thus:  "Transgressions  seem- 
ed to  have  occurred."  But  in  this  year's  report  it  is  stated  "  that  the 
rule  of  the  Synod  was  confessed  to  have  been  broken."  Last  year  it 
was  a  seeming  transgression,  this  year  it  wa^  a  confessed  violation. 
Last  year  the  names  of  the  seeming  transgressors  mentioned  were  in 
number  eleven.  This  year  the  number  of  confessed  violators  is 
twenty-one.  We  may  well  ask,  Whereunto  will  this  thing  grow  ?  If 
the  members  of  the  Seminary  be  "preachers,"  they  are  no  longer 
"students."  And  if  they  be  "students,"  they  are  not  "preachers." 
It  is  true  that  the  popular  gaze  is  of  late  sometimes  called  to  fix  itself 
on  "  boy-preachers."  But  if  we  acknowledge  such  precocity,  it  would 
rather  be  as  the  exception,  than  the  rule.  And,  in  point  of  fact,  we 
believe  it  to  be  undeniable,  that  even  three  years,  to  say  nothing  of 
one  year,  do  not  produce  any  more  valuable  and  ripened  fruits,  than 
the  necessities  of  ordinary  intellects  and  the  interests  of  sound  doc- 
trine require.  Your  committee  believes  that  this  unlicensed  license, 
and  the  constitution  of  our  Theological  courses  of  training  for  the 
pulpit  and  the  pastorship,  are  absolutely  incompatible  ;  and  that,  for 
order,  for  discipline,  for  law,  for  truth,  one  must  overcome  the  other. 
We  have  no  hesitation  to  make  our  election  on  the  side  of  the  consti- 
tuted courses  of  preparation,  and  we  hold  that  the  liberty  given  to  the 
students,  by  existing  laws,  to  exercise  their  gifts,  is  quite  broad 
enough,  and  that  violations  both  can  and  ought  to  be  promptly 
checked,  and  checked  now.  Your  committee,  in  view  of  the  state- 
ment of  the  Board,  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

I.  Resolvedf  That  in  any  instance  of  the  violation  of  the  existing 
laws  regulating  the  students  preaching,  falling  within  its  knowledge, 
the  Theological  Faculty  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed  immediately 
to  examine  the  case,  and  suspend  the  offending  party  from  his  place  in 
the  Seminary  until  his  case  can  be  reviewed  by  the  next  General  Synod. 

II.  Resolvedy  That  in  those  cases  of  violation  of  the  said  laws 
which  fall  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Board  of  Superintendents,  in 
the  fulfillment  of  their  duties  in  session,  it  is  hereby  empowered  and 
directed  to  suspend  the  offending  pwlY,  oi  'v>aaXie^«  ^^65»^  \s««^>&s. 

place,  until  his  case  can  be  reviewed  \>^  \}cl^  u^^X.  Q^«okw\%^^^* 
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in.  Ruototd,  Thftt  in  the  judgment  of  thiB  Sjnod,  it  is  highlj  im- 
proper that  Ministers  and  Consistories  should  inTite  the  members  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  to  preach,  hi  oontniTention  of  the  laws  of 
the  Synod. 

in.    Dupenjoltofu. 

1.  Tour  committee  finds  in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents of  the  Theological  Seminary,  a  reference  of  the  case  of  Mr. 
R.  Pieters,  who  is  recommended  for  a  dispensation  firom  one  year's 
study,  with  a  view  to  a  settlement  in  the  Classis  of  Holland.  But  no 
ralid  reason  appearing  in  its  fJEiYor,  we  recommend  that  this  request  be 
not  granted. 

2.  We  find  also  in  the  Minutes  of  the  last  General  Synod,  an  adi4- 
sory  resolution  in  the  case  of  Mr.  John  Wenish,  and  the  case  of  Mr. 
Isaac  W.  Warner,  that  they  should  pursue  in  our  Theological  Seminary 
such  a  course  of  studies  as  the  Professors  may  deem  necessary  to  fit 
them  for  usefulness  as  pastors  and  teachers. 

Mr.  Wenish  is  stated,  by  a  communication  from  the  South  Classis 
of  New  York,  to  be  of  such  an  age,  and  in  such  circumstances  as  to 
family  and  support,  as  to  preclude  his  compliance  with  this  adnce. 
The  Classis  asks,  therefore,  in  his  behalf  a  dispensation  allowing  it  to 
ordain  him  to  the  Gospel  ministry.  We  recommend,  therefore,  that 
Mr.  Wenish  be  admitted  to  an  examination  in  the  presence  of  a  Depo- 
tatus  Synodi,  and  that  if  he  be  found  sufficiently  prepared,  especiidly 
in  the  standard  doctrines  of  the  Church,  the  Classis  may  license  and 
ordain  him  in  the  charge  where  he  is  now  laboring. 

Mr.  Warner  has  produced  to  your  committee  the  certificate  of  the 
Professors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  stating  his  compliance  with  the  resolution  of  Synod. 
We  therefore  recommend  that  he  be  admitted  to  the  like  examina- 
tion before  the  South  Classis  of  New  York. 

3.  Mr.  Augustus  Blauvelt  asks  for  a  dispensation  from  attendance 
at  the  Seminary  during  so  much  of  his  senior  year  as  will  enable  him 
to  attend  a  course  of  medical  lectures  in  New  York,  preparatory  to 
his  entrance  into  the  field  of  Foreign  Missions.  We  recommend  his 
request  to  be  granted. 

4.  Application  is  also  made  by  the  Classis  of  New  Brunswick  for 
permission  to  Mr.  Frederick  R.  Brace  to  pursue  his  theological  studies 
under  its  direction,  and  when  it  may  deem  it  proper  to  do  so,  that  it 
may  license  him  to  preach. 

It  appears  from  the  communication  of  the  Classis  that  Mr.  Brace 
desires  no  dispensation  from  any  of  the  studies  pursued  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  but  only  firom  attendance  in  person  upon  its  duties. 
It  furthermore  appears  from  the  statements  of  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the 
Classis,  who  was  instructed  by  the  Classis  to  present  Mr.  Brace's  case, 
that  Mr.  Brace  is  compelled  from  age  and  family,  and  mode  of  support, 
to  seek  this  dispensation,  ^h\\^  ld%  )^>i3raavt&  and  attainments  eminently 
qualify  and  recommend  \i\m  tor  an.  ^^ixV^  ^tsmssvoiv  \s>\A^^\s£ffi£fi^TAk 
of&ce.

MISSIONS. 

The  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Missions. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  was 
received  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions. 

So  much  of  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  as  refers 
to  the  transfer  of  the  Mission  Property  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  Professorate. 

The  following  report  was  received  from  the  Committee  appointed  to 
*'  raise  means  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  in  India  to  the 
memory  of  the  late  Rev.  John  Scudder,  M.D.,"  which  was  accepted: 

To  the    General   Synod  of  the  Protestant  Reformed  Dutch  Church 
now  in  Session  in  Philadelphia:  - 

Dear  Brethren — ^The  Conmuttee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of 
your  venerable  body,  consisting  of  Tho.  C.  Doremus,  James  A.  Wil- 
liamson, James  L.  Schieffelin,  Robt.  H.  Pruyn,  and  Fred.  T.  Freling- 
huysen,  'Ho  raise  means  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  in 
India  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Rev.  John  Scudder,  M.D.,"  respectfully 
report  that,  as  Dr.  Scudder  was  emphatically  the  children's  missionary, 
it  was  thought  wise  to  ask  the  children  of  the  Sabbath-schools  of  the 
Dutch  Church  to  contribute  in  sums  of  not  less  than  tern,  cent's  each. 
Your  committee  are  happy  to  say  that  upward  of  thirteen  thousand 
children  have  responded,  and  that  a  sum  has  been  raised  sufficient  to 
erect  a  suitable  remembrance  of  that  noble,  valiant  soldier  of  the  Cross. 
The  monument  is  now  being  made,  and  your  committee  herewith  send 
a  few  copies  (lithographic)  for  the  inspection  of  your  venerable  body. 

Should  any  funds  remain,  after  paying  all  expenses,  the  amount  will 
be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  our  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, unless  your  body  should  order  otherwise.

A  letter  was  laid  before  Synod  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Conmiit- 
tee  on  the  Scudder  Monument  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Foreign  Missions. 

A  sermon  was  preached  on  the  evening  of  the  sixth  day  of  the  ses- 
sion, on  behalf  of  Foreign  Missions,  by  the  Ra>i,  CVsj^tV^^.'^^w^soMbsw^ 
from  Zecbariah  4;  6:   " This  is  the  ivotd  o?  fti^  \iat^  \i5i  Tisc^i^«^w^> 
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saying,  Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  Spirit^  saith  the 
Lord." 

The  Committee  on  Forefgpi  Ifissions  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  and  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  as  their  Report: 

The  Report  of  the  Board,  which  has  been  drawn  np  by  the  acting 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Rev.  Philip  Pelts,  is  an  onnsually  elaborate 
and  interestu^  docnment,  and  has  evidently  been  prepared  with  great 
care,  and  with  a  due  sense  of  the  increasing  magnitude  and  importance 
of  the  work  which  has  been  committed  to  our  beloved  Church,  in  hea- 
then lands.  It  presents  to  us,  in  forcible  and  intelligible  terms,  a  his- 
tory of  the  progress  which,  in  the  good  providence  of  Ood,  has  charac- 
terized this  great  work  during  the  past  year,  and  calls  us  to  survey, 
as  from  some  mount  of  vision,  the  goodly  land  which  remaineth  yet  to 
be  possessed  by  our  Zion.  The  picture  which  it  draws  is  not  without " 
its  shadows.  It  sings  of  mercy  and  of  judgment.  But  the  lights  fu* 
outnumber  the  shades,  and  mercy  rejoices  still  over  judgment.  There 
Ls  matter  in  the  Report  for  grave,  even  anxious  thought.  There  is  a 
view  of  impending  responsibility  which  cannot  be  properly  met  by  the 
impulses  of  mere  enthusiasm,  but  which  calls  for  cool  and  sober  consid- 
eration. There  are  dispensations  of  Providence  that  arc  mysterions 
and  trying,  fitted  to  test  our  faith  and  submission;  and  yet,  upon  a  re- 
view of  the  entire  history  of  the  year,  as  presented  in  the  Report,  there 
is  abundant  occasion  to  exclaim  with  devout  and  adoring  gratitude, 
"  What  hath  God  wrought  1"  and  to  inspire  us  with  increased  zeal  and 
hopefulness  in  entering  upon  another  year  of  prayer  and  labor  for  the 
extension  of  our  Saviour's  kingdom,  who  i«*  tl)e  Lord  of  glory  and  the 
King  of  saints. 

From  the  reports  from  the  missions  at  Amoy  and  Arcot,  we  learn 
that  the  work  of  the  Lord  has  been  carried  on  during  the  past  year 
with  an  encouraging  degree  of  success.  A  new  church  has  been  organ- 
ized at  Chioh-be,  and  a  new  house  of  worship  erected  at  Amoy.  The 
Gospel  has  been  faithfully  preached  to  the  conversion  of  a  good  number 
of  the  heathen,  and  the  work  of  parochial  school  and  theological  iu- 
struction  has  been  well  attended  to.  The  benevolent  contributions  of 
the  mission  churches  miglit  shame  the  meagre  ofiferings  of  many  of  our 
churches  at  home.  The  mission  at  Amoy  has  been  reinforced  by  Messrs. 
Ostrom  and  Rapalje,  who  are  already  able  to  labor  among  the  Chinese, 
and  speak  to  them  in  their  own  language  the  wonderful  works  of  God. 

We  rejoice  to  welcome  Rev.  E.  Doty,  D.D.,  after  his  long  absence, 
to  his  native  shores,  and  trust  that  his  presence  among  our  churches 
will  be  blessed  of  God,  to  the  progress  of  the  true  missionary  spirit,  and 
the  great  advance  of  our  efforts  in  its  behalf.

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chnrch  at  Arcot.  Two  new  church  edifices  have  been  erected,  a  new 
station  occupied,  and  the  general  history  of  the  mission  has  been  one  of 
prosperity.  Two  new  recruits  have  joined  the  mission  band,  and  soon 
Dr.  H.  M.  Scudder,  we  hope,  will  again  be  added  to  their  number. 

Our  missionaries  to  Japan  have  arrived  in  that  country,  are  com- 
fortably settled  there,  have  been  received  with  much  courtesy,  and  are 
industriously  preparing  for  the  prosecution  of  their  work.  Mr.  Verbeck 
expects  soon  to  give  to  Christendom  an  English  Japanese  Grammar, 
an  inestimable  gift,  worth  all  that  the  entire  mission  has  cost. 

While  we  may  hope  great  things  from  the  auspicious  commencement 
of  a  work  for  Christ  in  a  kingdom  hitherto  hermetically  sealed  against 
all  foreign  influences,  especicdly  those  of  a  religious  character,  yet  the 
Church,  in  respect  to  this  mission,  should  not  take  counsel  of  mere  en^ 
thusiasm,  but  learn  to  hope  and  quietly  wait  for  the  salvation  of  the 
Lord.  It  has  been  much  to  effect  an  entrance  into  Japan;  but  it  is 
only  an  entrance  upon  a  work  of  peculiar  delicacy  and  responsibility. 

The  history  of  the  early  Jesuit  missions  in  that  country  may  afford 
us  a  wise  lesson;  yet  our  mission  is  for  Christ,  and  not  for  Anti- 
Christ. 

We  seek  to  rear  the  Cross,  not  the  Crucifix.  We  are  to  engraft  the 
zeal,  and  devotedness,  and  martyr  courage  of  Xavier  and  Loyola  on 
the  stock  of  a  purer  faith  than  theirs;  and  as  we  read  and  interpret  the 
Word  of  God,  we  may  believe  that  the  Gospel  shall  triumph  among  the 
millions  of  Japan,  though  long  before  the  day  of  victory  comes,  we  shall 
be  sleeping  in  the  dust. 

FuTids. 

The  Treasurer's  Report — a  document  prepared  with  that  neatness 
and  accuracy  so  characteristic  of  all  Mr.  Hayt's  communications — ^pre- 
sents in  some  respects  a  most  gratifying  statement.  The  receipts  from 
all  sources  for  eleven  months  have  amounted  to  $30,181.68.  To  go  in 
three  years  from  $12,000  to  $30,000,  is  surely  to  "make  rapid  and  en- 
couraging progress."  Yet  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  presents  some 
facts  which  ought  to  be  deeply  pondered  by  the  Synod. 

In  the  first  place,  it  appears  that  there  is  but  om  Classis  in  the  whole 
Church  in  this  country,  all  of  whose  churches  have  contributed  during 
the  year  to  this  cause.  All  honor  to  the  Classis  of  Paramus — all  of 
its  fourteen  churches  are  recorded  as  contributing  churches.* 

2.  Om  hundred  avd  fifty-two  churches  have  contributed  nothing  to 
the  treasury  of  our  Board.f  This  is  a  melancholy,  even  a  shameful 
fact,  on  which  further  comment  is  needless.    Two  hundred  and  fifty-one 


*  This  Classis  has  not  only  given  a  contribution  from  every  church  within  its 
boonds,  bat  the  average  amount  of  their  contributions  is  larger  than  the  average 
amount  given  by  all  Uie  two  hundred  and  fiftj-one  churches  which  are  reported  as 
contributing — being  in  their  case  a  fraction  over  $92  to  each  church,  while  the  gen- 
eral average  of  the  whole  Church  is  a  fhiction  over  $8S.

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8.  The  entire  average  of  the  contributions  from  the  whole  Chorch 
from  all  sources  is  less  than  sixty  cents  from  each  communicant.  But 
it  must  be  remembered  that  very  many  of  our  non-communicants  are 
in  the  habit  of  contributing  to  bcneyolent  objects — some  of  them  with 
great  liberality — so  that  ike  average  from  each  member  must  be  con- 
siderably less  than  sixty  cents. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  the  very  heavy  pecuniary  responsibilities 
assumed  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Board  on  its  present  scale,  beg 
to  call  the  serious  attention  of  the  Synod  to  these  facts  and  figures. 
A  great  advance  has  doubtless  been  made  in  the  contributions  to  thLs 
cause.  Something  of  this  must  be  attributed  to  the  influence  exerted 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Scudder's  glowing  appeals  to  the  churches;  and  while  we 
hope  that  these  have  done  more  than  awaken  a  temporary  and  spas- 
modic interest  in  this  great  work,  yet  it  would  not  be  strange  if  some 
ears  which  drank  in  with  delight  the  music  of  his  words  may  be  closed  ' 
to  the  ordinary  calls  of  pastors  and  other  agents.  The  expenses  of 
the  Board,  however,  call  for  still  larger  contributions,  and  it  is  for  th'u? 
Synod  to  say  whether  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  that  the  necessary 
means  will  be  furnished.  It  will  require  that  every  one  of  the  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty-two  churches  reported  as  non-contributing  should  con- 
tribute an  equal  average  amount  with  the  two  hundred  and  fifty-one 
which  have  contributed,  and  that  these  latter  shall  increase  tliis  average, 
in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  meet  its  present  engagements,  and 
carry  out  its  plans  for  the  coming  year  without  incurring  a  debt. 

The  expenditures  of  the  Board  may  reach  the  large  sum  of  $45,000 
during  the  year.    We  must  look  steadily  at  this  fact  in  all  its  serious- 
ness, and  ask.  Can  this  advance  be  reasonably  expected  ?     It  will  not 
do  to  say  that  the  Church  can  do  this.    Tliat  fact  is  unquestionable. 
Will  she  do  it  ?    We  hope  she  will.     If  her  past  be   prophetic  of 
her  future,  we  may  believe  that  she  will.     God's  providence  has  man- 
ifestly gone  before  her  in  all  the  progress  of  this  work.     She  has  only 
followed  in  a  path  which  He  has  opened  in  answer  to  her  prayers, 
and  from  which  she  could  not  shrink,  without  being  recreant  to  solemn 
duty.     But  prayer  for  great  things  involves  responsibility  for  the  use 
of  great  means.     And  the  exigencies  of  our  present  position  cannot 
be  met  without  a  thorough  rousing  up  of  our  entire  Church  to  her 
duty  in  this  work.    Pastora  m\\st  v\Qt  ^VvTxxvk  from  their  duty,  in  urging 
the  claims  of  Christ's  canse  \3l\)0\\  \Xv^vc  ^vio^vi  \s^Qt^  ^-KrcsRsKi^  «mL 
faithfully.     Consistories  must  s^^  to  \V.  tWV  ^^^  «^^  ^«ss£\^ts.\.  \afc^ijs«s». 
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are  adopted  to  bring  out  all  the  benevolent  activities  of  their  congre- 
gations; and  every  individual  member  must  feel  called  upon  to  come 
up,  as  never  before,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  mighty.  The 
Board  itself  must  practice  a  proper  economy  in  the  management  of  its 
affairs,  and  incur  uo  expenditure  not  clearly  demanded  by  the  indica^ 
tions  of  duty.  Only  thus  can  we  hope  to  meet  the  serious  responsi- 
bilities which  we  have  assumed,  and  prosecute  with  vigor  and  success 
the  work  of  evangelizing  the  heathen  on  our  present  scale  of  effort. 

1'he  committee  notice  with  pleasure,  that  through  the  liberal  dona- 
tion of  James  Suydam,  Esq.,  a  guarantee  fund  has  been  secured  for 
the  use  of  the  Board,  by  which  a  basis  is  furnished  of  security  for  the 
necessary  drafts  for  the  use  of  the  several  missions.  The  amount  of 
that  fund  is  at  present  $6,000,  which  it  is  intended  shall  accumulate 
till  it  reaches  the  sum  of  $10,000. 

The  Board  report  to  Synod  that  Rev.  Isaac  Ferris,  D.D.,  had  felt  con- 
strained by  the  pressure  of  his  other  engagements  to  relinquish  the 
office  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  duties  of  which  he  had  discharged 
for  several  years  gratuitously,  and  with  signal  efficiency  and  success. 
Your  committee  feel,  in  common  with  the  Board,  that  the  Church  is 
under  great  obligation  to  Dr.  Ferris  for  his  valuable  services  at  the 
critical  period  of  the  infancy  of  our  separate  organization,  and  trust 
that  those  services  ^111  be  long  and  gratefully  remembered. 

The  Ilev.  l^hilip  Peltz  has  been  chosen  to  fill  the  post  of  Correspond- 
ing Secretary,  and  has  discharged  the  duties  of  the  office  for  several 
months  with  fidelity  and  acceptance.  Mr.  Peltz,  with  a  delicacy 
which  does  him  great  honor,  has  seen  fit  to  waive  his  formal  acceptance 
of  this  office  untU  an  expression  of  opinion  be  given  by  this  Synod  in  the 
case,  although  regularly  elected  by  the  Board,  who  had  full  authority 
to  make  such  election,  and  still  retains  his  pastoral  charge,  while  at- 
tending, so  far  as  he  is  able,  to  the  duties  of  the  office.  The  deliberate 
judgment  of  the  Board  seems  to  be,  that  the  office  requires  the  undi- 
vided time  and  entire  energies  of  its  incumbent. 

The  enlarged  scale  on  which  the  operations  of  the  Board  are  now 
conducted,  the  very  serious  nature  of  the  responsibilities  incurred,  the 
necessity  that  every  means  be  employed  to  visit  the  churches,  stimulate 
their  zeal,  furnish  information,  and  urge  them  to  a  higher  standard  of 
effort  in  this  cause,  and  the  labor  of  ^ting  the  Sower,  and  making  it 
a  vehicle  of  the  best  missionary  intelligence,  all  demand  that  the  un- 
divided time  aud  energies  of  one  man  shall  be  given  to  the  duties  of 
this  office,  and  indicate,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  that  a  true 
economy  and  regard  to  the  real  interest  of  the  cause  require  this 
arrangement.  On  this  subject  the  Board  have  come  to  a  unanimous 
conclusion;  and  in  this  your  committee^  after  carefully  considering  the 
whole  subject,  are  constrained  to  concur.  The  Board  will,  of  course, 
avail  themselves  of  the  labors  of  the  missionary  brethren  providen- 
tially at  home,  so  as  to  secure  the  most  efficient  and  economical  co- 
operation in  the  work  of  increasing  the  interest  among  our  churches 
which  is  already  felt  in  this  work. 

Your  comtaittee  rejoice  to  notice  tbaX  t^aVos^  ^^  ^^  x^V^stN.  ^^i^i^a^ 
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speaks  of  ihe  remarkable  increase  of  the  missioiiaiy  spirit  amoqg  the 
students  at  New  Bninswick.  This  is  one  of  the  most  enoonraging 
features  of  oar  times,  and  adds  another  reason  for  the  hope  that  we 
are  only  on  the  threshold  of  a  great  and  glorioos  work  for  Christ  in  the 
field  of  missions. 

Yonr  committee  feel  deeply  impressed  with  the  idea  of  the  solemnity 
of  the  position  in  which  the  Church  is  placed  in  regard  to  the  wbde 
subject  of  Foreign  Missions.  God  has  seemed,  in  a  remarkable  mm- 
ner,  to  place  the  seal  of  his  approbation  upon  the  assumption  by  as 
of  the  duty  of  attempting  a  separate  missionary  organization,  and,  as 
a  Church  of  Jesus  Christ,  domg  our  share  of  the  work  of  evangehia- 
tion.  The  progress  which  we  have  made  in  three  years  has  been 
wonderful.  Now  we  have  assumed  responsibilities  firom  which,  three 
years  ago,  we  should  have  shrunk  back  with  dismay.  Yet  it  may  be 
that  even  now  these  responsibilities  are  not  properly  apprehended  by 
the  Church.  Were  they  thus  apprehended,  we  should  not  be  obliged 
^  to  report  the  melancholy  fact  that  nearly  one-third  of  our  chorees 
give  absolutely  nothing  to  this  cause. 

In  this  state  of  the  case,  we  have  no  time  to  waste  in  comphiceDt 
gratulatioQS  over  what  we  have  done.  We  need  rather  a  spirit  of 
earnest  prayer  as  to  our  present  duty.  We  need  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  personal  duty  and  sacrifice.  We  need  especially  a  larger 
measure  of  the  grace  of  giving.  The  besetting  sin  of  the  Datch 
Church  is  avarice.  She  is  very  far  behind  the  measure  both  of 
her  ability  or  her  obligations,  in  the  matter  of  giving  her  money  to 
the  Lord.  She  has  much  wealth  yet  unconsecrated,  many  tithes  not 
yet  brought  into  the  storehouse.  The  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  needs 
a  portion  of  this  wealth.  Forty-two  thousand  dollars,  at  least,  oo^t 
to  be  placed  in  the  treasury  of  the  Board  for  this  year's  operations. 
With  less  than  this,  debt  will  be  unavoidable.  Yet  we  fain  would  hope 
that  by  Qod's  blessing  the  standard  of  effort  in  this  and  every 
good  cause  may  be  raised  among  us,  and  that  we  may  approximate  to- 
wards our  whole  duty  as  a  Church  to  our  Master  and  to  the  world. 

In  view  of  the  whole  subject,  the  committee  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  recognize  with  devout  and  humble  gratitude 
the  hand  of  God  in  the  progress  of  the  missionary  spirit  in  our  Church 
during  the  past  year,  and  feel  that  we  are  both  obliged  and  encouraged 
to  go  forward  as  a  Church  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work  of  evangelis- 
ing the  heathen  with  increased  zeal  and  fidelity. 

2.  Resoktd,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  all  our  churches  to  contribute  to 
the  funds  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  even  if  they  are  unable  to 
contribute  much,  and  that  we  believe  that  no  Church  of  Christ  can  en- 
joy true  and  permanent  spiritual  prosperity  which  habitually  neglects 
to  obey  the  Saviour's  last  command,  to  "go  into  all  the  world  and 
preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature." 

8.  JResolvedf  That  every  pasitoi  o^d  Consistory  in  our  Church  should 
be  regarded  as  a  spedol  a|^iic>y  iox  ^\a&  ^^ts*^^  ^s^  ^^s<Qi^  \3bkst  vodli

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4.  Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  are  due  to  Rev.  Dr.  Fer- 
ris for  his  valuable  labors  so  freely  given  to  the  Board  at  the  critical 
period  of  the  infancy  of  its  separate  organization,  and  that  the  action 
of  tlie  Board  in  the  election  of  Rev.  Philip  Peltz  as  his  successor  in 
the  oflBce  of  Corresponding  Secretary,  at  a  fair  compensation,  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Synod. 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  is  desirable  to  increase  the  curcnlation  of  the 
Soicer  largely  among  our  congregations,  and  that  the  Board  be  di- 
rected to  send  a  copy  to  each  of  the  pastors  of  our  churches. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  second  week  in  January  be  recommended  to 
our  churches  to  be  observed  as  a  week  of  united  and  special  prayer  for 
the  conversion  of  the  world. 

A  letter  from  Thomas  C.  Doremus,  Esq.,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee to  raise  funds  for  the  Scudder  Monument,  suggesting  that  said  mon- 
ument should  be  placed  in  Greenwood  Cemetery,  has  been  referred  to 
your  committee.    They  would  recommend  the  following  action: 

Resokedf  That  the  Committee  who  have  charge  of  the  Scudder  . 
Monument  be  directed  to  carry  out  the  original  resolution  of  Synod. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  on  behalf  of  the  committee.

Resotvedy  That  the  Churches  of  our  denomination  be  not  only  urged 
to  take  a  monthly  collection  for  Missions,  but  that  we  suggest  and 
recommend  to  them  to  take  those  collections  at  the  morning  service  of 
the  first  Sabbath  of  each  month. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations  having  reported,  Synod  proceeded 
to  fill  the  places  of  those  in  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  whose 
term  of  service  has  expired.  On  counting  the  ballots,  it  appeared 
that  the  following  were  elected:  Rev.  James  Eells,  William  H.  Steele, 
John  B.  AUiger,  John  De  Witt,  N.  E.  Smith,  and  Messrs.  Sanford 
Cobb,  JunY,  Alvin  B.  Preston,  and  Ralph  Wells. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Rev.  Jared  W.  Scudder,  apologizing 
to  the  Synod  for  his  absence  at  the  present  session,  and  askhig  for  the 
more  abundant  prayers  and  sympathy  of  the  Churches  in  behalf  of  the 
Missionaries  and  their  work.

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  was 
received,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

A  resolution  was  presented  in  relation  to  the  expediency  of  estab- 
lishing a  mission  among  the  North  American  Indians,  which  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  reported,  and  their  report 
was  accepted,  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Domestic  Missions  respectfully  present  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  Twenty-eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Mis- 
sions contains  a  condensed  history  of  the  work  committed  to  this  im- 
portant arm  of  our  ecclesiastical  establishment,  together  witii  sugges- 
tions for  its  more  efficient  movement.  The  following  brief  summary 
of  the  results  of  the  past  and  previous  years,  which  has  been  carefully 
prepared  by  the  Secretary,  affords  at  a  glance  the  actual  state  of  the 
cause,  as  administered  by  the  Board:

Leaving  these  facts  to  bear  their  own  impressive  witness  for  the 
faithfulness  of  the  MissVouam^,  \!ti^  ^mvoisax^  ^^\xst^  %:Qd  their  co-la-

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blessing  which  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  has  bestowed  upon  the 
work,  we  pass  on  to  the  chief  considerations  of  the  report. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Board  claims  earnest,  prompt,  and 
Scriptural  attention.  Had  the  report  covered  the  round  period  of 
twelve  months,  the  aggr^ate  receiptis  would  doubtless  have  exceeded 
those  of  1858-9.  That  the  treasury  is  out  of  debt  is  largely  owing 
to  the  great  liberality  of  two  generous  friends  of  the  Board,  whose 
noble  aid  is  duly  acknowledged  in  the  Annual  Report.  A  very  slight 
improvement  on  the  fiscal  results  of  the  preceding  year  is  apparent  in 
'the  contributions  of  the  Churches.  But  the  total  amount  is  five 
thousand  dollars  less  than  that  of  the  year  ending  June  1, 1856,  which 
was  the  highest  sum  ever  yet  reached  by  the  gifts  of  the  churches  for 
this  cause.  In  view  of  the  advancing  demands  which  are  pressed  upon 
the  Board,  they  earnestly  ask,  at  the  hands  of  our  four  hundred  churches; 
a  decided  increase  and  prompt  remittance  of  moneys  consecrated  to 
the  Domestic  Missionary  field.  Jf  our  people  would  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  the  devoted  men  who  compose  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
especially  of  those  whose  timely  help  has  enabled  the  Treasurer  to  re* 
port  a  balance  in  his  hands,  we  should  not  need  to  urge  these  claims. 
That  spirit  of  stewardship  would  not  only  enable  our  agents  to  meet 
their  obligations,  but  it  would  even  be  in  the  advance,  bidding  them 
to  follow  the  hosts  whom  now  they  must  annually  spur  to  duty.  The 
reasons  for  asking  enlarged  meaas  and  prompt  payment  of  all  contri- 
bations  into  the  treasury  are  self-evident,  and  they  have  been  so  often 
repeated  that  we  need  not  urge  thorn  here.  It  is  manifest  that  the 
Church  requires  for  this,  and  for  all  her  benevolent  institutions,  a  sys- 
tem of  contributions  which  shall  be  scriptural  in  its  principle,  expan- 
sive in  its  operation,  adapted  to  all  of  our  churches  and  members,  and 
80  far  placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Classes  as  to  secure, 
as  far  as  practicable,  the  co-operation  of  our  entire  communion.  Tour 
committee  believe  that  giving  is,  or  ought  to  be,  an  act  of  worship  to 
Qod,  and  that  the  measure  of  our  gifts  must  be  determined  by  the 
great  law  of  demand  and  of  supply  in  the  Church  of  Christ.  If  these 
principles  are  once  admitted,  the  beneficence  of  the  Church,  springing 
oat  of  Christian  hearts,  will  rise  with  the  claims  made  upon  her.  God 
is  preparing  her  for  a  glorious  future,  by  making  her  willing  to  bear 
all  the  expeases  which  are  necessary  to  supply  the  demand  of  his 
providence  and  grace.  No  other  principle  can  meet  the  exigencies  of 
the  case.  We  must  have  this  doctrine  taught  more  earnestly  and  con- 
tinually from  our  pulpits,  and  in  our  Sabbath-schools  and  families.  It 
IB  no  new  theory,  no  doubtful  experiment,  no  human  expedient  that 
we  urge,  but  a  life-principle — a  part  of  the  organic  existence  of  the 
Church,  equally  essential  to  the  growth  of  grace  in  the  heart,  and  to 
the  expansion  of  the  evangelizing  forces  of  the  Gospel.  Our  people, 
cor  very  children,  must  be  educated  to  it;  and  until  this  doctrine  is 
more  thoroughly  and  generally  received,  we  cannot  expect  to  see  the 
permanent  advancement  of  our  great  educational  and  missionary  work. 

Your  committee  are  also  satisfied  that  Bomft  «j«^\SL\fi»^\^^^&S!i^^^

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Synod,  in  fohner  years,  lias  sanctioned  and  recommended  the  practical 
adoption  of  the  great  gcriptaral  principle  of  giving  "  according  as  the 
Lord  hath  prospered"  each  one,  and  the  coinmn  assigned  to  reporte 
of  benevolent  contributions  is  beginning  to  show  some  fair  ronlts. 
The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  resolutions: 

Eesolved,  That  it  be  enjoined  upon  the  pastors  and  Consistories  of 
the  churches  to  give  increased  attention  to  the  cultivation  of  tlui 
grace,  in  which  they  ought  to  abound;  that  all  proper  efforts  should 
be  promptly,  systematically,  and  perseveringly  made  to  raise  the  actual 
beneficence  of  all  the  churches  to  the  scriptural  standard. 

Mesolved,  That  the  Glasses  be  hereby  enj<Hned  to  pay  partacular  at- 
tention to  the  previous  action  of  the  General  Synod  on  tlus  sulijectkao 
as  to  secure  an  advancing  munificence,  and  ample  reports  of  the  anmnl 
contributions  to  the  religious  and  benevolent  institutions  of  the  Church. 

Rudved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  should  recdve  firam 
every  church  of  our  denomination  that  measure  of  beneficent  ocnitri- 
bution  to  which  it  is  entitled  by  its  vital  relations  to  our  position  and 
prospects  as  a  proselyting  and  witnessing  Church  of  Christ,  and  by  the 
new  demands  which  God  is  pressing  daily  upon  us. 

The  Board  ask  of  the  Synod  a  certain  discretion  in  the  use  of  those 
means  which  are  confided  to  them.  Great  embarrassment  is  continually 
caused  by  the  Classical  recommendations  of  feeble  churches  within 
their  own  bounds,  the  appropriations  to  which  absorb  a  large  propo^ 
tion  of  the  funds  at  the  East.  It  is  stated  in  the  report,  that  of  the 
76  churches  and  missions  aided,  61  are  at  the  East,  and  only  15  at  the 
West;  and  that  of  the  68  missionaries  and  missionary  pastors,  52  are 
at  the  East,  and  only  16  at  the  West.  Of  forty  applications  made 
for  aid  during  the  month  of  May,  thirty-two  are  from  Eastern  churches. 
Some  of  the  Classes  actually  ask  more  from  the  Board  than  all  their 
churches  place  in  its  treasury.  Sometimes,  also,  moneys  are  given  to 
the  Board  conditioned  upon  their  appropriation  to  feeble  churches  at 
home.  Whether  these  Classical  recommendations  are  confirmed  or  re- 
fused by  the  Board,  they  are  often  equally  embarrassed  thereby,  be- 
cause in  either  case  the  Western  field  must  sufifer  by  the  absorption  of 
funds  in  the  East,  or  by  their  being  withheld  from  the  treasury  by  dis- 
appointed donors,  who  then  apply  them  directly  to  their  chosen  ob- 
jects. 

It  is  plain  that  the  Board  should  have  a  wise,  and  even  a  large  discre- 
tion in  this  matter,  of  which  they  are  justly  supposed  to  be  best  able  to 
judge.  And  while  the  Synod  recommend  to  the  Board  great  prudence 
in  the  distribution  of  the  funds  of  the  Church,  they  also  affectionately 
remind  the  Classes  of  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  sympathetic  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Board,  and  particularly  that  they  should  abstain  firora 
making  such  recommendations  as  would  create  needless  embarrassment 
to  the  fair  apportionment  of  the  missionary  funds  to  the  destitute  fields 
of  the  growing  West. 

It  is  time  for  the  Churches  to  awake  to  the  fact  that  it  is  far  more  im- 
portant to  foster  the  p\aiil\Tv^  ^^^XxQlmTv^  ^Xkdho^ful  churches 
at  important  points  m  out  tnA^  mvajKtfswKn  x^^^^c&^XisAa^XA  ^ssb^ns*^ 
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long  the  weaklings  which,  but  for  ovennuch  care,  woold  long  since 
have  gone  alone.  Moreover,  the  earnestness  and  the  power  of  oor 
missionary  work  mnst  greatly  depend,  under  God,  upon  the  wise  ap- 
propriation of  our  limited  resources  to  the  spots  which  will  yield  the 
quickest  and  the  largest  return.  The  fact  that  "12  churches,  or 
nearly  one-fifth  of  our  denomination,  have  become  self-sustaining,  by 
aid  of  this  Board,  in  the  last  ten  years,"  is  one  of  the  most  encourag- 
ing features  of  our  accomplished  work.  And  while  it  teaches  ua 
that  the  poor  and  the  weak  will  bless  us  for  every  help,  it  confirms 
the  principle  that  no  mere  inconsiderate  recommendation  of  a  Glassis 
should  prevent  the  Board  from  pursuing  a  wise,  cautious,  liberal,  pro- 
gressive plan  of  operations,  or  from  bestowing  just  that  measure  of  aid 
which  the  relative  importance  of  each  separate  case  demands.  If  the 
Board  is  to  discharge  its  high  responsibilities  to  the  credit  of  the 
cause,  it  mnst  be  trusted  by  its  constituents  with  generous  allowance 
for  differences  of  opinion,  and  especially  with  great  sympathy  and 
earnest  co-operation,  in  view  of  the  whole  field,  whose  wants  they  must 
be  allowed  to  understand  far  better  than  those  whose  eyes  and  hearts 
are  filled  with  the  needs  of  some  favorite  locality.  But  if  a  Classical 
recommendation  must  be  regarded  as  an  imperial  edict,  the  mission  of 
your  Board  is  accomplished,  and  each  Glassis  may  rather  take  into 
their  own  hands  the  entire  and  direct  management  of  all  its  domestic 
missionary  funds.  The  Board  is  then  but  an  expensive  and  supernu- 
merary machine.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  doctrine  is  correct,  which 
has  been  often  avowed  in  this  Synod,  of  giving  large  powers  to  the 
Board,  and  of  holding  them  to  the  strictest  responsibility,  it  only 
remains  for  the  Board  to  act  in  the  wise  and  prayerful  exercise  of 
delegated  authority. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions 
on  this  subject: 

1.  Resolved,  That  all  the  Classes  are  hereby  enjoined  to  exercise  the 
greatest  care  and  discrimination  in  reconmiendmg  Churches  to  the 
Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  is  hereby  in- 
structed to  bestow  a  larger  proportion  of  the  funds  which  are  at  their 
disposal  for  their  work  within  the  bounds  of  the  Particular  Synod  of 
Chicago,  and  that  they  are  expected  to  use  a  liberal  discretion  in  pro* 
moting  the  spread  and  establishment  of  the  Church  in  the  West. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  donors  to  this  cause  be  earnestly  requested 
not  to  fetter  the  action  of  the  Board,  by  any  unnecessary  restriction 
of  their  gifts  to  favorite  localities  or  persons. 

The  committee  have  carefully  considered  the  following  resolution  of 
the  Particular  Synod  of  Chicago,  which  was  referred  to  us: 

*' Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Particular  Synod,  the  time 
has  come  when  some  executive  power,  resident  in  the  great  field  of 
Western  Church  extension,  is  imperatively  demanded  by  the  dearest 
interests  of  the  whole  Dutch  Church,  and  by  the  common  cause  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  we  therefore  respectfully  request  General  Synod  to 
consider  the  necessity  of  appoinUng  al'^e:e^i^ni^x^^sQ^^v<l^  v:j^\S!S^^^fi^

of  the  Board  of  Domestic  MiBrions,  to  emoy  equal  powers  with  the 
Ezecative  Gommittee  now  existiiig  in  the  East." 

After  foil  consoltation  with  del^^tes  from  the  said  Synod,  reqieei* 
ing  the  reasons  for  this  resolution,  we  have  onanimonsly  condnded 
that  the  request  oaght  not  to  be  granted.  All  tiie  past  experience  of 
onr  own  Church,  and  of  other  denominations,  has  shown  the  impracti- 
cability of  the  proposed  scheme.  To  erect  an  ezecutiTe  committee^ 
located  at  the  West,  with  equal  powers  with  that  now  existing  in  tiM 
East,  could  only  produce  constant  disturbance  and  collision. 

At  the  same  time,  your  committee  are  fully  convinced  that  the  state 
of  our  Church  in  the  West  is  such  as  to  demand  the  establishment  id 
some  effective  additional  agency,  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee,  with  the  advice  of  the  Classes  of  the  Synod  cf 
(%icago.  Havmg  freely  advised  with  brethren  from  the  West^  and 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board,  we  have  determined  topro- 
]^ose  to  the  Synod  the  appointment  of  an  itinerant  missionary,  or  mis* 
nonary  agent,  or  traveling  secretary  for  the  West,  to  be  appointed  by 
tiie  Board  of  Domestic  Missions. 

*  The  duties  to  be  assigned  to  such  officer  of  the  Board  would  be 
something  like  these:  Ue  should  personally  examine  localities  in 
which  church  enterprises  may  be  hopefully  commenced ;  give  facts  as'' 
to  population,  healthfulness,  business  pursuits,  persons  interested,  &c 
He  should  hold  possession  of  important  points,  by  preaching  and 
securing  supplies.  He  should  show  the  characteristics  of  our  Churchy 
and  facilitate  measures  for  procuring  a  Missionary  or  a  Church  organ- 
lEation.  It  would  bo  a  part  of  his  duties  to  visit  feeble  churches,  to 
encourage  them  and  their  pastors,  and  to  make  known  to  the  Board 
and  Church  their  necessities.  He  could  suggest  changes  or  exchanges  * 
of  places  among  missionaries,  when  the  cause  can  be  thus  more  effect- 
ually subserved;  or  he  might  advise  the  discontinuance  of  hopeless 
enterprises,  and  the  recall  of  ineffective  men.  He  might  be  furnished 
with  diagrams  of  tasteful  and  cheap  church  edifices,  and  assist 
churches  with  advice  in  the  matter  of  building,  the  cost  and  the 
amount  necessary  to  be  sought  abroad,  in  view  of  the  actual  wants  (A 
the  whole  field,  and  the  safe  probabilities  of  success  in  the  designated 
locality.  Besides  keeping  the  Board  constantly  acquainted  with  items 
of  public  interest  for  the  cause,  he  should  also  be  charged  with  the 
collection  of  funds,  and  the  promotion  of  a  thorough  system  of 
Christian  beneficence  in  the  field  assigned  to  him. 

The  probable  expense  of  supporting  a  fit  man  in  this  office  would 
be  comparatively  small ;  and  even  were  it  much  larger  than  is  at  pres- 
ent estimated,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  results  of  faithful  labor 
would  nobly  justify  the  arrangement. 

In  the  scattered  state  of  our  Western  Churches,  and  with  the  in- 
oreasing  demands  of  the  Eastern  field,  it  is  impossible  for  the  Corre* 
q>onding  Secretary  to  maintain  that  personal  supervision  of  this,  the 
great  missionary  department  of  his  work,  which  is  imperiously 
l^eqaired.  Noonemancaii^oW..  *Y\sl<^t^  ^^Mt  necessity  for  a  com- 
jietent  person  at  the  ^eat,  ^\io  oaxi  \xvi«c^  ^^  ^^^^yass^^^one' 
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itions,  and  act  as  the  eye,  tibe  ear,  and  the  hand  of  the  Board  io  all  tiia^ 
work.  He  most  be  in  direct  communication  with  the  Executiye  Gom^ 
mittee,  subject  to  their  order,  and  yet  clothed  with  those  discretionary 
powers  which  may  be  necessary  to  insure  prompt  and  proper  action. 
BelicYing  that  the  duties  of  such  an  agent  will  be  wisely  aidjusted  by 
the  Board,  and  that  with  an  acceptable  man  to  fill  the  station,  this 
arrangement  will  meet  all  the  existing  wants  of  the  cause,  your  com- 
mittee recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be  hereby  empow- 
ered to  appomt  a  suitable  person  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned, 
and  that  the  Board  shall  prescribe  his  duties,  assign  his  title,  fi^  hifi 
sahiry,  and  make  all  arrangements  necessary  to  secure  the  most  effect^ 
ive  discharge  of  the  contemplated  service. 

Mission  to  the  North  American  India/ns. 

Respecting  the  resolution  which  was  referred  to  the  committee, 
"That  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions  be  requested  to  inquire  into 
the  expediency  of  establishing  a  mission  among  the  I^^orth  American 
Indians,"  we  would  respectfully  represent,  that  if  Providence  should 
open  a  door  of  usefulness  among  these  sons  of  the  forest,  it  should  be 
the  honor  and  joy  of  our  Church  to  ent«r  upon  the  work;  but  as  this 
subject  belongs  of  right  to  the  Foreign  Missionary  department,  we  reo- 
ommend  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  ensuing  resolutions  are  also  submitted  to  Synod  for  adoption: 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  churches  which  shall  hero- 
after  solicit  pecuniary  aid  for  the  erection  of  church  edifices  and  par- 
sonages, and  for  the  purchase  of  land  or  other  property  for  church  uses, 
to  take  all  proper  legal  measures  to  secure  such  property  to  the  pos- 
session of  the  Refonned  Dutch  Church,  and  especially  to  provide,  ia 
case  of  the  alienation  of  said  churches  from  our  denomination,  tha^ 
the^  amount  so  collected  from  individuals  and  congregations  of  the  Bo- 
formed  Dutch  Church  shall  be  returned  to  the  Board  of  Corporation 
of  the  Reformed  Dutch  Church,  to  be  granted  by  them  upon  similar 
terms,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Domestic  Missions^ 
for  the  erection  of  church  edifices  for  needy  congregations,  under  the 
care  of  said  Missionary  Board. 

Resolved,  That  the  contributors  to  such  enterprises  be  recommended 
to  affix  the  same  terms  to  their  gifts. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  rejoice  in  the  rich  results  and  good 
prospects  of  the  work  of  Domestic  Missions.  We  express  the  hopes 
of  the  Synod  and  the  Church,  that  under  the  careful  management  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  eminent  usefulness  of  the  beloved 
brother  whose  first  annual  report  to  the  Synod  so  well  justifies  the  e^- 

Eictations  which  attended  his  appointment,  that  the  career  of  the 
oard  will  from  henceforth  be  bright  with  blessings.

The  Committee  on  the  Widows'  Fmid  reported,  and  their  report  was 
accepted,  adopted,  and  La  as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  Widows*  Fund  beg  leave  respectfolly  to 
report: 

That  they  find  in  the  "Fund"  a  balance,  on  April  30,  1860,  of 
$17,094.11;  and  at  the  same  date,  a  balance  of  cash  in  the  "Income 
of  the  Fund,''  amounting  to  $373.54. 

Certain  facts  call  for  the  special  attention  of  Synod  : 

1.  During  the  year  no  new  subscriptions  have  been  made. 

2.  Of  the  annual  subscribers,  who  number,  as  nearly  as  your  Com- 
mittee can  ascertain,  eighty-five,  only  thirty-five  have  made  payment 
this  year,  the  majority  being  willing  to  risk  the  forfeit  of  their  interest 
in  the  Fund. 

3.  During  the  year,  six  ministers  of  our  Church  have  withdrawn 
their  subscriptions,  amounting  to  $1,680.  Of  this  amount  withdrawn, 
$600  has  been  taken  out  of  the  principal  of  the  Fund,  and  $1,180  out 
of  the  income. 

4.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  annuitants,  in  their  age  and  widow- 
hood, have  received  for  six  months,  sums  varying  from  $7.87  to  $21, 
in  the  place  of  $100,  the  maximum  proposed  and  reached  in  the  year 
1863. 

Now,  all  this  not  only  betrays  a  growing  want  of  confidence  in  this 
plan  of  relief,  but  seems  to  presage  a  rapid  withdrawal  of  its  funds. 

Your  committee  see  the  peril.  Its  approach  has  threatened  the 
Widows'  Fund  for  many  years.  Now  its  condition  seems  almost 
desperate. 

Synod's  resolutions  of  confidence  have  commended  it  to  the  favor  of 
the  churches  year  attet  'jewc^'VyaX.  V-ecs^  ^'cjii't  \\\x\a  ^ood.    We  do  not 
propose  to  Synod  to  teipeat  W»a  ^x^^craaKoX..   '^^^^xa  ^^tskks^^Xk^^^^ 
pose  the  following: 
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Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  consisting  of  Elders  Jacob 
B.  Jewett,  Peter  D.  Vroom,  S.  B.  Schieffelin,  and  Rev.  I.  N.  Wyckoff, 
D.D.,  and  Rev.  B.  C.  Taylor,  D.D.,  to  take  into  consideration  the  sub- 
ject of  the  Widows'  Fnnd,  with  the  view  of  ascertaining  what  measures 
can  be  adopted  to  give  greater  stability  and  efficiency  to  the  operations 
of  this  Fand;  and  that  such  committee  report  at  the  next  meeting  of 
Synod. 

In  regard  to  the  communication  in  behalf  of  Rev.  Mr.  Harlow,  your 
committee  suggest  that  Synod  cannot  interfere  with  the  working  of  that 
Fund  in  this  brother's  case,  but  can  only  commend  him  to  the  loving 
care  of  those  who  know  his  need,  which,  doubtless,  will  not  leave  him 
to  suffer. 

All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

BOARD   OF   PUBUCATION. 

A  request  was  presented  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Publication,  asking  to  be  excused  from  preaching  the  sermon 
in  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Publication  on  the  evening  of  the  third  day 
of  the  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  request  be  granted. 

The  Sixth  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  received, 
read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  re- 
ceived  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication. 

The  Committee  on  Publication  reported,  and  their  report  was  ac- 
cepted, adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

The  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  papers  relating  to  the 

Board  of  Publication,  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  an  examination  of  the  Report,  and  the  statement  of  the  Gor- 
responding  Secretary,  enable  us  to  form  a  correct  view  of  the  opera* 
t  ions  and  present  position  of  tne  Board.  As  the  full  report  of  tb& 
Board,  of  which  we  have  only  an  a\i%\iT«Jt\i/\&Vi\i^Y^\a^«^^»^^^K^^'^ 
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diffused  among  the  dnnrcheSy  your  committee  will  be  etcneed  fitom 
lengthy  statistical  statements. 

Whibt  the  work  of  the  Board  of  Publication  reqoireB  qb  to  look  at 
it  according  to  strictly  commercial  rales,  we  most  not  OYorlodc  the 
lugh  and  glorioas  object  which  it  proposes.  It  is  adrisable  to  consider 
its  wants  and  claims  in  view  of  botii  of  these  considerattons. 

Tke  Commercial  or  Business  Asped  of  this  Board. 

The  receipts  of  the  Board  from  collections  in  seventy-two  chnrchei 
amount  to  $1,469.80.  It  is  gratifying,  even  in  view  of  this  smill 
amount,  to  know  that  mure  churches,  by  thirty,  have  contributed  than 
ever  before  in  one  year.  The  entire  receipts  from  all  sources  amoidit 
to  $22,810.84.  This  amount  has  been  obtained  from  collections  in 
churches,  indiyidual  donations,  sales,  and  from  loans.  It  is  to  be  deeply 
regretted  that  receipts  from  this  last  source  so  li^g^^  J  enter  into  the 
amount.  Nor  arc  these  limited  to  ordinary  business  accommodations. 
The  members  of  the  Board  constantly  furnish  money  for  the  operations 
of  the  establishment.  A  corporation  ought  not  to  be  obliged  to  re- 
sort to  such  expedieute. 

Even  more  deplorable  than  this  is  the  fact,  so  honorable  to  the  mem- 
bels  of  the  Board,  that  they  have  given  their  personal  notes  as  a  col- 
lateral security  in  doing  the  work  of  the  Synod.  It  is  clearly  manifest 
that  the  Board  does  not  possess  the  credit  necessary  for  it  as  a  business 
establishment. 

Limited  as  it  thus  is,  no  capacity  for  the  administration  of  its  affairs 
can  enable  the  Board  to  carry  even  its  light  burden  of  expenses.  That 
the  Board  can  live  in  its  present  condition  is  a  sheer  impossibility. 

Publishing  DqtarimeTit, 

During  the  year,  the  Board  has  published  about  25,000  copies  of 
Books;  besides  Tracts,  Minutes  of  Synods,  Reports  of  the  various 
Boards,  and  Sunday-school  Proofs.  The  whole  amounting  to  6,287,382 
pages. 

Among  the  most  important  of  these  publications  is  the  new  edition 
of  the  12mo  size  of  the  Psalm  and  Hymn  Book.  The  general  execu- 
tion of  this  work  is  creditable  to  our  Board.  A  like  improvement  is 
to  be  hoped  for  in  the  18mo  size,  which  is  promised  to  us  in  Septem- 
ber next. 

The  committee  has  examined  the  copies  of  books  submitted  by  the 
Board,  and  consider  them  well  worthy  of  the  Synod's  endorsement 
The  volume  of  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  furnished  us  makes  us 
more  anxious  than  ever  to  see  it  followed  by  the  second  volume  of  the 
series.  The  set  of  books  prepared  for  the  various  records  and  accounts 
needed  by  the  churches  are  commended  to  general  adoption  and  use. 
Both  order  and  correctness  will  thus  be  promoted. 
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CofUal  needed  by  ihe  Board, 

Tliere  can  be  no  question  that  the  Board  of  Publication,  like  ererj 
other  business  establishment,  manufacturing  and  selling  goods,  needs  a 
capital.  In  view  of  the  great  want  of  the  Board  in  this  respect,  we 
are  surprised  at  two  things:  First,  that  the  Board  should  have  done 
BO  much;  secondly,  that  the  members  of  the  Board  should  have  kept 
up  their  operations  so  long  bj  personal  labor  and  sacrifice. 

There  is  something  melancholy  in  the  announcement  that  members 
of  the  Board  have  given  their  individual  notes  as  collateral  security  in 
conducting  the  work  which  the  Church  has  appointed.  These 
brethren  have  long  been  in  the  practice  of  making  liberal  donations  of 
money,  as  well  as  time,  and  of  loaning  their  funds.  But  we  were  hard- 
ly prepared  to  learn  that  their  zeal  would  have  carried  them  so  far. 
Whilst  we  admire  their  course,  they  only  temporarily  secure  to  the 
Church  the  benefits  of  the  Board — the  Board  itself  is  by  no  means 
strengthened.  It  waits  a  little  longer  for  the  helping  hand  which 
should  long  ago  have  been  extended  to  it. 

The  Board  presents  a  nominal  balance  in  its  favor  of  $10,256.13. 
Of  this  sura,  $9,799.55  is  represented  by  store  fixtures,  stereotype 
plates  and  boxes,  wood-cuts  and  electrotypes.  Were  this  nominal 
amount  worth  the  sura  represented,  it  would  be  mostly  unavailable  in 
the  operations  of  the  Board.  But  the  deterioration  of  the  plates  by 
wear,  and  the  want  of  market  for  new  editions  of  books  printed,  conr 
strain  us  to  deduct  largely  from  this  truthful  exhibit  of  what  the  Board 
has  expended  upon  its  working  stock. 

The  Board  states  the  need  of  a  capital  of  $25,000.  It  must  strike 
every  one  that  some  such  amount  is  necessary  to  the  comfortable  and 
successful  action  of  our  Board.  The  unusual  interest  upon  the  sum 
named  is  less  than  the  collections  in  the  churches  and  individual  dona- 
tions during  the  past  year,  these  having  amounted  to  $2,292.63.  This 
latter  sum  has  been  entirely  absorbed  in  the  annual  expenses  of  the 
operations,  which  amounted  to  $2,367.60.  The  employment  of  a  prop* 
er  capital  would  enable  the  Board  to  pay  its  working  expenses,  whilst 
giving  to  the  Church  a  large  and  varied  amount  of  religious  literature. 
But  without  it,  the  first  page  of  a  new  book  cannot  be  printed.  The 
Church  has  no  right  to  expect  it.  A  loan  or  long-extended  credit  is 
almost  indispensable  to  issue  a  new  edition  of  the  shortest  tract  upon 
our  list.  It  is  impossible  to  do  more  than  adjourn  the  day  of  death  to 
the  Board,  unless  furnished  with  an  actual  cash  capital. 

The  Claiins  of  the  Board  upon  ihe  Chu/rch. 

The  first  is  a  claim  to  be  put  in  a  proper  working  condition.  As  it 
is  unpalatable  to  the  churches  to  do  this  by  annual  collections,  and  as 
this  mode  of  support  is  altogether  capricious  and  unreliable,  it  is  plain 
that  the  only  course  to  pursue  is  to  endow  the  Board. 

The  object  of  this  Board  is  to  publish  for  the  Church.    The  usual 
mode  of  exchanges,  existing  between  p^VtfJsvvTi^V'wsfifi^       ^si^v^^'^feK^ 
work  off  their  issues,  and  give  vanet^  to  \)Sica  ^\j^^^^^SSsas|,\ft'*^siS8«i 
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sales  and  profits^  is  not  open  to  a  Church  Board.  The  ezcellenoe  of 
what  we  paid  on  its  shelves  or  obtain  from  its  colporteurs  most  not 
be  marred  bj  anything  of  this  kind.  Oar  brethreh  in  the  Board  of 
Pablication  do  enongh  in  making  brick  for  as;  we  have  no  right  to 
withhold  the  straw.  In  their  present  position,  they  imitate  ancient 
Israel  in  gathering  stabble  whereyer  they  can  find  it.  They  ha?e  a 
daim  to  the  capital  needed  to  carry  on  their  work.  This  Board  is  the 
creature  of  the  Synod — a  willing  servant  to  do  the  Synod's  work. 
Either  as  parent  or  master,  the  Synod  is  bound  to  furnish  the  means 
requisite. 

The  Board  has  a  second  claim  upon  the  churches — ^to  furnish  a  mar- 
ket for  its  publications.  Having  chosen  such  works  as  are  agreeable 
to  the  doctrines  of  the  Church,  it  is  little  enough  to  ask  that  the  way 
be  opened  for  the  distribution  of  these  books.  Thus  the  Church  will 
receive  back  what  she  contributes;  and  the  pious  liberality  which  seeks 
the  good  of  the  Church  through  this  channel  will  delight  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  work. 

In  what  way  the  Board  is  to  gain  this  object,  whether  by  colportagc, 
by  local  bookstores,  or  special  agents,  should  be  left  to  its  own  discre- 
tion. What  concerns  us  is  to  give  these  pablications  to  our  congrega- 
tions. Whether  the  Board  enlarge  its  operations  or  not;  indeed, 
whether  the  Board  is  to  continue  its  existence  or  not,  the  churches 
need  the  excellent  publications  upon  its  shelves,  or  which  conld  be  mul- 
tiplied from  its  Rt'jreotype  plates.  The  productions  of  our  ministry, 
which  the  Board  has  taken  in  hand  to  publish,  are  not  properly  brought 
to  the  families  of  the  Church.  To  acconiplLsh  this,  the  pastors  and 
Consistories  must  open  the  way  more  fully  for  the  valuable  religions 
publications  issued  by  the  Board. 

Action  proposed  far  the  Synod, 

Your  committee  would  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 

Resolved f  That  the  thanks  of  the  Church,  and  of  this  Synod,  are 
eminently  due  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Publication  for  their 
untiring  efforts  and  their  personal  sacrifices  in  sustaining  the  operations 
of  the  Board. 

Eesolvedf  That  in  view  of  the  wants  of  the  Board,  and  the  desirable- 
ness of  its  efBcient  action,  we  commend  it  to  the  churches,  and  espe- 
cially to  individuals  to  whom  God  has  intrusted  wealth,  that  the  Board 
may  receive  the  needed  capital  for  its  operations. 

lUsolved,  That  we  approve  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Publica- 
tion, that  at  least  $25,000  will  be  needed  as  a  capital  for  the  opera- 
tions of  the  Board.

A  letter  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Fine  Arts,  inviting  the  Synod  to 
attend  the  Thirty-seventh  Annual  Exhibition  of  this  Institution. 
Whereupon,  it  was  Resolved^  That  the  invitation  be  accepted,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  Synod  be  returned  to  the  Directors. 

Resolved,  That  that  part  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations recommending  preachers  be  recommitted,  with  instructions  to

A  communication  was  received  from  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia,  inviting  the 
members  of  the  Synod  to  visit  their  rooms,  and  use  their  library  and 
periodicals,  as  may  suit  their  convenience:  whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  invitation  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Associ- 
ation be  accepted,  with  the  thanks  of  the  Synod  for  their  politeness.

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Natural  Sciences,  which  was  accepted,  with  the  thanks  of  the  Synod 
for  the  same. 

Resolved,  That  in  M  cases  where  a  member  of  any  one  of  onr  be> 
nevolent  Boards  shall  fail  to  attend  the  Stated  Meetings  of  such  Board 
for  a  twelvemonth  continuonsly,  snch  failnre  shall  be  deemed  a  resigna- 
tion of  his  oflSce,  and  the  Board  shall  have  liberty  to  fill  his  place  by  a 
new  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term. 

The  Rev.  Peter  H.  Burghardt,  Elbert  Nevins,  John  G.  Johnson, 
Nathaniel  Conklin,  and  the  Elder  John  Y.  A.  Merrill,  were  appointed 
a  Committee  of  Canvass,  to  whom  the  ballots  cast  for  filling  vacancies 
in  the  several  Boards  of  the  Synod,  for  corresponding  delegates,  and 
for  a  person  to  preach  on  the  Benevolent  Operations  of  the  Church, 
were  committed,  who  reported  the  result  of  the  election.

Quackenbush  was  chosen  Primarius,  and  the 
Rev.  Isaac  N.  Wyckoff,  D.D.,  Secundus.

Resoked,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  several  churches  of  our 
denomination  to  take  up  a  collection  for  the  American  Colonization 
Society  on  the  Sabbath  nearest  the  4th  of  July,  or  any  other  conve- 
nient Sabbath.
